Twenty  Deputy  Sheriffs  Armed  With  Rifles 

Defended  the  Jail,  But  They  Were 

Soon  Overcome.

Until  Their  Numbers  Were  Suf- 
ficient. 


Decatur,  III.,  June  3.— Early  this 
momiiijj  a  mob  attacked  the  county  jai! 
aad  lynched  Samue!  J.  Bush,  the  negro 
who  made  a  criminal  assault  upon  Mrs. 
William  H.  Vest  in  Mount  Zion  lown- 
shin  last  Tuesday. 

The  w^rd  was  passed  armind  to  a 
score  ot  trusty  and  determined  citizens 
last  ni^ht  that  their  services  were  to  be 
required  as  jurors  at  Judge  Lyr.ch's 
couit  and  they  were  requested  to  n.eet 
a;  an  appointed  rendezvous  at  2  o'clock 
prepared  to  mete  out  justice  to  San-.ufl 
J.  iSuih,  the  ne^ro  who  outraged  Mrs. 
v'estat  Mount  Zion  township  last  Tues- 
day. Promptly  at  2  o'clock  the  men  as- 
sembled, and  after  selecting  a  leader 
marched  up  to  the  jail  building  where 
the  neijro  was  confined. 

Rappin;;  on  the  door,  they  demanded 
admission  from  Jailer  Medki.*?.  Their 
demand  was  refused  by  Medk:ff,  who 
told  them  he  wou'.d  defend  the  jail  with 
h^s  life.  One  of  the  posse  seized  a  sledjje 
hinimcr.  and  with  a  blow  the  door  was 
s.fn.-ished  to  splinters.  The  men  then 
rushcfl  into  the  jail  and  overpoweniiif 
Deputy  Sheriff  .Medk^ff  and  Special  <  )iri- 
cer  Foster,  secured  the  keys  to  the  cell 
Iciors.  L  nlccking  the  heavily  barred 
d<x>r  leading  into  the  corridor,  they 
rushed  to  the  cell  of  thenetjro  rapist. 

bush  crouched  in  a  comer  of  his  celi 
and  screamed  piteously  f(^r  mercy.  The 
door  was  sr.on  unlocked  and  a  rope 
thrown  around  the  negro's  neck  and, 
halt  dressed  and  yelling  at  the  top  oi  his 
voice,  the  poor  devil  was  dragged  from 
the  jail.    The  no-ss  of  the  attack  on  the 


jail  aroused  the  people  of  the  vil!a;:e, 
many  of  whom  in  the  excitement  over 
the  arrest  (.i  the  negro  iiad  not  retired, 
and  a  crowd  began  dockini;  around  the 
jail  v^rd. 

W^hcn  the  self  conitituted  jufvreach^d 
the  open  air  with  their  p-risoner,  the 
crowd  had  increased  to  a  mob  of  over 
loco  persons.  Down  Woods  street  the 
party  hurried  and  finally  halted  under  a 
telegraph  Doie.  On  the  way  the  negro 
was  roughly  handleil  by  the  angry  mob 
and  he  was  denuded  of  every  vestig*  ot 
clothing.  The  negro  protested  his  inno- 
cence and  begged  his  executioners  to 
have  mercy  on  him.  The  crowd,  kr.ow- 
ing  that  he  had  been  fully  identifird  by 
his  victim  beyond  all  question  of  douhi, 
paid  no  attention  to  his  appeals. 
GA  man  quickly  climbed  up  the  pole, 
and  the  end  of  the  rope  was  thrown  to 
him.  He  passed  it  across  the  cross-.- rm 
and  let  the  end  dangle  over  the  beads  of 
the  crowd  below.  The  leader  of  the  ir.ob 
then  told  Bush  that  he  would  be  allowed 
ten  minutes  in  which  to  make  his  pesce 
with  God.  The  condemned  m.-in  pravcd 
in  a  rambling  and  incoherent  manner 
for  nearly  the  allotted  lime,  alternating 
his  appeals  for  mercy  with  declarations 
of  his  innocence. 

Finally  the  mob  began  to  murmur  at 
the  delav.  and  fearing  that  the  sheriff 
would  organize  a  relief  party  and  rescue 
their  victim,  the  cry  went  forth:  "Haul 
him  up.  He  has  prayed  too  long  al- 
ready," The  mob  then  ordered  the  man 
on  the  pole  to  lower  the  rope.  This  w.as 
done  and  a  score  of  willing  hands  hauled 
away  with  a  will.  The  negro  was  raised 
four  feet  in  the  air,  held  there  a  half 
minute  and  then  lowered  to  the  ground. 
The  noose  was  loosened  and  he  was 
asked  to  acknowledge  his  guilt. 

When  he  could  summon  enough  breath 
to  reply,  he  reiterated  his  declaration  of 
innocence.  This  only  angered  the  mob 
all  the  more  and  they  again  swung  him 
up.  This  time  he  was  hauled  up  to  the 
length  of  the  rope  and  the  mob  withdrew. 
A  doctor  rushed  forward,  clasped  the 
pulse  of  the  expiring  victim  in  his  left 
hand.  He  retained  his  grasp  until  the 
pulsations  of  the  wrist  ceased,  and  he 
told  the  crowd  that  justice  had  been 
meted  out  to  the  wretch  and  he  was  be- 
yond all  earthly  hope. 

The  mob  slowly  dispersed  and  the 
shenf?  and  deputies  passed  throtigh  the 
receding  crowd  and  cut  down  the  nei^ro. 
The  mob  was  composed  of  all  classes  of 
citizens  and  they  made  no  attempt  at 
disguise.  

WAS  POSITIVELY  IDENTIFIED. 


Bush  Made  a  Partial  Confession  o(  His 
GuHt. 

Decati'R,  111.,  June  3.— Samuel  J. 
Bush,  the  negro  who  is  charged  with  as- 
sault upon  Mrs.  \'*'.  H.  \'cst,  ot  .Mount 
Z:on,  was  lodged  behind  the  bars  yester- 
day in  the  county  jail.  Although  it 
rained  all  night,  a  large  crowd  gathered 
about  the  jail  wailing  for  the  arrival  of  a 
lynching  crowd  from  Mount  Zif)n. 

Bush  has  made  a  partial  confession  of 
guilt  and  he  has  been  positively  identi- 
fied. There  are  twenty  deputy  sheriffs 
armed  with  rifles  inside  the  corridor  of 
the  jail  and  they  have  the  keys.  Extra 
policemen  are  on  duty  and  the  author- 
ities say  they  will  use  every  possible  ef- 
fort to  resist  mob  violence. 


Failure  at  Gladstone. 

Gl.adstone,  Mich.,  June  3.— The  Ex- 
change bank  last  night  made  an  assign- 
ment lor  the  benefit  oi  its  creditors  and 
has  closed  its  doors.  The  suspension 
was  caused  by  the  failure  ot  the  rlank.n- 
ton  bank,  of  Milwaukee,  and  the  out- 
come depends  entirely  on  the  latter  in- 
stitution. No  statement  of  the  bank's 
condition  has  yet  been  made. 


A  PRIVATE  BANKfGONE. 

The  Largest  Dealer:,  ot  Commercial  Paper  in 
tbii  Country. 

CiiiCAGo,  June  3-— Herman  Schafncr 
&  Co  ,  private  hankers  at  100  Washing- 
ton street,  made  an  assignment  in  the 
county  court  tt.is  n)orn!iig.  No  tt  ue- 
ment  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank  was  tiled 
in  the  application  for  a  receiver. 

It  IS  Slated  that  the  creditors  of  the 
bank  will  lose  nothing.  Attorney  Mayer, 
representing  the  assignee,  stated  to<lay 
that  even  in  the  irvcnt  of  a  forced  liiiui- 
ilation  there  will  be  enough  money  to 
meet  all  liabilities.  The  firm  was  con- 
sidered t>nc  of  the  most  soli  1  private 
banks  in  the  country.  It  did  a  small  de- 
posit and  brokerage  business  and  its 
jjreatest  busine^rs  was  a  romniei  lal 
brokerage  one  vv  th  banks  all  over  the 
country. 

In  the  re^ul.ir  *t>urse  of  its  busin.-ss, 
the  bank  stild  coninicriial  paper  without 
iiid«jrsing  it  and  ilso  without  any  liabil- 
ity. Most  of  ili'i  paper  was  b»iugbt  on 
the  strength  of  mercantile  houses  by 
wh:ch  It  was  indorsed.  The  assignir.ent 
was  undoubtedly  caused  by  the  di.-ap- 
pearance  of  ll?rmann  Schnff'ner,  tbe 
senit>r  member  of  the  tirm.  The  o'hcr 
member  is  \.  T.  Beker. 

Yesterday  noc  »  Sciiaifner  left  bis  coat 
in  the  clfice  and  stated  to  his  partner 
that  he  was  gong  out  on  an '  errrnd. 
Since  then  nothing  has  been  seen  or 
heard  of  him  1  e  has  not  been  seen  at 
h  s  home,  and  the  police  have  made  \ain 
efftms  to  discover  his  whereabouts.  This 
fact  started  a  :  jccor  on  the  boar.l  of 
trade  this  morn::  g  that  he  had  commit- 
ted suicide.  Tht:  worst  is  feared  by  bis 
friends  and  business  associates. 

Mr.  Schaffner".  partners  were  so  mjch 
moved  over  the  liisappcarance  of  his  as- 
sociate that  last  r  ight  he  became  ill.  and 
today  he  is  at  hi?  home  suffering  from 
the  depression  and  so  ill  that  he  is  coa- 
lined  to  his  bed.  The  bank  had  beeu  in 
trouble  for  severrd  days,  and  the  impend- 
ing disaster  appeared  to  have  a  trost 
distressing  effect  upon  Mr. Schaffner.  No 
statement  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  has 
been  m.ide  or  is  pussible  until  the  as- 
signee go:s  over  thi  books  A  meeting 
ot  those  interested  in  the  hank  will  b; 
hem  Monday  or  Tuesday  next. 

The  failure  wa  J  caused  by  tc«>  ra-ich 
commc  cia',  paper.  They  were  the 
biggest  dealers  in  commercial  paper  v\ 
the  country.  They  handled  *35,ooo,ooo 
of  it  last  year.  There  was  no  sale,  to 
speak  of,  for  commercial  paper  vhij 
year,  and  that  is  the  cause  of  the  failure. 
.The  only  thcjry  held  by  those  in 
charge  of  the  i' solvent  instil.ition  re- 
garding the  disiippearanre  of  Schaffner 
is  that  he  has  wandered  away  wniie 
laboring  under  a  temporary  demertia. 
"I  think  the  excitement  caused  by  the 
tluctuitior.s  and  unsettled  con<lition  cf 
the  mon*y  market  for  the  past  tfrei 
week.*.'  said  Atiorncy  Newman,  "has 
unsettled  the  man's  mind  and  he  is  now 
roaming  .about  the  city."  He  further 
stated,  and  in  ^his  was  corrobora:ed, 
by  the  representatives  of  the  assignees, 
that  tiJC  amount  of  deposits  would  prob- 
ably'not  exceed  $200,000  and  that  il  ere 
was  no  doubt  thai  all  liabilities  would  bi 
met  dollar  for  d'>  tar. 

"The  firm,"  Mr.  Newman  continued, 
"bought  a  great  ceal  of  paper  for  its  own 
account  .and  ga\'e  notes  in  payment; 
these  notes  form  the  liabilities.  There 
are  no  preferred  creditors;  all  are  on  the 
same  basis.  The  hrm  did  not  deal  la 
stock  of  any  kind,  but  only  in  the  paper 
of  private,  mostly  large,  corporation?, 
such  as  the  stock  yard  companies.  It  is 
impossible  at  present  to  give  even  an 
approximation  of  the  total  liabilities."

Wilson  has  made  a  clean  confession. 
He  S4id  that  he  robbed  the  express  car 
in  order  to  secure  money  with  which  to 
pay  a  moitgage  on  his  father's  farm. 
vVhcn  askci  why  it  was  th.nt  he  left  his 
valise,  which  was  the  key  to  his  capture, 
near  the  robbery  tie  said: 

"It  was  my  inte:nion  to  bring  the  train 
to  a  ha  t  whcr^thrlvalise  had  been  placed 
by  me.  I  could  rot  gauge  ex.-ictly  where 
the  train  was  ow:  11:  to  the  ligltt  that  wa*; 
coming  from  the  cab  of  the  engine.  I 
thought  that  I  was  at  the  place  where  mv 
valise  was,  but  I  afterwards  found  that  I 
wa:  mistaken.  Consequently,  after  I 
finished  the  jo'n  I  made  haste  ro  get 
away.  lam  r(  v  satisfied  to  go  to  the 
penitentiary,  as  I  intend  to  plead  gu  Ity. 
I  want  to  go  t!  ere  for  the  purpose  of 
learning  a  better  trade  th.an  that  of  tslc- 
graphing  for  ma  ting  a  living,  and  i:  is 
tor  this  reason  that  I  want  to  go  to  the 
penitentiary. " 

In  reference  :>  the  money  dumped  in 
the  com  field  near  the  scene  of  the  rob- 
bery. Wilson  says  he  had  placed  it  there 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  lighter 
sentence  in  esse  he  was  captured.  Wil- 
son was  formerly  employed  as  a  tele- 
graph operator  along  the  line  of  the  -St. 
Louis  and  San  Francisco  road.

The  Steamer  Went  at  a  Terrific  Rate  Down 

the  Rapids,  But  Was  fortunately 

Grounded. 


Montreal.  June  3. — The  little  pas- 
senger steamer,  Bon  Esprit,  with  about 
fifty  passengers,had  a  narrow  escaps  from 
being  dashed  to  pieces  in  the  Lachine 
rapids  just  above  the  city  cf  Montreal 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  Bon  Esprit 
runs  between  Lachine  and  the  Indian 
village  ot  Caughnawaga  across  the  river. 
both  places  being  at  the  head  of  the  La- 
chine rapids.  Her  route  is  directly 
through  the    tremendous  current  there, 

and  to  reach  the  other  side  the  boat  has 
to  go  up  the  river  and  drop  down. 

When  near  the  center  of  the  stream 
some  of  the  boat's  machinery  gave  way 
and  she  commenced  to  drift  helplessly 
toward  the  rapids.  There  was  an  imme- 
dia'e  panic  on  board, women  and  children 
running  about  the  deck  of  the  steamer 
screaming. 

Capt  dauthier  and  bis  mates  in  vain 
attempted  to  resti>rc  order,  and  getting 
out  sweeps  tried  to  drive  the  steamer 
over  toward  the  Caughnawaga  shore. 
The  steamer  was  just  at  the  he.ul  of  ihe 
rapids  when  several  Indians  put  out  in 
their  canoes.  Ropes  were  thrown  to  the 
canoes  which  attempted  to  tow  the  little 
craft  toward  the  shore.  They  were  only 
partially  successful. 

The  steamer  went  at  a  terrific  rate 
down  the  rapids,  but  fortunately 
grounded  on  the  Caughnawaga  side  be- 
fore the  worst  part  of  the  rapids  had 
liecn  reached.  The  shock  threw  most  of 
the  passengers  to  the  deck  and  stove  in 
the  DOW  of  the  boat.  The  passengers 
were  brought  into  Montreal  by  train. 

DEPOSITORS  ARE  FEARFUL. 


Small  Runs  Being  Made  on  Ail  iiie  Banks  in 
Milwaukee. 

MlLW.\uKEE,  June  3.— Runs  arc  bei::g 
made  today  as  yesterday  on  all  the 
banks  in  the  city  practically  in  a  greater 

or  lesser  degree.  The  small  savings  de- 
positors, always  timid  and  easilv 
alarmed,  have  taken  fright  at  the  Plank- 
inton  bank  failure  and  have  disregarded 
the  causes  of  that  failure,  which  to  busi- 
ness men  represent  only  the  caieless  aid 
foolhardy  speculations  of  one  man. 

The  greatest  sufferers,  if  that  word 
may  be  used,  arc  the  Commercial  a  id 
the  Second  Ward  banks,  the  front  of 
both  banks  being  crowded  today  with 
depositors  in  the  savings  departments, 
who  are  giving  notice  in  order  that  at 
the  end  of  the  thirty  or  sixty  days,  which- 
ever it  is,  .according  to  law  in  tiieir  case, 
they  will  withdraw  their  savings.  The 
ottirials  of  both  institutions,  however, 
feel  no  alarm. 

President  Oeilfuss  stated  at  noon  to 
the  United  Press  representative  that 
none  of  the  mercantile  fraternity  had 
withdr.iwn  any  deposits  and  that  the  run 
differed  in  no  wise  from  the  movement 
yesterday.  The  banks  of  the  city  see  no 
cause  for  alarm,  and  feel  that  the  tem- 
porary fear  with  which  the  small  deposi- 
tors are  at  present  possessed  will  soon 
pass  away. 

There  IS  no  general  alarm  or  misgiv- 
ings and  it  may  be  said  that  beyond  is 
undoubted  effect  on  small  business  con- 
cerns the  Plankinton  bank  failure  will 
have  no  serious  results.  No  statement 
of  the  affairs  of  that  institution  has  as 
yet  been  prepared. 

SHOT  WITHOUT  TRUL 


A  War    of   Extermination    by   the    Mexican 
Troops. 

Chihiahua,  Mex.,  Jnne  3.— The  gov- 
ernment troops  stationed  at  Tomacchui 
and    other    points    in    that    section  are 

waging  a  war  of  extermination  upon  all 
settlers  and  other  persons  supposed  to 
have  partirip,ated  in  the  revolutionary 
outbreak  which  took  place  in  that  part 
of  the  slate  last  .April.  A  large  number 
of  persons  have  been  summarily  shot 
without  trial. 

It  was  at  Tomacchio  that  the  whole- 
sale massacre  of  Indians  by  Mexican 
soldiers  occurred  .about  a  year  ago.  The 
population  of  the  town  was  about  2,500 
persons.  All  that  now  remains  of  the 
place  is  the  pretty  church  edifice,  which 
was  not  molested  by  the  troops.

Murder  in  Quebec. 

Clarkncrvilli-.,  uue..  June  3,— The 
bodies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eddy  and  their 
ao-year-old  daughter  were  found  in  their 
home  in  Beat :h  Kidge,  a  small  settlement 
a  few  miles  from  here,  this  morning. 
They  had  evidently  been  murdered  dur- 
ing the  night.

New  York,  June  3.— An  Albany  spe- 
cial to  the  Herald  says:  A  surprising 
political  story  was  told  in  this  city  today. 
It  is  to  the  effect  that  President  Cleve- 
land has  said  that  the  senators  from  New 
York  state  must  be  consulted  in  matters 
of  federal  appointments  in  their  respec- 
tive localities. 

Rumor  has  it  that  a  certain  Trojan 
anti-snapper  came  to  Albany  and  asked 
Judge  Herrick  to  help  him  capture  the 
Troy  postofHce.  He  was  told  that  the 
president  had  decided  to  recognize  the 
right  of  a  United  States  senator  to  con- 
sideration when  appointments  were  to  be 
made  in  his  home  city. 

None  of  the  principals  in  the  matter 
will  talk,  and  this  is  held  by  the  machine 
men  to  be  as  signiticant  as  an  admission 
of  the  truth  of  the  rumor. 

If  the  rumor  is  true  it  will  account  for 
the  unusual  quiet  which  pervades  the 
machine  camp  in  this  city,  but  to  give 
Senator  Hill  control  of  federal  appoint- 
ments in  Albany  would  be  a  concession 
little  less  than  miraculous.  Senator 
Murphv  might  be  favored  in  Troy,  but 
Senator  Hill,  althoutrh  the  principle  would 
be  the  same,  could  hardly  expect  such 
consideration  here. 

It  must  be  said,  however,  that  many 
politicians  affect  to  believe  there  is  some- 
thing in  the  rumor.

A  Scheme  for  Defrauding  the  Goverument  Dis- 
covered. 
Eastfort,  Me.,  June  3.— A  scheme 
for  defrauding  the  government  out  of 
revenue  for  imported  tin  has  been  un- 
earthed by    special    Customs    Inspector 

Simonton.  Mr.  Simon '.ou  boarded  the 
schooner  Eva  N.,  wLeo  she  put  into  port 
Thursday,  and  discovered  that  there  were 
in  the  hold  200  cases  of  tin  plate  upon 
which  no  duty  had  been  paid  and  which 
is  valued  at  over  $1000. 

The  merchandise  had  been  smuggled 
across  the  St.  Croix  river  into  Eastport 
from  Beaver  Harbor,  N.  B.  The  tin  is 
used  chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  sar- 
dine boxes  in  Eastport.

From  Pocatello  she  managed  to  reach 
Denver,  from  which  point  she  wired  her 
parents  in  Lead.  The  young  lady  is 
still  nervous  from  excitement  but  other- 
wise in  good  health.  The  father,  who 
has  been  assisting  detectives  in  their 
searcti  for  her  whereabouts,  has  been 
notified  of  her  arrival  here. 

Miss  Holgate  had  $5000  insurance  on 
her  life,  and  the  many  reports  from  Se- 
attle to  the  effect  that  her  disappear- 
ance was  a  scheme  to  beat  the  insurance 
company  are  without  foundation.

Gen.  Bojfnton  Has  a  Trenchant  Article  on 

the  Necessity  of  Purging  the 

Pension  Rolls. 


The  Duty  of  the  Grand  Army  is  to  Assist  li 
This  Necessary  Work  Immedi- 
ately. 


Every  Deserving  Veteran  Should  Assert  His 

Patriotism  by  Aid  to  Revise  the 

Roll  Thoroughly. 


Washington,  June  3.— Gen.  H.  V. 
Boynton,  over  his  own  signature,  speaks 
at  length  of  pension  reform  in  this  morn- 
ing's Post.  The  following  ?re  "extracts 
from  his  communication: 

"B>  the  action  of  the  highest  officials 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
quite  as  much  as  by  the  recent  orders  of 
the  new  Democratic  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior and  the  commissioner  of  pensions, 
the  country  has  been  brought  face  to 
face  with  the  gravities  and  the  serious 
perplexities  of  the  pension  problem.  The 
discussion  has  been  precipitated  none 
too  soon  for  the  good  of  honest  and  de- 
serving pensioners;  for  the  good  name 
and  fame  of  the  Grand  Army  itself ;  for 
setting  up  a  distinction  between  that 
patriotism  which  is  as  pure  as  any  flag 
ever  led  to  victory,  ana  that  humiliation 
of  patriotism  which  is  found  in  the  hot 
quest  for  undeserved  pensions;  and  for 
relieving  the  country  from  such  portion 
of  the  vast  and  fast  growing  pecuniary 
burden  as  may  be  proved  unjust. 

"While  in  its  essence  the  pension 
question  is  non-partisan,  it  is  such  an 
easy  one  to  conjure  with  against  the 
Democrats  that  the  moment  any  one  of 
this  party  undertakes  to  correct  the 
abuses  which  every  fair  man  sees  and 
admits,  a  general  hue  and  cry  is  raised 
at  once  that  the  Democrats  are  at  least 
wreaking  their  spite  and  their  vengeance 
on  the  old  soldier.  No  one  stops  to  think 
that  a  very  large  proportion  of  these  old 
soldiers  who  went  to  war  in  1861,  when 
the  question  of  pensions  was  not  in  the 
remotest  thoughts  of  any  of  them,  were 
Democrats.  Even  Democrats  them- 
s'elves  forget  to  make  answer  that  a  great 
company  of  the  leading  captains  of  the 
union  hosts — Grant,  Sherman,  Buell, 
Rosecrans,  George  H.  Thomas,  Mr- 
Clellan,  Logan,  Butler,  Franklin, 
Sickles,  Slocum— an  unending  column 
of  such  men  and  their  followers 
were  Democrats,  and  ever  since  the  pen- 
sion question  became  t)rominent  both 
parties  have  nursed  it  and  juggled  with 
It  to  secure  political  advantage.  And 
now,  when  it  has  become  a  burden  which 
cannot  be  ignored,  and  should  not  if  it 
could,  since  pension  expenditures  are 
growing  and  now  nearly  equal  all  the 
other  ordinary  annual  appropriations  to- 
gether, it  should  not  be  treated  as  a  par- 
tisan affair. 

"That  the  pension  question  has  as- 
sumed a  magnitude  and  importance 
which  compels  attention  from  any  ad- 
ministration which  takes  proper  cogniz- 
ance of  the  public  interests  is  too  clear  to 
need  argument.  Not  to  give  it  careful 
and  vigorous  attention  would  be  a  grave 
neglect  of  executive  duty. 

"The  examination  ordered  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  interior  strikes  at  the  root 
of  the  trouble.  It  jprobably  affords  the 
most  practicable  wjiy  of  testing  the  real 
condition  of  the  pension  roll.  It  will  be 
time  enough  to  condemn  it  when  the 
hand  of  the  government  as  a  result  of 
this  proceeeding  is  unjustly  laid  upon  a 
single  deserving  pensioner.  No  aamin- 
istration  and,  above  all,  no  Democratic 
administration  can  withstand  the  shock 
that  will  come  to  it  if  any  veteran,  dis- 
abled by  wounds  or  disease  in  the  ser- 
vice, is  dropped  from  the  pension  roll 
which  he  honors.  On  the  other  hand 
every  deserving  veteran  suffers  if  un- 
worthy pensioners  are  not  dropped  from 
what  should  be  an  uncontaminated  roll 
of  honor. 

"The  reputation  and  honor  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  are  now  at  stake 
in  this  matter.  By  the  action  of  its  high- 
est officers,  it  has  been  committed  to  the 
reiparkable  proposition  that  Grand  Army 
posts  shall  not  openly  discuss  and  up- 
hold pension  reform.  It  is  idle  to  make 
answer  to  this  charge  by  pleading  tech- 
nicalities. The  Grand  Army  now  owes 
it  to  itself  to  support  a  searching  exam- 
ination of  the  pension  rolls.  When  this 
is  done,  not  only  the  Grand  Army  but  the 
whole  country  can  be  relied  upon  to  in- 
sist that  none  but  unworthy  cases  shall 
be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  honor. 

"Under  the  present  laws,  the  pension 
roll  cannot  be  fully  re-established  as  a 
roll  of  honor  until  such  investigation  has 
been  thoroughly  and  honestly  made. 
And  when  the  country  is  satisfied  that 
the  roll  is  a  worthy  one,  and  not  until 
then,  will  the  feeling  pass  away  that 
pension  expenditure  is  inconsiderable 
part  an  unjust  burden.  Republicans 
and  especially  Republican  veterans, 
have  a  high  duty  to  perform  in  this  mat- 
ter. To  neglect  it  will  be  a  reflection 
upon  their  patriotism."

MOUNTAIN  IRON  MAHERS. 


The  Electric  Light  Plant  Running  and  Work 
Being  Pushed. 

Mountain  Iron,  Minn.,  June  3.— 
[Special  to  The  Herald.]— Ttie  electric 
liglit  plant  of  the  Mountain  Iron  com- 
pany is  now  in  and  running,  and  work  is 
being  pushed  forward  both  night  and 
day. 

The  Lowmore  minehas  received  steam 
shovels  and  locomotives,  and  will  soon 
be  stripping.  G.  A.  St.  Clair,  lessee  of  the 
Lowmore,  is  in  town  hustling  things  up. 

A  tire  company  was  organized  here 
last  week,  and  is  getting  prepared  for 
business  very  fast.  They  intend  to  give 
a  ball  Saturday  night  to  help  the  cause. 

The  village  trustees  have  closed  a  con- 
tract with  the  Lowmore  mine  to  furnish 
water  for  the  village.  Pipe  has  been 
ordered  and  is  expected  there  very  soon. 
On  its  arrival  it  will  be  connected  and 
laid  immediately. 

There  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  busi- 
ness going  on  west  of  here  at  Superior. 
Judging  from  the  supplies  that  are  be- 
ing teamed  out  there  one  would  say  that 
the  people  are  gettmg  right  down  to 
business  and  are  hustling. 

Iron  Junction  is  experiencing  quite  a 
boom.  A  hotel  and  three  or  four  store 
buildmgs  and  a  couple  of  dwellings  have 
been  started  this  week  and  with  the  ap- 
pointing of  a  marshal  and  building  a  jail 
it  commences  to  look  like  quite  a  village. 

The  new  six  store  block  of  C.  C.  Mer- 
ritt  here  is  ncytring  completion  and  proves 
quite  an  addition  to  the  town.  The  first 
floor  is  built  for  stores  and  the  second 
floor  is  intended  for  offices. 

The  sawmill  has  shut  down  on  account 
of  having  fulfilled  its  contract  in  getting 
out  the  timber  for  the  new  ore  dock.

ORGANIZING  A  STRIKE. 


Thirty     Thousand    Miners   to    Be    Out    By 
July  1. 

ToPEKA,  Kas.  Jnne  3.— President 
Waters,  of  the  Kansas  Miners'  union, 
left  this  morning  for  Osage,  where  he 
will  organize  a  strike  in  the  coal  regions 
of  that  district  to  act  in  sympathy  with 
the  strike  in  progress  in  Southeastern 
Kansas.  When  this  district  has  joined 
the  strike,  there  will  be  10,000  miners 
out  in  Kansas. 

From  Osage  President  Waters  goes  to 
Rich  Hill,  Mo.  After  completing  his 
work  in  Missouri,  Waters  will  proceed 
to  the  mining  districts  in  the  Indian  ter- 
ritory and  Arkansas.  There  he  hopes 
to  add  5000  more  men  to  the 
force  of  the  strikers.  In  the 
meantime  President  Howells,  of  the 
Colorado  union,  who  has  charge  of  the 
mines  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
Fe  Railroad  company  at  Trinidad, 
Canon  City  and  Rockville,  will  have 
ordered  out  the  400O  men  now  working 
under  his  jurisdiction. 

By  July  I  President  Waters  says  all  of 
this  work  will  have  been  accomplished 
and  in  round  numbers  there  will  be  30.- 
000  miners  out  west  of  the  Mississippi 
river.  There  are  100,000  in  the  union, 
and  Waters  expects  the  remaining  70,000 
to  assist  the  strikers  in  carrying  on  their 
fight.  He  makes  the  boast  that  the  union 
has  so  effectually  fortified  itself  that 
union  can  hold  out  for  two  years.

This  decline,  however,  was  soon  succeeded  by 
a  firmer  feeling  and  a  general  improveinfmt.  At- 


they  were  'more  scared  than 
hurt-'  The  next  thought  naturally  was 
to  tind  out  the  cause  of  all  this  sudden 
destruction,  and  those  who  looked  to  the 
northeast  and  noticed  a  huge  column  of 
dense  smoke  shoot  upward  hundreds  of 
feet  and  remembered  that  the  powder 
magazines  oi  the  Hecla  and  Atlantic 
powder  companies  were  located  in  that 
direction  needed  no  further  information 
on  this  point. 

"It  was  stxin  ascertained  that  the 
magazine  of  the  Hecla  company  had  ex- 
ploded and  caused  the  mischief.  As  soon 
as  people  came  to  know  that  the  house  of 
the  Atlaatic  company  was  located  in  the 
same  vicinity  and  contained  enough  ex- 
plosives to  put  the  whole  town  to  sleep 
in  a  jiffy  4hey  held  their  breath  in  anx- 
ious expectancy  for  a  time.  Soon  reports 
came  to  allay  these  fears  and  a  number 
of  citizens  started  for  the  locality  from 
whence  came  the  explosion.  No  signs  cf 
a  powder  house  were  found,  bat  in  the 
place  where  itstot^d  a  few  minutes  before 
was  a  cellar  nicely  excavated,  while  .all 
around  were  evidences  of  the  terrible 
force  of  the  explosion.  Trees  for  several 
rods  around  bad '  been  leveled  to  the 
ground  or  stripped  of  limbs  and  foliage, 
tne  railroad  sidetrack  for  some  distance 
had  disappeared  from  the  face  of  the 
earth,  several  flat  cars  loaded  with  rails 
and  timbers  were  scattered  about  in 
little  piecei,  and  the  destruction  seemed 
complete. 

"The  roof  and  one  side  of  the  Atlantic 
ccmpany's  magazine  was  smashed  in 
and  it  seems  wonderful  that  the  force  of 
the  explosion  did  not  cause  an  added 
disaster.  People  may  well  tremble 
when  they  contemplate  the  possible  de- 
struction which  might  have  resulted  had 
the  twenty  tons  of  dynamite  and  the 
large  quantity  of  powder  stored  in  this 
magazme  explode'l  at  the  same  time. 

"The  destruction  in  the  town  will 
reach  several  thousand  dollars.  Many 
store  fronts  are  completely  wrecked  ani 
but  few  escaped  without  loss  of  window 
glass.  \V.  B.  Pratt  &  Co.,  E.  C.  Burke 
and  other  grocery  men  lose  quite  heavily 
in  crockery,  glassware  and  extracts. 
Some  cf  the  saloon  men  have  heavy 
losses  in  bottled  goods.  The  loss  of  the 
railroad  company  will  reach  several 
thousand  dollars.  Very  little  of  the  loss 
falls  on  the  insurance  companies. 

"An  infant  child  ut  pecple  living  in 
the  north  part  of  town  was  kdled  bv  the 
force  of  the  explosion.  The  little  one 
had  been  very  sick,  however,  for  some 
time  and  was  not  expected  to  live  from 
dav  to  dav."

Vicious  Partisanship. 
The  efforts  of  the  more  partisan  Re- 
publican newspapers  to  manufacture  ;jo- 
litical  capital  out  of  the  uneasy  financial 
situation,  which  they  are  careful  to  attri- 
bute to  the  policy  of  the  present  admin- 
istration, are  condemned  in  a  vigo'ous 
article  by  the  Kansas  City  Star.  1  he 
stringency  of  money,  the  outflow  of  gold 
to  Europe,  all  of  the  bank  failures  and 
the  collapses  in  stocks  are,  accordin;j  to 
their  narro*- interpretation,  the  frai:  of 
mismanagement  in  the  treasury  depart- 
ment at  Washington  and  the  result  of 
distrust  in  the  present  governor.ent. 
Many  of  the  Republican  leaders  enco  ir- 
age  this  view  inthebelief]that  it  will  inure 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  Democratic  party 
and  reflect  upon  the  sagacity  of  the  jjres- 
ident  and  his  advisers.  The  Star  vdr>' 
properly  says  that  the  theory  is  whcUy 
vicious  in  intention  and  demonstrates 
how  little  fairness  and  justice  there  are 
in  party  politics. 

The. attitude  of-  President  Cleveland 
toward  all  economic  questions  was  well 
known  when  he  was  elected.  His  views 
as  to  the  currency,  the  tariff  and  all  other 
matters  affecting  the  business  of  the 
country  were  explicitly  stated  and  un- 
derstood by  all.  They  were  approved 
by  the  policy.  They  have  not  been 
modified  since,  and  there  is  no  one  who 
believes  that  President  Cleveland  v.-ill 
not  carry  out  his  ante-election  pledge-. 

When  the  administration  came  into 
power,  it  was  confronted  by  a  condition 
of  things  which  had  already  beco.-ne  a 
source  of  grave  perplexity  to  the  Har- 
rison administration.  Tne  difficulties 
with  which  Mr.  Cleveland  and  his  cabi- 
net have  had  to  contend  would  not  have 
been  averted  by  the  te-election  of  Mr. 
Harrison.  They  were  inevitable  as  the 
result  of  a  financial  system  for  which 
both  parties  are  responsible,  and  they 
have  culminated  in  obedience  to  for  :es 
which  are  entirely  removed  from  the  j:er- 
sonality  of  the  administration.  They 
cannot  be  removed  in  a  day,  or  a  week 
or  a  month.  The  problems  are  seri  jus 
and  involve  careful  study  to  secure 
proper  remedy. 

Meanwhile  the  vaporings  of  the  de  m- 
agogues  who  seek  to  make  political  cap- 
ital out  of  the  present  situation  are  <iis- 
gusting  to  all  fair  minded  men.  The  St. 
Louis  Globe-Democrat  is  a  Republican 
paper  of  undoubted  fealty  to  its  party, 
but  it  is  fair  and  honest  enough  to  dis- 
parage the  tactics  of  these  bitter  f  ar- 
tisians,  and  io  a  recent  article  it  ad.iiin- 
istered  to  them  the  following  severe  lep- 
rimand:  "Every  newspaper  reader  has 
known  for  six  or  eight  years  past  that 
Mr.  Cleveland  is  an  intelligent  and  pro.- 
nounccd  sound  money  man,  and  that  he 
IS  sincerely  devoted  to  the  true  theorico  of 
linance,  and  as  resolute  in

Decreasing  Birth-Rate. 

Fewer  children  ate  born  now  than 
were  born  formerly  in  the  L'nited  States, 
in  proportion  to  the  population.  Dr.  J. 
S.  Hillings,  the  celebrated  medical  ex- 
pert, considers,  in  an  interesting  paper 
in  the  June  Forum,  the  reasons  for  the 
falling-off.  E.xcepling  Arizona,  Colora- 
do, Montana  and  New  Mexico,  every 
state  and  territory  showed  a  lowered 
birth-rate  for  the  last  census  year,  the 
gre.-itest  decrease  occurring,  strangely 
enough,  in  the  Southern  states  and  the 
least  in  the  Northeastern  states.  Dr. 
Billings  does  not  regard  the  lessening  of 
the  birth-rate  as  in  itself  an  evil,  but  he 
suggests  that  it  does  constitute  an  inter- 
esting sociological  problem. 

If  the  doctor's  view  of  the  case  is  cor- 
rect, the  birth-rate  will  not  only  continue 
low  in  the  United  States,  as  compared 
with  former  years,  but  it  will  probably 
become  lower.  On  the  other  hand,  so 
long  as  the  present  tendency  of  the  peo- 
ple to  aggregate  in  cities  continues,  as  it 
is  likely  to  do  until  our  coal  supplies  be- 
gin to  shrink  perceptibly,  with  a  corre- 
sponding increase  in  the  cost  of  power 
for  purposes  of  manufacture  and  of 
transportation,  so  long  the  death-rates 
are  likely  to  increase,  and  therefore,  the 
rate  of  increase  in  population  due  to  ex- 
cess of  births  over  death  will  diminish. 

This  state  of  things,  Dr.  Billings  points 
out,  has  occurred  before  in  the  world's 
history  in  certain  regions,  as,  for  in- 
stance, in  Southern  and  Western  Europe 
during  the  decline  of  the  Roman  empire, 
and  if  the  increase  of  population  h.id  not 
been  checked,  as  it  then  was,  the  world 
would  now  be  overcrowded. 


Will  Be  Open  Tomorrow. 

The  World's  fair  will  be  open  again 
tomorrow.  The  federal  judges  declined 
today  to  issue  a  temporary  restraining 
order  against  the  local  directory  and  an- 
nounced that  their  decision  on  the  per- 
manent injunction  will  be  given  next 
Thursday  morning.  The  advocates  of 
Sunday  opening  very  properly  regard 
this  as  another  victory,  and  also  as  an  in- 
dicatiori  that  the  final  decis'on  in  the 
case  will  be  favorable  to  their  claim. 

It  is  perhaps  too  much  to  expect  that 
the  bitter  opponents  of  Sunday  opening 
will  submit  to  the  decision  if  it  be  ad- 
verse to  their  contentions.  A  movement 
that  started  in  bigotry  and  intolerance 
will  continue  to  be  intolerant,  and  all  the 
legal  tactics  will  doubtless  be  employed 
to  keep  the  matter  m  the  courts  in  the 
hope  of  getting  a  favorable  decision  on 
some  point,  so  that  the  gates  may  be 
closed  and  the  majority  of  the  people 
compelled  to  obey  the  wishes  of  the 
minority  in  a  matter  that  is  purely  of  a 
religious  character. 

The  indications  are,  however,  that  all 
their  efforts  to  close  the  fair  on  Sunday 
will  fail,  and  that  the  people  will  be  able 
to  gain  entrance  to  the  great  exposition, 
where  thsy  will  bs  instructed  and  ele- 
vated by  gazing  at  and  studying  all  the 
evidences  of  the  world's  progress  in 
manufactures,  art,  education  and  science. 


The  Herald  received  today  from 
Secretary  Thompson,  of  the  chamber  i>f 
commerce,  a  communication  of  over 
two  columns  in  length,  icvicwing  the 
work  of  that  body  during  the  past  three 
years.  Owing  to  its  CNlreme  length  and 
the  late  hour  at  which  it  was  received,  it 
has  been  found  impossible  to  publish  it 
in  this  issue. 


The  first  strike  of  the  year  in  iron  and 
steel  circles  occurred  at  Pittsburg  yester- 
day, but  will  soon  be  amicably  settled. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  disagreements 
between  employes  and  workmen  will  be 
as  short-lived.  In  this  instance,  the  em- 
ployes called  for  a  conference  with  the 
representatives  of  the  men  at  once,  :ind 
the  differences  will  soon  be  adjusted.

Judge  Charles  L.  Lewis,  who  was  re- 
cently appointed  to  the  bench i)f  the  dis- 
trict couit  here,  is  a  «on  of  Samuel  R. 
and  Ann  K.  Lewis,  of  La  Salle  county, 
Hi.  Mr.  Lewis'  father  has  been  a  prom- 
inent man  in  public  life  in  Illinois  for 
many  years.  He  lived  on  his  father's 
larm  at  the  same  place  until  the  a^e  of 
16  and  while  hoeing  corn  and  digging 
potatoes  was  wondering  and  planning 
how  he  might  secure  an  education.  Sucti 
schooling  as  lie  had  in  the  meantime 
was  obtained  at  the  district  school  which, 
to  say  the  least,  was  in  a  very  undevel- 
oped condition.

He  attended  for  one  year  the  high 
school  at  Ottawa,  111.,  and  was  then 
placed  in  the  Ottawa  bank  by  his  father 
who  wished  to  mc^ke  a  business  man  of 
his  son,  but  the  son  desiring  above  all 
thmgs  an  educaiijn,  he  was  sent  by  his 
parents  to  the  academy  connected  with 
the  university  of  Chicago,  where  he  took 
the  preparatory  course  of  three  years, 
and  the*  freshman  and  junior  years  in  the 
college.  He  then  entered  and  took 
junior  and  senior  years  of  his  collegiate 
course  at  Oberlin  college,  Ohio,  gradu- 
ating in  1876. 

His  first  intention  was  to  study  for  the 
ministry,  but  his  religious  opinions  not 
being  detlnitely  settled,  he  turned  his  at- 
tention to  law  and  read  with  a  leading 
Chicago  lirm,  Lr  wrence,  Campbell  & 
Lawrence,  Judge  Lawrence,  the  senior 
partner,  benig  at  oue  time  chief  justice 
of  the  supreme  court  of  Illinois  and  the 
firm  doing  a  heavy  law  business  in  its 
day.  He  remained  with  this  firm  two 
years,  being  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Chi- 
cago in  the  sprin;?  of  1879. 

Mr.  Lewis  cam:;  to  iMinneso'a  in  the 
fall  of  1879,  visitiig  St.  Paul  with  the 
view  of  locating  there,  h.ivmg  also  in 
mind  Duluth  and  Fergus  Falls.  He  was 
advised  by  real  estate  men  to  choose  the 
latter  place,  it  bnng  widely  advertised 
at  the  time.  He  immediately  began  the 
practice  at  that  point  and  was  married 
the  next  year  to  .Vliss  Janet  D.  Moore,  of 
Minneapolis.  He  remained  iu  Fergus 
Falls  until  his  removal  to  Duluth. 

"While  a  resident  of  Fergus  Falls  he 
held  several  places  of  public  trust, 
among  them  secretary  of  the  board  of 
education  during  two  or  more  years.  In 
1884  he  was  elected  county  attorney  and 
was  re-elected  in  1886.  He  was  sent  as 
dele£:ate  to  tae  Republican  na- 
tional conventior  that  nominated  Harri- 
son for  president,  and  was  chosen  secre- 
tary of  the  Minnesota  delegation. 

Business  in  Fergus  Falls  was  good  un- 
til the  reaction  from  the  boom,  when  Mr, 
Lewis  began  to  think  of  removing  to  a 
more  favorable  l':)catJon,b'Jt  made  no  de- 
cision until  1890.  His  fust  visit  to  Du- 
luth was  made  during  that  year.  He 
immediately  planned  to  come  here  and 
arrrived  in  the  spring  ol  1891,  toon  after 
bringing  his  farn.ly.  Mr.  Lewis  is  about 
40  vears  of  age  and  was  appointed  judge 
of  the  Eleventh  udicial  district  by  Gov- 
ernor Nelson  on  March  15,  1893.  He 
has  already  given  evidence  that  he  will 
make  an  able  and  popular  judge.

The  Vote  of  St.  Louis  County   on    tho   Canal 
Bonds. 

Minneapolis  Times:  The  special  elec- 
tion held  in  St.  Louis  county  yesterday 
upon  the  proposition  to  issue  bonds  for 
^xjo.ooo  ih.aid  of  the  Minnesota  Canal 
company  jiroject  was  a  cne-sided  afl'air. 
There  was  not  a  large  vote  cast,  but  of 
these  cast,  scarcely  loo  were  favorable  to 
bonding  the  county. 

In  this  decision  the  voters  and  taxpay- 
ers were  most  wise.  Had  the  bonds 
been  voted  it  would  have  been  a  perma- 
nent investment  lor  the  taxpayers.  The 
can.il  company  inttnded  t')  treat  the 
bond?,  if  they  got  them  as  a  donation. 
Had  the  company  s<iuarely  asked  for  a 
gift  it  is  not  impossible  but  that  they 
might  have  been  listened  to  with  favor, 
certainly  with  more  favor  than  was  ac- 
corded to  the  bond  plan— an  indirect  way 
of  getting  a  subsidy.  It  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  company  to  build  the  canal 
whether  it  got  the  bonds  or  not.  It  is 
esteemed  to  be  a  good  investment  and 
capital  is  ready  to  furnish  all  the  money 
needed. 

The  failure  to  vote  the  bonds  will  not 
delay  the  construction  of  the  canal  a 
single  day.  it  will  be  built,  and  by  pri- 
vate capital  and  enterpriftC,  for  it  is 
purely  a  private  project  and  not  properly 
any  part  of  a  syitcm  of  public  works.  In 
this  St.  Louis  county  matter  there  is  an 
object  lesson  in  regard  to  the  applicftion 
to  congress  for  many  million  dollars  for 
the  Nicaragua  canal,  with  Senator  John 
Sherman  sponsor  for  the  bill.

Every  available  inch  of  space  in  the 
Parlor  theatre  was  occupied  last  night 
by  those  eager  to  see  the  mixed  wrest- 
ling match  between  Peter  Schumacher, 
champion  middleweight  of  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  George  W\  Curtis,  of  Superior, 
champion  middleweight  of  the  northwest. 
There  were  sports  from  Duluth,  sports 
from  Superior  and  sports  from  the  range 
towns;  there  were  dock  roustabouts,  lum- 
ber jacks,  mechanics,  clerks  and  just 
enough  sprinkling  of  substantial  profess- 
ional and  business  men  to  make  the  as- 
semblage fairly  cosmopolitan.  When 
the  men  came  into  the  ring,  Curtis  had 
all  the  sympathy  of  the  audience,  that 
was  very  apparent;  when  they  left  it,  al- 
though he  had  lost  the  match,  Schu- 
macher had  completely  captured  that 
sympathy.  Jimmy  Purtell  was  selected 
as  referee. 

Schumacher  won  the  toss  and  for  the 
first  bout  chose  catch-as-catch-can,  his 
favorite  hold.  Both  men  were  in  good 
form  a,nd  went  at  it  with  a  vim.  Curtis 
bore  out  his  reputation  for  clever  work 
and  dogged  determination,  but  he  was  no 
match  for  the  coast  boy  and  went  down 
in  six  minutes.  Ten  minutes  rest  was 
allowed  between  bouts. 

Second  bout — Curtis  named  his  favor- 
ite hold,  collar  and  elbow,  in  jackets, 
two  points  down.  This  style  displayed 
to  excellent  advantage  the  strong  points 
of  the  Superior  boy — quick  an  d  clever 
work  with  his  feet.  Ha  said  he  expected 
to  lose  this  bout  and  did  m  three  minutes 
and  ten  seconds. 

Third  bout — Schum.acher  named 
Graeco-Roman,  two  points  down.  Curtis 
began  by  forcing  the  work  and  appeared 
pretty  confident.  His  recent  clever  work 
with  his  feet  made  him  forget  the  rules 
and  several  times  he  had  to  be  cautioned 
against  tripping.  Both  men  went  to  the 
floor.  Immediately  there  were  cries  of 
foul  all  over  the  house.  Their  legs  were 
intertwined  as  they  lay  on  the  floor.  In 
II  minutes  and  so  seconds  Schumacher 
was  awarded  a  fall.  Curtis  claimed  foul, 
but  the  referee  decided  that  if  there  was 
a  toul  it  was  on  the  part  of  Curtis  who 
had  manifestly  done  all  the  leg  work.

Luck  was  with  the  Superior  boy  and  he 
won  the  coveted  advantage  bv  the  coin. 
It  was  self-evident  that  Schumacher  was 
beaten.  He  could  not  have  thrown  Curtis 
in  a  week.  Had  the  conditions  been  re- 
versed Curtis  might  not  have  tlirown 
Schumacher  in  a  year.  Several  times 
Curtis  got  Schumacher  to  the  floor  but 
lacked  strength  to  get  the  second  point 
down.  In  11  minutes  and  30  seconds 
Curtis  was  awarded  a  fall  and  the  match. 
The  crowd  was  satisfied  with  the 
pretty  work  of  both  men  and  had  cer- 
tainly seen  as  pretty  a  match  as  ever 
came  off  in  Duluth.  Schumacher  im- 
mediately challenged  Curtis  to  another 
go  under  the  same  conditions,  the  rules 
to  be    determined  and  applied  strictly.

The  case  tf 
i'ersis  Norton  vs.  Duluth  Street  Rail  ' 
\v:iy  company,  an  energetic  kick  of  a 
property  owner  against  the  plan  of  the 
defendant  to  stretch  its  wires  and  lay  i'.s 
tiacks  en  Tuelidi  avenue  east,  between 
Superior  and  Fourth  streets,  bears  noth- 
ing in  its  first  aspect  to  disliiiRuish  it

FTER  the  World's 
fair  had  been  well 
under  way  I  wa3 
invited  to  a  dinner 
nit  the  Union  club 
in  North  Chicago, 
fi"""-^^  /-^^yi  ^y  Closes  P.  Han- 
't- y^-_~.  -^^j^^^l/  ^y*  ^°  rneet  some 
*^^  V/infc\  persons  of  the  for- 
eign press  and  in 
theartdepartmeut, 
and  as  we  mingled  together  from  7:30 
o'clock  until  I  in  the  morning,  and  as  I 
may  not  have  leisure  soon  for  another 
such  bout,  I  will  narrate  the  appearance 
and  adventures  of  some  of  these  per- 
sons. 

We  had  of  foreign  journalists  Mr.  Vil- 
liers,  Mr.  Senior  and  Mr.  Millet.  Mr. 
Millet  is  also  an  artist,  who  residoi 
almost  equally  in  England  and  tl:? 
United  States.  He  is  the  author  of  an 
adventurous  trip  down  the  panube  river, 
into  the  Turkish  regions.  Then  we  had 
Mr.  Atwood,  the  chief  architect  of  the 
World's  fair,  and  the  only  author  of  th.' 
magnificent  art  building,  which  is  the  ad- 
miration of  all  beholders  and  turns  out 
to  be  equally  happy  in  its  internal  ar- 
rangements. Mr.  Atwoad  is  a  tine-look- 
ing man,  rather  youthful,  with  an  ex- 
pression of  moral  decision  on  his  face, 
yet  mild,  and  looks  like  an  artist  as  much 
as  an  architect.  Then  we  had  an  emin- 
ent Holland  artist,  Mr.  Vos,  who  exhib;ti 
in  the  fair,  and  has  also  been  teaching 
art  classes  in  America.  Two  of 
the  newspaper  publishers  in  Chi- 
cago, Mr.  Kohlsaat  and  Mr.  James 
Scott,  were  present. 

Thcportly  and  frank  Sam  Raymond, 
of  Chicago,  dashed  the  occasion  with  his 
strong  sentiments.  Mr.  Haynie,  who  ha^ 
lived  a  long  time  in  Paris  as  an  Ameri- 
can correspondent,  was  at  hand.  It 
would  have  appeared  in  a  few  minutes 
to  any  novitiate  that  all  the  persons  at 
that  large,  round  table,  somewhere  in 
the  intricacies  of  the  club  house,  were  tf 
the  American  race,  though  Mr.  Senior 
told  me  that  he  h^d  been  twenty-tivt: 
years  on  the  London  News  and  had  never 
seen  the  United  States  until  the  openir^' 
of  this  exhibition.  These  men  of  the 
world  had  no  pronounced  English  accent. 
I  believe  that  one  of  them,  indeed,  was 
an  Irishman,  for  the  Irish  have  always 
made  the  best  English  reporters. 
"Intercourse  is  such  a  talent  in  the 
newspaper  profession  that  the  Irish,  with 
their  superior  sociability,  easily  surpasi 
the  Danish  and  Saxon  members,  who 
have  to  be  thought  out  before  they  can 
know  anybody.  The  British  element 
get  even  with  the  Hibernians  by  more 
application  in  writing  out  their  copy.  I 
recall  an  incident  in  my  own  life  where  1 
had  to  choose  between  seeing  very  much 
and  writing  just  enough.  I  had  been  t(; 
the  far  left  ot  the  Union  army  and  upon 
the  battle  field  of  Five  Forks, 
freshly         after         it         was  won, 

had  interviewed  General  Sheridan 
himself  and  such  surrounding  officers  as 
Griffin,  Forsythe  and  Chamberlain.  I 
did  not  reach  the  battlefield  till  late  at 
night,  and  when  I  started  to  return  to 
Humphreys  Station,  in  front  of  Peters- 
burg, where  I  must  take  the  train' for  New 
York  at  5  or  6  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
for  it  went  onUr  once  in  twenty-four 
hours,  down  to  City  Point  to  meet  the 
boat,  It  was  some  time  after  midnight.  I 
had  hardly  got  underway  when  tremen 
dous  firing  trom  cannon  and  musketry 
broke  out  at  anrl  below  Petersburg.  It 
was  twenty-eight  miles,  I  think,  from  my 
situation  in  Dinwiddic  county,  back  to 
this  military  railroad. 

As  the  road  crookerl  and  now  threw 
out  the  sound  to  the  right  and  again  to 
the  left,  all  kinds  of  queries  arose  in  my 
mind.  I  thought  for  some  time  that  the 
confederates  had  poured  out  ot  their 
works  and  attacked  us  in  front  of  Peters- 
burg, in  order  to  be  compensated  for 
their  losses  upon  their  own  right.  It  was 
the  dawn  of  the  morning  when  I  reached 
Humphreys  Station,  and  there  I  found 
that  we  were  in  Petersburg,  having 
closed  out  thirteen  months  of  a  siege 
and  battles  by  breaking  the  confederate 
lines;  and  such  an  achievement  as  the 
capture  ot  this  important  town,  the  key 
and  back  door  to  Richmond,  appeared  to 
me  to  throw  the  batte  I  had  just  obtained 
at  Five  Forks  into  the  shade.  The  battle 
seemed  at  the  moment  to  be  only  one  o:' 
the  movements,  of  which  the  lallof  Pe- 
tersburg was  the  great  result. 

When  I  was  at  Humphreys  Station  I 
was  so  close  to  Petersburg  that  I  could 
see  its  spires,  and  I  knew  that  by  going 
a  very  little  way  down  the  lines  I  could 
enter  that  town  and  get  many  items  of 
information.  I  asked  myselt  what  was 
my  duty  in  the  premises;  the  answer 
came  in  the  words:  "They  <lo  not  pay  me 
to  see  thirigs,  but  to  write  them.  The 
seeing  is  but  an  incident  to  the  writing, 
and  I  have  in  this  battle  as  much  as  I 
can  write  in  the  next  twenty-four  or 
thirty-six  hours."  So  1  left  my  horse  with 
our  two  correspondents,  who  were  snugiy

tucked  up  in  bed.  having  worn  out   their 
curiosity  by    lying 


for  thiitr^en  months 
in  the  vicinity  of 
the  trei.ches,  and  I 
got  upon  the  slow 
hospital  and  prov- 
ender train,  which 
was  going  down  to 
the  James  viver  at 
City  Point  and  after 
a  ride  of  full  three 
hours  for  that  brief 
distance,  a  part  of 
the  time  I  think 
sitting  on  the  top 
of  a  car,  I  took  the 
steamer  for  the  all-day  journey  down  the 
James.  Wherever  I  could  get  a  place  to 
j)ut  a  sheet  of  paper  I  wrote,  and  when  I 
did  not  write  1  went  to  sleep.  Night 
came  down  at  Fortress  Monroe,  where  we 
changed  boats,  and  1  wrote  some  in  the 
night,  and  was  up  next  morning  betimes, 
still  going  toward  New  York  and  making 
copy  as  1  went.  The  boat  was  late  and 
the  captain  said  he  thought  we  should 
not  be  able  to  catch  the  train  r.t  Balti- 
more which  went  through  to  New  ^■ork, 
and  as  there  would  be  no  other  train 
until  too  late  in  the  day  to  reach  New 
York  for  effective  work,  and  as  the  tele- 
graph was  not  used  in  that  day  of  high 
tolls  as  we  use  it  now,  I  began  to  think 
that  I  had  made  a  mistake,  and  that  I 
should  have  stayed  down  in  the  camps 
and  waited  for  something  else  to  luin  up. 
However,  by  seizing  the  only  carriage 
at  the  wharf,  I  just  made  the  train,  and 
continued  to  write  as  far  as  interrupters 
would  allow  me,  but  when  I  got  to  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  a  telegraph  apprised  me 
of  the  capture.of  Richmond,  or  its  occu- 
pation by  Gen.  Wetzel,  of  Butlers  army. 
Then  I  thought  to  myself,  "What  did  I 
come  away  tor?  I  should  have  stayed 
down  there  and  seen  at  least  the  occupa- 
tion of  Richmond,  the  main  citadel  of 
the  whole  war."  But  Jigain  the  idea  oc- 
curred to  my  mind:  "I  am  not  paid  to 
see  so  much  as  to  write;"  so  it  turned 
out.  when  I  produced  the  battle  of  Five 
Forks  exclusively  the  next  day,  it  was 
the  talk  of  the  town.  I  had  acted  upon 
the  correct  impulse.  If  I  had  seen  Peters- 
burg and  Richmond,  too,  I  could  not 
have  added  anything  of  equil  import- 
ance to  the  description  of  almost  the 
last  battle  of  the  civil  war.  Except  the 
fight  at  High  Bridge,  there  was  do  ex- 
ploit ot  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  follow- 
ing Five  Forks  which  was  not  like  an 
anti-climax. 

In  these  days  one  would  strike  for  the 
telegraph  station  and  send  his  matter  in 
at  half  a  ceiU  to  three-quarters  of  a  cent, 
a  word,  but  in  those  early  days  to  reck- 
lessly U5e  the  telegraph  invited  one's  dis- 
charge by  his  newspaper;  the  rates  ran. 
I  think,  from  4  to  8  cents  a  word,  and 
were,  therefore,  from  40  cents  to  Si  a 
line.  Yet  even  in  those  days,  if  publish- 
ers had  only  known  it,  high  expenditure 
would  have  brought  back  high  returns. 
When  we  settled  down  to  our  dinner 
at  the  Union  club  I  heard  Mr.  Handy 
say  that  Archibald  Forbes,  the  English 
correspondent,  had  once  expressed  the 
view  that  it  be  had  Frank  Millet  with 
him  his  compensation  would  have  been 
complete,  to  help  upon  some  important 
battle  in  the  Russian  or  other  war.  A~, 
Mr.  Frank  Millet  was  sitting  by  me,  I 
said  to  him:  "You  are  not  English.  I 
think?" 

"Why,  DO.  I  am  from  Massachusetts. 
I  am  only  a  writer  now  and  then,"  when 
they  invite  me  to  do  something.  I  have 
been  engaged  here  to  assist  in  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  art  exhibit." 
"There  are  a  good  many  Millets?" 
"Yes;  there  is  the  Englishman,  Mil- 
lais,  who  is  famed  in  his  own  country, 
and  the  deceased  Frenchman,  Millet, 
whose  paintings  are  regarded  as  classi- 
cal; and  I  am  Frank  Millet,  with  the  ac- 
cent on  the  't.'" 

I  had  remarked  Mr.  Millet's  several 
pictures  in  the  exhibition,  most  of  them 
owned  by  wealthy  individuals  or  by  clubs. 
One  of  his  largest  canvasses  here  is 
"Van  Corlier,  the  Trumpeter,"  and  he 
paints  ladies  very  well.    Said  he: 

"I  suppose  you  do  not  know  MacGa- 
han,  the  Ohio  l.ad,  who  was  among  the 
correspondents  in  the  later  P-uiopean 
wars.  His  wife  lives  in  New  York,  a 
full-blooded  Russian  lady,  and  she  is 
bringing  up  her  daughter  there,  and 
writes  very  well  in  English.  MacGahan 
is  but  slightly  known,  perhaps,  in  the 
United  States,  but  if  you  were  to  go  into 
the  Turkish  provinces,  like  Bulgaria,  you 
would  find  that  he  stood  as  high  as  Lord 
Byron  did  in  Greece,  when  he  wrote  and 
fought  for  Greek  independence.  They 
celebrate  the  anniversary  of  MacGahan 
in  the  schools  and  museums  in  the  Turk- 
ish provinces.  They  teach  his  name  in 
their  school  books.  No  correspondent  of 
the  press  has  so  far  reached  into  the  af- 
fections of  the  lands  he  saw  and  whose 
battles  he  narrated." 

In  a  few  minutes  Mr.  \'illiers  arose 
and  described  the  death  of  MacGahan; 
his  journey  to  Constantinople,  the  con- 
sideration he  had  from  the  Turks  as  well 
as  frotj  the  Russians,  and  finally  his 
suflden  death  from  disease,  and  the  grief 
of  Gen.  Skobeloff,  of  the  Russians,  who 
knew  this  fine  fellow.  Ohio,  by  act  of 
her  legislature,  sent  out  tf)  Turkey  and 
brought  MacGahan's  remains  home,  and 
interred  them  under  a  public  monument, 
at  Columbus,  I  think. 

Continuing  at  intervals  with  Mr.  Miilet, 
who  is  a  very  fine-looking  man,  with  a 
remarkably  good  head  and  the  look  of  a 
soldier  as  much  as  of  a  Bohemian,  he 
said  at  odd  times: 

"Some  Americans  do  not  see  in  the 
British  school  of  art  the  promise  of  a 
great  fulfillment,  but  I  thick  they  are  go- 
ing to  make  a  fine  art  school,  and  stand 
well  up  among  the  nations  before  they 
are  done.  They  are  very  much  deter- 
mined, and  have  the  support  of  the  poli- 
ticians and  society  of  the  country.  "They 
are  also  conscientious  and  strive  for  large 
ends.  I  have  a  house  in  the  western  part 
of  FLngland,  between  Stratford  and  Wor- 
cester, and  live  there  a  goo<l  deal.  The 
English,  when  they  give  you  their  confi- 
dence, expect  yours  in  return;  if  they 
are  your  friends,  they  expect  you  to  be 
equally  friendly  with  them.  Therefore, 
American  and  English  relations  will  im- 
prove upon  intercourse." 

"What  part  of  Massachusetts  did  you 
come  from?" 

"From  old  Plym.outh,  the  landing  place 
of  the  Pilgrims." 

"I  suppose  you  never  knew  Hanamatt 
Billings?" 

"Well,  yes,  I  did,  somewhat.  Just  as  I 
was  breaking  out  in  art  Billings  was  the 
talk  ot  everybody  in  Boston.  It  was,  I 
think,  about  1865,  at  the  close  of  our  war. 
He  was  the  architect  of  the  monument 
at  Plymouth  to  celebrate  the  landing  of 


the  pilgrims,  and  his  drawings   in  sepia 
and  work  for  the  illustrated   books  and 

gapers  gave  him  a   high  reputation    in 
oston." 

"Well,"  said  I,  "I  used  to  sit  with  Bill- 
ings by  the  day  and  the  week  and  the 
month  in  the  city  of  London,  before  tlic 
time  you  speak  of,  in  the  years  1862  and 
1863.  The  old  man  was  stranded  over 
there  in  some  way,  and  he  invited  me  to 
rent  a  room  next  to  his,  on  Bedford 
square,  back  of  the  British  museum;  and 
as  he  did  not  write,  but  drew  in  sepia 
all  day,  to  send  some  money  to  bis 
family  home,  we  were  reciprocally  com- 
panionable. I  would  sit  in  the  front 
room,  making  stories  for  Chambers' 
Journal  or  correspondence  for  Orpheus 
C.  Kerr,  in  America,  and  he  would  be 
drawing  in  an  embroidery  of  old  archi- 
tecture illustrations  of  such  poems,  'The 
Eve  of  St.  Agnes'  and  'The  Lady  of 
Shalott.'  " 

"Why,"  said  Mr.  Millet,  "that  was 
more  than  thirty  years  ago?" 

"Just  thirty  years  in  this  month  of 
May,  I  left  the  old  man  in  June  and 
went  over  to  France,  and  I  never  saw 
him  again  but  once,  in  Boston,  after  he 
had  returned  to  this  country.  In  those 
days  George  Boughton  and  James  Thorn 
used  to  call  on  Billings.  Boughton  lived 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood,  and  had 
married  an  English  girl,  and  his  pictures 
were  all  commanding  attention.  Thorn 
was  a  rattling  Bohemian,  who  painted 
for  Gambert,  a  pictuie  dealer  somewhere 
about  Picadilly  or  Pall  Mail,  and  I  went 
with  some  others  to  find  him,  but  failed,  ?t 
Ecoiien,  near  Paris,  where  he  was  a  pu- 
pil of  Frere,  the  painter  of  peasant  life." 

During  the  evening  I  sat  by  Mr.  \'os 
for  a  while,  a  Hollaniler,  with  a  straight, 
sharp  nose,  clear  skin,  blue  eyes  and 
curling,  flaxen  hair.    Said  1: 

"While  1  think  the  Americans  have  a 
good  many  excellent  pictures  in  their 
gallery,  there  is  a  want  of  unity  and  na- 
tional expression  in  the  whole.  For  in- 
stance, you  do  not  see  Gen.  Washington 
or  even  the  heroes  of  the  late  war  among 
the  subjects.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
themes  are  drawn  from  foreign  countries, 
and  France  seems  to  have  grasped 
America  in  her  talons,  and  annexed  her 
art,  as  if  it  belonged  to  one  of  her  prov- 
inces." 

"That  is  what  I  tell  my  pupils  and 
their  parents  in  New  York,"  said  Mr. 
Vos.  "I  tell  them  that  instead  of  send- 
ing their  art  students  to  Europe,  there 
to  become  imbued  with  European  life 
and  scenery  they  ought  to  send  to 
Europe  for  their  teachers,  and  let  these 
teachers  exercise  their  classes  in  matters 
of  home  interest.  Then  you  would  have 
a  national  art.  The  puoil  settling  down 
in  some  agreeable,  idle  part  of  the  old 
world  very  soon  adopts  the  themes  and 
associations  of  the  place.  What  co  vou 
think  of  the  Dutch  school  in  the  exhibi- 
tion?" 

"I  thought  it  was  more  of  a  school  than 
any  series  of  galleries  there.  That  is  to 
say.  you  could  hardly  take  anything  out 
of  it,  £nd  put  the  pictures  in  some  other 
collection,  but  you  would  query  it,  and 
ask,  "Surely,  that  must  be  a  Dutch  pic- 
ture?'" 

"Well,  that  I  think,  is  true,"  said  Mr. 
Vos.  "Holland  was  once  a  very  active 
country,  but  in  the  midst  of  its  activities 
it  conserved  several  fine  painters,  of 
whom  we  regard  Rembrandt  as  our  king. 
These  masters,  lelt  over  to  the  Dutco 
people,  have  kept  the  embers  of  the  art 
spirit  alive.  We^ave  gone  01:  painting 
the  things  around  us,  and  in  the  decay  ot 
other  interests,  our  pictures  find  buyers, 
especially  in  the  United  States.  I  sup- 
pose vou  know  Charley  Hu'.chinson  out 
here?" 

"Oh,  yes;  he  is  the  son  of  'Old  Hutch,' 
the  speculator,  but  a  highly  educated 
young  man." 

"Yes;  he  is  the  sort  of  man  to  take 
hold  of  the  art  of  a  vigorous  young  town 
like  Chicago.  His  judgment  is  good.  I 
felt  very  proud  when  1  sold  him  one  of 
my  pictures." 

"Where  do  the  Dutch  artists  generally 
live?" 

"In  The  Hague.  Some  live  in  Amster- 
dam. The  Hague  is  a  quiet  town,  close 
by  the  sea,  and  it  contains  in  and  about 
it  almost  everything  we  re<]uire  (or  (jur 
use — vessels,  fishermen,  peasants,  vege- 
tation, water,  canals,  old  houses,  wind- 
mills, aged  women  and  men,  and  hand- 
some young  folks.  The  themes  of  Dutch- 
men are  quite  consonant  with  the  Ameri- 
can tastes.  I  do  not  know  that  the 
Holland-Dutch  admixture  in  the  Ameri 
can  race  has  much  to  do  with  it,  but  wc 
ind  that  the  Americans  like  our  school 
of  art,  and  are  among  our  best  custom 
ers." 

"Holland  was  once  rich;  is  it  so  now?" 

"Holland  suffered  its  last  and  mo-,t 
serious  blow  in  the  expensive  wars 
started  in  Sumatra  and  other  countries 
against  our  authority.  .Some  think  thai 
the  English  set  these  hostilities  going 
The"  cost  of  restf)ring  our  authority  ab- 
sorbed the  very  respectable  profits  we 
derived  from  the  products  of  those  coun- 
tries. But  Holland  owes  its  relative 
quiet,  or  you  might  call  it  decay,  to  tfct 
tact  that  the  nations  in  our  vicinity  have 
grown  so  much  larger  by  annexing  arc 
absorbing  the  countries  about  them.  On 
one  side  we  have  England,  which  has 
annexed  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  long 
had  an  ascendancy  in  America.  Then 
F' ranee  absorbed  in  our  direction  and 
grew  from  a  small  into  a  large  kingdom, 
with  a  large  population.  Finally,  Ger- 
many, around  the  nucleus  of  Prussia,  haj 
made  a  great  empire  right  upon  our  bor- 
ders. Nevertheless,  Holland  will  not  be 
conquered.  The  astute  Bismarck  said, 
when  the  proposition  was  made  of  an- 
nexing Holland,  'Oh.  yes,  you  can  whip 
them,  but  how  can  you  keep  them 
whipped?'" 

Mr.  Haynie  took  exception  in  his  re- 
marks to  a  current  American  idea  that 
the  French  newspapers  arc  inferior 
and  are  not  goods  news  vehicles.  He  in- 
stanced Le  Petit  Journal  as  a  model  pa- 
per of  its  kind,  to  convey  in  a  condensed 
form  all  the  news  necessary  to  be  related, 
with  a  criticism,  fcuilleton  and  other  mat- 
ter besides.  He  gave  instances  of  ac- 
curate and  rapid  reporting  by  the  French 
papers,  and  said  that  they  filled  their 
field  as  the  people  wanted  it  filled  in  that 
country,  and  at  the  same  time  threw  ou' 
a  helping  ^and  and  oar  to  literature  all 
the  time,  so  that  letters  and  journalisn 
in  France  and  art  also  went  on  hand  ir 
han<l. 

The  buildings  of  the  different  nationr. 
upon  the  exhibition  grounds  are  in  the 
light  of  club  houses,  and  some  of  them 
in  proportions  and  extent,.match  the  fint 
clubs  of  Chicago  city,  which  hardij 
yields  to  any  city,  London,  perhaps,  ex- 
cepted, in  the  number  and  ciegrec  of  its 
clubs.    The  art  gallery,  which  has  been 
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erected  on  the  lake  front  and  approaches 
completion,  delivered  up  to  the  Chicago 
club,  perhaps  the  most  efifective  mercan- 
tile organization  here,  the  beautiful 
brownstone  building,  with  its  Tudori'h 
windows  in  stone  mullions  and  high 
Flanders  dormers.  While  every  quarltr 
of  Chicago  has  dabs,  there  are  a  number 
of  these  institutions  right  in  the  middle 
of  the  town,  so  that  a  man  can  leave  h  s 
business  counter  and  in  two  minutes  be 
at  lunch  by  appointment  with  corre- 
spondents or  visitors.  The  German 
building  on  the  grounds  is  the  most  or- 
nate construction  among  its  fellows,  and 
the  Germans  havn  long  been  alert  to  do 
trade  wJth  the  rest  of  the  world, and  may 
be  regarded  at  th  s  moment  as  standing 
well  abreast  of  several  nations  who  have 
selected  u?,  from  our  much  buying,  to  be 
their  first  cousin  and  next  friend.  I  have 
heard  it  remarked  that  the  Germans  01 
the  ground  so  much  resembled  Amer  - 
cans  that  they  cannot  be  told  apart.  The 
German  bands  which  dispense  music, 
almost  without  ceasing,  on  the  plaisancc-, 
wear  high  boots,  spurs  and  white  suits 
and  caps  trimmed  with  red,  and  yet 
these  uniforms  almost  seem  to  be  won 
on  purpose  to  badge  them  as  German:;, 
for  the  moment  they  take  their  caps  oil 
they  lock  like  rather  well-fed  Americans. 
A  fine,  bright  f^ice  around  the  Ameri- 
can legation  is  that  of  Kettler,  who 
came  out  here  to  be  the  secretary  at 
Washington  a  year  ago,  upon  the  same 
ship  which  I  took  from  Spain.  I  thin  c 
that  Kettler  is  a  Catholic  scion,  thoug  1 
he  comes  from  the  Hanoverian  or  Wes- 
phalian  portion  of  Germany.  He  toli 
me  about  some  of  his  experiences  ia 
China,  where  he  lived  ten  years.  Sail 
he: 

"I  had  the  China  fever  there,  which 
everybody  must  get  sooner  or  later,  if 
he  stays  long  enough.  It  is  said  to  be 
caused  by  the  slow,  regular  decay  of  the 
animal  offal  which  that  populous  people 
tread  under  foot  until  the  ground  looks 
hard,  and  yet  it  contains  what  in  our 
European  countrizs  would  be  the  sewer- 
age. I  had  apprehended  that  this  fever 
would  come,  and  when  it  came  of  course 
I  was  delirious.  1  had  an  opportunity  to 
see  the  fidelity  of  the  Chinese  servants. 
My  man  had  been  told,  I  suppose,  to  lie 
at  my  door,  and  if  he  heard  me  up  and 
abou%  to  come  in,  for  fear  I  would  do 
something  for  which  I  was  not  respon- 
sible. It  therefore  happened  that  ore 
day  I  came  out  of  a  sleep,  and  I  sav 
this  man  rising  h'pfore  me,  and  with  n  y 
head  wandering,  I  reproved  him  for  h  s 
surprising  me  so.  Said  he:  'Master,  I 
am  responsible  fi I- you.  If  I  do  not  (lo 
just  what  you  say,  it  is  because  I  am 
looking  out  for  you.'  In  all  those  cou;i- 
tries  you  see  strange  things.  One  da-', 
on  my  horse,  I  came  upon  a  blind  ma'i, 
who  began  to  raake  motions,  and  he 
stood  in  a  peculiar  way.  Not  knowing 
that  he  was  blind,  I  thought  that  he  w;  s 
going  to  waylay  nrie.  But  I  found  th;it 
his  acute  sense  had  remembered  tht 
gait  of  my  horse,  having  heard  me  S2"- 
eral  times  going  along  that  countr-, 
where  a  horseman  is  not  frequent." 

"Do  you  think  that  the  Chinese,  f 
they  would  adopt  modern  weapons,  etc  , 
would  become  a  formidable  nation?" 

"Undoubtedly.  They  are  brave  mei. 
Heredity  has  caused  them  to  do  certaii; 

things  in  a  way 
like  children;  arc 
to  adopt  modern 
institutions,  which 
we  might  think 
they  could  do  ali 
at  once,  is  out  of 
the  course  cf  their 
exercise.  The 
world  knows  how 
quickly  they  can

undate  Us.  done     by     hum?r 

hands.  I  have  often  talked  with  hi^h 
class  Chinese  upon  the.  future  of  tte 
ccuntry,  and  they  have  remarked  that  it 
is  not  to  the  interest  of  Europe  andtfc 
modern  nations  to  have  the  vast  popul.i- 
tion  of  China  suddenly  modernize  1. 
That  is  undoubtedly  true.  Such  a  hu^e 
incursion  as  that  able  race  would  make 
in  our  nations,  if  they  came  to  work  in 
all  their  economy  and  saving  power, 
would  perhaps  dispossess  Euro[)e  frotn 
its  place.  We  the  refore  owe  to  these  old 
religious  philosophers  and  ancient 
school-masters,  our  exemption  Irom  a 
competition  that  might  revolutionize  all 
our  lands." 

Lieut.  Parker,  0'  the  American  navy, 
who  married  the  niece  of  Mrs.  Presider  t 
Harrison,  came  with  me  upon  another 
trip  from  Europe,  a  few  years  past;  n 
fact,  we  were  coming  back  from  the 
French  exhibition  of  1889.  Mr.  Parkt  r 
had  been  a  naval  attache  ot  our  portioi 
of  the  Samonn  commission,  which  m.:t 
at  Berlin  under  Bismarck's  patronage. 
Said  he: 

"I  was  sent  up  to  Berlin  partly  becauit 
I  had  been  in  Samoa  a  good  while.  I 
traveled  around  tlie  world  looking  after 
American  vessels  connected  with  the 
navy.  The  essential  difference  between 
the  German  and  the  Englishman  lies  m 
the  former  resenting  warfare  on  the  part 
of  distant  native  tiibes  or  nation.s.  Tl.e 
Germans  fight  the  Polynesians,  Africans, 
etc.,  and  never  forgive  these  for  having 
fought  them.  The;  English,  on  the  oth(  r 
hand,  as  soon  as  hostilities  are  done, 
show  no  exasperation,  but  do  equal  jus- 
tice to  foe  and  friend.  Consequently  tl.c 
F.nglish,  if  not  bel(»ved,  are  trusted  and 
respected  in  all  those  new  lands,  whi'e 
the  Germans  are  almost  universal  y 
hated.  After  the  war  is  done  the 
German  thinks  he  ought  to  continue  to 
scowl  and  distrust  his  political  foe." 

"What  do  you  ttiink  of  British  rule  in 
India?" 

"I  think  it  the  most  wopderful  picture 
to  be  found  in  the  world  of  a  systemat'C 
and  just  government  of  an  immense  pop- 
ulation, by  a  very  I'ew  English  or  Eur  >- 
peans.  The  native  races  of  India  a<-c 
fierce  and  warlike.  They  do  not  id  t 
each  other,  and  their  history  has  bet  n 
a  series  of  religious  and  caste  wars.  Yet, 
all  these  races,  however  hostile. acknowl- 
edge the  equity  of  the  Biitisb  sway, 
which  is  ba.sed  on  vrery  little  moral  right. 
They  acquired  I  idia  in  compensatic'ii 
tor  the  loss  of  the  United  States,  more 
than  a  hundred  years  ago,  and  have  tilled 
it  ever  since  as  .n  means  of  supplvirg 
England  with  raw  materials.  The  En;j- 
lish  have  put  an  enormous  amount  of 
money  ll?ere.  To  ^et  it  out  they  have  10 
preserve  their  prestige.  Hence,  amor.g 
these  Asiatic  people,  they  have  builc 
railroads,  viaducts,  docks  and  al. 
the  public  work  ?  you  arc  famili  ir 
with  I'n  England.  They  pay  th^  gover- 
nor-general of  that  country  about  ;?20f',- 
000  a  year,  including  allowances,  or  four 
times  the  salary  of  our  president.  In 
about  one    bundred   and    twenty  years

they  have  had  some  twenty-two  gover- 
nors-general, commencing  with  Warren 
Hastings.  The  government  out  there  is 
essentially  that  of  a  secretary  of  state,  a 
cabinet  minister,  assisted  by  a  council  of 
fifteen  members,  who  hold  for  ten  years, 
and  must  have  lived  ten  years  in  India 
before  bis  appointment  and  not  have 
left  that  country.  Then  they  have  a 
council  to  the  governor-general  of  six  or 
seven  members,  one  of  whom  is  com- 
mander-fc-chief.  The  revenue  of  the 
country  is  seldom  greater  than  its  ex- 
penses, say  about  $400,000,000  a  year. 
The  only  question  they  have  not  been 
able  to  solve  out  there  is  the  currency 
question,  and  their  money  is  sadly  de- 
preciated, while  they  have  to  pay  Eng- 
land in  gohl  for  its  loans." 

In  18&  I  went  to  Europe,  attempting 
to  go  to  the  battles  of  Austria  before 
peace  should  be  concluded.  When  I 
left  New  York  no  cable  spoke.  When  I 
reached  Europe  the  cable  was  talking. 
It  then  occurred  to 
me  that  the  busi- 
ness ot  mail  corre- 
spondence for -the 
press  had  had  its 
day.  but  in  the 
course  of  time  the 
very  cheapness 
and  ubiquity  of  the 
telegraph  have 
l)roupht  all  corre- 
spondence back  to 
where  it  once  was. 
The  ocean  cables 
being  still  on  Sun- 
day, or  after  11 
o'clock  on  Satur- 
day afternoon,  American  time,  invite  the 
press  to  come  in  at  cheap  rates,  and  mul- 
tiply words  under  the  ocean.  Because 
of  those  cheap  rates  we  throw  out  a  good 
deal  of  good  American  matter,  to  get 
some  very  cheap  stuff  from  Europe,  as 
to  how  the  countess  of  Dufferin  tied  a 
garter  and  Mrs.  Highjinks  was  intro- 
duced to  the  queen  in  a  borrowed  tippet. 
The  low  scandals  of  the  British  aristoc- 
racy and  those  who  invite  them,  are 
bundled  across  the  cable,  being  of  about 
as  much  consequence  as  the  low  forms 
of  police  reports  whiqh  make  the 
startling  crimes  in  American  journals. 
People  trained  to  vice,  and  who  never 
drew  the  breath  of  chastity,  are  de- 
described  under  flowing  headlines,  as  if 
they  lived  on  some  noble  street,  whereas 
they  live  up  some  hideous  lair  or  alley, 
and  what  is  just  found  out  had  been 
going  on  with  them  since  the  fall  of  man. 

When  you  look  over  the  present  exhi- 
bition and  see  gunnery,  which  has  de- 
veloped since  our  civil  war,  and  also  see 
how  such  appliances  deter  nations  from 
going  to  war,  I  feel  that  man  and  civiliza- 
tion are  an  everlasting  puzzle.  When 
we  suppress  wars,  however,  for  a  long 
time,  we  perhaps  encourage  mutiny 
within  the  society.  Since  I  have  been  in 
Chicago  there  has  been  an  incipient 
strike  of  the  waiters  always  pending  and 
never  (juite  due,  and  I  thought  I  could 
understand  how  this  came  about  when  I 
went  to  look  at  rooms  in  certain  new 
quarters  of  Chicago.  Lan<l!ords  with 
empty  houses  were  charging  figures  the 
like  of  which  hospitality,  not  to  say 
Christianity,  never  knew.  The  influence 
of  New  York  city  for  hotel  charges  has 
been  very  bad  upon  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try. Chicago  hotel  men  and  hotel  keep- 
ers m  the  minor  cities  are  lying  awake  at 
nights  wondering  how  they  can  get  New 
York  rates.  The  man  who  keeps  a  fine 
restaurant  in  Chicago,  and  has  made 
more  money  than  his  father  ever  expect- 
ed of  him,  must  needs  go  up  to  New 
York  and  charge  more  money  than  Dcl- 
monico  there  in  another  hotel.  I  went 
to  a  big  warehouse-looking  place  on  the 
South  Side  yesterday,  and  the  man 
promptly  threw  out  his  book,  as  if  he 
thought  the  victim  had  come.  1 
said  to  this  Bedouin,  who  only  required 
to  have  a  pistol  under  the  desk  to  make 
his  character  and  attitude  complete  and 
shoot  me  down  if  I  did  not  pay  his  price 
"How  much  will  you  charge  me  for  a 
room  with  a  bed  alcove  and  a 
bath?"  "On  the  American  or  European 
plan?"  asked  the  Bedouin. 

"European,"  said  I,  having  seen 
enough  of  America  hereabout. 

"Nine  dollars,"  said  the  Arab. 

"Nine  dollars  for  a  room  without 
board?" 

"Yes." 

"Nine  dollars  a  day,  merely  for  a 
room  ?" 

"Just  that,"  said  the  being.  I  wheeled 
about  and  left  the  place  without  .any 
more  remarks. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  very  soon  he  will 
have  a  visitor  who  will  stay  with  him 
and  that  will  be  the  sheriff.  Said  Mr. 
Gregstoii,  who  keeps  a  conservative 
hotel  in  the  middle  of  the  city,  where  I 
have  often  stopped:  "Our  men  have  put 
up  their  rates  with  so  little  conscience 
that  they  are  going  to  be  left.  The  fail 
is  going  along,  but  they  have  got  no 
guests  and  their  prices  are  known  all 
over  the  land  and  people  do  not  start 
for  this  show  until  they  will  get  some 
equity.

ELKIMS'  ACTION  STANDS. 

A  Decision  of  the  War  Department  Thatja  Far- 
Reaching. 

Washington,  June  3.— So  far  as  the 
war  department  is  concerned  it  will  not 
interfere  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  railroad  bridge 
across  the  Ohio  river  between  Cincinnati 
and  Newport,  .and  the  basis  of  that  de- 
cision is  likely  to  be  made  far-reaching. 

The  railroad  company  secured  the 
consent  of  Secretary  Elkins  to  widen  the 
piers  and  rebuild  the  bridge.  The  river 
interests  applied  for  a  modification  ot 
the  order,  requiring  the  com- 
pany to  elevate  the  bridge  and 
widen  the  main  span,  asserting  that  at 
present  it  is  an  obstruction  to  navigation 
and  they  were  endorsed  by  the  engineer 
officers. 

Yesterday  the  department  decided  to 
adhere  to  the  original  action  of  Secre- 
tary Elkins,  taking  the  ground  that  it 
cannot  undertake  to  reopen  cases  wtiich 
have  been  decided  by  a  preceding  sec- 
retary. Further  reason  for  this  action 
w^s  found  in  the  belief  that  if  the  bridge 
is  really  an  obstruction  to  navigation,  the 
river  interests  can  find  their  remedy  in  a 
legil  prosecution  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany.

AN  ATTEINPT  AT  BLACKMAIL 


"Plunger"  Pardridge  Will  Fight  the  Charge  ot 
Abduction. 

Chicago,  June  3.-  The  complaint  iii 
t'.2e  case  of  Ed  Pardridge  alleges  that 
Pardridge  met  the  girl  on  State  street  on 
March  28  and  induced  her  to  accompany 
him  to  a  down- town  house.  Although 
the  grain  operator  could  not  be  found, 
his  bondsmen  emphatically  denied  the 
truth  of  the  complainant's  charges,  and 
characterized  the  warrant  and  arrest  as 
the  resu't  of  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at 
blackmail. 

"Neither  Pardridge  nor  mvsclf,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Smith,  "know  anything  of  the 
girl.  I  know  that  one  night  she  stopped 
j  him  on  State  street  to  ask  him  somcqucs- 
tions  about  her  way  about  the  city.  Pard- 
ridge walked  away  without  paying  any 
heed  to  the  matter.  About  two  weeks 
ago  he  was  approached  by  the  mother, 
who  told  him  that  trouble  would  be  made 
for  him  unless  she  was  given  $500,  adding 
that  a  man  as  well  known  as  Mr.  Pard- 
ridge could  not  afford  to  have  the  matter 
followed  up  for  that  amount." 

Pardridge  refused  to  give  up  a  cent 
and  will  fight  the  case  to  the  end,  as  he 
says  it  is  nothing  but  an  attempt  at  black- 
mail. 

SIXTY-SIX  MEN  AFFECTED. 


First  Strike  of  tho^  Year  In  Iron  and  Steel 
Circles. 

PiTTSnuKG,  June  3.— The  first  strike 
of  the  year  in  iron  and  steel  circles  was 
inaugurated  at  the  Wayne  Iron  works  of 
Brown  &  Co.,  'yesterday.  Sixty-six'men 
are  affected.  The  strike  is  the  first  of 
the  kind  in  the  history  of  the  amalga- 
mated association,  involving  a  point  that 
may  prcive  a  factor  in  the  future  settle- 
ments of  wage  scales. 

Saturday  last,  the  day  crew  had  tp 
wait  two  and  a  halt  hours  on  a  beat, 
which  they  finally  worked  and  then  went 
home.  Monday  morning  they  were  dis- 
charged. It  is  very  seldom  that  a  wait 
of  more  than  one  hour  is  tolerated.  The 
differences  have  been  the  subject  of  con- 
ferences until  Thursday. 

The  firm  sent  for  Vice-Presidettt  Shee- 
han  and  asked  that  a  meeting  of  the  ex- 
ecutive board  of  the  amalgamated  asso- 
ciation be  called.  The  executive  com- 
mittee met  with  the  hrm  last  evening, 
and  an  amicable  arrangement  of  the  dif- 
ferences will  likely  bcjeffccted.

DUEL  WITH  TRAGIC  RESULTS. 


Two  Russian  Nobleman  Fight  and  Both   Are 
Fatally  injured. 

St.  Petehshi  rg,  June  3.— A  dispatch 
has  been  received  bringing  news  of  a 
duel  with  tragic  results  in  the  province 
of  Poltava.  Prince  Bargrim  and  Prince 
Mustapha,  members  of  leading  families 
of  Daghestan,  a  government  of  Russia, 
in  the  Caucasus,  started  across  the 
ground  for  Moscow  to  solicit  the  czar  for 
permission  to  enter  the   imperial  guard. 

While  on  their  journey,  having  got  as 
far  as  Barva,  in  the  government  of  Pol- 
tava, they  quarrelled.  The  dispute  be- 
came so  bitter  that  they  fought  a  deadly 
duel.  Prince  -  Eargrim  being  fatally 
stabbed  and  Prince  Mustapha  fatally 
shot  with  a  revolver. 

The  police  authorities  at  Barva  sent 
the  corpses  back  to  the  Tifiis  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  families  of  the  dead.

Washington,  June  3.— The  Cherokee

$6,000,000  bonds,  and  the  committee  hav- 
ing the  matter  in  charge  will  probably 
return  home  without  doin;  so.  They  will 
not  sell  the  l)onds  below  par  and  are  not 
especially  anxious  whether  they  sell  or 
not. 

They  will  receive  4  per  cent  interest 
annually  from  the  government  which 
would  have  gone  to  the  bondholders  had 
the  bonds  been  nlaccd.  The  only  reason 
for  selling  at  all  was  to  close  up  the 
transaction  at  one  time.  Now,  as  the 
payments  become  due,  the  money  will  be 
divided  pro  rata  among  those  entitled 
to  it.

TKe  superiority  of  this 
location  for  the  manufacture  of  high 
grades  of  wooden,  iron,  willowware  and 
other  goods  is  fast  beiniX  appreciated, 
and  this  city's  inauufacturipg  interests 
in  these  lines  will  soon  be  only  secondary 
to  the  immense  milling  business.  The 
t  mber  growing  on  the  lines  of  railroads 
centering  here,  represents  an  output  of 
nearly  400,000,000  feet  per  annum,  and 
the  hardwoods  are  particularly  notice- 
able. These  are  oak,  maple,  ash,  butter- 
nut, elm,  basswood,  birch,  cedar  and 
f>opple,  and  with  the  unexcelled  shipping 
acilities  of  Duluth,  together  with 
cheap  power,  and  the  immense 
demand  of  the  Northwest,  there  is  no 
reason  why  extensive  furniture  factories, 
large  wacon  works,  carriage  shops,  car 
shops,  box  factories,  builders'  supply  fac- 
tories, etc.,  should  not  be  brought  to  a 
high  state  of  perfection  here,  and  de- 
velop an  immense  business.  These  lines 
are  alreadv  represented  to  a  large  ex- 
tent, but  there  is  abundant  room  for 
more.  But  Duluth  is  destined  to  be  a 
great  manufacturing  center  in  iron  wares 
of  all  kinds.  This  city  will  shortly  be 
able  to  manufacture  and  sell  in  competi- 
tion with  Chicago  in  this  all  important 
line.  Coal  and  coke  can  be  laid 
down  here  at  less  cost  than  at 
Chicago,  while  the  superior  ores 
of  the  Mesaba  range  and  the 
"mix"  that  can  be  readily  made,  gives  a 
grade  of  iron  ore  of  the  highest  quality. 
The  city  has  now  extensive  iron  works, 
boiler  shops,  car  shops,  lumberffactories, 
sash,  door  and  blind  factories,  machine 
shops,  cigar  factories,  broom  factories, 
etc.  The  day  is  at  hand  when  extensive 
rolling  mills'  will  be  put  in  operation, 
using  the  ores  of  this  region  and  turning 
out  rails,  steel  plate,  iron  bar,  drill  steel, 
etc.  This  will  be  supplemented  to  the 
building  of  great  steamships  and  vessels 
for  ihe  great  lake  traffic,  all  of  which, 
combined,  will  make  this  an  influential 
manufacturing  centc. 

In  this  great  growth  of  the  manufac- 
turing industries  now  here  and  the  new- 
ones  to  come,  the  West  End,  by  reason 
of  J|s  particularly  advantageous  location 
ana  the  abundant  opportunity  to  obtain 
sites,  is  bound  ta  lead  all  other  sections 
of  the  city.  This  is  already  plainly  ap- 
parent. The  Mesaba  ore  docks  are  al- 
ready located  there,  several  big  sawmills 
are  figuring  on  sites  and  elevators  as 
well,  and  other  manufacturing  enter- 
prises are  being  contemplated.  Alto- 
gether there  is  no  section  of  the  city 
which  gives  such  promise  of  great  things 
as  the  West  End.

Natural  Habits. 


Mr.  Urquhan|claims:  "The  results  of 
my  experience  are  that  I  have  the  con- 
sciousness of  possessing  entire  command 
over  all  organic  disease  by  means  of  the 
skin,  and  can  command  the  skin  by  heat. 
A  man  comes  to  me  with  a  disease  of  the 
heart,  the  lungs,  the  liver;  if  he  is  still 
able  to  move  about  I  am  certain  as  to 
the  result.  If  the  diseased  organ  still 
affords  him  the  means  of  life,  he  can 
then  live  on.  The  skin  becomes  the 
medicine  for  the  other  organs.  That  it 
is  so,  should  be  inferred,  for  it  is  the 
only  organ  in  contact 'with  the  world. 
Tdis  cas,e  keeps  you  within  yourself, 
through  it  you  touch  surrounding  bodies, 
through  it  you  receive  all  internal  im- 
pressions. You  can  therefore  handle  it 
or  manage  it.  It  is,  moreover,  the  means 
through  which  you  cast  out  a  portion  of 
the  disintegrated  tissues,  whilst  it  is  the 
principal  means  by  which  you  expel  the 
poisons  i)r(>daccd  bv  the  very  operation 
through  which  life  is  generated  during 
everv  second  of  time. 

"If  that  organ  is  not  kept  in  due  work- 
ing order,  the  whole  frame  must  suffer; 
to  restore  the  working  order  of  that 
engine  is  to  relieve  any  other  overnov/- 
ered  organ.  It  occurs  to  nic  daily  and 
hourly,  and  without  failing,  that  all  dis- 
case*!  organs  obtam  relief  when  I  have 
got  the  skin  to  act.  Medical  science  has 
nn  dealt  with  the  skin,  except  with  ref- 
erence to  its  own  disease.  But  as  the 
means  of  acting  upon  the  skin  is  not  by 
chemical  agencies,  but  by  external  heat, 
by  medicine  th.it  means  of  cure  has  been 
entirely  neglected. 

"This  organ  is  with  us  invariably  in  a 
morbid  state,  resulting  from  our  habit  of 
covering  up  the  body,  and  so  excluding 
light  and  air.  The  average  sensation  of 
pain  that  we  endure  from  average  causes, 

s  sympttim  of  disease,  not  condition  of 
health.  My  chUd  b.-ougbt  up  with  body 
exposed  to  action  of  light  and  air  and 
subject  to  the  extremest  alternations  of 
heat  and  cold,  which  our  climate  affords, 
presented  the  opposite  phenomena, 
namely,  sensitiveness  to  pleasurable  im- 
pressions and  insensibility  to  unpleasant 
I  ncs." 

Mr.  Krasmus  Wilson,  the  learned 
doctor,  followed  Mr.  Urquhart,  by  tliis 
testimony:  ".Mr.  Urquhart  has  taken  a 
very  strong  position;  he  declares  that 
which  will  make  the  whole  medical  pro- 
tession  shudder —that  all  dis?a:cs  can  be 


remedied  by  the  use  of  heat,  and  that  the 
diseases  of  imperfect  nutrition;  the  host 
of  diseases  originating  in  the  stomach 
which  go  by  the  name  of  indigestion, 
rheumatism,' gout,  neuralgia,  are  all  cur- 
able by  the  agency  of  heat.  Now  I  am 
very  rnuch  inclined,  from  what  I  have 
seen,  to  agree  wholly  with  Mr.  Urquhart, 
There  is  no  power  by  which  the  proper 
direction  of  nutrition  can  be  attained, 
except  through  the  skin.  The  bath  does 
no  more  than  regulate  the  nutrition,  and 
this  immediately  controls  these  various 
diseases.  They  take  the  class  of  diseases 
originating  in  poisons — poisons  received 
into  the  body  by  contact,  or  through  the 
agency  of  the  air— they  have  to  be  re- 
moved. The  skin  is  the  agent  by  which 
they  are  to  be  removed  either  primarily 
or  secondarily. 

"The  skin  is  perfectly  equal  to  the  re- 
moving of  any  poison  that  may  be  taken. 
There  is  another  class  of  poisons  which 
act  as  a  yeast,  or  ferment;  tut  this  again 
is  removable  by  the  agency  of  the  skin, 
and  you  have  only  to  combine  with  it 
some  internal  remedy  which  would  con- 
trol the  fermentation  of  this  material 
to  correct  this  disease  at  once.  It  is  easy 
to  understand  that  heat  causing  perspira- 
tion may  cure  diseases  which  originate  in 
poisons,  by  the  perspirations  mechani- 
cally carrying  the  poison  out  of  the  body; 
nor  is  there  any  difficulty  in  compre- 
hending how  the  bath  would  equally  reg- 
ulate nutrition,  and  consequently  those 
diseases  which  in  their  essence  are  mal- 
nutrition, or  mal-assimilation.  You  have 
only  to  take  a  scrofulous  child,  give  it 
good  food,  plenty  of  air,  plenty  of  oxy- 
gen, plenty  of  exercise,  and  you  cure  the 
scrofula.  But  you  necessarily  have  to 
work  against  considerable  difficulties,  all 
of  which  would  be  removed  if  you  could 
regulate  the  distribution  and  the  supply 
of  the  nourishing  matter  given  to  the 
child  through  the  agency  of  the  skin. 

"I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  oi  the 
action  of  the  air  upon  the  blood  through 
the  agency  of  the  skin.  We  all  know 
that  the  lungs  are  nothing  more  thnli  a 
bit  of  skin  turned  in,  just  as  the  internal 
surface  of  the  lung  would  become  skin  if 
It  were  exix>5ed  externally;  that  there  is 
no  special  structure  about  the  lung 
which  enables  it  to  be  the  special  re- 
spiring organ,  beyond  its  being  a  moist 
mqmbraiie  whereby  oxygen  passes  in, 
and  carbonic  acid  gas  passes  freely  out; 
and  assuming  that  tho  skin  is  ihii.s  made 
moist,  an  active  respirative  current  will 
be  established  in  both  directions,  in 
wardly  and  outwardly." 

Mr.  Urquhart:  "When  you  are  d'gest- 
ing  your  dinner,  you  think  it  is  your 
stomach  that  is  busy  on  it.  Not  at  all;  it 
is  your  skin  that  is  digesting  your  dinner 
and  I  will  prove  it.  The  lining  of  the 
stomach  is  skin.  It  is  the  external  cov- 
ering turned  in.  (As  it  is  in  our  lungs 
and  mouths).  Hie  preparation  of  those 
pieces  which,  passing  throuf^h  ihc  lining 
of  Ihe  stomach,  are  poured  into  that  ves- 
sel to  dissolve  the  food  it  has  rcceired, 
depends  upon  the  action  of  the  external 
skm  of  the  body.  Theie  pieces  come 
direct  from  the  blood  and  their  purity 
and  efficacy  depend  upon  the  purity  of 
the  blood.  It  is  in  tho  stomach  the  food 
is  digested;  but  is  by  the  blood  that  the 
food  is  digested,  and  the  blood  means 
the  lungs  and  the  skin,  which  again  are 
one,  as  conjointly  required  to  fuse  the 
blood  with  air. 

"The  skin  has  analogous  duties  to 
those  of  tlie  lungs,  supplying  oxygen  to 
the  blood  at  the  extremity  of  its  cour.se, 
and  when  most  in  need  of    it.     It  aids  at 


the  same  time  the  action  of  the  heart.  Its 
health  is  their  health,  and  its  health  is 
cleanliness.  Unlike  the  other  two  or- 
gans it  is  placed  within  man's  reach,  and 
confided  to  his  care,  and  curiously  inter- 
spersed through  it  are  glands  secreting 
peculiar  odors,  that  not  only  the  touch 
and  sight  shall  warn,  but  the  smell  cry 
aloud.  Every  portion  of  the  surface  of 
our  bodies  is  pierced  v/ith  fountains. 
These  fountains  will  run  with  foul  water 
so  long  as  there  are  impurities  within  the 
man,  and  with  distilled  water  from  the 
moment  that  these  are  expelled. 

"The  healthv  body  is  not  inodorous.  It 
is  endowed  with  a  sweet  cdor,  resembling 
fresh-sawn  fir  boards.  We  are  always 
living  through  the  skin.  If  you  varnish 
the  skin  of  any  animal  it  will  die  of  suffo- 
cation, not  because  the  mouth  is  closed, 
but  because  the  skin  is  closed,  as  in 
small  pox.  On  the  accession  to  the  pon- 
tihcate  of  Leo  X,  a  child  gilded  to  rep- 
resent the  golden  age,  died  in  the  course 
of  a  few  hours. 

"In  the  bath,  the  most  essential  oper- 
ation is  the  removal  ot  the  dead  skin, 
from  the  moment  that  integumental 
clothing  was  inflicted  on  man  the  clear- 
ing away  of  the  dead  epidermis  became 
the  first  necessity,  and  until  that  is  done, 
a  man  has  no  sense  of  what  life  in  his 
own  person  is.  Those  only  who  have 
undergone  this  operation  can  say  'I 
know  what  it  is  to  be  clean.'  The  skin 
throws  out  matter  for  its  own  protection. 
That,  not  bein^  cleared  away,  has  added 
to  It  the  products  of  perspiration — or 
matter  left  when  it  has  evaporated— the 
two  together  forming  a  varnish  that 
covers  the  skin  and  impedes  the  perfor- 
mance of  its  duty,  which  is  to  thiow  off 
one  half  of  the  poisonous  matters  that 
are  pioduced  in  obtaining  -life.  To 
bring  the  body  therefore,  into  a  whole- 
some state  you  must  remove  that  varnish. 
If  the  varnish  were  complete  (as  on  the 
child)  you  would  have  only  a  few  hours 
to  live;  if  the  skin  can  no  longer  admit 
the  oxygen  necessary  to  life  and 
no  lon-:jer  allows  the  carbonic  acid  gas  to 
escape  from  it  then  you  die.  You  die 
by  suffocation  just  as  much  as  if  a  hand- 
kerchief were  tied  over  your  mouth,  al- 
though not  so  'quickly. 

"The  extremities  of  the  vessels  become 
charged  with  unctuous  matter;  the  dead- 
ened cellules  of  the  epidermis  are  cov- 
ered with  a  varnish  which  is  partly  in- 
soluble in  water  and  this  internal  accu- 
mulation rnd  external  coating  prevent 
the  skin  from  performing  its  functions, 
which  are  not  Confined  to  shielding  the 
body,  but  are  essential  to  the  process 
wnhin. 

"Life  is  a  chemical  operation,  arid  like 
all  others  is  retro-active.  Death  is  the 
reaction,  poison  is  the  recoil.  Your  own 
breath  will  kill;  there  is  not  a  more  dead- 
ly poison;  all  that  comes  from  you  kills. 
The  effete  matter  of  your  own  body  is 
poi.=  on.  The  pollution  of  man  is  from 
himself— is  from  within.  This  is  the 
primary  sense  of  the  words  of  Christ,  'It 
IS  that  which  comelh  forth  out  of  a  man 
which  defileth  him.'  If  you  interfere 
with  the  natural  faculties  of  that  organ 
(the  skin)  by  which  that  poison  is  to  be 
carried  off  as  rapidly  as  it  is  created, 
you  superinduce  a  moibtd  condition  of 
the  frame—  shown  in  incomplete  health 
or  positive  disease.  Inllainmation  is  one 
of  these  results,  when  produced  it  is 
itiClf  a  disease.  The  symptom  becomes 
disease,  and  you  die  of  the  intlammatitin. 
My  word  'symptom'  is  your  word  'dis- 
ease' i.  e.,  the  inflammation,  the  fever, 
the  gout,  scrofula,  consumption.     I  take 


out  the  impurities  floating  in  the  blood 
by  perspiration,  and  by  the  self-same 
pro>ess  I  restore  the  vital  portion  of  the 
blood  to  its  hej.lthy  state— by  heat.  I 
take  away  the  disease  and  remove  the 
syrnptoms. 

"The  skin  is  what  you  live  [in;  it  is 
your  habitation.  It  is  also  that  by  which 
you  live.  There  are  various  organs  which 
are  each  of  absolute  necessity  to  your 
existence;  you  cannot  give  precedence 
to  any  one  over  tlie  other.  Such  are  the 
heart,  the  lungs,  the  kidneys,  the  liver, 
etc.  The  skin  is  not  generally  reckoned 
as  such;  but  it  is  just  as  important  in 
that  sense  as  any  of  the  others.  No  man 
has  seen  his  heart  or  his  liver;  and  it  will 
not  be  a  lucky  day  for  him  when  any- 
boily  sees  them.  They  are  not  remitted 
to  your  judgment,  and  they  are  entirely 
secluded  from  your  curiosity.  You  never 
know  anything  of  them  but  when  they 
are  in  a  deplorable  plight,  and  then  you 
only  know  you  can  do  nothing  for  them. 
But  you  are  not:  in  that  predicament 
about  your  skin  You  can  manage  it 
yourself  when  vo  1  know  how.  It  is  con- 
fided to  your  judgment,  and  when  you 
understand  its  nature  you  can  not  only 
keep  that  skin  in  order  for  itself,  but  by 
means  of  it  deal  with  all  the  other  organs 
that  you  cannot  otherwise  reach. 

"A  man  comes  to  me  with  diseased 
liver.  I  say,  'I  can  cure  you.  I  will 
make  use  of  one  of  your  parts  to  affect 
the  other.  I  will  make  your  skin  cure 
your  liver.  I  will  use  your  skin  bv  mak- 
ing it  hot."  There  is  a  great  affinity  be- 
tween the  organs,  If  your  lungs  suffer, 
your  poor  heart  is  affected  sympathetic- 
ally. If  your  heart  is  in  a  lamentable 
plight,  your  lungs  or  your  stomach  suffer. 
You  go  to  a  professor  of  dark  mysteries 
and  ask  him  to  ft  el  your  pulse  and  look 
at  your  tongue;  he  may  give  you  poison 
t'o  agitate  one  or?an  that  is  sound  to  get 
a  little  relief  for  i;"he  one  that  is  suffering, 
and  when  you  have  not  been  extinguished 
in  the  operation  you  call  yourself  lucky 
and  your  doctor  learned. 

"The  skin  is  what  is  between  you  and 
thewoild.  It  li  made  very  wonderfully 
to  bear  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  world.  A 
man  is  undergoing  constant  changes. 
He  changes  the  tissue  of  his  body  juit 
as  much  as  he  clianges  that  of  his  clothes, 
but  he  docs  not  require  a  tailor.  It  is 
not  thrown  aside,  the  old  suit  or  the  old 
skin,  like  that  of  a  snake,  but  it  is  con- 
stantly repairing  itself.  As  every  organ 
is  made  for  its  purposes,  so  must  the 
purposes  be  for  the  organ.  If  your  skin 
IS  made  to  bear  the  wear  and  tear  of  the 
world,  and  you  prevent  that  wear  an<l 
tear,  then  the  »:xcellence  of  the  con- 
struction comes  to  be  a  source  of  de- 
cay. 

"The  reason  why  heat  cures  all  dis- 
eases is  that  disease  itself  is  a  result  of 
your  departure  from  natural  habit?.  Man 
IS  the  most  pcrlect  of  God's  works,  and 
wherever  there  is  habitual  disease  it  is 
as  a  penally  for  having  disturbed  the 
natural  course  which  Frovidence  has  ap- 
pointed, and  misused  the  means  which 
nature  has  suppied.  The  very  first  of 
these  neglects  hiis  reference  to  that  con- 
dition of  the  skir.  You  have  to  boar  the 
wear  and  tear  of  the  world— friction. 
The  skin  is  cons  itiUcd  so  that  in  repair- 
ing itself,  it  forti  ies  itself  against  exter- 
nal friction.  Wiiai  do  you  do?  You  go 
and  place  cases  upon  that  body.  You 
contine  it,  cloic  it  up,  cover  it  over,  shut 
out  the  breath  out  of  heaven,  the  light  of 
the  sun,  you  extinguish  for  it  the  natural 
and  fortifying  alternations  of  tempera- 
ture   and    protectj  it  from  that  fric  ion 


which  is  necessary  to  rub  it  down,  you 
leave  it  unavailable  for  the  admission  of 
life  giving  air  ancj  the  emission  of  death- 
dealing  gases— an  abnormal  condition. 

"Beauty  is  a  fruit  of  nature  no  less  than 
health.  A  painter  or  sculptor  does  not 
engage  on  specimens  for  the  tailor  or 
milliner,  but  borrows  the  pallium  and  the 
toga  to  robe  his  figure.  That  costume 
was  adapted  to  the  need  of  the  body, 
open  to  the  agencies  of  nature,  easy  for 
the  person,  graceful  to  the  eye,  developed 
noble  motions  in  the  wearer.s,and  invest- 
ed the  race  by  which  it  was  used  with  at- 
tributes of  majesty.  The  ruins  spread 
over  the  earth  testify  to  their  energies. 
If  we  cannot  change  our  costume,  let  us 
change  our  habits  and  escape  these  con- 
sequences. For  persons  in  health,  the 
bath  has  only  a  negative  value,  as  recov- 
ering the  benefits  which  the  Romans  pos- 
sessed in  their  costumes, and  in  escaping 
from  tbe  effects  of  our  costumes,  for 
health  cannot  be  maintained  if  you  ex- 
clude light  and  air,  if  you  prevent 
changes  of  temperature,  and  if  the  skin 
is  not  exposed  to  friction.  I  have  found 
but  one  modern  writer  whohas  indicated 
a  trace  of  thought  on  this  most  essential 
of  all  considerations,  and  that  is  Robert- 
son, who  says  that  the  introduction  of 
fine  stuffs  was  not  of  so  much  importance 
to  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  because  their 
vesture  being  woolen  supplied  all  their 
wants;  and  that  it  was  probably  in  con- 
sequence of  their  frequent  use  of  the 
bath  that  they  did  not  seek  those  peas- 
urable  sensations  from  softer  textures 
that  we  find  in  linen. 

"The  highest  authority  on  consump- 
tion. Dr.  Williams,  writes:  'Under  treat- 
ment and  favorable  circumstances  of  air 
and  climate  these  symptoms  and  signs 
(of  consumption)  have  been  gradually 
removed.'  'Air  .ind  climate'  is  all  I  con- 
tend for,  as  sufficient  to  stop  the  progress 
of  the  disease  up  to  the  moment  when  the 
amount  of  working  power  of  the  lungs 
ceases  to  be  equal  to  the  sustaining  of 
life.  But  then  the  'air'  should  be  ad- 
mitted through  the  skin  as  well  as  the 
lungs,  and  '  'climate'  should  represent 
heat  raised  to  a  point  of  efficiency." 

Dr.  Wollaston:  "There  are  no  mala- 
dies which  assume  such  protean  types  as 
those  of  the  skin.  The  majority  oi  them 
will  yield  to  sanative  effect  of  the  Turk- 
ish bath  alone."    E.  R.  Mf.ndenhall.

The  best  time  ever  made  by  thfee  scull- 
ers over  the  same  route  was  23  hours  and 
28  minutes,  and  the  hydrocyclists  conse- 
quently lowor«I  tlie  record  four  hours.  The 
men  rode  with  ease  and  had  no  dilliculty 
in  keeping  thoir  strange  boat  upright,  al- 
though they  wcr»  seated  .«<omo  distance 
above  the  v.-ater.

The  Defeat  of  the  Canal  Company's  Propo- 
sition Due  to  the  Action  of  the 
Workingmen. 


People  Aroused  by  the  Meeting  Which  Was 

Held  by  Organized  Labor  at 

the  Lyceum. 


The  Next  Meeting  of  the  Trades  and  Labor 

Assembly  Will  be  an  Open 

One. 


The  "bonds"  have  been  siioweil  under 
so  badly  thai  the  chances  of  resuscitat- 
ing them  are  very  slight  indeed.  And 
this  is  due  mainly  to  the  action  of  organ- 
ized labor  in*calling  the  mass  meetingr  in 
the  Lyceum,  a  week  ago  tonight.  'Tis 
true,  the  representatives  of  the  canal 
company  met  the  members  of  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce— by  the  way,  what  is 
the  use  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  to 
the  city  any  way,  other  than  to  give  a  fat 
salary  to  the  secretary  and  pay  for  him 
galavanting  through  the  country-ami 
that  body  appomted  a  committee  to 
make  further  inquiries.  Later  the  com- 
mittee drew  up  a  mild  protest  and  there 
the  matter  would  have  ended,  but  the 
workingmen  were  not  satisfied,  and  ili- 
termined  th:it  anctlier  meeting  should  be 
held  at  which  more  than  vague  gener- 
alities would  be  used  hv  the  company, 
or  their  gigant.c  scheme,  so  far  as  the 
bonds  were  concerned  at  least,  would  be 
damned.    And  what  a  meeting! 

There  is  no  getting  around  the  fact 
that  F.  F.  Davis  is  the  slickest  general 
they  could  have  procured  to  railway  the 
project  through  successfully.  The  cool 
manner  in  which  he  disposed  of  the  vari- 
ous questions  hurled  at  him  by  the  large 
audience,  rolled  up  in  such  ambiguor.s 
language  that  the  majority  of  the  audi- 
ence were  no  wiser  at  the  close  of  the 
meeting  than  before  they  entered  the 
ball,  was  a  caution.  Wonder  if  Judge 
Browncll  andthe  silver-toned  orator  who 
looks  after  the  clerical  work  of  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  have  recovered  from 
the  roasting  they  received  at  the  hands 
uf  the  wily  attorney?  While  the  mayor 
and  those  gentleman  who  acted  in  con- 
junction with  him  at  the  eleventh 
hour,  and  did  some  practical 
work  in  the  way  of  having 
tickets  printed  opposing  the  scheme,  are 
deserving  of  thanks,  the  citizens  of  Du- 
luth  and  county  of  St.  Louis  are  under 
deep  obligations  to  organized  labor  in 
bringing  the  matter  to  a  focus. 

To  the  laboring  classes  this  gigantic 
scheme  meant  the  doubling  of  their 
ranks,  and  an  opportunity  is  now  afford- 
ed the  Minnesota  Canal  company  to 
prove  that  they  were  acting  in  good 
faith.  When  the  work  is  well  under 
way  and  another  application  is  made 
for  bonds,  the  canal  company  will  find 
organized  labor  to  a  man  as  much  in 
favor  of,  as  they  are  at  the  present  time 
against,  granting  them  any  pecuniary  as- 
sistance.

a  great 
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fair  bein^  closed  on  Sunday.  They  in- 
sist that  It  be  opened  and  the  president 
of  the  assembly  advised  physical  force 
ill  case  their  demand  was  refused.  His 
views  were  not  wholly  sanctioned  by  the 
assembly,  but  the  workingmen  of  Chi- 
cag«>  evidently  favor  Sunday  opening. 

At  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  thirteen  trades 
are  now  receiving  higher  wages  for  eight 
hours  than  was  formerly  received  for  ten 
hours. 

The  Chicago  moulders  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  the  request  for  shorter  hours 
and  higher  wage's.  Of  the  4000  men  in- 
volved 3500  have  resumed  work. 

Kugene  Debs,  of  the  new  organization 
of  railway  men,  says  that  there  are  760,- 
000  railway  men  in  the  United  States,  of 
whom  150,000  are  members  of  the  old 
organization. 

The  state  labor  commissioners'  report 
from  Ohio  contains  some  interesting  sta- 
tistics in  regard  to  women  wage  workers. 
Twenty-six  per  cent  earn  from  $7  to  $10 
a  week,  34  per  cent  earn  from $5  to  $7,  31 
per  cent  earn  from  $3  to  $5,  9  per  cent 
earn  from  ifii  to  ^^3.  VVatch'making  seems 
to  pay  the  best  wages,  the  average  wages 
being  over  $5  per  week.  Piece  work 
prevails  in  a  gooci  many  industries,  nota- 
bly in  the  cig-ir,  coffee  and  spice,  knit 
goods,  paper  box,  printing  and  binding, 
shirt,  shoe,  tailoring  and  watchmaking 
industries.  The  number  of  women  wage 
workers  is  constantly  increasing. 

Professor  Lucy  M.  Salmon,  of  \'assar 
college,  has  been  studying  the  problem 
of  domestic  labor  some  for  years,  and  is 
about  to  issue  the  result  of  her  observa- 
tions in  book  form. 

The  minister  at  Dolgeville,  N.  Y.,  has 
resigned  his  pastorate'  saying  that  even 
the  reformed  church  is  too  much  of  a 
business  venture  for  his  acceptance. 

The  Lake  Superior  iron  companies  at 
Ishpeming.  Mich.,  employing  1200  men 
began  work  on  the  eight  hour  system  this 
month,  giving  the  same  wages  for  eight 
hours  as  for  ten. 

The  waiters  of  New  York  struck 
against  the  rule  forbidding  them  to  wear 
beards.  The  rule  is  now  rescinded  aui 
there  has  been  an  advance  in  wages  since 
the  dispute  began. 

The  Carpenters  union,  of  Chicago,  is 
making  a  special  effort  to  unionize  the 
whole  "city.  The  Duluth  carpenters 
should  follow  suit. 

The  state  convention  of  the  Bakers 
union  will  be  held  in  Duluth,  June  26. 
Great  preparations  are  being  made  to 
give  the  delegates  a  hearty  reception.  A 
boat  ride  on  the  lake  is  aniongst  some  of 
the  attractions. 


THE  AMERICAN  UNION. 


Reports  of  Local  Unions  and  Other  Fotes  of 
Interest  to  Unionism. 
The  next  meeting  of  the  Trades  and 
Labor  assembly  will  be  an  open  one,  the 
object  being  to  enlarge  the  number  of 
representative  unions.  At  present  the 
building  trades  are  not  connected  with 
the  assembly,  and  hopes  are  entertained 
that  an  amicable  arrangement  can  te 
come  to  whereby  the  two  bodies  may  be 
amalgamated. 

The  Labor  Bulletin,  of  Duluth,  a  new 
monthly  magazine,  devoted  to  the  inter- 
ests of  labor,  will  be  issued  early  this 
month.  From  the  well-known  ability 
and  business  tact  of  the  men  back  of  it, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Bulletin  will  be 
success. 
The  Coopers'  union,  of  Duluth,  meets 
next  Wednesday  evening,  at  which  time 
the  nominations  for  office  bearers  for  the 
ensuing  year  will  take  place.  The  elec- 
tion and  installation  will  take  place  at 
the  meeting  in  July. 

A  movement  is  on  toot  to  unionize  the 
laundries  in  town.  This  is  a  movement 
which  calls  for  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  the  bosses  wi>h  the  employes.  John 
Chinaman  must  go.  A  short  time  ago 
the  laundry  workers  in  St.  Paul  organ- 
ized, and  the  new  union  has  nearly  150 
members. 

The  carpenters  of  the  state,  who  have 
but  a  fragment  of  a  union  left,  are  poorer 
paid  than  in  any  state  in  the  Union.  In 
Chicago,  where  the  union  is  strong,  car- 
penters are  paid  from  $4  to  S5  per  day. 
What  are  the  Duluth  carpenters  think- 
ing about? 

The  North  Star  (Scandinavian)  Typo- 
graphical union  meets  tonight  aSo'ciock 
in  the  Howard  block.  Matters  of  inter- 
est to  the  union  will  be  discussed. 

At  High  Bridge,  N.  J.,  the  iron  mines 
are  about  to  suspend  operations.  It  has 
been  worked  for  nearly  half  a  century 
and  many  of  its  employes  have  their 
homes  m  the  vicinity.  The  mine  is  very 
deep  and  its  product  was  supposed  to  be 
inexhaustible.  The  miners  are  talking 
of  coming  to  the  Mesaba  range  for  em- 
ployment. 

The  new  amendment  to  the  sweating 
law  of  New  York  provides  for  important 
changes  in  its  operation.  All  gorxis 
manufactured  in  tenement  houses  must 
be  thorougldy  disinfected  and  a  tag 
must  be  placed  on  them  stating  that  they 
were  made  in  a  tenement  house.  The 
factory  inspectors  are  charged  to  look  up 
these  quarters  carefully  and  the  pro- 
prietors violating  the  law  may  be  nne& 
from  S20  to  $250  and  thirty  days  impris- 
onment. 

New  York  representative  men  organ- 
ized the  American  Industrial  league,  to 
discuss  economical  and  political  ques- 
tions. 

It  is  estimated  that  labor  organizations 
pay  out  an  aggregate  of  $100,000,000  a 
year  tor  conventions.  Among  the  rail- 
way organizations  there  is  a  movement 
to  cut  down  convention  expenses. 

The  Canadian  parliament  has  recently 
made  eight  hours  a  legal  day's  work  for 
government  employes. 

The  Heatingum  Coal  company,  of 
Bellaire.  < ).,  has  signed  the  miners'  scale. 
This  is  the  largest  company  in  the  Ohio 
valley. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Chicago 
Trade  and  Labor  assembly  there  was  a 
heated  discussion  in  regard  to  the  World's 


The  Newly-Formed  Organization  of  Railway 
Employes. 

I  had  a  long  talk  the  other  day  with 
Engene  V.  Det)6  about  the  Arnoricar 
Kailwaj-  union,  thq  nerr  organization  ol 
railway  employees  recently  started  as  the 
result  of  a  coiilerence  of  representiv- 
tive  railroaders  held  in  Chicago.  Mr. 
Debs,  as  one  of  tho  originators  of  the 
new  movement  and  president  of  the 
temporary  organization,  is  fully  qnr.lified 
to  speak  concerning  it.  I  was  impressed 
by  the  earnest  manner  of  Mr.  Debs  and 
have  not  the  slightest  donbt  bnt  that  ho 
thoronr^hly  understand.s  the  three  essen- 
tial points  in  the  problem  whose  solu- 
tion he  has  undertaken.  The  problem 
is  the  unification  of  all  the  railw.ay  em- 
ployees of  tho  countrj'  for  the  uplifting 
and  improvement  of  all,  and  the  three 
points  are:  Weakness  of  past  and  pres- 
ent forms  of  organization,  lines  upon 
which  the  new  organization  must  be 
constmcteii.  and  what  may  and  mtistbe 
accomplished  by  such  an  organization. 


It  doesn't  require  much  knowledge  of 
labor  affairs  to  understand  that  organi- 
zations which  embrace  less  than  one- 
tifth  of  the  workers  in  an  industry  aan- 
not  exercise  potent  and  lasting  influence 
np()Ji  that  industry-.  There  are  about 
800,000  railway  employees  in  the  United 
Scutes.  Of  these  about  150,000  are  mem- 
bers of  the  brotherhoods  and  orders  of 
the  different  branches  of  tho  service, 
and  there  is  nest  to  nothing  in  the  way 
of  federation  or  co-operation  between 
those  dozen  or  inoro  class  brotherhoods. 
Attempts  at  fe<leration  have  failed— 
sometimes  after  trials  iimited  as  to  the 
number  of  organizations  co-operating 
^\\(\  while  yet  very  young— and  ail  such 
attempts  must  fail  while  the  present 
vaned  and  conflicting  forms  of  organiza- 
tion prevail  in  the  same  service.  Lead- 
ers are  only  human  and  may  for  one 
reason  or  another  prefer  exclusivcness 
as  oliicials  while  manifesting  friendship 
for  each  other  as  individuals  similarly 
situated. 

There  is  not  supposed  to  be  any  rea- 
son why  the  engineers  and  the  switch- 
men may  not  as  men  and  citizens  meet 
on  a  common  plane,  hut  as  members  of 
diiferont  brotherhoods,  over  whoso  por- 
tals is  written,  "Wo  attend  to  our  own 
.affairs,"  they  are  as  far  apart  as  the 
poles,  and, .as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  lodgeroom  clings  to 
them  when  they  meet  in  tho  discharge 
of  their  duties  or  iti  a  social  way.  This 
deplorable  condition  ia  duo  to  wrong 
teaching— to  lack  of  an  understanding  of 
tho  great  jivinciples  of  jwstice.  Until 
justice  triumi)h3  there  can  never  bo  safe- 
ty and  i)eaco.  Until  all  workingjnen 
learn  to  be  just  to  each  other  injustice 
will  rule.  \Vhon  tho  selfishness  of  rail- 
road men  is  educated  to  understand  that 
the  welfare  of  the  conductor  depends 
upon  the  trackman's  untrammeled  exer- 
cise of  hi.s  rights,  then  there  will  be  se- 
curity and  bearable  conditions  in  rail- 
road employment.  This  education  is  the 
chief  aim  of  the  American  Railway  union, 
Mr.  Deba  says. 


union  men  who  are  earnest  and  honest 
advocates  of  high  foes  and  dues,  but  cir- 
cumstances alter  cases.  If  tho  tariff  is 
so  high  as  to  bo  prohibitive,  it  certainly 
defeats  tho  first  groat  aim  of  orgauiaa- 
tion,  wliich  is  organization. 


Mr.  Debs  says  fees  and  dues  in  the  rail- 
way organizations  are  high  because  thd 
expenses  of  conducting  affairs  under 
present  forms  aro  enormous.  Salaries  to 
"grand  ofideors"  are  out  of  all  projwr- 
tions  to  the  seA'ico  reijuired  and  to  tha 
circumstances  c^  the  rank  and  file.  Men 
who  could  not  earn  ^l.tOOper  j'oarinauy 
other  calling  aro  drawing  from  $2,000  to 
$0,000  and  expenses  as  "grand  chief"  or 
"grand"  something  else.  Besidod,  each 
of  the  local  lodges  has  several  officeis 
who  uro  paid — in  many  cases  no  moro 
than  is  fair  for  the  actual  time  retiuin-d 
under  their  wastotul  syslfm  of  ()rguui;:a- 
tion.  Tho  Kenerul  conventions,  ner.rly 
all  of  which  aro  held  yearly,  cost  from 
$;50.000  to  $75,000  i-aeh.  In  a  word,  tiw 
exp«use  of  maintaining  the  several  or- 
ganizations \vith  !Ui  a;^giTgrv*o  member- 
ship of  150,000  men  is,  rouuuly  stated. §1.- 
500.000  annually.  Has  tho  game  so  fur 
paid  for  such  a  costly  candle? 

I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  every  tmion 
man  to  pay  his  full  share  of  the  expense;} 
of  his  organization,  even  if  ho  has  to 
practice  self  denial  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent, bnt  it  io  u\so  his  duty  to  endeavor 
to  keei)  those  expenses  down  to  tho  low- 
est point  couipatiblc  Avith  efficient  serv- 
ice, and  if  a  ckauge  in  the  form  of  organ- 
ization v.'ill  les-ieu  materially  the  siun, 
and  by  cheapeni:ig  the  cost  of  member- 
ship increase  t'lie numerical  strength  and 
poteiicy  of  t'ue  organization,  then  that 
cltange  should  be  in:ido and mady  as  soon 
as  possible.  Uu("!er  the  plans  oSercd.  by 
the  new  imiou  Mr.  Debs  says  tl")  cost 
to  e?.ch  member  need  not  exceed  i 5  cents 
u  month,  and  thus  au  orgaaizaJion  man- 
aging tlie  trado  r.ffc'.irs  of  800,000  men 
could  be  carried  on  at  an  expense  less 
than  is  now  retjuire.l  to  >«  met  by  150,- 

fiOO.  Tae  tvv-o  great  leaks  to  bo  stoppst. 
jiro  these  from  which  flow  tho  salaried 
of  a  smr.U  army  of  *"grr.n;l  oScDrs"  and 
the  expenses  of  forty  times  as  many  gen- 
eral conventions  as  are  needed. 


One  of  tho  many  radical  changes  pro- 
jxised  by  tho  new  organization  is  a  cheai)- 
ening  in  tho  cost  of  membership.  In 
some  (^f  tho  brotherhoods  it  costs  from 
$10  to  $25  per  annum  to  maintain  good 
standing,  and  frequently  twice  as  much 
is  demanded  to  support  a  hopeless  strike. 
To  those  high  dues  and  usHessments  more 
than  to  anything  else  is  chargeable  tho 
comparatively  Hmall  inemb(.r.ship  of  the 
present  org»ni;:atiyns.  Tens  of  thou- 
sands of  *no«  are  twlay  on  tho  lists  of 
".scjib.s"  simply  becauso  they  fell  bo  far 
behind,  froaa  one  cause  or  another,  in 
their  financial  obligations  that  they 
cither  withdiew  or  were  e.xi)elled.  Hun- 
dreds of  thousands  have  been  deterred 
from  becoming  members  be<;auso  they 
could  not  or  would  not  take  upon  them- 
selves the  financial  obligation.s  refiuired

The  plan  of  tho  new  organization  ia 
not  yet  completed.  Many  of  tho  details 
are  still  to  be  agreed  upon.  The  main 
scheme,  as  explained  to  me  by  Mr.  Debs, 
is  to  bring  all  the  employees  of  the  rail- 
way system,  all  branches  of  train  service, 
station  men.  shopmen  and  trackmen,  into 
one  organization — "all  under  onp  roof.' 
Each  branch  of  the  service  is  to  form  c 
division  cr  f.ectiou.  and  while  each  divi- 
sion will  have  charge  of  its  own  affair.', 
it  will  be  entitled  to  and  will  receive  the 
support  of  tho  whole  union  when  needed. 
Red  tape  is  to  bo  abolished  and  tedious 
routine  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Meet- 
ings will  be  held  regularly  for  education- 
al purposes,  instead  of  for  tiresome  twad- 
dle and  wrangling.  Of  course,  when  im- 
portant buoincss  necessitates  a  meeting 
ing  of  the  divirion  concerned,  one  will 
be  held.  Men  qualified  to  discuss  eco- 
nomic find  kindred  subjects  vv-ill  be  kept 
in  the  field  constantly  employed  in  filling 
regularly  appointed  engagements  as  lec- 
turers and  toachnrs,  and  a  sy.stcm  of  in- 
terc'nanging  will  provide  variety  for  both 
speakers  and  listeners. 

The  country  is  to  be  carefully  divided 
into  districts,  and  a  competent  man  will 
bo  placed  m  charge  of  each  district. 
These  district  directors  will  jointly  com- 
lK>se  the  international  board  of  directors, 
and  regulated  by  a  standard  of  fitness 
the  aim  v.-ill  be  to  give  proportional  rep- 
resentation to  each  branch  of  tho  service 
in  the  selection  of  directors.  There  will 
be  no  princely  salaries,  but  those  vv'ho 
are  chosen  as  directors  will  bo  remuner- 
ated fairly  in  accordance  with  tho  serv- 
ice rendered  and  in  a  sum  not  out  of  the 
sight  of  their  previous  incomes  and  the 
inco;nes  of  those  who  pay  the  salarier-. 
Tho  directors  will  be  elected  at  the  quad- 
rennial international  convention.  It  is 
held  by  tho  men  of  tho  new  union  th^it 
once  in  four  years  is  oiteii  enough  for  a 
general  meeting,  and  that  two  days  is 
enough  for  an  ordinary  eession.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  great  saving  in  ex- 
penso  this  plan  will  effect. 

As  .in  cducaticmal  feature  in  addition 
to  tho  regular  economic  lecttircr.  :vlreat1y 
referred  to  a  daily  paper  and  a  monthly 
luagazino  will  be  establi.slied— probably 
in  Chicago.  Tlicso  pubiicalions  are  to 
be  made  as  good  as  money  and  brains 
can  i)roduce  and  are  to  bo  sold  at  coet. 
"No  more,  no  less."  says  Mr.  Debs.  The 
daily  is  to  bo  a  thorough  newspaper,  and 
l.ibov  maltcrs  vdll  get  a  fair  show — some- 
thing very  much  needed,  in  fact,  "a 
long  felt  want."  The  new  nuigazino  is 
to  contain  articles  upon  industrird  ques- 
tions ])repared  by  the  ablest  thinkers 
and  v/riters  upon  euch  questions  and  ex- 
pressed in  language  which  tho  ordinary 
mind  can  grAsp.  There  is  to  be  no  hid- 
ing of  the  truth  behind  a  lot  of  "highfa- 
lutin  lingo,"  v,fhich  no  one  understandti— , 
not  oven  tho  writer  himself  after  it  gets 
cold.  Economic  truths  may  bo  expressed 
in  plain,  everyday  English,  and  Debs 
s.'iya  The  R?,ilway  Union's  magazino  will 
prove  it. 

There  will  bo  a  meeting  of  tho  organ- 
izers of  tho  tmion  in  Chicago  on  JuneSO.' 
At  this  meeting  a  i)rogrammo  for  tho 
sumuaer's  work  will  be  made,  and  12  or 
more  organizers  will  take  the  field  to  re- 
main out  until  tho  first  general  conven- 
tion, which  will  probably  be  held  in 
October  next.  Mr.  Debs  says  the  men 
who  will  take  tho  field  aro  all  as  enthusi- 
a.stic  as  he  is  himself  over  tho  now  or- 
ganization, and  that  during  this  summer 
there  will  bo  carried  on  such  a  campaign 
of  agitation,  organization  .and  education 
among  tho  railway  employees  as  this 
country  never  knew.  It  is  claimed  thaf 
a  maj<mty  of  tho  men  in  the  railway 
brotherhoods  and  orders  aro  ready  for  a 
change  v/hich  will  offer  them  fjubstan- 
tial  relief,  and  while  it  is  not  desirable 
nor  is  it  projiosed  to  interfere  with  the 
existing  organizations  these  men  aro 
ready  to  meet  Mr.  Debs  and  his  associ- 
ates half  way.  All  seo  tho  necessity  of 
gathering  into  the  field  of  unionism  tho 
650,000  unorganized  railway  men. 

I  confess  to  more  than  ordinary  inter- 
est in  this  new  movement.  With  every 
other  close  observer  I  have  for  mora  thaw 


two  years  known  that  the  present  rail- 
way organizations  wore  inadequate;  that 
they  could  not,  as  ..it  present  formed  and 
managed,  accompl  ,sh  anything  suljtit au- 
tial  ill  behalf  of  the  great  army  of  rail- 
way men.  I  belii.>vo  that  the  general 
plan  of  tho  American  Railway  uuitm  is 
founded  upon  correct  principles,  and  I 
havo  confide uce  in  tho  men  who  ar<3  at 
the  front  in  the  movement  and  believe 
they  havo  tho  abihty.  as  I  know  they 
havo  tho  honesty,  1 3  carry  out  the  idea  in 
its  uecessiiiy  details.

THE  CENTURVG  MARE'S  NEST. 


A  WoEtfra  ?C«vrc;>npcr  Takes  Seriously  » 
Ma;:az!uo'8  A'.jsmd  Statement. 

The  Century  has  entered  upon  a  largo 
and  daring  task.  It  has  undertaken  an 
investigation  of  lalor  unions  with  a  view 
to  finding  tho  status  of  the  American 
workingman  and  tho  chances  for  the 
young  American  rnechanic.  It  aflBnas 
that  under  thd  present  condition  of  trade 
instruction  the  American  boy  has  no 
rights  that  organi:;:ed  labor  is  obliged  to 
respect.  He  is  denied  instruction  as  an 
apprentice,  and  if  ho  is  taught  his  trade 
in  a  trado  school  he  is  refused  admission 
to  nearly  all  tho  trades  unions  and  is 
boycotted  if  ho  a  :tcmpts  to  work  sis  a 
nonunion  man.  Character  and  skill,  so 
Tho  Century  alleg  -3,  may  count  against 
hi:n,  but  they  will  not  count  for  him. 

The  Century  believes  that  the  reason 
of  this  is  that  tradca  unions  are  so  largely 
composed  of  fore.giicrs,  and  that  they 
follow  their  patrictic  principles  and  con- 
tinually admit  for- igners  to  their  ranks, 
but  clopo  them  r.j,ainst  Americans.  In 
short,  it  appears  that  America  has  prac- 
tically surrendered  her  mechanical  labors 
to  foreigners,  and  that  it  has  been  made 
so  futile  for  Americans  to  learn  trades 
that  tho  American  mechanic  is  becom- 
ing almost  obsolete.  The  passing  away 
of  tho  old  apprentice  system  and  the 
enormous  i:iur.igra1i(.tn  to  tliis  countiy 
from  all  parts  of  Europe  are  at  the  bottom 
of  the  trouble.  If  rldll  or  intelligence 
were  made  the  criterion  by  which  young 
m.echanics  were  admitted  to  the  unions, 
all  would  bo  fair  encugh.  The  Amer- 
ica!! and  the  forei;,  ncr  would  then  have 
an  equal  chance.  And  that  is  all  that  is 
asked.  But  a  good  American  workman, 
it  is  said,  would  n  3t  stand  as  much  of  a 
chanco  as  a  poor  f  3rei).vn  workman.  The 
Century  promises  to  show  in  subsequent 
articles  that  while  tho  unions  combine  in 
this  effective  conr piracy  against  Ameri- 
can boys  they  freely  admit  to  their 
organizations  foreign  workmen  who  havo 
not  served  full  apprenticeship,  and  v.'ho 
havo  only  a  slight  knowledge  of  their 
crafts,  and  instruct  them  to  a  fuller 
knowledge,  while  obtaining  for  them 
pay  aa  joumc\-mcn. 

If  this  is  really  so,  thero  is  cause  for 
active  alarm— thc:-e  is  a  demand  for  a 
new  policy.  There  must  rtill  be  acliance 
for  the  American  mechanic  and  the 
American  apprentice.  The  sons  of  Amer- 
icans cannot  be  aliowod  to  grov.-  up  in 
idleness  because  they  !?ave  been  crowded 
out  by  foreigners.  There  would  bo 
neithicr  senso  nor  .iustice  in  f-t-.ch  ;v  thing. 
And  there  are  wnys  that  it  c^n  bo  pro- 
vented.  We  still  "humijly  r,t;bmit  that 
v»-o  have  a  right  to  Qv.m  our  Lrea  1  in  our 
own  country,  and  that,  if  it  bo  trae 
that  foreigners  having  Irauos  come  over 
to  work  only  during  the  "Vaisy  season" 
of  their  craft,  aro  admitted  to  r,  union 
and  return  to  their  homes  with  the 
money  they  havj  ear;:ed  heio,  wliilo 
xVmerican  boys  are  refused  adaiissio:i  to 
tho  union  ranks  under  the  pica  that 
there  is  no  room  lor  them,  thou  certniu- 
ly  it  is  time  to  make  laws  that  will  touch 
tho  case— laws  both  prouibilivo  and 
active.— Omaha  \Yorld-HeraU. 


Two  Hinds  of  Boycctta. 

Now  that  the  1-  e  clerks  discharged  by 
tho  railroad  on  cuspicion  of  boLraying 
oftico  secrets  have  been  reinstated,  and 
peace  onco  more  reigns  at  Fourth  am"" 
Townseud  streotf;,  it  may  do  no  harm 
to  give  a  moment's  tliought  to  tho  state- 
ment of  tho  clerk.s  at  the  time  of  their 
removal  that  so  long  as  they  were  un- 
der the  ban  oif  tho  Southern  Pacific  they 
could  not  hope  for  employment  on  any 
other  railroad  in  America.  This  fact 
was  not  put  forward  as  a  grievance.  It 
did  not  seem  to  occur  to  any  of  tho  vic- 
tims that  thero  way  any  tiling  unn:itural 
in  it. 

And  yet  if  ouch  a  universal  boycott 
hiid  been  att(>iai.tod  by -the  Fvderat>?d 
Trades  against  i\  corporation,  what  for- 
monsv.'o  should  h:ive  had  ou  the  tyranny 
of  labor  organi/.ations!  The  officers  of 
the  federation  would  havo  founl  them- 
selve.'i  in  jail  for  I'ouspii'acy  as  soon  as  ji 
federal  judge  could  rcot  time  to  look  into 
their  case,  and  it  would  not  havo  taken 
him  very  Long  t«  find  tinie. 

Tho  boycott  is  no  invention  of  labor 
unions.  In  tho  form  of  the  "blacklifit  it 
has  been  a  weapon  of  employers  for  a 
longpr  time  than  rocordj  can  meaMv.re. 


and  ePective.  ManufaKfcurers  and  rail- 
road corporations  do  nc  t  havo  to  disti'ib- 
nte  dodgers  on  tho  streets  warning  the 
public  *iot  to  hire  an  obnoxious  work- 
man. They  do  not  l)rii;'g  themselves  iirtx) 
collision  with  tho  law.  By  quiot  co^e- 
spondenco,  which  no  loHDor  union, has'the 
power  to  tyace,  they  ?(nako  a  boycotted 
workman  an  industrial  outcast. 

As  long  as  tho  court  ,3  do  not  touch  this 
form  of  oppression  th  ey  should  be  cau- 
tious about  mterferiiig  with  the  feeble 
efforts  of  labor  to  re  taliato.  Of  course 
violence  and  crime  must  be  suppressed, 
but  if  mere  ad  vice  not  to  patronize  par- 
ticular firms  is  to  bo  (.reated  as  an  illegal 
conspiracy  there  should  bo  an  attemjit 
to  do  a  littlo  regulating  on  tho  other  side. 
— San  Francisco  Examiner. 


"Protection"!  In  Canada. 

Workingmen  aro  a])parently  now  fully 
cognizant  of  the  fact  that  protection  only 
protects  tho  employefr,  not  tho  employee. 
There  is  no  duty,  either  ad  valorem  or 
epecific,  on  the  commodity  that  he  has  to 
sell — namely,  his  lubor.  It  makes  but 
little  difference  hotv  high  tho  duty  on 
products  may  bo.  tl  10  artisan  can  get  fc»r 
his  labor  only  thati  reward  which  he  can 
compel  his  employ  or  to  pay.  What  this 
reward  shall  bo  isi  not  regulated  by  the 
duty  or  by  the  employer's  profits  or  his 
generosity,  but  by  the  state  of  the  labor 
market,  and  so  long  as  our  ports  remain 
free  jwrts  for  the  .admission  of  labor  that 
market  will  always  bo  pretty  liberally 
supplied  and  in  an  active  state  of  com- 
petition. This  truth  was  clearly  ex- 
pressed by  Mr.  Emmet  of  il-he  Iron  Mokl- 
ers'  union.  He;  said  that  "since  the  na- 
tional policj'  had  been  adopted  they  had 
been  compelled  to  fight  tho  manufactur- 
ers right  along,  and  tho  fact  was  that 
they  had  never  had  to  accept  such  low 
terms.  They  i  ad  had  to  submit  to  re- 
ductions such  Si  ,3  had  been  unknown  un- 
til that  time." — Toronto  Globe.

You  may 
meet  a  deer  almost  any  day  either  in  the 
woods  or  on  the  sand  bars  in  the  river, 
but  this  is  net  the  time  of  year  to  shoot 
them.  No  true  sportsman  will  shoot  at 
a  deer  or  a  grouse  in  the  close  season.  A 
good  revolver,  say  a  41  cal.  Colts,  is  a 
handy  gun  to  carry,  and  if  you  have  the 
good  luck  to  meet  old  Bruin  you  can 
make  the  meeting  decidedly  interesting 
for  him  and  ensure  your  own  safety.

Topic— Vow  and  pay.     EccL  v,  4:  CoL  lil, 
23-24. 

A  vow  is  a  eoleran  promise  made  to 
God,  usually  un<:ler  peculiar  circum- 
stances, to  perform  a  certain  duty  or  to 
refrain  from  something.  "Vows  were 
very  common  in  the  old  dispensation, 
and  laws  were  formulated  to  regulate 
them.  The  laws  did  not  introduce  the 
vow,  but  simply  curtailetl  the  practice 
of  it.  Three  kinds  of  vows  are  men- 
tioned in  the  Old  Testament— vows  of; 
devotion,  of  abstirence  and  of  destrucp 
tion.  Our  topic  dt  als  with  vows  both  t  o 
God  and  to  man  and  emphasizes  on*) 
feature  in  both  cises,  and  that  is  thJj 
payment  of  vows  when  once  made.      '  • 

7.  Vov,-3  to  Goil.  Eccl.  V,  4,  "Whaa 
thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God,  defer  ne  t 
to  pay  it."  The  custom  of  making  pa<;- 
ticular  vows  to  God  is  a  very  ancle]  it 
one.  The  earliest  jf  such  vows  is  thi  it 
of  Jacob  at  Bethel.  It  is  only  natural 
that  in  times  of  peculiar  triaJ,  of  gr  3at 
perplexity,  cf  sevtro  affliction,  that  >ve 
shotdd  make  vows  unto  God  if  he  wo*  ild 
deliver  U8.  or  even  in  times  of  great  i  pd 
tmexpected  blessiigs  to  vow  to  dev  9to 
.«!ome  special  offeriag  unto  God  to  sh  )w 
our  gratitude.  God  does  not  demand 
such  vows  of  us,  yet  they  are  not  d  is- 
ploasing  to  EUm.  Perhaps  He  would, 
rather  that  we  should  always  be  in  sut  ;b. 
a  relation  to  Him,  that  no  extra  vo\  a  i 
could  be  made,  b?canse  we  faithfur^,' 
performed  all  our  own  duties.  But  sind  3 
each  a  condition  is  rarely  found  Go  1 
does  not  dislike  oar  vows,  but  He  dofl  3 
demand  of  us  thit  when  made  vovs  3 
should  be  faithfully  paid.  He  does  n(  )t 
make  it  obligatory  upon  us  to  make  vo'wi  s, 
but  He  does  oblige  us  to  fulfill  them.  ^If 
we  are  in  trouble  or  distress.  He  do*  >s 
not  require  us  to  vow  a  vow  if  He  dt^ 
livers  us,  but  He  osjwcts  us  to  keep  4i 
if  wd  do.  Too  many  vows  are  not  paitL 
This  is  highly  disi  lea.sing  to  God.  It  is 
a  sin  against  Him.  Therefore  when  we 
vow  let  us  pay  our  vows. 

2.  Vows  to  man.  CoL  ui,  22-24,  "Serv- 
ants, obey  in  all  tldngs  your  masters."^ 
This  is  tho  principle  of  vows  between 
man  and  man.  Payment  is  the  thing- 
required.  It  is  the  3amo  as  between  man 
and  God.  Wo  are  not  required  to  mako 
obligations  to  our  fellow  men,  but  if  wo 
do_  our  promises  should  bo  faithfully 
kept.  No  one  ioc9mpcried  to  tAko  the 
marriage  vow,  bnt  when  taken  it  should 
be  sacredly  guarded  and  fulfilled.  No 
one  is  obliged  to  accept  office  under  his 
government  and  to  vov/  the  performanco 
of  certain  duties,  but  if  he  does  his  office 
should  bo  looked  upon  as  a  sacred  trust, 
never  to  bo  \'iolated.  The  servant  should 
obey  his  master  in  £  11  things — or,.in  other 
words,  whenever  one  man  vowb  to  an- 
other the  performance  of  certain  duties, 
these  should  be  as  faithfully  kept  as  if 
ho  had  vowed  to  God  himself.

But  Strain, 
not  at  all  emban-assed,  yet  with  awful 
solemnity,  looking  at  Dr.  Duffield,  said, 
"When  I  see  that  man  in  the  pulpit,  I 
am  so  delighted  and  edified  with  his 
preaching  that  I  feel  as  if  he  ought  never 
to  come  out,  but  \vhen  I  see  his  levity 
out  of  tho  pulpit  I  am  disposed  to  think 
that  he  should  never  enter  it  again," —

The  selections  of  this  little 
book  cover  a  wide  ranpfe,  aiid  show 
something  of  the  history  and  poetry  and 
value  of  Indian  corn.  A  poem  on  "Co- 
lumbia's Emblem."  by  Edna  Dean  Proc- 
tor, opens  the  volume,  while  Capt.  John 
Smith's  early  account  "Of  Their  Planteil 
Fruits  in  Virginia,  and  How  They  gUse 
Them, "  and  Gi>vernor  Bradford's  ac- 
count of  "How  the  Pilgrims  Found  Corn 
at  Cape  Cod."  taken  from  his  "History 
of  Plymouth  Plantation,"  are  among 
the  intertstin>:  extracts  bearinj:  directly 
on  the  subject.  (Quotations  from  Profes- 
sor Nathaniel  Southgate  Shaler;  from 
John  Fiske,  the  historian,  and  from  Ed- 
ward Everett,  show  the  importance  of 
mai.:e  in  .American  history,  while  Presi- 
dent Hayes  and  others  speak  of  corn  as 
the  national  emblem.

The  President  Likely  to    Issue  the  Call  To- 
day for  an  Extra  Session  of 
Congress. 


Many  and  Sound    Reasons  Are  Put  Forward 

for  the  Early  Issuance  of  the 

Call. 


Belief  That  the  Certainty  That  Congress  is 
to  be  Called   Together  V/ill  Restore 
Confidence. 


The  President  Painfully    Interested    in   the 

Financial  Situation   and  Trying    to 

Solve  the  Problem. 


Washington,  June  5. — The  Post  says 
it  has  been  freely  predicted  that  the 
president  would  issue  today  his  procla- 
mation calling  congress  together  in  ex- 
tra session.  The  dates  set  for  the  as- 
sembly in  the  minds  of  the  prophets  run 
all  the  way  from  fuly  i  to  October  i.  By 
far  the  larger  part  of  those  who  discuss 
the  matter  favor  the  10th  of  September 
or  the  1st  of  October. 

The  reasons  given  for  so  early  an  issu- 
ance of  the  call  are  many  and  sound. 
Of  late  the  linancial  question  has  taken 
a  poMtion  of  equal  prominence  with  the 
tariff.  The  entire  nation  is  disturbed. 
Therc«are  plenty  of  Democrats  who  hold 
some  reform  of  our  money  system  to  be 
of  even  more  pressing  importance  than 
a  readjustment  of  the  customs  duties. 
President  Cleveland  is  said  to  be  one  of 
them.  I5y  one  Ming  of  the  Democracy  a 
repeal  of  the  Sherman  .ict  and  a  return 
to  the  gold  standard  is  demanded.  By 
another  the  Sherman  law  or  something 
even  more  free  silverish  will  be  backed. 

Whatever  the  outcome  of  the  struggle 
in  which  congress  is  certain  to  be  in- 
volved sooiier  or  later,  those  who  are 
closest  to  the  president  say  that  beholds 
that  the  party  can  gain  nothing  by  delay 
in  giving  his  proclamation  to  the  printers. 
It  is  believed  that  the  certainty  that  con- 
gress is  to  be  called  together  agd  the 
publication  of  the  date  upon  which  it  is 
to  meet  will  have  a  strong  effect  in  re- 
storing confidence  in  values  and  do  much 
to  dissipate  the  present  feeling  of  un- 
easiness. 

This  idea  is  believed  to  direct  the 
president  in  issuing  the  call.  He  has 
been  painfully  interested  in  the  financial 
situation,  and  some  of  the  hardest  work 
he  has  done  since  entering  the  White 
House  for  the  second  time  has  come 
from  his  endeavors  to  find  some  solu- 
tion of  the  problem. 


RUMORS  NOT  CONFIRMED. 


No  News  ai  the  White  House  About  iho  Extra 
Session. 

Washington,  June  5.— Rumors  of  a 
special  cabinet  meeting  called  for  today 
and  of  the  announced  intention  of  the 
president  to  call  congress  in  extra  ses- 
sion before  Sept,  i  have  been  industri- 
ously circulated. 

Numerous  inquiries  based  upon  special 
dispatches  to  this  effect  were  made  this 
morning  at  the  White  House  but  without 
eliciting  any  confirmation  of  the  rumor. 
If  any  such  intentions  as  those  attributed 
are  entertained,  the  president  and  his 
chief  advisers  seem  not  to  be  aware  of 
he  fact. 

IT  MUST  BE  MERGED. 


Mgr.  Satolli  Gives  His  Decision  in  a  Chicago 

Church  Trouble. 

Chicago,  June  5.— Archbishop  Satolli 

yesterday,  by  virtue  of  his  ecclestiastical 

powers,  opened  the  old  Polish  church  of 

St.  Trinity  on  Noble  street    which    has 

been  practically  closed  for  seventeen 
years  owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  par- 
ishioners to  accept  a  particular  priest  as- 
signed to  the  church. 

Ever  since  Father  Mielcuszy,  the  last 
pastor  of  the  church,  died  the  people  of 
the  parish  have  gone  as  usual  to  Sunday 
devotions,  but  the  sacred  words  of  conse- 
cration have  been  all  this  time  unspoken, 
for  no  priest  attended  to  offer  the  holy 
sacrifice  of  the  mass.  The  people  lighted 
the  candles,  recited  the  rosary  and  sang 
hymns. 

Repeated  efforts  have  been  made  to 
induce  the  St.  Trinity  parishioners  to  al- 
low their  parish  to  be  merged  in  the  ad- 
joining one.  Father  Barzynski's,  but  they 
stubbornly  fought  against  this  and  ap- 
pealed to  Mgr.  Satolli,  who  has  decided 
that  the  church  shall  be  merged  with 
that  of  the  adjoining  parish  and  that 
Archbishop  Feeban's  spiritual  sway  shall 
be  recognized,  otherwise  excommunica- 
tion shall  follow.  Mgr.  Satolli  personally 
celebrated  mass. 


A  MISTAKEN  IDEA. 


The  Charges  Against  the  Homestead  Strikers 
Not  Quashed. 

New  York,  June  5.— A  special  to  the 
World  from  Pittsburg  says:  The  im- 
pression that  the  nolle  prossing  of  the 
cases  against  H.  C.  Frick  and  other  offi- 
cials of  the  Carnegie  Steel  company 
would  carry  with  it'the  quashing  of  the 
charges  against  the  strikers  is  a  mistake, 
according  to  the  district  attorney,  who 
says  that  each  case  will  be  disposed  of 
regardless  of  any  connection  with  the 
cases  against  the  employers. 


Started    for    Chicago. 

New  York,  June  5.— The  infanta  and 
her  party  stprted  westward  this  morning 
to  see  the  sights  of  tlie  World's  fair  and 
enjoy  the  hospitality  of  Chicago.

ON  THE  BRIGGS  CASE. 

Dr.  Lyman  Abbott  Says  Briggs  Has  Defended 
tlio  True  Faith. 

New  York,  June  5.— Rev.  Dr.  Lyman 
Abbott,  in  his  sermon  on  the  Briggs  case 
yesterday  at  Plymouth  church,  Brooklyn, 
endeavored  to  prove  ihat  Dr.  Briggs  and 
not  the  general  assembly  during  the  last 
two  years  had  defended  the  true  Chris- 
tian faith;  that  it  was  not  Dr.  Briggs  that 
was  heretical  but  that  the  stand  taken  by 
the  general  assembly  was  one  whose  log- 
ical result  was  ir fidelity. 

Dr.  Abbott  spoke  of  the  battle  which 
has  gone  on  from  the  days  ot  Moses 
down  to  the  prijsent  between  the  ecclesi- 
astic and  the  prophet;  the  one  maintain- 
ing that  the  institution  is  the  essential 
thing,  and  the  other  that  the  individual 
personal  life  w  is  the  essential  thing  and 
there  could  be  no  religious  ii>stitution 
without  it.  He  exclaimed:  "Heretic  : 
What  isheros/?  For  one  thing,  it  is  to 
declare  that  th;  Cod  is  not  the  father  of 
all  mankind  and  leaves  no  door  of  access 
to  Himself  save  the  one  door  of  a  writ- 
ten word  that  vas  not  completed  till  the 
human  race  had  longed  and  cried  and 
prayed  to  their  father   for  2000  years. 

"In  our  nam<:  and  in  the  name  of  all 
that  believe  in  the  living  God,  dwelling 
in  the  hearts  of  his  children  today,  I 
thank  this  prophet,  successor  to  the  jiro- 
phets  of  olden  times,  that  in  these  :wo 
years  of  cruel  trial  he  has  never  receded 
from  his  one  position,  never  used  words 
in  a  double  sense,  never  retracted  his 
one  assertion,  hut  has  stood  firmly  and 
faithfully  agair  st  persuasion  on  the  one 
hand  and  attack  on  the  other  for  his 
fundamental  principle  that  God  is  in  the 
heart  of  the  individual  and  in  the  heart 
of  his  church  as  revealed  in  the  pages  of 
the  Bible. 

"The  Bible  i.s  not  the  word  of  God  and, 
repeating  almost  the  words  and  certainly 
the  sentiment  of  Dr.  Horton,  who  lec- 
tured last  year  before  the  students  of  the 
Union  Theoloprical  seminary,  I  charge 
any  man  who  calls  the  Bible  the  word  of 
God  to  find  ^that  phrase  'the word  of  God' 
ever  employed  in  the  Bible  to  designate 
the  Bible  or  even  employed  in  one  part 
of  the  Bible  to  designate  any  other  part. 

"When  a  maa  takes  the  book,  that  is 
what  men  have  written,  puts  it  up  and 
says:  "Vou  must  not  hearth^  word  of 
God,  you  must  hear  only  the  echo  of  that 
word,'  I  don't  wonder  that  misplaced  in- 
dignation goes  out  against  the  book  which 
the  would-be  defenders  are  misusing."

He  began  to  read  a  letter 
from  Herr  Liebkneicht,  the  well  known 
social  Democrat  leader,  on  the  restora- 
tion of  the  freeciom  of  Reichsland.

Two  Oarsmen  on    Their   Way  to  Attend    a 

Regatta  at  San  Antonio  Amonff  the 

Injured. 


St.  Louis,  June  5.— The  south-bound 
passenger  train  on  the  Iron  Mountain 
railroad,  which  left  here  at  8:20  p.  m. 
Saturday,  jumped  the  track  near  Mill 
Spring,  134  milps  south  of  this  city,  at  an 
early  hour  yesterday  morning.  The  en- 
gine remained  upright,  but  several  of 
the  cars,  including  the  smoker,  were 
upset.  The  latter  was  filled  w.ith  pas- 
sengers, and  it  is  reported  that  nearly  a 

dozen  were  more  or  less  seriously  in- 
jured. 

The  names  of  the  injured  cannot  be 
learned  on  account  of  the  telegraph 
wires  being  prostrated  on  account  of  a 
severe  storm  that  prevailed  just  previous 
to  the  accident.'  It  is  known,  however, 
that  none  of  the  passengers  in  the  rear 
coaches  and  sleeping  cars  weri  injured. 
The  injured  p.assengers  were  attended  to 
by  physicians  from  various  places.  The 
wreck  is  said  to  have  been  caused  by  a 
broken  wheel. 

Later — The  accident  was  caused  by  a 
broken  spring  on  a  switch  stand.  Seven- 
teen passengers  and  one  trainman  were 
injured.  Their  names  and  injuries  are 
as  follows:

W.  R,  Webber,  hip  injured;  J.  A.  Har- 
rell,  hip,  eye  and  hand  cut;  Robert 
Brant,  back  hurt;  A4ex.  Malcolm,  arm, 
hip  and  leg  bruised;  Harry  Cooper,  right 
leg  bruised;  C.  W.  Cooper,  right  Irg 
bruised;  Fred  Gastrecht,  right  leg 
bruised:  P.  Fitzsimmons,  baggageman, 
left  hand  and  shoulder  injured.

COLLIDED  ON  A  TRESTLE. 


One  Hundred   Head   of  Cattle  Killed   in  An 
Accident. 

Poplar  Bluff,  Mo.,  June  5. — Freight 

train  No.  75,  south-bound,  and  fast  stock 

train  No.  76  north-bound,  collided  on  a 

trestle  at  Red  cut,  one  mile  north  of  here, 

at  6:30  la.st  night.  The  trouble  was 
caused  by  the  train  dispatcher  giving 
both  trains  orders  to  run  on  the  same 
time  between  Piedmont  and  this  city. 

The  trains  met  on  the  trestle  while 
running  about  twenty-five  miles  an  hour. 
The  engines,  five  cars  of  stock  and  a 
dozen  cars  of  merchandise  were  piled  in 
a  heap.  About  100  cattle  were  killed. 
The  loss  will  reach  over  $50,000.  Two 
wrecking  crews  are  at  work  and  it  is  ex- 
pected the  tracks  will  be  cleared  by 
noon  today. 

All  traffic  is  in  the  meantime  sus- 
pended. The  crews  of  the  two  trains 
jumped  and  escaped  with  slight  injuries.

The  Christian   Endeavor  Officers  on   Sunday 
Fair  Closing. 

New  York,  June^s. — TheJPress  special 
from  Terre  Haute,  Ind.,  says:  Rev.  R. 
V.  Hunter,  of  this  city,  has  sent  in  his 
resignation  as  national  chairman  of  the 
Christian  Endeavor  World's  fair  Sunday 
closing  committee.    He  said: 

"I  consider  we  have  no  further  work 
since  the  courts  have  taken  the  matter 
in  charge  of  opening  and  closing  the 
gates.  Some  of  the  members  want  to 
keep  up  the  fight  by  urging  religious  or- 
ganizations to  keep  away  from  the  fair, 
but  I  am  not  one  in  that  move  and  I  am 
doing  all  I  can  to  cancel  the  Indianapo- 
lis convention  to  be  held  the  14th,  15th 
and  t6th  of  this  month,  called  to  discus; 
the  closing  of  the  fair.  There  is  no  use 
of  this  convention.  Secretary  Baer,  of 
the  United  Christian  Endeavor  society, 
of  Boston,  also  agrees  with  me  that  the 
work  of  the  Sunday  closing  committee  is 
now  finished  and  there  is  no  need  of  fur- 
ther agitation." 


Newspaper  Office  Blown  Up. 

Frankfort,  Ky.,  June  5. — The  great- 
est excitement  exists  in  Breathit;  county 
over  the  blowing  up  ot  the  Hustler  office 
by  unknown  parties  last  night  about  1 1 
o'clock.  The  Hustler  is  a  weekly  paper 
edited  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Dickey.  Dynamite 
was  placed  under  the  door  of  the  build- 
ing and  wrecked  the  entire  structure. 
Tiie  Hustler  was  the  gole  cause  of  the 
local  option  law  which  was  recently 
passed  in  that  courtv.

No  Hope  Now  oi  E;en  a  Partial  Re- 
covery. 
New  York,  June  5.— Dr.  St.  Clair 
Smith,  Edwin  Booth's  physician,  issued 
the  following  bulletin  at  9:30  o'clock  this 
morning:    "I  liave  seen  no  improvement 

during  the  night."  Pressed  for  more 
definite  information  regarding  the  great 
actor's  condition.  Dr.  Smith  said:  'Well, 
I  cannot  add  anything  to  the  bulletin  I 
issued  at  5  o'clock  last  evening,  saying 
that  my  patient  was  growing  weaker  and 
that  now  there  is  no  hope  of  even  a 
partial   recovery.    His  condition  is  very 


critical  this  morning.  I  cannot  state  it 
any  stronger  than  that.  I  am  obliged  to 
leave  him  now  for  a  while,  but  1  will  re- 
turn as  soon  as  I  possibly  can,  as  I  deem 
my  presence  necessary  now  constantly  at 
the  sick  man's  bedside." 

Mr.  Booth  rallied  from  his  relapse  of  a 
week  ago  Saturday  until  last  Saturdav, 
when  he  grew  worse  agUin  suddenly.  He 
was  attacked  with  an  exhausting  fit  of 
vomiting,  during  which  it  was  thought  he 
would  suffocate.  Dr.  Smith  was  hastily 
summoned  but  despite  his  best  effort  Mr. 
Booth  grew  weaker  and  weaker.  Fault 
has  been  found,  it  is  said,  with  Dr.  Smith 
before  for  talking  too  freely  of  his  pa- 
tient's condition,  so  on  this  occasion  he 
refrained  from  acquainting  the  public 
with  Mr.  Booth's  alarming  condition  un- 
til last  night,  when  he  saw  that  the  end 
was  fast  approaching. 

Mr.  Grossman,  son-in-law  of  the  dying 
actor,  came  from  the  club  house  at  1 :30 
p.  m.,  and  stated  that  Mr.  Booth  was 
rapidly  sinking  and  would  probably  pass 
away  before  nightfall.

New  York,  Junes.— The  Press  special 

from  Lawrenceburg,  Ind.,  says:    Samuel 

Oneturf,  a  rich  farmer  of  Ripley  county, 

was  arrested  for  highv/ay  robbery  on  the 

affidavit  of  William  Morris  several  years 
ago.  Morris  was  a  young  farmer  who 
asserted  that  he  had  been  held  up  on  the 
highway.  He  swore  that  the  mask  of 
one  of  the  robbers  dropped  off  and  that 
he  recognized  Oneturf. 

While  the  jury  was  out  Oneturf  disap- 
peared from  the  court  room  and  Oneturf 
was  never  heard  of  again  until  last  week, 
when  he  appeared  in  court  room  and  de- 
manded a  new  trial,  offering  in  evidence 
an  affidavit  from  Morris,  who  swore  that 
he  had  never  been  robbed  and  that  he 
accused  Oneturf  for  revenge. 

Oneturf  exphained  that  the  night  the 
jury  was  out  he  fled  from  the  court  room 
and  hid  in  the  branches  of  a  tree  that 
shaded  the  windows  of  the  jury  room  and 
heard  the  jury  agree  to  a  verdict  of  three 
years'  imprisonment  and  a  heavy  fine.

TO  COST  THREE  MILLIONS. 


The  Proposed   Canal   From   Lake  St.  Clair  to 
Lake  Erie. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  June  5.— The  first 
move  in  regard  to  the  purj:hase  of  the 
right  of  way  for  the  proposed  canal  from 
Lake  St.  Clair  to   Lake  Erie  was  made 

when  C.  C.  Wyatt,  the  chief  promoter  of 
the  scheme,  secured  an  opition  for  the 
properly  that  is  to  form  the  Lake  St. 
Clair  outlet  and  inlet. 

The  property  has  a  lake  frontage  of 
over  one-eighth  of  a  mile  just  west  of 
Stoney  Point,  Ont.  Mr.  Wyatt  says  that 
the  money  required  for  the  canal  from 
Lake  St  Clair  to  Lake  Erie  has  already 
been  subscribed  by  capitalists  from  Min- 
neapolis and  New  York  and  th.it  the 
necessary  legislation  has  been  promised 
them  by  the  dominion  government.  The 
canal  will,  it  is  estimated,  cost  ^3,000,000. 

ARE  READY  TO  FIGHT. 


Military  Unions  of  Baden  Prepared  to  Answer 
a  Call  to  Arms. 

Berlin,  June  5. — At  a  congress  of  the 
military  unions  of  B.aden,  the  Grand 
Duke  Frederick,  who  is  also  a  field 
marshal  in  the  German  army,  spoke  in 
recoirflnendation  of  an  agreement  with 
the  government  on  the  question  of  the 
army  bill.  The  grand  duke  said.  "We 
must  gather  all  our  forces  for  the  possi- 
bility of  war  in  order  to  secure  quick 
vicfi)ry." 

The  grand  duke  proposed  that  a  tele- 
gram be  iorwarded  to  the  kaiser  declar- 
ing this  sentiment  of  the  assembly,  and 
at  the  ins:ance  of  his  royal  highness  a 
telegram  was  forwarded  in  behalf  of  the 
congress  to  the  German  emperor  declar- 
ing the  joyful  readiness  of  the  military 
unions  of  Baden  to  answer  for  the  safety 
and  security  of  the  fatherland,  if  the 
kaiser  should  call  them  to  arms.

Skill  in  Which  America  Excels  All 

Foreign  Nations. 


Changes  and  Advances   Which    Have    Been 

Made  in  Transportation  During  the 

Past  Fifty  Years. 


Glory  of  American  Originality  and  Workman- 
ship Shown  in  the  Carriage  Display 
at  the  Fair.

Chicago,  June  5.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.}— There  are  branches  of  indus- 
try and  mechanical  skill  in  which  Amer- 
ica is  of  course  expected  to  excel  all 
foreign  nations,  such  as  in  heavier  ma- 
chinery and  in  labor-saving  machinery, 
in  leather  goods  and  in  manufactures  in 
wood  and  in  electrical  lighting  and  mo- 
tive power. 

The  great  stretch  of  territory  from 
Maine  to  California  and  from  Lake  Su- 
perior to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  with  its 
moving  tide  of  population  has  also  forced 
another  branch  of  mechanical  industry 
into  great  and  rapid  development  upon 
this  continent.  The  United  States  with 
170,000  miles  of  railroad,  more  than  that 
of  all  of  the  rest  of  the  world,  had  of  ne- 
cessity to  develop  the  cheapest  and  most 
effective  means  of  transportation  for  pas- 
sengers and  heavy  commodities  in  order 
to  compete  with  small  nations  in  the 
markets  of  the  world.  Ten  years  ago 
the  railroads  of  the  United  States  car- 
ried nine  times  as  much  freight  as  the 
whole  merchant  marine  of  Great  Britain 
over  which  certain  political  parties  of 
this  country  make  such  an  ado. 

The  development  of  this  stupendous 
internal  commerce  at  the  expense  of 
our  foreign  trades  and  ship  building  in- 
dustries was  quite  enough  for  the  energy 
of  our  people  to  undertake  at  one  time. 
In  forty  years  it  has  reduced  the  practi- 
cal business  ot  transportation  almost  to 
a  science  and  has  separated  it  into  two 
branches,  that  ot  carrying  the  heaviest 
loads  at  the  least  expense  and  that  of 
carrying  passengers  at  the  greatest  rate 
of  speed  and  at  the  least  expense.  En- 
gines are  constructed  which  almost  every 
day  haul  a  hundred  loaded  cars.  The 
greatest  triumph  in  speed  for  a  passen- 
ger train  was  regisfrcJ  the  other  day 
when  a  special  tra.u,  now  regular,  trav- 
ersed the  distance  between  Chicago  and 
New  York  over  the  Michigan  Central 
road,  9S0  miles,  in  twenty  hours,  a  sus- 
tained average  speed  including  all  de- 
lays of  49  miles  per  hour.  During  this 
trip  the  speed  of  upwards  of  80  miles 
per  hour  was  made.  This  makes  an  era 
in  the  history  of  rapid  transit  and  places 
the  United  States  ahead  in  the  matter  of 
passenger  transportation  as  it  has  been 
in  the  transportation  of  heavy  goods  and 
freight. 

There  is  no  better  way  of  seeing  or  un- 
derstanding the  wonderful  changes  and 
advances  which  have  been  made  in 
transportation  during  the  last  fifty  years. 
There  is  probably  more  to  be  learned  of 
the  industrial  history  of  the  United  States 
in  the  transportation  building  upon  the 
World's  fair  grounds  than  in  any  other 
of  the  great  structures.  Nearly  all  the 
railroad  exhibits  are  taken  up  in  the  his- 
torical order  and  consequently  furnish 
material  for  the  student  no  less  than  of 
thought  to  the  casual  observer.  Taking 
the  railroad  exhibit  as  a  whole,  it  is  a 
very  imposing  one  ana  causes  all  dis- 
plays from  foreign  nations  of  a  similar 
character  to  dwindle  into  insignificance. 
There  are  cars  designed  for  every  im- 
aginable purpose  in  the  way  of  freight 
from  carrying  chickens,  cattle,  horses 
and  hogs  up  to  carrying  the  United 
States  mails.  There  are  heavy  freight 
engines  of  all  kinds,  ten-wheelers,  one  of 
which  exhibited  by  the  Baldwin  locomo- 
tive works  weighs  20J  tons,  large  drive- 
wheelers,  grey  hounds  for  passenger 
traffic  and  many  others.  There  are 
many  examples  of  compound  engines 
and  engines  designed  for  turning  sharp 
curves  upon  mountain  roads. 

The  Pullmans  make  a  very  fine  ex- 
hibit of  passenger  coaches  and  a  model 
of  the  works  at  Pullman  nearly  fifty  feet 
square.  The  Northern  Pacitic  has  a 
train  consistibg  of  an  engine  and  three 
observation  coaches  filled  with  the  cer- 
eal, game  and    mineral  products  of    the

country  through  which  they  pass.  The 
P'nglish  display  is  also  a  striking  one.  It 
embraces  an  engine  with  first,  second 
and  third  class  coachei.  The  engine  is 
built  with  seven-footCdrive-wheels,  yet 
experts  say  that  it  will  not  make  as  good 
time  as  many  lAraerican  Jengines  con- 
structed with  only  six-foot  drive-wheels. 
The  coaches  are  of  the  regulation  com- 
partment style,  highly  finished  within 
and  without.  No  expense  seems  to  have 
been  spared  in  the  upholstery  business. 
The  compartments  are  narrow  and  ex- 
clusive without  the  ordinary  accommo- 
dations of  thejpoorsst  American  road. 
They  are  excellent,  however,  for  a  class 
of  people  who  do  not  care  to  associate 
with  the  common  herd  or  even  appar- 
ently with  equals. 

Tne  F'rench  exhibit  amounts  to  com- 
paratively nothing.  The  English  have 
taken  great  pains  to  display  the  scenery 
by  means  of  photographs  along  their 
lines  of  road  and  in  this  way  are  enabled 
to  advertise  their  routes  and  at  the  same 
time  make  a  verv  creditable  exhibit  as  a 
competitive  display.  In  the  matter  of 
railway  development,  however,  perhaps 
we  have  an  unfair  advanjage  over  the 
foreigners  on  account  of  the  great  incen- 
tive of  our  magnificent  distances  and  the 
wonderful  growth  of  our  internal  com- 
merce, but  there  is  another  branch  with 
which  we  compete  with  all  the  foreign 
nations  upon  an  equal  and  common 
ground.  I  refer  to  the  various  vehicles 
of  horse  locomotion.  The  American  dis- 
play of  carriages  covers  a  vast  area  at 
the  north  end  of  the  transportation  build- 
ing and  for  variety,  excellence  and  nov- 
elty excels  anything  in  the  opinion  of 
veteran  carriage  men  which  has  ever 
been  made  in  the  line  of  a  vehicle  dis- 
play. From  the  lightest  toy  boy  pony 
carriage  up  to  the  heavy  lumber  and 
dray  wagons  everything  imaginable 
in  the  line  of  road  carriages  and 
wagons  are  here  upon  displav.  The 
Americans  have  also  exhibited  a 
wonderful  originality  and  taste  in  many 
of  the  new  lines  presented.  They  have 
not  only  excelled  all  of  the  foreigners  in 
originality  of  desigtv,  in  interior  and 
exterior  decoration  of  carriages  and  in 
the  fineness  of  wood  workmanship,  but 
also  in  taste  in  making  the  display  and 
in  variety  and  number  of  specimens  ex- 
hibited. 

It  presents  in  its  fullest  conception 
the  glory  of  American  originality  and 
workmanship  and  perhaps  more  than 
any  other  exhibit  appeals  to  the  pride 
of  the  American  who  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  seeing  our  coun- 
trymen excelled  in  matters  of  dec- 
orative finish  and  decoration  of  all  kinds 
when  they  come  into  competition  with 
the  foreigners.  The  only  country  which 
will  at  all  bear  any  comparison  in  ex- 
hibit with  that  of  the  United  States  is 
France.  The  keenest  competition  was 
expected  to  come  from  Great  Britain,  in 
tandems  and  tallyhcs  but  they  have  pre; 
sented  nothing  original  in  design  nor 
novel  and  attractive  in  finish.  The 
.•\merican  display  has  many  new  designs 
in  hunting  carts,  family  carriages,  tally- 
hos,  tandems,  omnibuses,  in  all  kinds  of 
wagons,  chaises,  trucks,  handsome 
sleighs,  etc.  American  carriage  makers 
are  jubilant  over  general  results  and  feel 
that  they  will  have  no  competition  from 
foreign  nations  to  speak  of  except  per- 
haps a  few  designs  in  tallyhos  and  some 
silver  and  gold  mounted  harness. 

The  most  noticeable  difference  in  the 
construction  of  carriages  between  Ameri- 
can and  foreign  makes  is  the  lightness 
and  beauty  of  construction  characteristic 
of  all  work  of  the  kind  turned  out  in  this 
country.  For  instance,  all  light  family 
carriages  have  the  width  of  feloe  re- 
duced to  fifteen-sixteenths  of  an  inch, 
while  the  foreign  make  cannot  get  below 
an  inch  and  a  quarter  and  more  often  an 
inch  and  a  halt.  The  spokes  are  also 
equally  light  and  graceful  in  the  American 
make  and  the  hubs  are  particularly 
graceful  in  outline  and  finish  as  com- 
pared with  all  foreign  makes.  The  ex- 
terior finish  of  American  vehicles  is  su- 
perior to  anything  I  have  seen  in  foreign 
makes,  and  even  in  the  upholstery,  where 
I  expected  to  see  the  Americans  suffer 
by  comparison,  they  are  able  to  equal  and 
often  surpass  the  best  French  workman- 
ship. Of  course  much  of  the  American 
superiority  of  workmanship  is  due  to  the 
superior  excellence  of  American  woods 
for  fine  work,  but  this  cannot  account  for 
the  finish  nor  the  originality  of  design. 
I  had  a  talk  the  other  day  with  one  of 
the  leading  New  York  carriage  makers 
who  informed  me  that  it  appeared  to  him 
that  .Americans  could  have  no  competi- 
tion now  in  the  foreign  markets  if  they 
would  really  take  hold  of  the  matter  and 
push  the  sale  of  their  carriages  in  foreign 
countries.  He  said  that  he  had  about 
come  to  the  conclusion  to  send  the  in- 
imitable American  drummer  right  into 
the  stronghold  of  the  enemy  in  the 
European  countries  to  sell  American 
makes  of  vehicles  in  competition  with 
the  best  of  them.  He  pointed  out  to  me 
a  hunting  cart  so  beautifully  painted  that 
it  looked  as  if  it  had  been  sheathed  tn 
white  satin,  and  said:  "I  do  not  think 
you  can  find  a  carriage  finished  equal  to 
that  anywhere  in  the  world,  and  i  con- 
sider it  only  an  average  specimen  of 
American  handiwork.  The  American 
people  are  the  stimulators  of  such 
wort  as  that,  because  they  are 
remarkably  fine  judges  of  good  work- 
manship and  will  patronize  no  other. 
It  has  stimulated  us  to  do  our  best  and 
you  see  the  results," 

The  excellence  of  the  workmanship 
seems  not  to  be  confined  to  any  locality 
of  this  country,  but  to  the  exhibits  of  all 
states,  from  Minnesota  to  the  Atlantic 
and  southward  to  Tennessee. 

In  contrast  with  this  exhibit  in  the 
transportation  building,  however,  we 
must  put  the  remarkably  fine  displays  of 
the  great  British  shipbuilders  in  the  line 
of  models.  The  Cramps  of  Philadelphia 
have  furnished  models  of  all  the  great 
vessels  built  for  the  American  navy  in 
the  model  warship  Michigan  on  the  lake, 
hence  they  do  not  come  into  direct  con- 
trast with  the  British  models  in  the 
transportation  building.  The  model  of 
the  British  armored  battle  ship  "V'lc- 
toria"  has  nothing  to  compare  with  it  in 
the  American  display.  The  United 
States,  however,  furnishes  the  great  show 
of  the  transportation  building  and  far 
overtops  all  competitors.

The  Shrewd  and  Persistent  Efforts  That  Are 

Adopted  by  the  Place  Hunters  at 

Washington. 


A  Pennsylvanian  Committed  Forgery  Two  or 

Three  Times  in  Order  to  Secure  an 

Appointment. 


When  the  Fraud    Was    Discovered  He   Was 

Removed  But  Was  Allowed  to  Escape 

Punishment. 


Washington,  June  5. — [Special  to 
The  Herald.J — The  ordinary  citizen  liv- 
ing in  this  country-  has  probably  dis- 
covered ere  this  that  the  average  office 
seeker  is  a  very  determined  individual, 
and  that  he  often  resorts  to  many 
shrewd  efforts  to  secure  the  office  he  is 
so  anxious  to  fill.  This  has  been  made 
plain  during  the  few  months  Mr.  Cleve- 
land has  been  in  office  the  second  time. 
There  are  instances  in  the  past,  however, 
wherein  the  office  seeker  of  the  present 
day  has  been  distanced.  Many  stories 
have  been  told  of  the  ingenious  efforts  of 
the  place  hunters  in  the  past  administra- 
tions, but  it  remains  for  a  Pennsylvanian 
to  capture  the  bakery  in  this  line  of 
diplomacy  during  the  Hayes  administra- 
tion. 

One  day  there  arrived  in  the  Capital 
city  a  citizen  of  the  Keystone  state  and 
a  man  who  had  served  his  country  dur- 
ing the  rebellion.  He  wanted  a  govern- 
ment position  and  wanted  it  badly,  as 
his  after  efforts  proved.  And  he  got  it. 
The  story  is  interesting,  for  it  shows  the 
desperate  course  that  place  hunters  of  a 
certain  class  pursue  in  order  to  land  the 
prize  they  are  after.  The  Pennsylvan- 
ian, however,  did  not  reach  out  for  a  big 
office.  He  was  satisfied  to  become  a 
pressman  in  the  government  printing 
office.  He  made  probably  one  of  the 
most  energetic  fights  to  secure  the  place 
that  any  man  in  the  history  of  this  gov- 
ernment has  made,  and  he  resorted  to 
questionable  methods  to  get  what  he  was 
after  and  even  committed  forgery  two  or 
three  times  in  order  to  secure  his  ap- 
pointment. 

This  is  how  he  did  it.  He  had  no  in- 
fluence; that  is.  he  could  not  secure  the 
indorsement  of  any  Pennsylvania  con- 
gressman serving  at  that  time, '  so  he 
made  up  his  mind  that  he  would  secure 
indorsements  on  his  own  book.  He 
reached  out  to  big  men's  signatures  to 
his  paper.  Simon  Cameron  was  then  the 
Republican  senator  from  Pennsylvania. 
His  colleague  was  a  Democrat  named 
Wallace.  One  day  the  Pennsylvania 
place  hunter  dropped  into  the  office  of 
the  public  printer  and  passed  over  some 
papers  to  him.  One  was  an  indorsement 
signed  in  the  scrawling,  trembling  hand 
of  the  celebrated  senator  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, Mr.  Cameron.  The  next  paper 
he  presented  was  signed  in  the  full  round 
hand  of  R.  B.  Hayes,  then  president. 
The  signatures  of  these  two  men  were  so 
perfect  that  the  government  printer  no 
longer  questioned  the  Pennsylvaniansin- 
iluence  and  he  immediately  appointed 
bim  as  a  pressman  at  a  salary  of  $1200 
per  annum. 

A  few  months  later  Simon  Cameron's 
carriage  rolled  up  to  the  government 
office,  and  out  stepped  the  senator  and 
trudged  energetically  into  the  office  of 
the  government  printef.  He  informed 
that  official  that  he  desired  several  of 
his  constituents  appointed  to  places.  One 
of  the  places  that  he  asked  for  was 
that  of  pressman. 

"But,  Mr.  Cameron,"  said  the  govern- 
ment printer,  "you  already  have  one 
pressman  appointed  upon  your  recom- 
mendation and  several  other  offices 
filled  at  your  request." 

"The  h— 1  I  have,"  thundered  the 
Pennsylvania  senator. 

"It  is  a  fact  that  you  hav^","  said  the 
government  printer,  "and  I  can  produce 
the  documents  to  prove  it." 

"Let  me  have  them,"  demanded  Mr. 
Cameron. 

A  bundle  of  papers  was  produced  and 
the  first  one  that  caught  the  eye  of  Mr. 
Cameron  was  that  of  the  man  who  had 
been  appointed  a  few  months  before. 

"I  do  not  know  this  man"  shouted  the 
Pennsylvania  senator,  "and  I  have  never 
recommended  him  for  anything  and  fur- 
ther than  this  the  signature  attached  here 
is  not  mine." 

The  culprit  was  called  up  immediately 
and  owned  up  that  be  had  not  only  writ- 
ten the  indorsements  and  signature  of 
Mr.  Cameron,  but  that  he  had  also  forged 
the  endorsements  of  President  Hayes. 
He  was  immediately  relieved  from  duty 
but  Mr.  Cameron  was  magnanimous 
enough  not  to  carry  the  matter  any  fur- 
ther because  of  the  fact  that  the  man's 
war  record  was  an  excellent  one.

New  York,  June  5. — The  Press 
special  from  Cincinnati  says:  Henry 
Ives  is  in  the  saddle  again  so  far  as  Ohio 
railroad  affairs  are'concerned.  His  pur- 
chase of  the  Ohio  Southern,  an  insignifi- 
cant road,  has  resulted  in  its  extension  to 
Lima,  from  whence  a  line  to  Toledo  is 
being  surveyed.  This  will  give  a  direct 
outlet  via  the  lakes  to  the  northwest  of 
the  most  extensive  coal,  iron  and  coke 
regions  in  Ohio. 

By  the  arrangement  with  the  Little 
Miami  and  Muskegum  Valley  roads, 
both  of  the  Pennsylvania  system  trains 
will  run  into  Cincinnati  from  Toledo  via 
the  former,  and  from  the  coal  fields  via 
the  latter,  thus  opening  to  this  city  the 
finest  coal  deposits  in  the  state.  Rail- 
road men  regard  the  deal  as  a  masterful 
one.

The  gross  earnings  of 
some  forty  roads  reporting  last  week 
show  an  average  increase  of  nearly  10 
per  cent  -a  fact  which  suggests  the  in- 
lerence  that  the  real  contraction  of  trade 
IS  not  so  great  as  might  be  supposed  from 
common  report. 

The  real  trouble  seems  to  be  less  in 
any  actual  falling  off  in  the  volume  of 
business  than  m  the  prevalence  of  a  feel- 
ing of  apprehension  incident  to  the  par- 
tial interruption  of  discount  accommoda- 
tion throughout  the  country  at  large  and 
to  tha  failures  arising  from  stringency. 
This  fear  is,  of  course,  a  ferinus  injury 
to  business;  for  it  not  only  abnormally 
reduces  prices  and  profits  but  may  easily 
lead  to  embarrassments  and  suspensions, 
as  it  undoubtedly  has  within  the  last  few 
weeks.  But  there  is  reason  to  hope  that 
this  phase  of  feeling  has  passed  its 
climax.  The  banks  seem  to  be  gaining 
confidence  in  the  general  soundness  of 
commercial  credits  and,  with  the  late 
large  gains  in  their  reserves  and  the  low 
rate  ot  inter«ist  obtainable  on  call  loans, 
they  are  beginning  to  show  more  dis- 
position to  discount  for  thair  customers. 
It  is  easy,  however,  to  expect  too 
much  from  the  banks  under  existing 
circumstances.  They  cannot  yet  be  cer- 
tain that  the  European  drain  upon  cur 
gold  has  reached  its  limit.  The  failure  b 
of  which  the  Foster  and  Dwiggins  sus- 
pensions are  a  type  have  brought  to 
light  a  certain  element  of  local  specula- 
tive enterprise  in  the  interior  v/hich  is 
suggestive  of  caution;  and  there  is  a 
possibility  that  the  still  existing  strin- 
gency at  the  West  and  South  may  bring 
to  the  surface  other  like  cases;  while, 
beyond  all,  there  remains  the  grave 
question  as  to  what  may  prove  to  be  the 
disposition  of  the  new  congress  on  the 
silver  question. 

These  considerations  warrant  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  conservative  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  banks.  But,  at  the  same 
time,  there  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  they 
now  understand  that  the  general  cone- 
mercial  situation  is  a  sound  one;  and 
having  reached  that  conclusion,  it  is 
reasonable  to  infer  that  they  will  hence- 
forth show  a  more  liberal  regard  for  the 
wants  of  commercial  borrowers.  Under 
all  the  circumstances,  therefore,  there 
seems  to  be  good  reason  for  expecting 
that  the  present  disturbed  condition  of 
credit  will  gradually  subside  into  a 
settled  conservative  attitude,  awaiting 
the  results  of  the  important  legislation  tc. 
be  undertaken  by  the  next  session  of 
congress;  which  is  perhaps  all  that  can 
be  expected  under  the  broad  commercial 
and  financial  re-construction  that  must 
occupy  the  attention  of  the  country  for 
several  months  to  come.

THEY  WANTED  THEIR  MONEY. 

Run  on  the  State  Bank  of  Commerce  at 
Chicago. 
Chicago,  June  5.— At  noon  today  a 
run  was  commenced  on  the  State  Bank 
of  Commerc;  havint^  offices  on  the 
ground  floor  of  the  Women's  Temper- 
ance temple.  The  lobby  was  soon 
packed  with  lepositors  hghtintr  for  ad- 
mission to  the  bank.  Police  officers  were 
called  to  preserve  order.  The  bank  has 
a  capital  of  ^5500,000.  Its  last  statement 
showed  deposits  of  §1,250,000. 

At  12:30  an  iron  barred  express  wa^on 
containing  several  bags  of  gold  was  hur- 
ried up  to  tht  building  ami  the  money 
carried  in  by  stalwart  men  and  placed 
upon  the  counters.  This,  however,  did 
not  allay  the  apprehension  of  those  out- 
side and  for  v.  wnile  the  crush  was  inten- 
sified. The  bank  officials  did  not  seem 
to  be  in  the  least  alarmed. 

Cashier  Frederick  Miller  said  to  the 
representative  of  the  United  Press:  "We 
are  not  alarn.cd  .ind  we  will  meet  this 
run.  That  is,  as  long  as  we  are  able." 
The  officers  f.nd  directors  ot  the  bank  are 
all  wealthy  Germans.  Herman  Felzen- 
thal  is  president  and  Jacob  Gross,  vice 
president.  It  has  a  capital  of  $500,000. 
The  depositors  are  largely  people  of  \ 
small  means.  J 

A  run  was  also  started  on  the  Dime  ' 
Savings  bank  at  104  Washington  street 
this  afternoon.  This  institution  has  de- 
posits aggre^  ating  $600,000  arid  among 
its  directors  are  Col.  Clowry,  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
company  and  c;<-Senator  Farwell.  Presi- 
dent Bailey  of  the  bank  says  he  has  a 
half  for  every  dollar  deposited  but  the 
greater  part  i)f  the  money  is  tied  up.  He 
does  not  know  how  long  the  bank  can 
stand  the  run  but  expects  to  pull  through 
today.  The  bank  has  a  capital  stock  of 
$100,000  and  n  surplus  af  $50,000. 

The  Hibernian  bank,  one  of  the  lar- 
gest saving  institutions  in  the  country,  is 
also  experiencing  a  run  and  is  paying  oft 
depositors  at  the  rate  of  three  a  minute. 
The  deposits  amount  to  $3,500,000  and 
thev  believe  they  can  stand  the  run.

The  Secretary's  Defense. 

The  Herald  has  received  from  Secre- 
tary Thompson  a  commuDication  that 
would  till  three  columns  detailing  the 
work  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  durii.g 
the  pa<t  three  years.  This  is  furnished 
in  consequence  of  The  Herald's  str.tc- 
ment  that  the  chamber  has  done  litiie 
for  Duluth  during  the  past  year  but  thtt 
on  the  contrary  the  chamber  has  been  'n 
a  rut,  while  its  secretary  has  been  roam- 
ing over  the  country  at  the  city's  ex- 
pense delivering  speeches  in  regard  .o 
his  chimerical  project  of  a  deep  canal 
around  Niagara  Falls  and  a  deep  water- 
way from  Osu-ego  to  New  York,  to  be 
constructed  by  the  national  government. 

The  secretary  starts  his  communica- 
tion by  saying  that  "during  the  past  few 
months,  as  if  by  preconcerted  arrans^s- 
ment,  there  have  been  repeated 
demands  by  the  News  Tribure 
and  Th«  Herald  for  a  report  of  the  pro- 
ceeding of  th'  Duluth  chamber  of  com- 
merce during  the  past  three  years."  This 
is  a  gross  misrepresentation,  so  far  cs 
The  Herald  is  concerned,  but  it  is  char- 
acteristic of  its  source.  The  Herald  h;'.s 
criticized  the  chamber  without  any  re- 
gard as  to  what  any  other  paper  inte:i- 
ded  to  or  might  say.  Furthermore,  it 
has  not  asked  a  report  of  the  chamber's 
proceedings  "during  the  past  three 
years;'  its  attention  has  been  directed 
solely  to  the  chamber's  work  during  tbe 
past  twelve  months.  Such  criticisms  ;.s 
The  Herald  has  made  are  considered  Ly 
the  secretary  to  be  "'slurs  and  nagging." 
and  he  also  kicks  because  "the  editori.i.1 
slurs  referred  to  have  appeared  on'y 
upon  days  when  the  secretary  happened 
to  be  out  of  the  city."  As  the  secretaiy 
has  seldom  been  in  the  city,  general.y 
traveling  at  the  public  expense  to 
deliver  addresses  where  he  could  gei  a 
hearing  on  his  pet  hobby,  this  fact  s 
easily  explained.  His  insinuation  tbr.t 
criticisms  have  purposely  been  pub- 
lished only  when  he  was  absent  from  the 
city  shows  how  far  vanity  and  conceit 
can  lead  a  man  from  the  truth. 

On  a  par  with  this  statement  is  his  as- 
sertion that  "in  repeated  instances  long 
articles  from  Eastern  papers  and  periodi- 
cals have  been  quoted  at  full 'length,  with 
tbe  exception  that  the  paragraph  giving 
the  Duluth  chamber  of  com- 
merce credit  for  its  work  has 
been  carefully  left  out."  To 
this  reckless  assertion  The  Herald  gives 
the  lie  direct.  It  challenges  Secretary 
Thompson  to  name  a  single  instance 
where  The  Herald,  since  it  came  under 
Jts  present  management,  has  ever  acted 
in  such  a  spirit  of  unfairness. 

But  these  matters  are  butjsubsidiary  to 
to  the  main  question  at  issue:  What  did 
the  chamber  of  commerce  and  its  princi- 
pal executive  sfficcr,  Secretary  Thomp- 
son, do  for  Duluth  during  the  year  1802? 
The  Herald  has  read  the  secretary's 
communication  carefully,  and  here  are 
the  only  paragraphs  that  it  contains  in 
reference  to  the  work  of  1892: 

"It  was  the  chamber  of  commerce 
which  was  the  first  organization  in  Du- 
luth to  j3in  the  railroads  in  opposing  ifce 
Minneapolis  millers  in  the  celebrated 
grain  rate  case  before  tbe  interstate  com- 
merce commission.  Representatives  cf 
the  chamber  were  sent  to  Washington  to 
attend  the  hearing  of  the  case,  the  secre- 
tary submitted  a  printed  brief,  and  in  ad- 
dition the  chamber  bore    its  share  of  tbe 


expense  of  the  counsel  engaged  by  the 
commercial  organizations  jointly. 

"Through  the  work  of  the  chamber  ol 
commerce,  Duluth  has  been  made  a 
loc  al  forecast  weather  station  and  a  port 
for  the  immediate  transpottation  of 
dutiable  goods. 

"Representatives  of  the  chamber  have 
delivered  addresses  on  'the  subject  of 
waterways  at  Albany,  at  Kansas  City,  at 
Omaha,  at  Detroit,  at  Grand  Forks, 
before  committees  of  congress,  and  be^ 
fore  the  convention  in  Washington. which 
was  organized  by  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce to  further  the  construction  of  a 
ship  canal  through  American  territory 
from  the  (ireat  Lakes  to  the  sea." 

The  above  is  the  sumtotal  of  its  "work 
for  Duluth"  in  i8g2,  so  far  as  can  be 
discovered  from  a  reading  of  the  secre- 
tary's report.  All  the  rest  of  the  report 
deals  with  matters  previous  to  that  year, 
or  during  the  past  two  or  three  weeks* 
since  the  Herald  began  "its  slurs  and 
nagging." 

Now  as  t«)  the  grain  rate  case,  the 
grain  men  of  Duluth  are  entitled  to  as 
much  creiiitas  anyone  else  for  what  was 
accompliilieil,  tlie  board  of  trade  having 
sent  a  representative  m  the  person  of 
Mr.  Church,  and  Mr.  liillson  having 
mada  a  strong  legal  argument  against 
the  Minneapolis  claims. 

The  action  in  regard  to  making  Duluth 
a  local  forecast  weather  station  was  taken 
only  after  persistent  urging  by  tlie  Du- 
luth News,  while  Duluth  was  made  a 
port  for  the  immediate  transportation  of 
dutiable  goods  through  the  efforts  of  tiie 
Minnesota  senators,  the  chamber  of 
course  being  entitled  to  the  credit  of 
bringing  the  matter  to  their  attention. 
That  the  addresses  and  convention  on  a 
waterway  through  American  territory  to 
the  sea  benefited  Duluth  in  any  degree 
is  doubtful,  but  probably  we  should  be 
consoled  by  the  thought  that  Secretary 
Thompson  gained  thereby  a  little  more 
of  the  notoriety  that  he  so  dearly  loves. 
But  does  any  one  believe  that  the  city 
got  value  received  for  the  $5000  that  it 
donated  to  Mr.  Thompson  in  1892? 


The  Immigration  Question. 

The  vexatious  immigration  question  is 
one  of  the  issues  of  importance  that  has 
received  a  set  back  in  the  past  few  weeks 
for  the  rcastm  that  the  financial  question 
and  the  tariff  have  been  brought  so  prom- 
inently to  the  front  because  of  the  some- 
what unsettled  condition  m  which 
this  country  has  been  during 
this  period.  The  immigration 
law  passed  by  the  last  congress 
is  being  more  or  less  ligidly  enforced, 
and  probably  renewed  efforts  will  be 
made  by  the  government  officials  to  pre- 
vent so  far  as  is  possible  the  influx 
into  this  country  of  undesirable  and  vic- 
ious foreigners. 

An  interesting  feature  in  connection 
with  this  immigration  question  is  the 
financial  condition  of  the  average  immi- 
grant that  comes  to  cur  shores.  Few,  if 
any,  of  them  have  any  great  amount 
of  money  and  many  are  really 
penniless  whea  a  fair  average  is 
taken  of  their  assets  upon  their  arrival. 
As  an  illustration  of  this,  152,360  immi- 
grants a'oove  20  years  of  age  who  ar- 
rived at  the  port  of  New  York  during  six 
months  brought  what  appears  to  be  a 
very  large  sum,  namely  §3,060,908.05. 
The  average  per  capita,  however,  was 
only  §20  and  9  cents  and  wiien  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that  the  arrivals  here 
are  nearly  all  heads  of  families  and  Ihe 
majority  of  them  have  all  the  way  from 
hve  to  fifteen  children,  the  money 
brought  into  this  country  by  no  means 
can  be  considered  extraordinary.  In 
connection  with  these  figures  given 
above  it  may  be  stated  that  5S14  immi- 
grants for  the  same  period  brought  more 
than  $100  each  and  146,546  broughfless 
than  ?ioo  each. 

Immigrants  from  France  brought  tlie 
largest  amount  of  money  per  capita.  Of 
her  1317  immigrants,  183  brought  more 
than  $100  and  1134  brought  less  than 
$100,  making  an  average  per  capita  of 
S55.67.  Switzerland  follows  next  with 
2,049  immigrants;  of  that  number  1S6 
brought  more  than  §100  and  1863  brought 
less  than  $100,  making  an  average  per 
capita  of  ^4.01.  Wales  follows  close  on 
Switzerland  with  222  immigrants;  31  of 
that  number  brought  more  than  §100  and 
189  brought  less  than  Sioo,  making  an 
average  per  capita  of  $43.06.  Germany 
with  22,351  immigrants,  of  which  number 
2002  brought  more  than  $100  and  20,329 
that  brought  less  than  $100,  making  an 
avenige  per  capita  of  $35.42. 

Hungary,  Italy  and  Poland  brought 
the  lowest  average  amoimt  of  money  of 
any  country  contributing  to  our  popula- 
tion. They  are  within  a  fraction  of  the 
same  average  per  capita,  Poland  with 
10,778  immigrants,  157  of  which  brought 
morethan  $100,  and  10,621  less  than  $100, 
making  an  average  of  less  than  $12.31; 
Italy  with  30,288  immigrants,  406  of 
which  number  brought  more  than  $100 
and  29,882  less  than  $100,  making  an 
average  per  capita  of  $11.77;  Hungary 
with  13,149  immigrants,  150  of  which 
brought  more  than  $100  and  12,999  less 
than  $100,  making  an  average  per  capita 
of  Si  1.42.

The  immigrants  from  Russia  have  the 
widest  variations  in  financial  conditions 
of  any  people  who  come  to  our  country. 
Of  the  i/>39  immigrants  who  arrived,  ;,33 
brought  more  than  $100  each,  several  of 
these  bringing  considerable  surtls  of 
money,  one  bringing  $25,000.  All  thi  se 
were  rich,  conducting  a  prosperous  busi- 
ness in  Russi.a,  and  were  driven  from 
home  on  account  of  persecution  and  h.ad 
converted  their  large  estates  into  the 
cash  they  could  secure  and  Hed  the 
country. 

The  9306  Russians  who  brought  less 
than  $100  were  nearly  all  destitute. 
\'ery  few  of  them  had  sufficient  money 
to  pay  their  passage  to  their  destination 
in  the  interior  of  the  country.  The  vast 
majority  of  them  came  on  tickets  fur- 
nished by  the  "Baron  Hirsh  fund." 

Twenty  dollars  and  nine  cents,  the 
average  amount  per  capita  of  money 
brought  by  the  immigrants,  seems  a  very 
iusufhcient  sum  for  the  average  immi- 
grant to  commence  work  with  in  a  new 
country.

Since  the  close  of  the  war  his  ser- 
vice has  been  principally  on  the  West- 
ern frontier.

George  Barras,  a    Clerk,  of    Suffel    &Co., 

Died  Suddenly  Yesterday  Afternoon 

of  Heart  Disease. 


On  June  i8.  1892.  nearly  a  year  ago. 
Mamie  Florence  Schwartz,  5.»i  year  old 
daughter  of  \alentine  J.  Schwartz  of  142 
East  Thirteenth  street,  St.  Paul,  was  ab- 
ducted from  her  home.  The  child  was 
playing  near  its  home  and  suddenly  dis- 
appeared. The  St.  I'aul  police  were  at 
once  notitieil  and  some  va^^ue  clues  were 
found.  It  was  discovered  that  a  woman 
engajjed  a  riKim  on  that  afternt>on  and 
returned  to  it  in  the  evening  accom- 
panied by  a  child  answering  Mamie 
Schwart/'s  description.  She  thenicut  off 
the  child's  hair  an<l  changed  its  clothes 
and  both  disappeared  that  nii;ht.  It  was 
afterward  learned  that  she  came  to  the 
head  ot  the  lakes. 

Yesterday  the  child  was  found  by 
Capt.  Mart  Gallagher,  of  the  Superior 
police  force,  in  the  family  of  Joseph 
AUard.  a  Northern  P.-icitic  switchman. 
It  seems  that  the  abductress.  who  is  sup- 
posed to  be  a  Mrs.  Duckworth,  kept  the 
child  here  for  some  months  and  then  sent 
her  to  board  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lavine 
at  Superior.  They  kept  her  until  Feb- 
ruary" when  they  decided  to  move  away 
and  were  about  to  turn  her  over  to  the 
county  but  the  Allards  adopted  her. 

Capt.  Gallaj^her  had  received  one  of 
the  circulars  sent  out  and  accidentally 
caught  sight  of  a  child  one  day 
which  answered  to  the  description.  She 
was  identified  by  a  birth  mark  on  the 
back  of  her  neck.  Yesterday  the  father 
arrived  from  St.  Paul  and  met  the  child 
at  police  headquarters.  Each  recognized 
the  other  at  once  and  the  meeting  was  a 
very  happy  one.  They  left  for  home 
last  night  but  not  without  some  trouble. 
Mrs.  Allard  went  before  the  probate 
court  and  secured  papers  restrainini: 
Gallagher  from  taking  the  little  girl 
away  on  the  ground  that  she  had  adopted 
her.  Gallaijher  in  the  meantime  had 
brought  her  to  Duluth.  Detective  Pur- 
chase came  over  and  notified  him  of  the 
court's  action.  A  lawyer  was  consulted 
and  as  a  result  the  girl  contmued  home 
with  her  father. 

The  woman  is  supposed  to  be  in  Da- 
kota and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  find 
her.

George  Barras,  a  clerk  for  Suffel  &

block  last  evening.  Barras  left  the  store 
feeling  as  well  as  usual  Saturday  night 
and  was  apparently  in  good  health  and 
spirits  Sunday  morning.

IMPORTANT  LAND    DECISION. 

The  Entry  ot  Matthew  B.  North  to  Iron  Lands 
Denied. 

The  secretary  of  the  interior  on  Satur- 
day rendered  a  very  important  decision 
which  affects  a  valuable  tract  of  iron 
land  in  the  Duluth  district.  It  is  the 
north  half  of  the  southeast  quarter  and 
lot  4,  section  20,  township  62  north,  range 
14  west.  The  case  is  Judson  A.  Cleve- 
land and  William  Welch  against  Mat- 
thew B.  North,  entryman.  and  Alex  Mor- 
rison, Douglas  A.  Petre  and  R.  R.  Mc- 
Farlane,  transferrees. 

The  case  involved  a  soldier's  addi- 
tional homestead  entry  made  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Missouri  Home  Guards  prior 
to  March  i,  1888,  and  the  application  of 
the  transferrees  of  North  to  confirm  the 
entrv  under  the  seventh  section  of  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891,  which  was  passed 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  innocent 
purchasers.  Even  if  the  entry  was  ia 
valid,  the  secretary  finds  that  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  entrv  North  gave  a  power 
of  attorney  to  sell  the  land  to  Tames 
A.  Boggs,  and  Boggs  on  the  day  of 
the  entry  transferred  the  land  to  Mor- 
rison  and  others  as  attorney    in  fact. 

The  secretary  holds  that  such  power 
of  attorney  operated  to  deprive  North  of 
any  personal  interest  in  the  land  located 
in  his  name,  and  that  his  entry  was  not 
made  for  himself,  but  for  the  use  and 
beneht  of  others.  The  secretary  further 
holds  that  the  purchasers  trom  Bog^s 
were  given  notice  of  the  legal  effect  of 
said  power  of  attorney,  and  therefore 
cannot  be  considered  bona  fide  pur- 
chasers of  the  land  under  the  law.  The 
application  to  confirm  the  entry  of 
^forth  is  denied,  and  the  entry  of  North 
is  considered  on  its  merits  and  ordered 
canceled,  because  members  of  the  Mis- 
souri home  guards  were  not  entitled  to 
soldiers'  additional  entry. 

Will  Extend  the  System. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  met 
Saturday  afternoon.  The  superintendent 
of  the  fire  alarm  system  was  instructed 
to  extend  the  system  to  Woodland  park. 
Robert  Young,  representing  the  Fire 
ExiinK'uisher  company  of  Chicago  and 
John  r.  Black  representing  the  Hollo- 
way  company,  argued  the  respective 
merits  of  chemical  engines.  A  500  gal- 
lon engine  is  to  be  placed  at  Woodland 
park.

MINNESOTA  R/^NKS  FIRST. 

Our  Minos  Load  in  Efficiency  of  Results  Per 
Mar  Employed. 

H.  V.  Winchell,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Chicago  &  Minnesota  Ore  company's 
extensive  explorations  on  the  Mesaba 
range,  was  interviewed  while  in  Tower 
last  week  by  tlic  Iron  Journal.  Th.at 
company  is  conducting  explorations  in- 
no  less  than  fiftet:n  different  localities  on 
lands  on  wliich  tlicy  recently  secured  a 
ninety-day  optioi  from  the  C.  N.  Nelson 
Lumber  company. 

Mr.  Winchell  recently  completed  a 
trip  over  the  Michiifan  ranges,  during 
which  he  visited  the  Norrie,  Cliapin  and 
other  large  properties.  In  contrasting 
them  with  the  Minnesota,  he  noted  the 
great  difference  in  equipments  and 
plants  generally.  Although  the  Minne- 
sota has  the  most  modern  machinery  and 
annually  expends  a  considerable  sum  in 
keeping  the  mim:  premises  in  neat  shape, 
the  i8<p  census  mining  statistics  show 
that  the  state  of  Minnesota  ranks  first  in 
efficiency  of  results  per  man   employed. 

As  this  census  was  based  wholly  on 
figures  taken  from  Vermilion  range 
mines,  the  fact  i;of  considerable  inter- 
est to  those  wio  have  observed  the 
efforts  of  the  managements,  particularly 
that  of  the  Minnesota,  to  devote  some 
attention  to  the  j^eneral  neat  appearance 
about  the  surface.  That  the  state  of 
Minnesota  leads  in  production  per  man 
employed  in  the  mining  industry,*  and 
that  in  spite  of  its  hard  ores,  is  no  small 
testimonial  to  the  excellency  of  the  man- 
agement of  our  various  properties. 

With  refcren<:e  to  the  recent  an- 
nouncement from  Washington  that  the 
United  States  geological  survey  would 
this  summer  devote  considerable  time 
to  northern  Minnesota,  working  in  con- 
junction with  the  state  geological  de- 
partment, Mr.  Winchell  knew  nothing 
of  such  an  arrangement.  The  United 
States  deptirtment  no  doubt  will  do 
some  work,  but  it  is  mostly  of  a  topo- 
graphical nature,  and  the  state  geologist 
has  no  intention  of  altering  his  own  pro- 
jected work  to  a<:company  the  Washing- 
ton crowd.

Governt  r  Flower  is  largely  in- 
terested in  the  Minnesota  Iron  company 
and  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  road,  and 
makes  annual  tr  ps  to  the  head  of  the 
lakes.  Mr.  Bacon  is  much  pleased  with 
the  Minnesota  iron  ore  exhibit.

"limited"  this  afternoon.  Other  city 
fathers  are  rushed  with  business  matters 
and  may  miss  connections  for  the  ses- 
sion. 

A  meeting  tonight  is  almost  impera- 
tive, however,  as  the  failure  to  gel  to- 
gether last  week  has  left  considerable 
tiusiness  that  should  be  disposed  of.  A 
clamor  will  also  go  up,  anil  possibly  con- 
siderable inconvenience  to  citv  employes 
be  the  result  if    the    pay    rolls    are   not 

fassed  this  evening. 
jlf  the  city  band  gets  a  bonus  for  play- 
ing Sundays  at  the  Pavilion  and  such 
oth;r  places  as  the  council  may  desig- 
nate, it  now  looks  as  if  the  resolution 
making  the  appropriation  will  have  to 
be  made  again,  and  aidcrm^n  who  op- 
pose the  scheme  say  that  it  cannot  b^ 
done.  It  now  appears  that  when  Mayor 
d'Autreniont  returned  (he  batch  of  reso- 
lutions lo  the  city  cler'ic  two  weeks  ago 
he  failed  to  return  that  particular  resolu- 
tion to  the  city  clerk,  who  did  not  notice 
the  absence  of  the  document  and  printed 
the  remainder  of  the  proceedings.  That 
practically  was  a  veto  of  the  measure,  so . 
authorities  say,  although  the  mayor  did 
not  affix  his  negative,  nor  did  it  become 
a  law  because  of  his  failure  to  sign  or 
disapprove,  as  it  was  neither  returned 
nor  published. 

Aldermau  Cox  this  morning  in  refer- 
ence to  the  matter  said:  "That  is  the 
first  act  the  mayor  has  done  since  he  has 
been  in  office  that  has  my  entire  and  un- 
qualified approval.  I  have  looked  upon 
this  whole  thing  as  a  carefully  concealed 
scheme  to  put  <.ioco  into  the  pockets  of 
the  Duluth  Street  railway  magnates.  The 
resolution  originally  called  for  §2000.  It 
was  fought  in  conimitte  and  whittled 
do.vi»  to  $1000.  It  never  will  become  a 
law  for  the  reason  that  I  believe  the 
mayor's  action  is  a  veto  and  those  in  the 
council  who  favor  it  can  never  pass  it 
over  his  head,"  There  are  those  who 
differ  from  Alderman  Cox  however. 

So  far  as  could  be  learned,  up  to 
noon,  there  were  no  prospects  for  any 
sensational  transactions  tonight,  should  a 
meeting  be  held.  There  will  be  the  pay 
roils,  estimates  and  a  high  pile  of  routine 
business,  but  if  any  monkey  and  parrot 
plays  are  in  store,  the  fact  at  the  midday 
hour  had  failed  to  appear  on  the  surface 
of  the  stream  of  municipal  matters.

If  W,  C.  Slierwood  wriggled  around 
uneasily  in  his  green-cushioned  pew  any 
yesterday  as  he  worshipped  in  the  sanc- 
tuary, which,  as  yet,  does  not  appear,  it 
probably  was  because  he  was  billed  to 
appear  in  police  court  right  after  toast 
and  cofl'ec  this  morning.  He  appeared, 
too.  The  cause  of  the  appearance  was 
due  to  the  tact  that  June  2  John  Rossiter 
swore  out  a  complaint  charging  this 
aforesaid  dealer  in  Duluth  dirt  with  vio- 
lating the  city  health  ordinance  by  main- 
taining a  dirty  privy  within  six  feet  of  a 
building  at  22  Sixteenth  avenue  west.

Forgery  and   Perjury  Are  Charged  In  the 

Famous  Brlggs  Cotton  Claim  Case 

at  Washington. 


An  Award  of  Nin«ty-One  Thousand  Dollars, 

Almost  Ready  For  the  Plucking,  Is 

Involved. 


The  Claimant  May  Fail  to  Win  the  the  Snug 
Fortune    Reclaimed    From    the 
Treasury. 


A  Paper  Forming  the    Sole    Basis   of  the 

Claim  Claimed  to  Bear  a  Forged 

Signature. 


Washington,  June  6.— Allegations  of 
forgery  .ind  perjury  developed  yesterday 
in  the  famous  Brigps  cotton  claim  case, 
involvinp  an  award  of  fQi.ooo,  ready  for 
the  plucking.  The  cass  came  up  before 
the  court  of  claims  in  the  government's 
motion  for  a  new  trial.  As  a  result  James 
M.  Briggs,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  the  claim- 
ant as  cxecntor  of  Charles  M.  BrigcTS, 
may  fail  to  win  the  snug    fortune  almost 

reclaimed  from  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States,  where  it  was  placed  thirty 
years  ago  as  the  proceeds  of  one  of  Gen. 
Grant's  flanking  movements  in  Missis- 
sippi. 

United  States  Assistant  Attorney  Henry 
M.  Foot  made  ihe  discovery  of  alleged 
crooked  work  in  connection  with  the  bill 
of  sale  held  by  Brigys  which  forms  the 
sole  basis  of  the  Briggs  claim.  This  doc- 
ument bears  the  forged  signature  of  the 
late  ex-Goverror  Moorehead,  of  Ken 
tucky,  who  originally  owned  the  confis- 
cated cotton.  Also  it  is  alleged  that 
the  initials  of  Governor  Moorehcad's  son- 
in-law,  Samuel  J.  Walker,  written  by  bira 
indorsing  the  signature,  was  an  act  of 
perjury. 

Ihis  document's  validity  was  ques- 
tioned in  a  former  legal  case  three  or 
four  years  ago.  At  that  time  the  bill  of 
sale  with  other  papeis  passed  the 
scrutiny  of  ex-United  States  Assistant 
General  Robert  E.  Howard.  The  court 
confirmed  the  validity  of  a  claim  for 
591,000,  but  withheld  payment  on  the 
ground  of  a  conflict  with  the  act  of  non- 
intercourse — construing  Governor  Moore- 
head as  a  rebellious  Mississippian  and 
his  law  partner,  Charles  M.  Briggs, 
claimant,  as  a  loyal  Kentuckian.  On 
appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States,  that  court  reversed  the 
decision  of  the  court  of  claims  and  di- 
rected an  award  if  the  bill  of  sale  was 
found  to  be  valid  evidence. 

Elaborate  expert  testimony  was  ad- 
vanced in  support  of  the  charges  con- 
taining comparisons  of  the  handwriting 
of  both  Governors  Moorehead  and 
Briggs,  aiming  to  show  that  the  signature 
was  written  by  Briggs..  Governor 
Moorehead  admitted  indebtedness  to 
Briggs,  but  denied  signing  a  bill  of  sale. 
Counsel  Phil  Thompson  was  still  enter- 
ing his  denial  of  the  charges  when  the 
court  adjourned  yesterday. 

GOVERNOR  M'KINLEY  AGAIN. 


THROWN  INTO  A  FIRE. 


He  is  Likely  to  be  Nominated  by  Ohio  Repub- 
licans. 

Washington,  June  6.  -  The  most  ex- 
citing political  contest  in  this  country 
during  the  present  year  will  be  waged  in 
Ohio.  Politicians  from  that  state  now 
in  Washington  arc  at  fever  he.it  over  the 
situation  as  it  at  present  exists.  Gover- 
nor McKinlcy  will  without  doubt  be  re- 
nominated hv  the  Convention  which 
meets  next  Thursday,  but  there  are 
doubting  Thomases  in  the  Republican 
party  who  fear  that  the  result  on  election 
day  will  be  exceedingly  dubious. 

Pitted  against  McKinley,  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic side,  will  be  either  Congressman 
Outhwaiteorcx-CongrcssmanMcMahon. 
Both  are  strong  men  and  either,  say  the 
Democrats,  would  be  able  to  give  Mc- 
Kinley a  hot  fight.  There  is  just  a  bare 
possibility,  however  that  neither  may  be 
nominated,  and  in  that  evcnt.'ex-Gover- 
nor  Campbell  is  certain  to  head  the 
Democratic  ticket  against  his  old  op- 
ponent, who  defeated  him  two  years  ago. 
About  the  only  issue  in  the  campaign  in 
Ohio  is  tariff,  and  this  will  not  be  excit- 
ing in  the  campaign  unless  McKinley 
and  Campbell  are  pitted  against  each 
other.  In  that  event,  it  will  be  decided 
whether  Ohio  is  a  protection  or  a  tarifl 
reform  state. 


BOOTH  STILL  ALIVE. 


But  It  is  Doubtful  If  He  Can   Live  Until  Mid- 
night. 
New  York,  June   6.— The    following 
bulletin  was  posted  in  the    Players'  club 
at  g  o'clock  this  morning: 

"There  has  been  no  change  in  Mr. 
Booth's  condition  since  midnight.  He 
has  been  unconscious  since  Monday. 
(Signed)  St.  Clair  Smith,  M.  D." 
It  is  not  thought  possible  that  Booth 
can  live  longer  than  midnight  tonight, 
and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  he  can 
survive  until  then.

Two  Wore  of  Ashley  liears'   Institutions  Arc 

Closed. 

Fargo,  N.  D.,  June  6.-  In  the  absence 

of  Judge    McConnell,    Judge    Rose,    of 

Jamestown,  appointed  R.  S.  Lewis,  cash- 
ier of  the  Mortgage  bank,  .-is  receiver  ol 
the  Mortgage  Bank  and  Investment 
company  and  the  State  bank  of  Minol 
which  has  no  connection  with  the  Na- 
tional bank  of  Minot. 

Judge  Rose  fixed  the  bonds  at  $75,000 
which  Mr.  Lewis  has  secured.  He  will 
take  possession  this  morning.  These  are 
collateral  institutions  of  E.Ashley  Mears. 

An  Office  Vacant. 

Washington,  June  6.— F.  A.  Dawson, 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  interior  depart- 
ment, has  resigned.  His  successor  has 
not  been  selected. 


A  Horrible  Desd  Done  By  a  Stranger  Near 
Red  Wing. 

Rkd  Wing,  Minn.,  June  6.— While 
Charles  A.  Quist,  a  lad  about  13  years 
old,  was  out  ill  the  woods  about  a  mile 
from  his  homs,  near  Cannon  Falls,  grub- 
bing, a  stranj?er  came  up  and  asked  for 
work. 

Being  told  by  the  boy  that  his  services 
were  not  needed  he  sat  down,  but  shortly 
alter  getting  up  he  commenced  to 
gather  dry  leaves  and  put  them  under  a 
large  brush  pile.  He  then  set  hre  to  it, 
and  when  the  fire  was  burning  fiercely 
he  grabbed  the  boy  and  and  attempted 
to  shove  him  into  the  lire. 

The  bov  resisted  for  a  time,  but  finally 
the  fiend  lifted  him  bodily  from  the 
ground  and  hurled  hini  into  the  flames 
head  foremost.  He  then  ran  away. 
Young  Quist  managed  to  scramble  out  of 
the  fire,  but  was  burned  terribly  about  the 
face,  chest  and  limbs.  Medical  assist- 
ance was  called  and  the  boy  may  re- 
cover.

Some  Nicaraguans  Want  Their  Country  An- 
nexed to  the  United  States. 
Nkw  York,  June  6.— The  World's 
Managua,  Nicaragua,  special  says:  The 
existing  government  has  not  money 
enough  to  pay  off  the    men    who  fought 

for  it  and  they  are  engaged  in  robbing. 
Outside  of  tho  town  property  is  unsafe. 
Many  cases  cf  robbery  are  reported. 

It  is  rumored  among  the  revolutionis'.s 
that  Sacara  has  taken  more  than  $1,500,- 
000  cash  out  of  the  country,  part  of  which 
he  sent  out  over  a  month  ago,  another 
part  his  fami  y  carried  away  and  the  rest 
he  took  personally  when  he  left.  The 
report  is  ridic  uled  by  his  friends. 

The  advocates  of  annexation  to  the 
United  States  or  an  American  protec- 
torate are  daily  increasing.  This  is  one 
of  the  (luesticns  that  will  be  brought  be- 
fore congress.  The  financial  condition 
of  the  country  is  very  bad  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  secure  a  loan  in  whica 
the  canal  concession  will  play  an  import- 
ant part.

HARD  RECORD  TO  BEAT. 


An  Instance  of  Rapid  Marrying  and  Quick 
Divorcing. 
Fergus  Falls,  June  6, — This  city 
holds,  without  doubt,  the  record  for  rapid 
marrying  and  quick  divorcing.  About  a 
year  ago  H  F.  Heitscb,  Sr.,  was  married, 

and  in  a  few  months  his  wife  sued  for  a 
divorce  on  thi  grounds  of  cruel  and  in- 
human treatment.  Judge  Baxter  grant- 
ed her  a  divorce  and  gave  her  a  large 
share  of  the  pnoperty  as  .ilimony. 

This  was  a  new  idea  to  Heitsch  and 
one  which  did  not  strike  him  favorably, 
so  he  proceeded  to  marry  his  wife  again 
in  order  to  get  hack  his  property.  She 
yielded,  and  the  day  after  the  decree  was 
filed  the  Heitschs  were  remarried.  Thty 
then  tried  t:)  beat  the  attorneys  out  of 
the  fees  for  divorcing  them,  but  failed. 

The  past  week  Heitsch  got  drunk  and 
pounded  his  u'ife,  for  which  he  was  sent 
to  jail.  While  there  his  wife  served  the 
papers  on  him  for  another  divorce  on  the 
same  grounds,  and  Judge  Baxter  will 
again  be  called  upon  to  free  her. 

CREATED  A  SENSATION. 


The  Lappen  Failure  in  Milwaukee  Referred  to 
Ihe  Grand  Jury. 

MiLWAUKF.K,  June  6. — The  failures  of 
Frank  A.  Lappen  &  Co.,  and  the  Plank- 
igton  bank  will  be  investigated  by  a  grand 
jury.  The  grand  jury  called  to  investi- 
gate the  matter  ol  the  recent  fires  con- 
vened late  yesterday  .ifternoon,  and 
Judge  Wallber  delivered  his  charge. 

He  spoke  about  the  fires  and  then  read 
sections  of  the  slntutes  referring  to  the 
obtaining  of  ci'edit  under  false  statements 
and  to  the  acceptance  of  deposits  when 
bank  officials  know  that  the  bank  is  not 
in  a  sound  condition.

NO  GROUND  FOR  ANXIETY. 


The  Solid  Condition  of  the  National  Banks  in 
Chicago. 
Washington,  June  6.— Comptroller 
Eckels  said  this  morning  in  reply  to  a 
question  that  "so  far  as  present  advices 
go  from   Chi<:ago  no  national  bank  has 

been  affected  by  the  financial  flurry  of 
yesterday.  The  clearing  houses  stand 
ready  and  wil'ing  to  assist  one  another 
and  give  aid  in  every  manner  needed.

Murder,  Burglary,  Rape,  Forgery,  Counter- 
feiting and  All  the  More  Serious 
Crimes  Are  Made  Extraditable. 


BIG  ELECTRIC  SYSTEM. 


The  Treaty  Only  Needs  Its  'ormal   Piomul 

gation  By  President  Cleveland  to 

Make  It  Law, 


New  York,  June  6.— The  World  pub- 
lishes a  Washington  dispatch  containing 
the  full  text  of  the  extradition  treaty  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Russia, 
which  has  recently  been  ratified  by  the 
tjvo  governments  and  which  now  only 
needs  its  formal  promulgation  by  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  to  make  it  law.  The 
text  is  as  follows: 

Article  r.  The  high  contracting  par- 
ties reciprocally  agree  to  surrender  to 
each  other  upon  mutual  requisitions  and 
according  to  their  respective  regulations 
and  procedure,  persons  who  being 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  the  com- 
mission in  the  territory  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  of  any  of  the  crimes  and  of- 
fences specified  in  the  following  article, 
shall  be  found  within  the  territory,  pro- 
vided that  this  shall  only  be  done  upon 
such  evidence  of  criminality  as,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the 
fugitive  or  person  so  charged  shall  be 
found,  would  justify  his  or  her  apprehen- 
sion and  commitment  for  trial  if  the 
crime  or  offense  had  been  there  com- 
mitted. 

Article  2.  Persons  convicted  or 
charged  with  any  of  the  following 
crimes,  as  well  as  attempts  to  commit  or 
participation  in  the  same  a«  an  accessory 
before  the  fact,  provided  such  attempt 
or  participation  is  punishable  by  the 
laws  of  both  countries,  sh.-ill  be  delivered 
up  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
vention: 

1.  Murder  and  manslaughter  when 
voluntary. 

2.  Rape,  abortion. 

3.  Arson. 

4.  Burglary,  to  be  defined  by  the  act 
of  breaking  and  entering  by  night  into 
the  dwelling  house  of  another  with  in- 
tent to  commit  felony;  robbery,  defined 
to  be  the  act  of  feloniously  and  forcibly 
taking  from  the  person  of  another  money 
or  goods  by  violence  or  by  putting  him 
in  fear;  larceny,  when  the  value  of  the 
■property   stolen   shall    exceed   $200  or 

?30o. 

5.  Forgery  and  the  utterance  of 
forged  papers  including  public,  sover- 
eign or  governmental  acts. 

6.  Circulation  of  counterfeit  money, 
either  coin  or  paper,  or  of  counterfeit 
public  bonds,  coupons  of  the  public  debt, 
Dank  notes,  obligations  or  in  gencr.1l  any 
counterfeit  title  or  instrument  of  credit, 
the  courfterfeiting|of  seals  and  deeds,  im- 
pressions, stamps  and  marks  of  state  and 
public  administrations  and  the  utterance 
thereof. 

7.  The  embezzlement  of  public 
moneys  by  public  officers  or  depositaries. 

8.  Embezzlement  by  any  person  or 
persons,  hired  or  salaried,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  their  employes  when  the  value 
of  properly  taken  shall  exceed  200  or  300 
roubles. 

9.  Piracy  or  mutiny  on  shipboard, 
whenever  the  crew,  or  part  thereof,  shall 
have  taken  possession  of  the  vessel  by 
fraud  or  by  violence  against  the  com- 
mander. 

10.  Willful  or  unlawful  destruction  or 
obstruction  of  railroads  which  cndinger 
human  life.

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HERE  IS  AN  EXCEPTION. 


An  Office-Holder  Proposes  to  Give  Up  the 
Place  He  Holds. 
Washington,  June  6.— There  is  one 
prominent  Democrat  in  Washington  who 
has  become  tired  of  the  office  that  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  gave    him  a  few  weeks 

ago  and  he   declared    yesterday  that  he 
proposed  to  get  out  of  it. 

This  office  holder  is  Gen.  Armstrong, 
assistant  commissioner  of  the  Indian  bu- 
reau. As  he  is  now  the  only  man  com- 
petent to  run  this  bureau  he  may  embar- 
rass the  administration  if  he  carries  out 
his  threat.  Armstrong  don't  like  his  du- 
ties. He  prefers  to  become  a  special 
agent,  a  position  he  held  under  Cleve- 
land's first  administration. 


BEGGING  TO  GO  HOME. 


American  Colonists  in  Costa  Rica  Are  Desti- 
tute. 

New  York,  June  6.— A  special  to  the 
World  from  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  says: 
The  enemies  of  the  government,  em- 
boldened by  the  success  of  the  revohi- 
ticmists  in  Nicaragua,  are  continuing  pre- 
parations for  a  revolt.  It  is  reported 
that  the  church  party  has  loaned  the  gov- 
ernment Si, 000,000  to  sustain  its  position. 

State  affairs  here  are  critical.  Money 
was  never  scarcer  and  the  crop  outlook 
is  poor.  Some  American  colonists  who 
arrived  here  a  short  time  ago  arc  begging 
to  go  home,  it  is  said, being  in  a  destitute 
condition. 

The  Lemont  Strike. 

Chicago,  June  6.— Few  signs  of  life 
were  noticeable  alwut  the  Lemont  stone 
(juarries  this  morning,  A  little  work 
was  being  done  at  N05.  7  and  8  operated 
by  Superintendent  Guilford,  sub-con- 
tractor for  Agnew  &  Co.  None  of  the 
strikers  have  returned  to  work  and  the 
men  seen  about  the  camps  are  those  who 
remained  at  their  posts  when  the  mal- 
contents threw  down  their  tools.  No 
further  trouble  is  expected  until  outside 
laborers  are  imported. 


Will  Extend  to  Leading  Cities  of  the  Indiana 
Gas  Belt. 

New  York,  June  6.— A  special  to  the 
Times  irom  Indianapolis  saya:  The 
Central  Indiana  Electric  company  which 
has  filed  articles  of  association  contem- 
plates an  electric  system  on  a  larger 
scale  than  has  as  yet  liecn  attempted  in 
this  country.  The  capital  stock  is 
$4j500,coo. 

The  central  point  of  the  proposed  sys- 
tem, at  which  will  be  located  its  general 
offices,  power  house  and  machine  shops, 
is  N'oblesville,  twenty  miles  north  of  this 
city.  The  ramifications  of  the  Central 
Indiana  Electric  company  will  extend  to 
the  principal  cities  of  the  Indiana  gas 
belt  and  its  outskirts. 

A  double  track  system,  according  to 
present  plans  and  specifications,  is  to 
extend  from  Noblesville  to  Indianapolis. 
A  line  to  the  west  will  extend  to  Lafay- 
ette by  wav  of  Frankfort.  A  line  north 
will  reach  Kokomo,  and  a  branch  thence 
to  Logansport  and  Peru.  Another  line 
northeast  will  connect  with  Elwood  an  1 
thence  with  Marion  and  Fort  Wayne. 
Another  will  extend  to  Muncie  by  way 
of  Anderson.  To  complete  this  systen 
will  require  about  30<j  miles  of  main 
track. 

The  company  proposes  to  operate  a 
city  railway  system  at  Noblesville  and 
the  council  of  that  city  has  granted  a 
franchise  lor  thirty  years.  The  proposed 
plan  contemplates  through  local 
trains  for  passenger  traffic  with  express 
and  mail  cars  as  well  as  freight  trains , 
which  w^ill  run  as  rapidly  as  any  of  the 
railroads  of  the  state.  The  manage- 
ment expects  in  time  to  distance  the 
steam  railway  in  speed  and  dispatct. 
The  promoters  of  the  project  assert  that 
they  have  enlisted  capital  from  Philade'- 
phia,  Chicago  and  London  and  that  am- 
ple means  are'at  hand  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  the  lines. 

The  trolley  system  is  to  be  employed 
at  the  start,  but  if  the  storage  battery  is 
perfected  so  as  to  become  practicable  it 
will  be  substituted.  The  work  of  con- 
struction is  to  be  commenced  at  once 
and  the  line  between  Noblesville  and 
Indianapolis  is  to  be  in  operation  in  ear- 
ly autumn. 

OPEN  UNTIL  TWO  O'CLOCK. 


Chicago  Bank  Kept  Paying  Depositors  Nearly 

All  Night. 

Chicago,  June   6.— It   was   not   until 

after  two  o'clock  this  morning  that  the 

Illinois  Trust  .!v:  Savings  bank  closed  its 
doors  after  paying  the  last  depositor 
that  remained  in  line  at  that  hour.  This 
performance,  it  is  said,  broke  the  recorc. 
It  being  the  first  time  in  the  country  so 
far  as  is  known  that  a  bank  has  remained 
open  after  midnight  in  ordo-  to  meet  a 
run.  As  earlv  as  7  o  clock,  how- 
ever, another  batch  of  depositors  hai 
made  their  appearance  and  they  lounged 
against  the  walls  or  sat  on  the  curbstone 
awaiting  the  regular  hour  for  opening. 

At  the  Bank  of  Commerce  farther  up 
the  street,  as  well  as  at  the  Dime  Savings 
bank,  the  Union  Trust  and  the  Hiber- 
nian bank  the  same  scenes  were  being 
enacted.  By  10  o'clock  it  was  apparent 
that  yesterday's  experiences  would  be 
repeated  at  each  institution.  At  some 
of  them  there  were  double  lines  of  de- 
positors extending  for  a  couple  of 
blocks,  at  others  the  crowd  extende<l 
out  into  the  middle  ot  the  street  and 
those  composing  it  pushed  their  way  in- 
side as  best  they  could. 

Officers  of  all  the  institutions  insisted 
that  they  are  able  to  weather  the  storm, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  Dime  Sav- 
ings bank,  not  one  has  so  far  found  it 
necessary  to  enforce  even  the  thirtj' 
days'  notice  rule,  while  this  latter  insti- 
tution is  paying  from  20  to  80  per  cent  in 
cash,  according  to  the  needs  of  the  vari- 
ous applicants  and  requiring  but  the 
usual  thirty  days'  notice  for  the  balance. 

At  the  various  national  banks  it  is  said 
that  the  Illinois  Trust,  which  has  savings 
deposits  subject  to  notice  to  a  total  of 
$10,500,000  and  individual  deposits  sub- 
ject to  check  of  !^7,5oo,<xx>  more,  is  .as 
sound  as  the  bank  of  England  and  the 
officers  of  tbe  institution  insist  that  they 
can  pay  off  every  depositor  in  the  sav- 
ings branch  and  still  have  several  mil- 
lions left  for  an  emergency.  Over 
$2,000,000  currency  has  been  offered  to  it 
since  the  run  commenced  vesterday.

GOOD  CROWDS  TODAY. 


The  World's   Fair  Is  Attracting  a  Great  Mary 

Sightseers. 

World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 

June  6.  A  cool  morning  Jwith  plenty  of 
clouds  to  insure  hiding  the  sun  fi  r 
hours  brought  out  a  good  crowd  of  sight 
seers  early,  altbougb  the  day  promised 
nothing  out  of  the  ordinary  in  the  way  of 
attraction.  A  number  of  Danes  who  ar- 
rived yesterday  and  took  part  in  the 
Danish  festivities  were  out  early  bent 
upon  seeing  the  fair,  and  Denmark's 
building  over  in  the  foreign  quarter  was 
filled  with  the  visitors. 

One  by  one  the  commissioners  from 
the  sixteen  foreign  countries,  who  agreed 
to  withhold  their  exhibits  from  examina- 
tion for  award,  are  yielding  since  the  ac- 
tion of  the  board  of  control  last  Saturday 
in  modifying  the  rules,  and  the  chances 
now  are  that  with  one  or  two  exceptiors 
all  the  countries  will  have  their  displays 
examined. 

Two  causes  operated  to  bring  this  re- 
sult about.  The  first  was  the  official  an- 
nouncement that  Great  Britain  would 
stay  in  and  the  second  was  the  modifica- 
tion to  a  certain  extent  of  the  rules.  No 
later,  however,  than  a  few  days  ago 
France,  (iermany,  Austria,  Denmark  and 
Norway  signed,  it  is  said,  a  second  paper 
of  withdrawal.  But  the  modification  of 
the  rules  met  most  of  their  objections 
and  yesterday  the  commissioners  were  in 
a  quandary  as  to  what  ground  they  could 
take  for  remaining  out. 

The  Swedish  commissioner  has  cabletl 
his  government  for  instructions.  Inai- 
niuch  as  the  solid  front  which  the  foreign 
commissioners  ])resent  against  the 
aw.irds  system  has  been  broken,  he  feels 
that  Sweden  should  have  its  displays  ex- 
amined along  with  other  countries. 

Killed  By  a  Fly. 

Galveston,  Tex,,  June  6.— A  few 
days  ago  J.  T.  Wiggins,  a  civil  engineer 
of  Long  liranch,  N.  J,,  was  bitten  on  tl.c 
lip  by  what  is  known  .is  the  charbon  fly, 
an  insect  that  at  times  causes  great  mor- 
tality among  horses  and  cattle  on  tbe 
coast.  He  was  treated  at  the  hospital 
here  but  died  yesterday  in  intense  agony. 
Tfic  body  w.is  shipped  to  New  York  last 
night.

Unpleasant  Relations  Prevail   Between  the 

Members  of  the  Minnesota  World's 

Fair  Board  at  Chicago. 


TO  FIGHT  FOR  ITS  LIFE. 


The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  Deposed  Mrs. 
L.  P.  Hunt  Because  She  Was  Get- 
ting Too  Much  Glory. 


She  Claims  That   She  Saw  How   Things 
Were  Going  and  Put  in  Her  Resig- 
nation. 


CiucAGo,  June  6.— The  Chicago  Dis- 
patch published  a  sensatioiuii  article  up- 
on alleged  unpleasant  relations  between 
the  members  of  the  state  of  Minnesota 
World's  fair  board  over  decreasing  ex- 
penses, hiring  employes  and  general 
kicking  from  Minnesota  people  over  the 
executive  sessions  of  the  board  relating 
to  public  business  from  which  newspa- 
per men  are  barred. 

It  is  stated  that  two  of  the  board  have 
returneil  home  with  the  intimation  that 
they  will  not  return  again  because  some 
of  their  recommeadations  were  turned 
down  at  the  last  meetinj^  of  the  board 
with  regard  to  employes  and  changing 
of  certain  exhibits.  It  is  alleged,  also, 
that  the  relations  between  Supt.  Hum 
and  certain  members  of  the  board  are 
not  as  cordial  as  they  might  be. 

The  ladies  auxiliary  board  is  aJso  in 
somewhat  ot  a  tan^^Ie,  according  to  the 
Dispatch.  They  have  deposed  ^Irs.  L. 
P.  Hunt  because  she  was  getting  too 
much  glory  in  the  newspapers,  and  her 
duties  are  handed  over  to  !\irs.  Slebbins, 
of  Rochester,  who  has  now  charge  of  all 
the  woman's  state  exhibits  by  written 
orders  of  the  state  board  and  Ladies 
Auxilfary. 

All  these  things  are  denied  by  all  the 
members  of  the  state  board  and  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  with  the  exception  of  that 
part  relating  to  Mrs.  Hunt.  She  claims, 
however,  that  she  saw  how  things  were 
going  and  put  in  her  resignation. 

Mrs.  Stebbins,  being  interviewed  on 
the  subject  of  her  appointment  as  officer 
of  installation  of  the  Minnesota  exhibit, 
said:  "Mrs.  Starkweather,  in  charge  of 
the  woman's  international  exhibit,  noti- 
fied us  that  we  would  have  to  hzve  an 
officer  of  installation  as  did  other  states. 
Mrs.  L.  P.  Hunt  had  be.,  acting  without 
instructions  and  i-onsequently  could 
not  be  reco;:n!;:ed  as  such  officer. 
The  state  made  and  signed  a  commis- 
sion for  me  and  I  am  now  waiting  to 
get  a  list  of  exhibits  f'^r  ?uinne50ta  con- 
signed to  the  Minnesota  building.  Mrs. 
Clarke,  president  of  our  board,  wrote 
Mrs.  Hunt  on  Saturday  for  this  list,  and 
as  yet  has  received  no  renly.  Mrs. 
Starkweather  also  applied  for  lists  of 
certain  exhibits,  like  for  instance  that  of 
Miss  Fleming,  from  Minneapolis,  which 
were  at  first  rejected  because  Mrs.  Hunt 
had  no  authority.  They  will  now  be  re- 
ceived, i  expect  to  get  our  exhibits  in 
f>lacc  in  a  lew  days.  Minnesota  was  the 
ast  stAte  to  apply  for  space  in  regular 
form  and  hence  is  delayed.  The  state 
flag  will  be  here  Wednesday  for  exhibi- 
tion." ^__^_^

WILHELM  KAISER  SANK. 
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Serious  Accident  to  the  North   German  Lloyds 
Steamer. 

Genoa,  June  6.  The  accident  to  the 
North  German  Lloyds  steamer  Wilhelm 
Kaiser  turns  out  to  be  serious  and  will 
entail  a  heavy  loss  to  the  owners  or 
underwriters.  As  announced  in  previous 
dispatches,  a  valve  seat  of  the  circulat- 
ing pump  brt>ke  while  repairs  were  being 
made  to  the  pump,  allowing  the  sea  water 
to  rush  into  the  engine  room  which  was 
soon  tloodcd.

Sixteen  Bodies  Found  In  an  Advanced  State 

of  Decomposition  and  Identified  By 

the  Clothing. 


None  of  the  Bodies  Showed  Signs  of  Burn- 
ing, But  Appeared  to  Have  Been 
Suffocated. 


Superintendent   Spence   Held    Responsible 

For  Closing  the  Mine  Before  All  the 

Men  Were  Out. 


Fight  Between  Two  Wives  About  a  Corpse 
Creates  a  Sensation. 

Sioux  City,  la.,  June  6.— A  sensa- 
tional scene  occurred  h'cre  at  the  railroad 
station  yesterday  when  the  body  of  VV. 
H.  Livingston,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
wealthiest  merchants  of  Sioux  City,  ar- 
rived from  Chicago  in  charge  of  his  sec- 
ond wife. 

An  injunction  was  served  at  the  in- 
stance of  his  first  wife  from  whom  he 
was  divorced  a  year  ago,  forbidding  the 
second  wife  from  any  interference  with 
the  remains.  The  second  wife  made  ve- 
hement protest  but  the  sheriff  delivered 
the  remains  at  the  residence  of  the  first 
wife. 

Further  litigation  is  in  prospect.  The 
divcrce  of  Livingston  and  bis  second 
marriage  to  Miss  Rose  Grady,  a  clerk  in 
his  dry  goods  establishment,  last  year 
caused  a  great  social  sensation  here.

F.AGi  r.  Pass,  Tex.,  June  6.— When  the 
Ciiited  Press  correspondent  reached  the 
scene  of  the  late  mine  disaster  near 
Fuentc  yesterday  morning,  the  work  of 
recovering  the  dead  bodies  was  proceed- 
ing slowly  under  the  direction  of  George 
Spence,  the  superintendent,  who  was 
vigilantly  guarded  and  followed  whcre- 
evcr  he  went  by  three  policemen  with 
cocked  Winchesters.    All  of  the  sixteen 

bodies  recovered  yesterday  were  in  an 
advanced  st.ate  of  decomposition  and 
were  in  fact  beyond  recognition, but  were 
identified  by  clothes. 

The  searchers  reported  finding  four 
more  bodies  in  a  distant  portion  of  the 
mine  but  were  unable  to  bring  them  out, 
being  overcome  by  the  stench  and  foul 
atmosphere.  None  of  the  bodies  showed 
signs  of  being  burned,  but  all  aopearcd 
to  have  been  asphyxiated  without  a 
struggle.  Seven  men  were  found  in  one 
room  and  were  evidently  suddenly  over* 
come  while  attem.pting  to  build  a  wall  to 
ward  off  their  fate  for  a  time. 

The  Ecene  .at  the  mouth  of  the*  mine 
was  indescribable  and  it  took  a  large 
posse  of  police  to  keep  back  the  crowd. 
Great  indignation  is  felt  both  here  and  in 
Picdras  Negras  at  the  arrest  and  impri- 
sonment of  George  Spence.  He  was  the 
foremost  to  "go  to  the  relief  of  the  im- 
prisoned miners  and  was  dragged  out  in 
an  insensible  condition.  Spence  is  held 
responsible  hecau<e  he  caused  the  mine 
to  hz  closed  before  all  the  miners  were 
out.  The  mine  itself  has  fallen  in  at 
several  places  on  account  of  the  timbers 
being  burnt  out,  but  is  otherwise  unin- 
jured.

Secretary  Lamont  is  in  New  York  on  hi.s 
way  to  Chicago  where  he  will  probably 
slay  the  remainder  of  the  week;  Secre- 
tary Morton  is  in  Nebraska  and  Post- 
master General  Bissell  has  not  yet  re- 
turned from  Buffalo. 

Secretary  Carlisle  and  Postmaster 
General  Bissell  will  probably  be  here 
today  in  time  to  make  a  quorum  for  the 
regular  cabinet  meeting.  It  is  not  antic- 
ipated, however,  that  there  will  be  any 
business  of  startling  importance  tran- 
sacted.

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GEORGE  M.  STERNBERG. 


The  Ne«vly  Appointed  Surgeon-General  ot  the 
American  Army. 

Surj.eon-Gcncral  .Sternberg  was  born 
in  Ne\/  York  June  8,  1S38,  and  was  ap- 
pcjnfe  J  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  army, 
with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  in  May, 
1S61.  For  faithful  and  meritorious  ser- 
vices (luring  the  war  he  was  brevetted 
caotaiii  and  major  in  the  army.  In  May, 
1866,  he  secured  the  actual  rank  of  cap- 
tain and  assistant  surgeon,  and  in  De- 
cember, 1875,  niajor  and  surgeon.  Two 
years  ago  he  was  made  deputy  surgeon- 
general,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant- 
colonel. 

General  Sternberg  is  usually  spoken 
of  as  the  cholera  and  yellow  fever  ex- 
pert, and  his  record  of  service  is  a  long 
one.  After  his  appointment  in  1861  he 
was  with  General  Sykcs'  command  in  the 
army  «if  the  Potomac  to  Auguest,  1862, 
and  th'jn  spent  three  months  in  hospital 
duty  a'.  Portsmouth  Grove,  R.  I.  He  was 
with  General  Banks'  expedition,  wand  in 
the  office  of  the  medical  directorof  the 
department  of  the  gulf,  to  January,  1864, 
when  be  was  made  medical  director  at 
Colum:3us,  O.,  with  charge  of  the  United 
States  general  hospital  at  Cleveland. 
His  next  post  was  v/ith  the  Thirteenth 
United  States  infantry,  at  Jefferson  bar- 
rack?, Missouri.  In  1867  he  attracted  at- 
tention by  his  successful  work  at  Fort 
Harke-,  Ka?.,  during  the  cholera  epi- 
demic. For  the  next  three  years  he  was 
kept  on  the  field  by  the  Indian  campaign, 
and  in  1871  hs  was  stationed  at  Fort 
Hamilton,  Lons^  Island,  during  the  yel- 
low fever  epidemic.  "After  periods  of 
service  at  Fort  Warren,  Mass.,  the  de- 
partment of  the  gulf,  and  in  the  medical 
director's  office  at  New  Orleans,  he  was 
made  jiost  surgeon  at  Fort  Barrancas, 
Fla.,  ir  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  of  1873 
and  1875. 

He  V  as  a  member  of  the  Havana  yel- 
low fc\er  Commission  in  1879,  and  served 
on  spe«;ial  duty  with  the  national  board 
of  health  until  Aus^ust,  1881,  whenhewr.s 
ordered  to  the  department  of  California, 
servins'  as  post  surgeon  at  Fort  Mason 
until  May,  1884.  He  was  attending  sur- 
geon and  examiner  ot  recruits  at  Balti- 
more until  1891,  when  he  was  roade 
deputy  surgeon-general.  In  1885  he  was 
a  delegate  from  the  United  States  to  the 
intern;'t!onal  sanitary  conference  at 
Rome,  and  was  detailed  by  President 
Cleveland  to  make  investigation  relative 
to  the  cauEe  and  prevention  of  yellow 
fever.  In  pursuance  of  this  line  of  study 
he  visited  Bra7:il  and  Mexico  in  1S87, 
and  Ci  ba  in  1888  and  1889. 

General  Sternberg  is  an  honorary 
member  of  the  American  Society  of 
Medicine,  of  the  Epidemiological  So- 
ciety o :  London,  of  the  Royal  Academy 
of  Medicine  of  Rome,  and  of  the  Imper- 
ial Academy  of  Medicine  of  Rio  de 
Janierc.

The  royal  party  had  been  met  .at  the 
state  line  ctiicially  by  ex-Mayor  Wash- 
burne  of  Chicago,  representing  the 
maT<M-,  and  by  Hohart  C.  C.  laylor, 
Spanish  consul  at  Chicago.  A  greater 
throng  cf  people  lined  the  streets  and 
gathered  at  the  depot  than  was  as'iem- 
bled  to  greet  th^  duke  of  Veragaa  aud 
President  Cleveland,  but  the  welcome 
was  not  half*  as  hearty.  In  fact  there 
was  a  noticeable  absence  of  popnlar 
demonstration. 

All  parts  of  the  depot  ouiside  the  great 
g?.tes  were  packed  with  people,  held  in 
check  by  a  strong  force  of  city  police  in 
order  to  reserve  a  clear  path  tor  the  dis- 
tinguished visitors  to  reach  their  car- 
riages. Mayor  Harrison,  ex-United 
States  Senator  Charles  B.  Farwcll,  all 
the  members  of  the  common  council  and 
a  score  more  prominent  citizens  of  Chi- 
cago were  in  wailing  at  the  depot.  The 
princess  was  the  first  person  to  emerge 
trom  the  drawing  room  car.  A  radiant 
smile  spread  over  her  handsome  face. 
A  few  brief  words  of  greeting  and  a 
grateful  response  in  English  were  all 
that  passeil  between  Mayor  Harrison 
anil  the  princess. 

The  prince  and  suite  were  also  pre- 
sented, and  then  the  infanta  taking  iho 
arm  of  Chicago's  famous  mayor,  led  the 
way  over  the  crimson  carpet  through  the 
gates,  up  the  stairs  and  out  on  the  side- 
walk to  the  equippage  drawn  by  four 
horses.  Two  troops  of  United  States 
cavalry  from  Fort  Dearborn  were  drawn 
up  at  the  head  of  the  line  of  carriages  to 
escort  the  royal  visitors  to  the  Palmer 
house.  On  being  seated  alongside  the 
mayor,  she  gallantly  raised  her  plain 
crimson  parasol  to  partly  screen  her 
face  from  the  glare  of  the  sun  and  partly 
to  esca'pe  from  the  gaze  of  the  curious 
thousands  until  the  procession  moved. 

The  order  for  the  cavalry  to  start  was 
quickly  given,  and  on  a  sharp  trot  the 
procession  passed  south  on  Canal  to 
Jackson  street,  then  swung  around  acros.« 
the  river  bridge  and  down  Jackson  street 
between  masses  of  humanity  to  Michi- 
gan avenue.  When  the  fashionable 
hotel  quarter  of  the  city  was  reached, 
the  cheering  becatae  more  general  and 
the  crowd  increased  in  proportion,  mak- 
ing it  difficult  for  the  party  to  reach  the 
hotel.  Along  Michigan  avenue  and  west 
on  Monroe  street  to  the  ladies  entrance  to 
the  Palmer  house,  the  street  scene  was 
repeated. 

Five  thousand  people  seemed  to  be 
massed  outside  the  Palm.er  house  en- 
trance and  every  roof  of  the  big  building 
was  occupied  with  people.  The  princess 
and  her  suite  Virent  at  once  to  their  apart- 
ments and  after  a  brief  attention  to  their 
toilet  sat  down  to  luncheon  in  their  pri- 
vate dining  room.  The  apartments  in 
the  Palmer  house  which  are  reserved 
for  the  infanta  and  her  suite  were  fitted 
up  twenty  years  ago  by  Potter  Palmer. 
The  furnishings  are  massive  and  an- 
tique, but  as  rich  as  the  royal  guests 
could  wish  for  in  a  hotel. 

Tlie  princess'  bedroom  is  the  most  im- 
posing in  the  suite.  The  apartment  cf 
Prince  Antoine  adjoins  and  is  furnished 
in  the  same  rich  siyle.  Tjie  blue  room 
on  the  south  is  to  be  used  by  the  priace 
for  smoking  and  reception  purposes. 
Then  there  are  a  private  dining  room 
and  a  reception  room  known  as  the 
Egyptian  parlor.  The  latter  was  occu- 
pied by  President  Grant,  President 
Cleveland,  Princess  Louiic  and  other 
notable  guests.

ANTI-TRUST  CpNVENTION. 

Judge  Tourgoe's  Suggestions  to  Put  an  End  to 
Trusts. 

Chicago,  June  6. — The  anti  Irust  con- 
vention at  Apollo  hall  was  lat^  in  pet- 
ting to  work  this  morning  and  the  delay 
was  caused  by  the  failure  of  the  comnnit- 
t2e  on  rcsolutionB  to  report.  At  yester- 
day's session  the  committee  louiid  on  its 
hands  a  number  of  resolutions  from  dif- 
ferent delegates  offerinjf  varying  rem- 
edies for  the  destruction  of  trusts  and  il- 
leji.il  combines. 

Most  of  last  night  the  committde  was 
at  work,  and  early  this  morning  it  h?.d 
not  agreed  upon  the  resolutions  whicli 
are  to  be  the  official  de.;!aration  of  the 
convention.  When  the  conventicn  cdmc 
to  order  this  morniii!^.  the  committee 
asked  leave  to  retire  and  iinish  its  work, 
and  permission  was  granted. 

After  the  committee  had  retired  a 
letter  was  read  from  Judge  Alt)ton  \V. 
Tourgee,  who  was  appointed  a  delegate 
from  New  York.  Jud^e  ToHr^jee  said  on 
account  of  a  death  in  his  family  he  was 
unable  to  leave  home,  but  he  had  some 
suggestions  to  offer.  He  sutreested  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  laws 
to  prevent,  first,  the  combinatKtn  of  cor- 
porations; second,  to  restrict  the  uses  to 
which  deeds  in  trust  may  be  applied. 
The  trust  deed  Judjrc  Touri;ee  said,  wi-.s 
a  favorite  weapon  of  the  trusts  ani  was  i  make 
the  means  by  which  in  the  majority  of 
cases  combines  are  given  a  quasi-legal 
standing.

When 
ail  officer  was  seeking  information  from 
the  prisoner  ri:;ht  in  sight  of  the  woman 
who  had  been  mu/dered:  "When  did 
you  last  sec  your  mother?"  the  reply 
came  from  Lizzie:  "She  is  not  my 
mother;  my  nriolher  died  when  I  was  an 
infant."  They  would  show  that  there 
was  an  impassable  barrier  built  up  be- 
tween the  daughters  and  the  step- 
mother, social.y.  an'd  bv  locks  and  bars. 
Upon  the  day  prcceditig  the  ho:nicide, 
John  V.  .Morse  came  to  the  Bordens  to 
visit  them.  He  came  and  slept  there 
Wednesday  n.ght.  On  Tuesday  night 
an. illness  occurred  in  the  household. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Borden  were  taken  ill  with 
retching  and  \omiting  and  the  prisoner 
was  taken  the  same  way.  Bridget  Sulli- 
van, the  servant,  was  not.  A  physician 
wcs  not  consulted. 

Upon  the  dpy  before  the  homicide,  the 
prisoner  went  to  a  drug  store  and  asked 
the  clerk  for  ID  cents  worth  of  prussic 
acid  for  cleaning  a  cape.  She  was  re- 
fused and  after  some  talk  went  away. 
The  speaker  said  there  could  be 
no  doubt  ihr.t  the  prisoner  was 
the  person  wlio  went  to  the  store.  On 
the  evening  of  Wednesday,  the  prisoner 
made  a  call  on  Alice  Russell,  a  friend  of 
her's,  and  it  will  appear  that  the  prisoner 
had  been  intendieg  to  spend  a  vacation 
at  Marion  and  the  two  friends  talked  of 
that  trip.  Shi-  toUl  Miss  Ivussell  that  she 
had  made  up  lier  mind  to  go  there,  but 
she  said:  "1  can't  help  feeling  depressed; 
that  sOHicthing  is  going  to  happen;  last 
night  we  were  all  sick  but  the  girl;  it 
rnav  have  been  tlie  b.aker's  bread." 

"No,"  said  Mif^s  Russell,  "others  would 
have  been  sick  if  that  were  so." 

"Then  it  may  have  been  the  milk." 

"What  time  'lid  vou  get  the  milk?" 

"About  4  o'f  lock'." 

"I  am  afraif-,"  Lizzie  continued,  "that 
the  house  v/ill  be  burned  dov/n  some  night. 
Father  has  had  ?(  much  trouble  with  his 
men.  The  other  night  the  barn  was 
broken  into."  Lizzie  continued,  saving 
that  she  had  seon  a  man  about  4the  place 
who  ran  away  v,'hf:n  they  caught  sight  of 
each  other,  and  tbat  her  father  had  but 
rcc-rntly  had  n  quarrel  with  a  man.

Two  of  lnman'8  Tugs  $ave  a  Valuable  Dredge 
From  Burning. 

Two  of  the  Inman  tugs,  equipped 
with  their  tremendous  pumps,  were 
eiK^bled  to  save  property  this  morning  at 
the  rate  of  $5000  per  minute.  Abo:!t  9 
o'clock  dredge  No.  7,  belonging  to 
Williams.  Daugherty  &  Upham,  w.as 
abreast  of  the  ( )Iiio  coal  dock.  The  men 
0^1  Inman's  dock  saw  flames  suddenly 
leap  up  from  the  top  woodwork.  In  less 
time  than  it  t.ikes  to  tell  it  two  tngs, 
Buffalo  and  Dudley,  were  bteamiiig  to 
the  rescue  of  the  burning  drt;dge.  So 
ijuick  were  the  tugmen  that  they  were 
half  way  to  the  dredge  before  her  crew 
hnd  discovered  'the  llames  and  com- 
menced to  bring  their  sirall  fire  hose 
into  play. 

When  the  tugs  reached  the  scene  the 
men  Irom  the  dredge  aided  in  handling 
the  hose  through  which  the  powerful 
streams  arc  thrown  and  in  five  minutes 
the  llames  were  subdued  and  the  dredge 
w.is  deluged  with  water.  Without  the 
work  o(  the  tugs  the  dredge  would  h.ave 
been  a  total  loss  ^in  short  order 
as  shcv/as,  like  all  such  craft,  dry  as  tin- 
der and  saturated  with  oil  and  grease. 
Williams,  Daugherty  &  Upham  s.ay  the 
Inman  line's  boats  save  them  between 
fcvoco  ani  $30,000. 

In  addition  to  the  Dudley  and  Buffalo 
the  Effie  L  is  also  fitted  up  lor  fire  pro- 
tection. The  L.  L.  Lyons  is  now  being 
lit  ted  up  and  before  the  season  closes 
the  Bob  Anderson  will  also  be  equipped, 
making  five  tugs  of  the  Inman  line  the 
n:ost  powerful  fire  fighters  known. 

This  one  fire  has  proven  that  the  city 
council  was  in  one  of  its  wisest  niouds 
when  it  made  the  contract  with  Commo- 
dore Inman  for  fire  tugs,  said  a  promi- 
nent citizen  today.

Five  Months'  Clearings. 

The  last  number  of  Bradstreet's  shows 
that  the  total  of  May  bank  clearings  at 
eighty-four  leading:  cities  is  55,244,502,- 
339,  an  increase  of  6.6  per  cent  over  the 
total  reported  for  April;  a  decrease  of 
2.5  per  cent  from  the  March  agfgregate; 
an  increase  of  nearly  4  per  cent  over  the 
February  total,  but  a  decrease  of  fully  1 1 
per  cent  from  the  total  for  January  this 
year.  May's  total  clearings  make  a 
rather  better  showing  than  those  for 
April  when  compared  with  a  year  ago. 
Thus  the  May  total  this  year  is  4.5  per 
cent  larger  than  in  May,  iSq2.  That  for 
April  last  was  slightly  smaller  than  in 
that  month  a  year  ago.  It  is  also  true 
that  May  bank  clearings,  1S93,  are  larger 
than  in  any  preceding  month  of  May, 
except  in  i8qo. 

The  April  total  this  year  was  exceeded 
in  i&>2,  as  was  that  for  February,  while 
the  January  and  March  clearings  aggre- 
gates this  year  were  the  heaviest  for 
those  months  on  record.  The  appar- 
ently favorable  May  report  of  clearing?, 
showing  as  it  does  an  increase  of  4.5  per 
cent  over  the  tt)tal  for  May,  iSc^,  re- 
quires explanation.  Tlie  first  half  of  last 
month  showed  from  9  to  n  per  cent  in- 
creases of  clearings  weekly,  while  for 
three  weeks  past  decreases  have  been 
reported,  with  the  tendency  still  down- 
wards. 

Total  bank  clearings  for  five  months 
of  1893  are  $26,488,588,056,  about  1.2  per 
cent  increase  as  compared  with  the  ' 
aggregate  for  five  months  of  1892,  but  17 
per  cent  more  than  for  five  months  of 
1 891,  and  only  I '»  per  cent  larger  than 
in  a  like  period  of  1890,  the  year  of 
largest  previous  volume  ot  trade. 

It  is  in  this  latter  comparison,  says 
Bradstreet's,  that  one  finds  the  explan- 
ation which  appears  due  in  view  of  the 
relatively  large  totals  of  bank  clearings 
for  May  and  for  1893  to  date  as  com- 
pared with  like  periods  one  and  two 
years  ago.  When  contrasted  with  1890, 
three  years  ago,  a  year  of  active  and 
prosperous  trading.  May's  clearings  this 
year  are  seen  to  be  li  per  cent  smaller 
than  in  that  year,  and  for  five  months  of 
1893  the  increased  volume  of  clearings 
as  compared  with  1890  is  barely  i}4  per 
cent. 

The  figures  for  Duluth,  however,  wiil 
not  admit  of  any  such  explanation  by 
contrasting  the  two  periods  mentioned, 
and  it  must  therefore  be  admitted  that 
Duluth's  business  is  in  an  exceptionally 
prosperous  condition,  especially  when 
compared  with  other  trade  centers.  In- 
deed all  the  clearing  houses  in  the 
Northwest  make  exceptionally  favorable 
reports  in  contrast  with  other  portions  f>f 
the  country.  The  figures  for  Duluth  will 
illustrate  this  fact.  The  total  clearings 
here  in  May  this  year  were  $10,068,6821 
an  increase  of  $330,555  over  the  same 
month  last  year  and  an  increase  of  $1,- 
099,643  over  May,  1892,  which  Brad- 
street's refers  to  as  a  year  of  active  and 
prosperous  trading.  The  fact  that  Du- 
luth's clearings  for  May  show  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  $1,000,000  over  the 
similar  month  in  that  year  is  convincing 
evidence  of  the  prosperity  tl^e  city  is 
now  enjoying. 

The  figures  for  the  first  five  months  of 
this  year,  as  compared  with  the*corre- 
sponding   perio<ls  in  the  previous  three 


FRANZ 


Miss  Marian  Phelps.  Daughter  of  William  Walter  Phelps,  Lately  Minister  of  the  United  States 
in  Berlin.  Married  to  Or.  Franz  Von  Rottonborg.  Imperial  Under 
SecretaiY  of  the  Interior. 

Dr.  Franz  von  Rottenburg  is  under  secretary  of  the  interior  department  of  the 
empire  of  Germany.  He  is  tall,  dignified  and  has  had  a  very  interesting  life.  He 
was  born  in  Dantzic,  where  his  father  was  a  high  government  oftkial.  The  family 
belongs  to  the  old  Prussian  nobility  and  has  many  aristocratic  connections.  He 
studied  law  and  national  economy  at  Heidelberg,  Gottingen  and  Berlin.  He  was  a 
dashing  young  man  as  a  student  and  actjuired  the  reputation  at  Heidelberg  of  be- 
ing the  best  swordsman  in  the  university.  He  was  as  much  at  home  in  the  lecture 
room  as  on  the  fencing  floor  and  was  graduated  with  high  honors.  After  serving 
m  the  Prussian  law  department  he  passed  his  final  examination  with  distinction 
and  thus  became  entitled  to  hold  any  government  office.  But  not  caring  to  go  at 
once  into  the  government  service  he  went  to  France  and  England,  studying  the 
laws,  politics  and  institutions  of  both  countries. 

After  completing  his  studies  in  France  he  published  a  book  on  "The  Conception 
of  the  State,"  which  attracted  the  attention  of  Bismarck,  then  at  the  height  of  his 
power.  The  chancellor  sent  for  Rottenbur^r  and  induced  him  to  enter  his  service 
Begmning^as  a  reporting  councillor  in  1881,  Dr.  von  Rottenburg  was  offered  the 
place  of  under  secretary  of  state  when  Bismarck  retired,  nine  years  later.  In  all 
the  political  undertakings  of  Prin-e  Bismarck  in  the  last  vears  of  his  rulcDr  von 
Rottenburg  was  his  right  hand  man.  and  when  Bismarck  retired,  the  doctor  at 
Chancellor  von  Caprivi's  request,  remained  as  chief  of  the  imperial  chancellerie 
until  the  business  of  the  old  administration  was  wound  up,  and  then  accepted  the 
post  of  under  secretary  of  the  interior. 

His  affability  and  the  fascination  of  his  manners  made  him  a  most  successful  ne- 
gotiator. Though  independently  rich  he  has  consented  to  remain  in  office  and  to 
look  after  the  carrying  out  of  reforms  for  the  benefit  of  the  masses,  in  the  initiation 
of  which  he  played  so  prominent  a  part. 

Miss  Phelps  is  the  only  daughter  of  William  Walter  Phelps,  who  has  just  re- 
tired from  the  position  of  United  States  minister  to  Germany.  She  w^s  born  in 
Bergen  county,  N.  J.  For  years  she  has  been  her  father's  companion  and  deeply 
interested  in  all  his  political  projects.  From  the  time  she  was  a  little  girl  she  w.as 
the  pet  of  the  eminent  men  who  surrounded  her  father,  and  it  is  said  that  while 
living  in  Washington  she  knew  more  of  what  was  going  on  in  the  political  world 
than  many  of  the  distinguished  statesmen.  Her  intimate  knowledge  of  state  af- 
fairs and  her  natural  bent  for  diplomacy  peculiarly  fitted  her  to  grace  and  honor 
tWc  American  legation  in  Germany.  (  -

The  Financial  Outlook. 

One  of  the  best  articles  that  has  ap- 
peared m  reference  to  the  financial  ques- 
tion and  the  duty  of  congress  m  dealing 
with  it  has  been  written  by  Hon.  W- 
Bourke  Cockran  for  the  June  number  of 
the  North  American  Review.  His  eluci- 
dation of  the  causes  of  our  confused 
financial  condition  at  the  present  time  is 
interesting,  and  it  would  be  well  if  every 
member  of  the  coming  congress  would 
read  the  article  carefully  and 
reflect  upon  the  important  truths 
contained  therein,  of  course  following 
this  up  with  their  votes  on  the  right  side 
when    congress  is  convened. 

Mr.  Cockran  declares  that  the  policy 
which  has  involved  the  finances  of  the 
United  States  in  a  confusion  without 
parallel  in  the  history  of  prosperous 
nations  is  due  to  the  folly  of  attempting 
to  compromise  an  economic  principle. 
Economic  laws  are  not  the  product  of 
legislation;  they  are  the  result  of  forces 
which  no  one  country  can  affect,  and 
which  the  combined  legislation  of  all 
nations  could  not  permanently  control. 
An  attempt  to  compromise  an  economic 
law  is  about  as  intelligent  a  proceeding 
as  an  attempt  to  compromise  the  state  of 
the  weather  or  the  course  of  the  seasons. 
If  two  men,  joint  owners  of  a  field,  dis- 
puted the  proper  season  for  planting 
grain,  one  insisting  it  should  be 
planted  in  April,  the  other  contend- 
ing it  should  be  planted  in  October,  and 
they  should  compromise  by  planting  it 
in  January,  does  any  s.ane  man  believe 
that  a  fruitful  crop  would  crown  the  hus- 
bandry which  had  been  the  result  of  such 
a  compromise?  The  men  who  scattered 
seed  upon  the  ground  at  a  period  when 
the  laws  of  nature  necessarily  made  it 
unproductive  would  have  exercised  an 
undoubted  individual  right.  But  their 
course  would  have  exposed  them  to  the 
pity  and  the  ridicule  of  sensible  men. 

So,  in  treating  snbjects  controlled  by 
economic  laws,  says  Mr.  Cockran,  con- 
tending members  of  a  legislature  may 
agree  upon  a  compromise  which  will 
prove  effective  to  close  debate  and  post- 
pone discussion,  but  the  economic  laws 
will  be  in  no  wise  affected  by  their  ar- 
rangement, and  it  the  scheme,  which 
they  adopt  be  out  of  harmony  with  those 
laws  the  result  will  be  disastrous  to  com- 
mercial prosperity.  This  is  an  agree- 
ment that  cannot  be  successfully  dis- 
puted. 


Prof.  Bell  predicts  that  among  the 
electrical  achievements  of  the  future  will 
be  the  extension  of  the  range  of  human 
vision  so  that  a  man  can  sec  as  far  as  he 
can  hear  by  means  of  long  distance  tele- 
phones, etc.  The  St.  Louis  Star-Sayings 
expresses  the  opinion  that  the  railroads 
are  probably  expecting  the  early  birth  of 
the  invention,  as  they  are  making  no 
preparations  to  let  the  public  see  the 
World's  fair  at  ajiything  like  decent 
rates.

Superintendent  Craig  Gets  a  Roasting  From 

the  Board  of  Public  Works  Over 

Street  Sprinkling. 


After  two  weeks  cf    rest,    all    the  city 

fathers  except  AUlcrman  Myers    ROt  to- 

j^ether  last  night  ami    held    a    meeting. 

For  three  lone,  weary    hours    it    lasted, 

too,  ami  so  exhausted  were  many    of  the 

aldermen  at  the    close    that  they    were 

forced  to  step  into  a  sawdust  parlor  ami 

stimulate  a  little  before    wendini^    their 

homeward  way.     The    first  turn    of  the 

wheels  dropped  out    a    communicaii'.>n 

from  the  mayor  stront;ly    e:;dorsing    the 

foUowinc  letter   from    Beriah    Maijofiin, 
the  newly  made  railway  commissioner: 

"Allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  com- 
pliment m  choosing  me  for  railway  com- 
missioner, l^n  readinj;  the  act  creating 
the  office,  I  find  that  it  is  one  of  the  most 
important  places  to  be  filled  in  the  city. 
I  am  greatly  surprised  that  thcotiice  has 
not  in  the  past  been  maintained  accord- 
in;'  to  law.  I  have  said  that  1  would  ac- 
cept and  act  in  the  interest  of  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  if  confirmed.  I  will 
now  qualify  th  it  promise  and  agree  to 
accept  on  condition  that  the  city  council 
hereafter  require  the  railway  commis- 
sioner or  anv  person  acting  under  or 
through  said  ctifice,  to  make  annual  and 
other  reports,  and  do  whatsoever  the  law 
says  shall  be  done.  The  otTice  I  find  is 
discredited  and  in  bad  repute,  subject  io 
aoverse  criticism,  mainiy  because 
no  reports  are  made  and  no 
accounts  rendered.  And  as  I  must  take 
an  oath  to  'faithfully  peform  the  duties 
of  the  office,  etc,'  I  demand  that  the  real 
incumbent  shall  report  to  the  council  and 
faithfully  do  the  duties  according  to  the 
letter  antl  spirit  of  the  law.  I  am  un- 
w^iliing  to  asscciate  my  name  and  have 
the  office  drag  along  in  the  loose  way 
that  it  has  been  going.  I  respectfully 
ask  if  these  views  are  inconsistent  and 
tlo  not  accord  with  the  wishes  and  plans 
of  the  council,  that  ^our  honorable  body 
will  reconsider  the  motion  by  which  I  was 
confirmed."

The  Minnesota  Canal  company  filed 
its  acceptance  of  the  ordinance  passed 
lately  in  its  behalf  to  which  Alder.man 
Thomas  said  "amen:"  The  secretary  of 
the  fire  commission  called  the  attention 
of  the  cc>uncil  to  the  advisribility  of  se- 
curing tlie  top  two  feet  of  each  telephone 
pole  erected  hereafter  by  the  telephone 
company  for  the  fire  alarm  wires.  Per- 
mission was  also  asked  for  the  purchase 
of  seven  new  horses  for  the  fire  depart- 
ment and  attention  calleil  to  the  neces- 
sity of  pushing  the  erection  of  the  down 
town  engine  house  lately  established  on 
First  street.  Referred  to  fire  depart- 
ment committee. 

The  next  thing  was  the  interesting 
event  of  the  evening.  It  was  President 
Truelsen's  roast  on  Mr,  Craig,  superin- 
tendent of  tlieDuluthGas  &  Water  com- 
pany. Mr.  Truelsen  narrat:;d  the  trouble 
the  board  of  public  works  has  had  with 
Mr.  Crarg  over  securing  wa'er  Irom  the 
hydrants  for  the  street  sprinklers.  Th^ 
superintendent  was  called  "arrogant" 
and  "domineering."  Mr.  Truelsen  roared 
lnudiy  at  what  he  calls  "one  man  power" 
ai;<'.  after  j-howing  how  the  city  now,  to 
secure  water,  is  put  to  an  extra  expense 
tif  ^I0.5o  per  day  just  because  of  Mr. 
Craig's  arbitrary  meihodj-,  the  gritty 
president  I'f  the  hor.rd  recommended 
that  if  Mr.  Craig  be  allowed  to  run  the 
city,  ail  the  re5t  of  the  [leoplc  had  bet- 
ter move  out  and  give  him  full  sway. 
The  communication  greatly  iriterested 
and  amused  the  spectators  and  Mr. 
Craig,  who  as  usual  sat  within  the  rail- 
ing, listened  intently  to  the  roast  of  him- 
self. What  did  he  do?  What  do  you 
suppose  he  would  do?  He  smiled,  of 
course. 

Later  on  in  the  session,  a  resolution 
was  introduced  and  passed  to  Ihe  effect 
th.at  the  board  of  public  works  have 
wrenches  made  to  replace  these  confis- 
cated by  Craig,  and  with  them  open  hy- 
drant5  for  street  sprinkling  purposes, 
even  if  it  be  necessary  to  appeal  to  the 
mavor  for  police  protection. 

The  bond  of  the  city  treasurer  in  the 
sum  of  Sioo.oco  was  approved  and  the 
monthly  pay  rolls  passed.  A  measure 
appropriating  >ico  to  hire  the  city  band 
to  assist  in  the  entertainment  of  the 
yardmasters,  who  meet  here  in  natlr)nal 
convention  from  June  il  to  17,  after 
mu:h  diicussion  ani  many  amendments, 
was  voted  down.  The  mayor  also  sub- 
mitfcfl  his  veto  of  the  measure  a[)pro- 
priating  $1000  for  the  bcTiefit  of  the  city 
band.  An  effort  to  pasi  it  over  the 
miyor's  liead  failed,  Aldermen  Cox, 
Dingwall,  Neb.on,  Sorcris.n  and  Thomas 
votir.g  no. 

Scveriil  ordinances  were  introduced 
and  several  others  were  passed.  One 
introduced  by  Aldf rman  Hugo  calls  fur 
the  isiue  of  bonds  of  S loco  each  to  the 
amount  II*  S8oo,oco  for  the  purpose  ol 
construrting   a   city  water  works   plant. 


The  measure  provides  that  they  shall 
bear  4,'i  per  cent  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually, in  February  and  August,  at 
the  .American  Kxchaiigc  National  bank 
in  New  York.

A  New  Project  for  Carrying  Teams  Between 
the  Two  Cities. 
James  Clark,  for  some  years  draughts- 
man for  Capt.  McDougall,  and  who  is 
now  working  out  some  ideas  for  a  boat 
which   will   be    different    from  anydiing 

now  afioat,  has  been  tiirning  his  atten- 
tion recently  to  a  ferry  brat  which  he 
thinks  will  fill  a  long  ftlt  want.  At  pres- 
ent the  only  way  to  get  a  team  across 
from  Minnesofa  to  Wisconsin  ij  on  an 
old  scow  which  is  towed  by  a  tug.  The 
facilities  for  embarking  and  disembark- 
ing are  most  meager  and  the  exorbitant 
price  of  Si  for  a  team  is  charged. 

Mr.  Clark  showed  a  SuperiorCnl!  man 
sketches  and  plans  of  a  ferry  which  he 
expects  to  buiid  with  the  aid  of  IocaI 
capital.  It  will  be  sixty  feet  long  and 
wide  enough  to  accommodate  two  rows 
of  teams,  twelve  in  all,  besides  seating 
comfortably  lifty  passengers.  The  craft 
would  be  of  wood  and  with  machinery 
would  entail  an  expenditure  of  about 
S4000. 

The  engine  would  be  on  one  side  .and 
the  boiler  on  the  other,  and  very  little 
knowledge  of  engineering  would  be  re- 
'(juired  to  run  the  boat.  The  idea  is  to 
have  the  boat  touch  the  dock  on  either 
side  end  on,  being  kept  in  position  by  a 
chain  running  through  the  boat  and  at- 
tached to  either  shore.  The  chain  would 
lieon  the  river  bottomexce.it  at  the  point 
where  the  boat  happened  to  be.  No  ob- 
struction would  be  offered  to  navigation. 
Many  boats  somewhat  ramitar  to  this 
have  been  used  on  the  Clyde  be'.wecn 
Cdasgow  a".d  Greenock.  A  trip  rouldbe 
made  every  five  or  six  minutes  between 
Rice's  and  Connor's  Points,  because  no 
time  would  be  wasted  in  mal::ng  1  md- 
ing«.  The  boat  could  afford  to  make  a 
very  low  rjte  for  teams. 

Mr.  Clark  says  that  the  chief  obstacle 
to  the  scheme  is  the  condition  of  the 
street  on  Connor's  Point  rear  the  water. 
He  is  desirous  of  seeing  the  city  improve 
It  sufficiently  to  make  jia'^sage  for  teams 
along  it  quite  easy.  He  thinks  that  s'.ich 
ferry  service  as  his  bo:it  would  he  abU'  to 
give  would  make  the  lack  of  a  bridi;e  lor 
general  traffic  felt  less.

When  Judge  Ensign  called  the  grand 
jury  only  eighteen  were  present.  An  at- 
tachment was  issued  for  T.  W.  Lemieux, 
who  resides  in  the  city.  Ed.  Robinson, 
of  Ely,  it  was  stated,  would  arrive  prob- 
ably on  an  afternoon  train.  John  Carter, 
of  Virginia,  was  excused  on  account  of 
being  a  fireman.  Wilfred  Cogswell  and 
Henry  Phelps  could  not  be  found.  A 
special  venire  was  issued  for  four 
more  jurors  to  bring  up  the  number  to 
twenty-three,  as  follows:  Fred  Scofield, 
James  M.  McKinley,  A.  Alton  Pearson 
and  Robert  C.  Kennedy.  George  C. 
Howe  was  designated  as  foreman. 

Alter  the  jury  had  been  sworn  Judge 
Ensign  delivered  an  oral  charge.  He 
laid  particular  stress  on  the  words  of  the 
oath  as  to  the  seal  of  Lccrecy  on  what 
occurs  in  the  jury  room.  Then,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  he  read  the  statutes  re- 
lating to  the  duties  ot  grand  jurors. 
After  reading  the  pro .  isions  of  the  con- 
stitution guaranteeing  to  every  man  a 
fair  and  impartial  trial  and  prohibiting 
excessive  fines  and  cruel  or  unusual 
punishment  Judge  Ensign  called  atten- 
tion to  the  recent  lynching  at  Mountain 
Iron. 

"Certain  citizens  of  this  county,"  he 
said,  "constituted  themselves  judge,  jury 
and  executioner  of  a  man  accused  of  a 
crime  within  the  limits  of  this  county.  I 
cannot  help  but  feel  that,  whatever  the 
crime  of  the  man,  however  heinous  or  re- 
volting, it  is  my  duty  to  call  your  attention 
to  it.  Instead  of  calling  attention  to  it 
by  my  own  words  I  have  chosen  to  do  so 
by  reading  the  constitution  of  our  state. 
The  names  of  the  persons  are  unknown 
to  me.  I  only  know  that  such  things 
have  been  done  by  public  rumor.  Every 
man  has  his  rights  no  matter  how  heinous 
his  crime  may  be;  he  has  the  right  to 
have  his  case  presented  to  this  jury  and 
to  be  tried  by  a  jury  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  state  to  furnish  him  counsel.  It  is 
lamentable  that  a  community  should 
have  so  little  faith  in  its  laws  or  confi- 
dence in  their  execution  as  to  become 
judge,  jury  and  executioner.  There  is 
a  class  of  crimes  that  arouse  all  the 
sympathies  cf  our  nature.  But  all  of 
those  things  should  be  controlled  by  all 
good  citizens,  by  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  the  state.  If  punishment  be 
meted  out  it  should  be  meted  out  legally." 

Court  was  then  adjourned  to  2:30  p. 
m.  and  the  jury  retired  in  charge  of  an 
officer.  There  are  about  twenty  prisoners 
now  in  the  county  jail  awaiting  the  action 
of  the  grand  jury.  County  Attorney  Tear 
does  not  think  the  trial  of  the  criminal 
calendar  will  be  reached  before  the  mid- 
dle ot  next  week.

Rail- 
roK^s  suffered  especially  and  it  will  be 
four  or  five  day?  before  tra.lTic  tan  be  re- 
sumed on  the  Chesapeake  (S:  Ohio. 

The  water  rushed  down  the  valley 
with  a  velocity  which  carried  everything 

before  it,  P.oodinfj  the  t^reater  portion  of 
the  town  and  obliging  the  inhabitants  to 
rtce  to  the  high  ground  for  safety.  Mrs. 
John  Buckland  and  her  son  were  caught 
by  the  ruihing  water  and  swept  away. 
N'eiiher  body  has  beci  recovered. 

The  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  road  has  lost 
half  a  dozen  brid<jes  nud  trestles  and 
nearly  six  miles  oftrack  is  eiihcr washed 
away  or  covered  with  land  slides.  Many 
highway  bridges  are  gone  and  whole 
farms  are  denuded  of  their  .soil.

NEGLECT  AND  EXPOSURE. 


Outrageous   Treatment  of    Men    Building  a 

Railroad. 

New  York,  June  7.— The  Herald  says 

that  the  eight  men  who  were  said  to  have 

biren  injured  by  a  dynamite  explosion  on 

the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &   Western 

railroad  at  Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  were  really 
suffering  from  neglect  and  exposure. 

One  of  the  men,  Michael  Fitzgibbon, 
died  shortly  after  reaching  Hoboken  uii 
Monday.  Two  others,  John  Redding,  of 
Yonkers,  and  Henry  Strausen,  of  New 
York,  were  sent  to  St.  Mary's  hospital. 
Tlie  latter  are  George  Thompson.  James 
Fitrsimmons,  Joseph  McGrady  and  James 
P.  Gartland,  of  this  city,  and  Michael 
Cochran,  of  Utica. 

Gartland  was  interviewed  yesterday. 
He  is  weak  but  no  organic  disease  has 
developed.  He  said  he  had  heard  of  no 
explosion.  There  are  alxsut  1000  men. 
be  says,  at  work  building  the  track  for 
the  New  York,  Susquehanna  &  Western 
railway.  They  are  compelled  to  stand  in 
water  while  working.  Gartland  coo- 
tinued:  'The  food  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractors was  i)retty  good  at  hrst,  but 
before  long  was  not  tit  for  a  well  man, 
not  to  say  a  sick  one.  Sickness  broke 
out,  chiefly  malarious.  If  the  men  did 
not  work  they  got  little  to  eat.  The 
sleeping  quarters  were  awful.  The 
blankets  were  so  old  and  filthy,  some  of 
the  men  could  not  bear  to  cover  them- 
selves with  iheui.  A  doctor  came  to  see 
us  several  times  a  week.  The  medicine 
he  gave  us  did  us  no  good  in  such  sur- 
roundings, an<l  when  we  were  ofJcred 
food  we  could  not  eat." 

The  other  sufferers  corroborated 
Gartland's  story.  Redding  and  Strau- 
sen are  said  to  be  in  a  precarious  condi- 
tion.   Their  brains  arc  affected. 


THE  BRAZILIAN   REVOLT. 

Government  Troops  Uurriod  to  Rio  Grand  do 
Sul. 

New  York,  June  7.— The  Herald's 
Valparaiso  special  says:  News  has  been 
received  of  the  arrival  in  Rio  Grande  do 
.Sul  city  of  reinforcements  for  the  gov- 
ernment troops.  These  troops  were 
hurried  forward  when  word  was  received 
by  the  government  that  the  revolution- 
ists were  preparing  to  resume  fighting. 

In  Porto  Alegre  the  meeting  place  of 
the  revolutionary  sympathizers  has  been 
torn  down.  Several  persons  were  in- 
jured. The  Herald's  correspondent  in 
Montevideo  telegraphs  that  the  Crug- 
uayan  government  has  ordered  the  fron- 
tier troops  to  repel  at  any  cost  further  in- 
vasion by  Brazilian  troops. 


SOMETHING  WILL  DROP. 


The  Enemies  of  the    Whtsky   Trust  Are    Jubi- 
lant. 

Cincinnati,  June  7.— The  enemies  ol 
the  whisky  trust  are  jubilant  over  the 
announcement  that  W.  Johnson  &  Co., 
the  Sycamore  street  distributors,  have 
decided  to  withdraw  Jrom  the  organiza- 
tion and  tt)  wage  bitter  war  against  it. 

.Mr.  Johnson  did  not  denv  the  truth  of 
the  report  when  (|Ucstioncd  by  a  re- 
porter yesterday,  although  he  is  osten- 
sibly keeping  silent.  It  is  known  that 
he  is  leaking  information  against  the 
trust  at  a  lively  rate.  Mr.  Johnson  said: 
•'You  will  hear  something  drop  within 
twenty-four  hours." 


Arranging  a  Scale. 

PlTTSRiRC,  June  7.— The  eighteenth 
annual  session  of  the  Amalgamated  as- 
sociation was  inaugurated  here  yesterdav. 
Two  hundred  delegates  representing  the 
iron  and  steel  centers  of  the  United 
States  are  in  attendance.  The  work  of 
arranging  a  scale  of  wages  for  the  com- 
ing year  will  be  taken  up. 


The  Markham  Bribery  Case  May  be   Fried   in 
Ouluth. 

MiNNEAi'OMs,  June  7.— The  case  of 
the  state  against  J.  M.  Markham,  in- 
dicted for  an  attempt  at  bribery,  was  to 
have  been  called  for  trial  next  Monday, 
but  now  the  case  may  posMbly  be  con- 
tinued on  account  of  new  developments. 

Yesterday  alternoou  Attorney  A.  Y. 
Merrill  appeared  before  Judge  Hooker 
with  affidavits  frcm  Minneapolis lumfjer- 
incn,  in  which  th«,'y  state  that  iu  their 
opinion  prejudice  will  lavor  the  prose- 
cution if  the  trial  is  held  in  this  county. 
Upon  the  strcngtli  of  the  affidavits  Judge 
Hooker  signed  tfie  order  to  show  cause 
why  a  change  of  venue  should  not  be 
granted  to  some  other  county. 

The  papers  so  signed  were  served 
upon  the  county  attorney  at  the  door  of 
If.e  grand  jury  roDin,  and  the  motion  will 
be  argued  at  the  special  term  next  Sa- 
turday. *This  will  jirobably  continue  the 
case,  as  a  stay  will  be  taken  if  the  mo- 
tion is  not  granted.  Should  it  be  granted 
if  e  defendant  wil  not  have  his  choice 
of  the  county  in  \diich  it  is  to  be  tried, 
that  being  lixcd  by  the  court.

THE  NICARAGUANS'  IDEA. 


Some  of  Them  Want  a  United  States   Protec- 
ts rate. 

Kkw  York,  June  7. — The  World's  spe- 
cial cible  from  Managua  says:  More 
t1\an  500  prisoneis,  inqluding  four  Amer- 
ican citirccna  and  a  number  of  foreigners, 
have  been  rele  i?cd.  There  is  a  g.-eat 
deal  of  discontent  here. 

A  number  of  prominent  persons  met 
at  Casa  and  discussed  the  question  of 
asking  President  Cleveland  for  a  United 
Svates  protectorate.  It  was  decided  to 
h.ive  the  matter  brought  before  congress. 

There  is  a  large  party  here  backed  up 
by  San  Salvador  which  opposed  a  pro- 
tectorate, claiming  that  a  union  of  the 
Central  American  republics  would  be 
better  for  the  iniercsts  of  the  people, 
provided  there  c<iuld  be  a  genuine  popu- 
iar  election  of  president.

Louis  &  Southwestern  railroad  fell 
through  Duncan  creek  bridge,  ten  miles 

cast  of  here  yesterday.  Six  cars,  includ- 
ing the  coach,  were  derailed.  No  one 
was  killed  but  ieveral  are  hurt.  The 
wounded  were  brought  here  for  medical 
aid.

Thomas  Melvin,  of  Brownsboro,  hand 
broken  and  cut  orcr  left  eye;  W.  J.  La£- 
siter,  of  Ru:k.  cu:  on  head  and  bruised 
on  body;  J.  D.  Odom,  bruised  on  head, 
legs  and  shoulders  ar.d  arms;  B.  Fain, 
brakeman,  head  and  face  badly  cut; 
Warren,  section  lorcman,  struck  by  fly- 
ing timber,  badly  hurt  by  a  piece  ot  tim- 
ber being  thrust  in  the  thigh. 

CHARGED  WITH  ARSON. 


Bentonville,  Ark.,  June  7.— Farmer 
Stone,  who  was  wounded  in  the  engage- 
ment with  the  bank  robbers  here  Mon- 
day, is  still  alive  but  no  hopes  are  enter- 
tained of  his  recovery.  After  three  en- 
gagements with  the  robbers,  in  which  the 
sheriff's  posse  was  worsted,  the  pursuing 
party  returned  home.  The  pursuing 
party  lost  five  horses  killed  in  the  second 
fight  and  had  six  others  wounded. 

Mayor    Patton    and    a  farmer  named 

Grimcsly,    who    are    members    of    the 

posse,  continued  the  pursuit  and  caioe 

^  upon  the  dead  body  of  one  of  the  bandits 
just  across  the  line  in  the  nation.  He 
was  about  30  years  of  age  and  was 
stripped  of  all  marks  of  identity.  The 
bandits  are  thought  to  be  the  remnant  of 
the  old  Starr  gang. 

United  States  Marshal  Copeland,  with 
a  strong  posse  of  deputies,  intercepted 
the  robbers  after  they  got  into  the  nation 
and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  extermin- 
ate the  entire  gang.  They  were  corraied 
in  a  clu-np  ot  bushes  at  nightfall  last 
night  and  there  is  no  escape  for  them. 

The  People's  bank,  though  crippled, 
is  as  sound  as  a  dollar  and  will  make  ali 
accounts  good.  The  stockholders  have 
offered  $t 000  reward  for  the  capture  of 
the  robbers,  together  ^\\h  50  per  cent  of 
the  money  recovered.  The  robbers  se- 
cured $12,000.  The  bank  was  robbed  on 
Monday  afternoon  by  the  desperadoes, 
who  were  six  in  number.  They  came 
into  town  with  four  fine  horses  and  a 
white-topped  buggy,  which  were  left  in 
the  road  under  the  charge  of  one  man, 
while  the  other  live  went  single  file  to 
ihe  bank,  where  they  entered  and  covered 
the  bank  officials.  President  A.  W.  Dins- 
more,  Vice  President  J.  R.  Hall,  Cashier 
J.  C.  McAndrew,  Assistajit  Cashier  G.  P. 
Jackson,  with  Winchesters.  One  of  the 
men  made  Cashier  McAndrew  dump  the 
contents  of  the  safe  into  sacks  brought 
;"or  the  purpose,  putting  gold  and  cur- 
rency into  one  and  silver  into  the  othor. 
After  securing  the  money  they  made  the 
officials  march  in  front  or  them  to  their 
horses.

Houston  and  Louis  Powell,  members  of 
the  fire  department,  with  setting  the 
buildings  on  fire. 

Houston  confessed  to  the  charge  and 
Bowen  and  Powell  deny  it.  'ITie  only 
motive  .idvanced  is  the  desire  to  procure 
additional  fire  apparatus  and  a  larger 
force. 

.To  Butcher  ih«  Bill. 
London,  June  7.— In  the  house  of  com- 
mons yesterday  Mr,  Bntcher,  conserva- 
tive member  for\'ork,  moved  to  amend 
the  Irish  home  rule  bill  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prevent  the  Irish  legislature  from 
enactmg  laws  in  reference  to  the  crimes 
of  conspiracy,  combination,  unlawful  as- 
sembly, rioting  and  crimes  against  the 
person.  Irish  Chief  Secretary  Morley

Bright  Sunshine  Brought  Out  Crowds  to  the 
Fair. 
World's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
June  6. — The  bright  sunshine  of  the 
inorniug  brought  out  the  sight-seors 
early.    The  railroads  brought  in    great 

crowds  and  the  lake  routes  were  well 
patronized.  The  big  crowds  were  soon 
disposed  of,  however,  and  there  was  room 
for  many  more. 

A  novel  excursion  was  given  by  the 
eleyated  railroad  this  morning.  At  g 
o'clock  the  officers  of  the  road,  which 
encircles  the  grounds  on  the  inside,  had 
a  train  of  four  cars  brought  to  the  Mid- 
way plaisance  gates,  and  in  response  to 
invitations  issued  yesterday,  the  popula- 
tion of  that  cosmopolitan  quarter  em- 
barked for  a  ride  about  the  grounds.

PAN1QKY  FEELING  IS  OVER. 


German  Papers  Exasperated  by  the  Remarks 

of  Count  Kalneky. 

Berlin,  June  7.— The  speech  of  Count 

Kalnoky,  the  Austro-Hungarian  minister 

of  foreign  affairs    and    of  the  imperial 

house  for  the    whole    monarchy,    to  the 

Hungarian  delegation  on  .Saturday  last, 
in  which  Count  Kalnoky  took  an  optim- 
istic view  of  the  prospects  of  peace  and 
placed  emphasis  on  the  improvement  of 
tlie  relations  between  Austria  and  Rus- 
sia, has  caused  much  irritatittn  and  even 
exasperation  in  many  quarters  of  Ger- 
many. 

The  National  Zeitung  does  not  conceal 
its  annoyance  at  the  character  of  Count 
Kalnoky's  utterances  and  hints  that  the 
miliiarv  question  would  be  much  sinii)ii- 
iied  if  Germany  could  take  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  premier  at  his  word  and  leave 
him  to  complete  the  relations  with  Rus- 
sia of  which  he  speaks,  thereby  enabling 
Germauy  to  discard  the  contingency  01 
having  to  carry  on  a  war  on  two  fronts. 

The  Kruez  Zeitung  regards  what  it 
calls  Count  Kalnoky's  attempt  to  throw 
dust  in  the  eyes  of  Europe  as  a  sign  of 
Austria's  incurable  weakness  aad 
Laments  the  reluctance  of  Austria  to 
sh.ire  the  military  burden  of  the  triple 
alliance.  The  paper  asks  the  question 
whether  Germany  may  not  be  required 
to  seek  aid  in  other  directions. 

The  influential  political  organ  N'eueste 
Nachrichten  of  Munich,  in  commenting 
on  Count  Kalnoky's  statements,  ex- 
presses a  presumption  that  Austria  is 
about  to  change  over  to  a  Russian  policy 
unless  indeed  Austria  has  already  taken 
that  step,  and  the  Anstrian  gov- 
ernment finds  that  the  triple  alliance 
burdensome  and  is  making  itself  secure 
with  Russia  .igainst  the  expiration  of  the 
triple  alliance.  With  this  presumed 
state  of  affairs  as  a  text,  the  paper  im- 
plies the  necessity  of  Germany  being 
prepared  to  depend  upon  herself  for  de- 
fense against  her  enemies. 

The  opponents  ot  the  military  bill,  on 
the  ether  hand,  jubilantly  seize  the  ob- 
vious inference  trom  the  optimistic  utter- 
ances of  the  Austro-Hungarian  premier. 
The  Hamburger  Nachrichten  perceives 
in  these  utterances  an  indirect  prtvof  of 
the  soundness  of  Prince  Bismaj-ck's  often 
expressed  fear  tliat  Austria  and  Russia 
would  form  an  alliance  over  Germany's 
head.  The  Hamburger  says  that  Ger- 
many no  longer  leads  the  triple  al- 
liance, but  that  Austria  is  the  leader.

CROWDS  THINNING  OUT. 


Runs  at    Chicago    Savinge    Banks    Not    So 
Heavy. 

CHic.VGCf,  June  7. — The  runs  inaugur- 
ated on  the  various  saving  deposit  in- 
stitutions are  not  nearly  so  heavy  today, 
the  crowds  being  less  than  half  as  large 
as  yesterday.  At  the  Hibernian  the  line 
of  depositors  was  confronted  lor  the  first 
time  this  morning  by  notice  to  the  effect 
that  a  thirty  days  notice  would  be  re- 
quired on  deposits  of  $ioo  or  less  and 
sixty  days  on  amounts  above  that 
figure. 

Phil  Armour,  the  multi-millionaire, 
walked  up  and  down  the  line  of  deposit- 
ers  in  front  of  the  IHinois  Trust 
and  Savings  bank  for  an  hour 
today  and  assured  the  people 
that  he  personally  knew  the  bank  to  be 
solvent  and  able  and  willing  to  pay 
everybody  on  demand.  At  the  same 
time  he  told  them  that  a  run  was  injur- 
ious to  everybody,  especially  to  the  de- 
positors with  money  in  a  solid  bank,  and 
advised  them  to  drop  out  of  the  line  and 
return  to  their  homes. 

He  even  went  so  far  as  to  assure  those 
who  were  in  need  that  if  they  would  step 
into  his  office  across  the  street  he  would 
cash  their  books  without  discount. 
There  was  no  one,  however,  who  took 
advantage  of  this  generous  offer,  and  no 
one  seemed  willing  to  drop  out  of  the 
line.

The  Savings  Bank  at  Spokane  Was  to  Resume 
Today. 

MiNNBAi'OM.s,  June  7. — A  Spokane, 
Wash.,  special  to  the  Journal  says:  Yes- 
terday's run  on  the  banks  took  $150,000 
out  of  the  Traders  bank.

cure cash  enough  temporarily  to  stand  a 
run.

upon  charges  of  embezzlement  preferred 
by  Charles  Ballejo,  a  fancy  grocery  deal- 
er of  that  city.  The  amount  of  the  em- 
bczi.lement  is  not  stated. 


The  Parade  is  ihe  Grandest  Ever  Seen  In  This 
Section. 

St.  Paul,  June  7. — The  city  is  filled 
with  people  from  all  parts  of  the  North- 
west today  who  have  come  in  to  p.arlici- 
pate  in  the  Hill  celebration.  Every 
town  of  importance  between  St.  Paul 
and  the  Pacific  coast  is  represented  by 
at  least  one  or  two  delegates  and  many 
of  them  have  large  delegations. 

The  day  has  been  ail  tdat  could  have 
been  asked  aad  the  parade  this  afterno*)n 
was  magnificent.  It  extended  over  a 
distaiice  .of  more  than  three  miles 
and  w.is  witnessed  by  not 
less  than  300,000  people.

New  Vokk,  June  7.— Edwin  Booth  is 
dead.  The  distinguished  actor  passed 
away  at  his  apartments  io  the  Players' 
club  at  1:15  o'clock  this  morning.  At 
his  bedside  at  the  time  were  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Grossman,  his  son-in-law  and  daujjh- 
ter,  his  physician,  Dr.  St.  Clair  Smith, 
Superintendent  McGonagle,  William 
Hishani,  an  intimate  friend,  and  Charles 
Farrell.  The  death  of  the  renowned 
actor,  which  had  been  expected  at  any 
time  during  the  past  twu  days,  was  very 
peaceful,  being  scarcely  noticed  by  the 
watchers  at  his  bedside. 

Mr.  Bouih'i  tirst  serious  illness  came 
on  April  3,  I  S8y.  when  he  was  stricken 
with  incipient  paralysis  while  playing  in 
Othello  in  the  Lyceum  theater  in  Roch- 
ester. Booth  gave  his  last  performance 
at  the  Acadcrnv  of  Music  in  Brooklyn  on 
April  3,  i8c)i,  just  twa  years  after  the 
Rochester  attack.  His  last  appearance 
in  public  was  when  he  attended  Salvini's 
performance  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
house  on  April  3. 

A  Great  Original. 

If  all  that  has  been  written  regarding 
Edwin  Booth  were  published  it  would 
make  a  library  of  Itself,  and  would  in- 
clude a  mass  of  opinions,  some  erudite, 
some  shallow,  some  sincere  and  some 
captious,  but  together  showing  as  much 
variance  of  opinion  as  probably  any  col- 
lection of  printed  words  in  the  English 
language,  for  Edwin  Booth  was  not 
alone  in  the  public  mind  a  great  actor, 
he  was  also  a  singular  one  in-  many  re- 
spects. Performing  always  and  without 
change  or  novelty  the  same  old  parts,  he 
was  not  an  actor  of  the  old  stage.  With- 
out perceptible  change  in  his  imperson- 
ations of  such  characters  as  lago,  Ham- 
let or  Richelieu,  during  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  his  methods  se-Tvci  to  have  an 
unwithering  freshrc.s,  perennial  and 
pleasant,  which  prevented  them  from 
ever  getting  old.  Thus  it  is,  that  after 
an  actor  of  strong  individuality 
like  Henry  Irving  has  oeen  seen 
frequently  in  a  character  with 
which  the  public  grows  familiar,  his 
mannerisms  and  peculiarities  become 
well  known;  they  grow  more  manifest 
each  year,  his  ability  to  divest  himself  of 
them  seems  to  grow  gradually  less,  un- 
til tinallv  imitators  appear  and  mimics 
get  a  fair  field.  But  it  was  not  so  with 
Edwin  Booth.  His  Hamlet  remained 
essentially  the  same  performance  as  it 
was  in  1865,  though  years  freighted  with 
events,  triumphs  and  disappointments 
had  passed  over  the  head  of  the  actor, 
and  changes  which  occurred  in  that  time 
of  public  taste  and  stage  methods  and 
mounting  were  little  short  of  revolation- 
ary  and  kaleidoscopic. 

Could  Not  Be  Imitated. 

No  mimic,  however  audacious,  ever 
had  the  effrontery  to  successfully  imi- 
tate Edwin  Booth.  It  would  have  been 
a  proceeding,  as  all  experience  shows, 
doomed  from  the  beginning  to  failure, 
for  such  was  the  art  of  this  distinguished

Maryland,  sixty  years  ago,  on 
1S3J,  andhis  histrionic  rec(nd 
began  ir  the  classroom.  John  .Sleeper 
Clarke  was  his  classmate,  and  tliese  two, 
instead  of  mounting  the  stage  on  recita- 
tion days  and  delivering  "Mary's  Little 
Lamb,"  would,  with  wonderful  accuracy, 
give  the  quarrel  scene  from  "Julius 
C;osar"  or  other  scenes  from  Shakes- 
(leare.  During  their  school  days  Mr. 
Booth  and  Mr.  Clarke,  so  the  story  goes, 
inaugurated  an  entertainment  in  which 
Booth  recited  from  "Richard  III,"  "Mac- 
beth," "Hamlet"  and  "Julius  Cit-sar."  Be- 
tween the  recitations  both  young  men 
blacked  up  and  sang  uegro.melodics.and 
from  this  little  incident  arose  that  erron- 
eiius  story  about  Mr.  Booth  once  singing 
as  an  end  man  in  a  minstrel  show.  When 
not  at  school  he  traveled  with  his  father, 
Junius  Brutus  Booth.  He  was  reticent 
and  singular,  profound  and  sensitive, 
and  the  eccentric  genius  of  the  father 
found  in  the  son  an  object  of  peculiar 
sympathy.  They  were  deeply  attached 
to  each  other  from  tne  tirst,  and  while 
Edwin  was  yet  very  young  his  father 
made  a  caviipanionof  him  in  professional 
journeys.  It  was  in  the  course  of  one  of 
theie  tours  that  Edwin  made  his  tirst  reg- 
ular appearance  u^on  the  stage  at  the 
Boston  museum,  Sept.  lo,  1849.  The 
play  was  Gibber's  version  of  Shakes- 
peare's "Richard  III."  and  the  youth 
came  forward  in  the  little  part  of  Tres- 
sil.  At  lirst  the  elder  Booth  opposed  his 
son's  choice  of  the  stage,  but  ultimately 
relinquished  his  opposition.  The  boy 
persevered,  and  presently,  still  acting  in 
his  father's  train,  he  appeared  at  Provi- 
dence, at  Philadelphia  and  at  other 
places  as  Cassio  in  "Othello"  and  as 
VVilford  in  "The  Iron  Chest."  His  im- 
personation of  the  latter  character  was 
particularly  striking.  He  continued  to 
act  with  his  father  for  niore  than  twc 
years  after  his  advent*  at  the  Boston 
museum.  ; 

His  tirst  appearance  on  the  New  York 
stage  was  on  September  2j,  1850,  at  the 
National  theater,  Chatham  street,  as 
Wilford.  At  the  same  theater  in  1851, 
his  father  being  ill,  he  suddenly  and 
promptly  took  the  place  of  the  elder 
tragedian  and  for  the  first  time  in  his 
'ife  enacted  the  part  of  Richard  III. 
This  effort,  remarkably  successfal  for  a 
comparative  novice,  was  hailed  as  the 
indication  of  great  talent  and  as  the 
augury  of  a  brilliant  future.  In  the  sum- 
mer of  1S52  he  accompanied  his  father 
to  San  Francisco,  where  his  elder 
brother,  Junius  Brutus  Booth,  Jr.,  had  al- 
ready established  himself  as  an  actor 
.ind  a  theatrical  manager  and  where  the 
tliree  now  acted  in  company.  They 
visited  other  cities  and  the  elder  Bootti 
remained  in  California  for  about  three 
months. 

In  the  Character  of  Hamlet. 

One  night  in  Sacramento,  seeing  Ed- 
win dressed  for  Jaffier  in  "X'enice  Pre- 
served," the  elder  Booth  said  to  him: 
"Vou  look  like  Hamlet;  why  don't  you 
play  it?" 

The  suggestion  was  acted  upon,  and 
uith  what  result  the  theater-going  world 
of  three  continents  well  knows.  Just  as 
the  name  of  Junius  Brutus  Booth  is  in- 
separably associated  with  Richard  III., 
so  the  name  of  Edwin  Booth  is  identihed 
with  the  melancholy  pringe. 

In  1852  the  father  and  son  parted  for 
the  last  time.  The  California  period  of 
Edwin  Booth's  professional  career  lasted 
until  the  autumn  of  1856  and  included  a 
trip  to  Australia.  The  young  actor  at 
first  played  parts  of  all  kinds,  and  he 
had  a  severe  experience  of  poverty  ar.d 
hardship.  But  his  genius  at  length 
triumphed  over  every  obstacle. 
One  of  his  earliest  and  best  suc- 
cesses was  obtained  as  Sir  P^dward  Mor- 
timer in  "The  Iron  Chest."  For  a  time 
he  traveled  in  California,  conveying  his 
wardrobe  for  this  piece  in  a  trunk  fash- 
ioned and  painted  to  resemble  a  chest 
made  of  iron.  His  trip  to  Australia,  in 
1854,  was  made  with  a  dramatic  com- 
pany that  included  the  popular  actress. 
Miss  Laura  Keene,  as  leading  woman. 
Previous  to  this  he  had,  in  his  brother's 
theater  at  San  Francisco,  acted  Richard 
III.,  Shvlock,  Macbeth  and  Hamlet,  had

rests.

acquired  abundant  local  reputation.  At 
this  time  his  acting  began  to  receive 
thoughtful  attention  from  learned  and 
critical  authorities. 

Borrowed  the  King's  Chair. 
He  stopped  at  the  Sandwich  Islands 
on  his  return  voyage  from  Australia  to 
San  Francisco,  and  in  Honolulu  played 
Hamlet  before  the  king^,  the  king  sitting 
in  a  chair  of  state  in  the  wings.  In  the 
last  act  the  mock  king  of  Denmark  was 
compelled  to  borrow  the  chair  from  the 
real  king  to  complete  the  scene. 

Arriving  in  San  Francisco  he  reap- 
peared at  the  Metropolitan  theater,  then 
managed  by  the  former  wife  of  Edwin 
Forrest,  who  had  obtained  .1  divorce  from 
her  husband  and  resumed  her  maiden 
name,  Catherine  Sinclair.  Here,  for  the 
first  time  in  America,  was  played  the 
part  of  Raphael  in  "The  .Marble  Heart." 
In  1856  he  took  leave  of  California, being 
cheered  on  his  way  by  several  farewell 
testimonial  benetits,  organized  and  con- 
ducted by  one  of  his  earliest  and  best 
friends,  M.  P.  Butler,  of  Sacramento,  and 
his  steps  were  now  turned  toward  the 
cities  of  the  East.  He  first  appeared 
at  the  Front  Street  theater,  Baltimore 
and  then  made  a  rapid  tour  of  all  the 
{  large  cities  of  the  .South,  being  every- 
I  where  well  received.  In  April,  1857,  he 
j  appeared  at  the  Boston  theater  as  Sir 
I  Giles  Ovei reach  in  "A  New  Way  to  Pay 
I  Old  Debts,"  and  his  great  success  oa 
this  occasion,  always  regarded  by  him  as 
the  turning  point  in  his  career,  deter- 
mined him  to  persist  in  the  resolute  en- 
deavor to  win  the  tirst  place  as  a  tr.igic 
actor.  His  subsecjuent  career  was 
marked  \)y  many  vicissitudes  of  per- 
sonal experience  and  by  fluctuations  of 
fortune,  but  it  was  one  of  lofty  endeavor 
and  of  continuous  advancement.  On 
May  14,  18=57,  be  came  forward  in  New 
York  at  Burton's  Metropolitan  theater  as 
Richard  HI.,  and  in  the  follov/ing  Au- 
gust he  was  again  seen  there  in  a  round 
of  great  characters,  in  all  of  which  he 
displayed  his  brilliant  ability. 
His  First  Marriage. 
On  July  7,  i860,  he  married  Miss  Mary 
Devlin,  ot  Troy,  N.  Y.,  an  actress,  whom 
he  had  met  three  years  before  at  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  with  whom  he  shortly  after- 
ward made  a  visit  to  JCngiand.  Their 
only  child,  a  daughter,  Edwina,  was  L'orn 
in  l-ulham,  Dec,  9,  1861.  Artcr  their  re- 
turn to  America  Mrs.  Booth,  sinking  un- 
der a  sudden  illness,  died  at  Dorchester, 
Mass. 

Wtiile  in  England  Booth  appeared  at 
the  London  Haymarkct  tlieater,  under 
the  management  of  j.  U.  Buckstone,  en- 
acting Shvlock,  Sir  Ciilcs  and  Richelieu. 
The  latter  part,  with  whico,  almost  as 
much  as  with  Hamltt,  his  name  is  identi- 
fied, he  had  tirst  assumed  at  Sacramento 
^n  July,  1856.  His  tirst  performance  of 
it  was  much  admired  in  London  and  also 
at  Liverpool  and  Manchester,  where  he 
afterward  acte<l.  On  returning  to 
y\merica  Booth  became  manager  of  the 
Winter    Garden     theater,    New    York, 


which  had  been  Burtoti's  Metro- 
politan, but  which  Dion  Boucicault  had 
cased,  refitted  and  named.  Here  Booth 
ajjoeared  on  Dec.  29,  1862,  and  with  this 
house  he  was  associated  until  March  23, 
1S67,  when  it  was  destroyed  by  tire.  A 
detailed  record  of  his  brilliant  successes 
at  this  theater  would  make  a  volume. 
Here  he  effected  magnificent  produc- 
tions of  "Hamlet."  "Othello,"  "The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice."  "Richelieu"  and  other 
plays,  and  here  he  accomplished  the  re- 
markable achievement  of  running  "Ham- 
kt"  for  too  consecutive  nights,  an  exploit 
that  was  commemorated  by  the  public 
presentation  to  him  of  a  gold  medal  suit 
ably  inscribed,  and  offered  in  behalf  of 
leading  citizens  of  New  York.  In  recent 
days  such  an  artistic  feat  would  not  be 
so  difficult  of  accomplishment;  at  that 
time  It  was  an  extraordinary  exploit. 
.  Booth's  brother-in-law,  the  .cele- 
brated comedian,  John  S.  Clarke, 
was  his  partner  in  the  management  of 
the  Winter  Garden  theater,  and  they  as- 
sociated with  themselves  an  old  journal- 
ist and  theatrical  agent,  William  Stuart 
(real  name  Edmund  O'F.'aberty),  for- 
merly of  Galway,  Ireland,  but  then  an 
exile.  Clark  and  L'ojlh  were  also  asso- 
ciated in  the  management  of  the  Wal- 
nut street  theater,  Philadelphia,  from  the 
summer  of  1863  till  March,  1870,  when 
the  interest  of  the  latter  was  purchased 
by  the  former.  The  loo-night  run  of 
"Hamlet"  extended  from  Nov.  21,  1864, 
till  March  24,  1865.  On  April  23,  1864, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  fund  for  erecting  a 
Shakespeare  monument  in  Central  Park, 
Booth  produced  "Romeo  and  Juliet"  and 
enacted  Romeo. 

Booth's  Heaviest  Blow. 

The  tragedy  of  April.  1S65,  compelled 
him  to  leave  the  stage,  aad  it  was  then 
his  wish  and  purpose  never  to  return  to 
it;  but  business  obligations  constrained 
him,  and  he  plaved  at  the  Winttr  Gar- 
den on  Jan.  3,  1866,  as  Hamlet,  and  was 
received  with  acclamations  by  a  great 
audience.  "Richelieu"  was  revived 
that  year  with  much  splendor  of  scenic 
attire.  An  equally  fine  revival  was  made 
ill  January,  1867,  of  "The  Merchant  of 
\'enice."  In  March  the  theater  was 
burned  down.  A  little  more  than  a  year 
later  the  corner  stone  was  laid  of  Booth's 
theater,  at  the  southeast  corner  ot  Twen- 
tv-third  street  and  Sixth  avenue,  and  on 
Feb.  3,  1869,  Booth  opened  the  new 
house  with  "Romeo  and  Juliet,"  Romeo 
being  played  by  himself  nnd  Juliet  by 
Miss  Mary  McVicker.  Booth  married 
Miss  McYicker  on  June  7,  1869,  and  she 
died  in  New  York  in  1881,  leaving  no 
children.  Booth's  theater  had  a  career 
of  thirteen  years,  and  its  stage  was 
adorned  with  some  of  the  grandest 
pageants  and  graced  by  the  presence  of 
some  of  the  most  renowned  actors  that 
have  been  seen  in  this  century.  Its  story, 
however,  ended  in  May,  1882,  when  it 
was  finally  closed,  its  career  ending  with 
a  performance  of  Juliet  by  Mme.  Mod- 
jeska.  After  this  it  was  torn  down  and  a 
block  of  stores  has  been  built  on  its  site. 
Mr.  Booth  managed  the  theater  which 
bore  his  name  until  the  spring  of  1874, 
when  it  passed  out  of  his  possession. 
During  his  reign  therein  as  manager  he 
accomplished  sumptuous  and  noble  re- 
vivals of  "Romeo  and  Juliet,"  "Othello," 
"Hamlet,"  "Richelieu,"  "The  Winter's 
Tale,"  "Julius  Cesar,"  "Macbeth," 
"Much  Ado  About  Nothing,"  "The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice,"  "Brutus"  and  other 
plays,  and  he  presented  on  bis  stage  a 
series  of  miscellaneous  attractions  of  an 
equally  high  order. 

Stock  Company  of  Stars. 

His  stock  company  at  one  time  in- 
cluded Lawrence  Barrett,  Edwin  L. 
Davenport,  J.  W.  Wallack,  Jr.,  Mark 
Smith,  Edwin  Adams,  A.  W.  Fenno,  D. 
C.  Anderson,  D.  W.  Waller,  Bella  Pate- 
man  and  others— one  of  the  ablest  dra- 
matic organizations  ever  formed  in 
America.  Among  the  stars  who  acted  at 
his  theater  were  Joseph  Jefferson,  Kate 
Bateman,  James  H.  Hackett,  Charlotte 
Cushman,  John  S.  Clarke,  John  E.  Owens 
and  James  H.  McVicker.  Booth's 
theater  was  almost  invariably  a  pros- 
perous house,  but  it  was  not  economi- 
cally managed,  and  for  this  reason,  and 
this  alone,  it  eventually  carried  its 
owner  into  bankruptcy.  He  then  began 
his  career  over  again,  and  in  course  of 
lime  paid  his  debts  and  mac|e  another 
fortune.  In  1876  he  made  a  tour  of  the 
South,  which  was  a  tiiuraphal  progress. 
Thousands  of  spectators  ffocked  to  see 
him  in  every  city  that  he  visited. 
In  San  Francisco,  where  he  acted 
for  eight  weeks,  he  drew  upward  ot  ?(;6,- 
coo,  a  total  of  receipts  till  then  unprece- 
dented on  the  dramatic  stage.  In  1880, 
and  again  in  1882,  he  visited  Great 
Britain,  and  he  acted  with  brilliant  suc- 
cess in  London  and  other  cities.  He  went 
to  Germany  in  the  autumn  of  1882  and 
was  there  received  with  extraordinary 
enthusiasm.  In  1883  he  returned  home 
.and  resumed  his  starring  tours  of 
America.  Booth  acted  many  parts  in 
his  day,  but  of  late  years  his  repertory 
was  limited  to  Hamlet,  Macbeth,  King 
Lear,  Othello,  lago,  Wolsey,  Richard 
III.,  Shylock,  Richard  II.,  Benedick, 
Petiucbio,  Richelieu,  Payne's  Brutus, 
B;;rtuccio  in  "The  Fool's  Revenge,"  Ruy 
Bias  and  Don  C:eiar  de  Bazan.  He  puW» 
lished.an  edition  of  these  plays  in  fifteen 
volumes,  the  text  cut  and  adapted  by 
himself  fcr  stage  use,  with  introductions 
and  notes  by  William  Winter. 
Tho  Actor's  Personality. 

Mr.  Booth  was  a  quiet  and  reserved 
man,  retiring  and  unostentatious.  His 
benefactions  were  known  tojiut  few,  but 
wlien  discovered  were  seen  to  be  lavish 
in  their  princeliness.  Thus  his  gift  of  a 
houbc,  palalially  furnished,  with  rich  li- 
brary furnishings  and  accoutrements,  to 
the  Players'  club,  is  recalled  as  one  evi- 
dence of  his  liberality  and  but  one!  An 
earnest,  secretive  and  studious  man,  a 
superb  elocutionist  and  a  profound 
scholar,  he  brought  new  laurels  to  the 
historic  name  of  Booth.  Little  known  to 
his  associates  by  reason  of  his  reserved 
manner,  he  was  well  known  to  the  public, 
fcind  he  was  acknowledged  evcrxwliercto 
be  the  representative  tragedian  of  Amer- 
ica.

it  Did  Not  Last  Long,  the  Men's  .Demands

A  small  sized  laborers  strike  occurred

The  men  were  getting  I7><  cents  an 
hour,  or  Sl.75  per  day.  This  did  not  suit 
a  number  of  men,  who  were  standing  on 
the  side,  demanding  30  cents  an  hour, 
who  tried  to  induce  the  men  to  (juit 
work.  Some  were  persuaded  to  leave, 
but  those  who  continued  to  unload 
the  vessels  were  treated  to  intermittent 
volleys  of  pebble  stones  and  sticks  picked 
up  on  the  docks,  which  in  some  instances 
were  returned. 

Finally,  however.  Mr.  Cribbee  was 
found  and  when  told  the  circumstances 
agreed  to  pay  the  30  cent 
rate  demanded  by  the  men  and  all  re- 
tarned  to  work,  no  attempt  being  made 
to  bar  from  the  new  scale  those  who 
continued  at  the  17 1 2  cent  rate. 

Mr.  Cribbee  said  that  the  men  were  on 
the  dock  and  accepted  his  offer  and  he 
went  away  feeling  satisfied  that  the  work 
would  be  done.  He  had  intended  to 
bring  his  own  men  down  but  the  long- 
shoremen were  working  and  he  accepted 
them  at  their  own  price.

William  McKinley  Was  Again  Nominated  for 
Governor  This   Morning  by  the  Re- 
publican State  Convention. 


There  Was  no   Other  Candidate    Presented 

and  His  Nomination  Was  Then  Made 

by  Acclamation. 


The    Permanent   Chairman,    Hon.    H.   M. 

Daii!;hcrty,    Delivered   an  Address 

Productive  of  Enthusiasm. 


Ringing  Speech  by    Governor    McKinley    in 

Which    He  Scored  the  Democratic 

President  and  Party. 


CoLUMULS,  0.,  June  8.— When  the 
dck^fjates  to  the  Repubhcan  slate  con- 
vention got  out  of  doors  tliis  morning, 
they  found  every  business  block  on  High 
street  from  the  Union  depot  to  the  state 
house  grounds  and  far  beyond  gaily  de- 
corated with  bunting,  stars  and  stripes 
and  streamers  that  were  different  in 
color  and  design  to  any  they  had  ever 
seen.  Some  of  them  thought  that  this 
was  a  surprise  on  the  part  of  the  citizens 
by  way  of  arccognitionof theprospective 
renoiiiination  of  Governor  McKinley  by 
acclam.itioii,  but  ihcy  were  undeceived 
with  the  information  that  these  strange 
looking  fl;igs  were  the  rcyal  colors  of 
Spain  and  that  the  gorgeous  attire  of  the 
thoroughfares  was  intended  ;is  a  compli- 
ment to  the  duke  of  \eragua  and  his 
party. 

A  few  minutes  after  lo  o'clock,  Gen. 
(irosvciior  callcil  the  conventit)n  to  or- 
der and  Rev.  Dr.  N.  Holmes  implored 
the  divine  blessing  on  the  proceedings. 
A  hearty  greeting  was  accorded  to 
Hon.  H.  M.  Oaughtrty  when  he  was  in- 
troduced as  permanent  chairman,  and  in 
recognition  of  the  cordiality  he  limited 
his  speech  to  three  minutes.     He  saiii: 

"We  believe  in  the  sincerity  of  our 
leaders.  A  few  ot  them  may  not  be  here 
today,  but  I  notify  the  Democratic  party 
that  ihcy  must  face  them  in  the  tight  and 
they  will  be  with  us  at  the  finish  sharing 
in  our  victory.  When  we  young  men  of 
the  party  have  forgotten  the  prayers  our 
mothers  taught  us  and  the  advice  our 
fathers  gave  us,  then  and  not  until  then 
can  the  Dennocratic  parly  even  atteiupt 
lo  teach  us  that  the  doctrines  for  which 
Lincoln,  Grant,  Hayes,  Gartleld,  Blaine, 
Harrison,  the  Shermans,  For.iker  and 
.McKinley  fought  were  wrong  .ind  that 
the  pretensions  of  Mr.  Cleveland  ar» 
right. 

"The  Republican  party  stands  for 
honest  money  too  and  believes  that  any 
dollar  should  go  as  far  to  buy  bread  for 
the  poor  as  any  other  dollar  will  go  to 
bay  bonds  for  the  rich.  We  are  not  de- 
spondent and  do  not  believe  that  the 
devil  and  the  Democratic  party  can  de- 
stroy the  country  while  the  Republicai; 
party  lives  to  fight  them  both.  Our  good 
women  of  this  country  can  sell  enough 
chickens  and  eggs  alone  to  break  the 
I'ank  of  Ilngland,  and  in  addition  to  that 
pay  to 'the  country's  defenders  liberal 
and  deserving   pensions   ungrudgingly." 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  reso- 
lutions was  next  in  order.  It  was  read  by 
Congressman  G.  W.  Hulick.  I'.ach  plank 
was  loudly  api)laudcd. 


WJLLIAAI    M'XCWLK?. 

The  decks  were  now  cleared  for  nom- 
inations. Governor  McKinley's  name 
was  presentetl  by  Col.  Bob  Kevins,  of 
Dayton,  and  scconde*!  by  .Senator  J.  W. 
Nichols,  of  Belmont.  There  was  no 
other  nominations  and  the  governor  was 
declared  the  nominee  amid  a  scene  of 
wild  enthusiasm.  The  committee  was 
appointed  to  conduct  him  to  the  hall, 
and  a  few  moments  later  he  made  bis  ap- 
pearance. He  was  greeted  with  cheers 
prolonged  for  several  moments.  He 
commenced  his  address  by  accepting  tht; 
nomination  and  expressing  his  gratitude 
and  appreciation. 

"Republicanism,"  he  said,  "will  have  a 
severe  test  in  Ohio  this  year.  This  state 
is  the  coveted  field  of  the  opposition; 
they  will  center  here;  but  with  unity,har- 
mony  and  courage  our  patty  will  triumph 
over  all.  We  do  not  wait  for  the  enemy 
to  form  their  line  and  challenge  us  to 
contest.  We  challenge  them  early  upon 
every  issue  and  every  line  of  controversy, 
state  or  national,  which  divides  us.  We 
invite  them  before  tiie  bar  of  public 
JHdgement  for  discussion  upon  both  and 
shall  permit  them  to  run  away  from 
neither." 

The  governor  proceeded  to  review  the 
.idministration  ot  state  affairs  by  the  Re- 
publican party  at  extreme  length.  Then 
coming  down  to  national  issues,  he  con- 
tinued: "The  national  administration  has 
done  nothing  t]iU3  far  except  to  create  in 
the  minds  of  liusiness  men  a  deep  dis- 
trust. The  financial  sitiiation  which  for 
the  mcsf  part  has  prevailed  bince  March 
4  has  not  been  improved,  nor  has  the 
financial  stringency  been  relieved  by 
anything  the  national  adininistralion  has 
said  or  done.  It  has  announced  no  pol- 
icy, suggested  no  relief  and  given  no  sign 
of  ils  disposition  fir  ability  torestore con- 
fidence, stop  the    outflow  of  gold    to  for- 


eign countries  and  the  contraction  which 
has  taken  place  .'it  home. 

"The  $100,000000  gold  reserve  wh'ch 
Mr.  Cleveland  in  his  first  administration 
set  apart  as  a  sacred  fund  to  redeem  the 
greenbacks,  and  which  sum  he  dedi- 
cated I'j  that  puii)0se  and  no  other,  ha.s 
been  tlic  tirst,  uingularly  enough,  to  en- 
c  roa(  h  upon  it-tlie  lir.^t  to  drop  below 
the  $100,000,000  hue  which  he  himself 
had  established  li  the  only  line  of  safety. 
He  announced  in  1885  ihat  this  sum  of 
$100,000,000  was  a  trust  fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  greenbacks  of  the  gov- 
ernment. I'rior  to  that  time  it  had  beer, 
carried  on  the  debt  stateinent  as  any 
other  cash  balance  in  tiie  treasury,  avail- 
able for  the  [layiiient  of  any  obligation  of 
the  government. 

"Mr.  Cleveland  fixe<l  that  sum,  below 
which  the  gov/inment  should  not  go, 
antl  could  not  go  in  honor  and  good 
faith,  thus  creating  ill  the  minds  of  the 
people  that  this  was  the  danger  line,  and 
that  to  cross  it  me.int  financial  dishonor 
.-md  the  violalioii  of  plighted  faith.  So, 
when  he  was  compelled  to  cross  it  as 
he  has  been  sevi.ral  times  since  March 
4,  is  it  to  be  wonderetl  at  that  serious  ap- 
prehension and  insecurity  everywhere 
prevail?  Mr.  Cleveland's  course  has 
justified  the  alarm.  He  put  up  the 
danger  signal  and  the  country  took  note 
of  it  and  was  naturally  mistrustful  and 
disturbed. 

"The  Democratic  victfiry  of  1892  has 
not  be£;n  .d)le  to  bring  the  better  times 
promised.  It  hns  not  been  able  to  main- 
tain the  good  times  which  were  enjoyed 
everywhere  in  this  country  on  the  clay  of 
the  victory.  Business  failures  have  in- 
creased, banks  fiave  suspended,  money 
is  harder  to  borrow  and  borrowers  are 
compelled  to  pav'  higher  interest  for  their 
loans  than  for  many,  many  years.  Fev- 
erish uncertainty  prevails  in  every  finan- 
cial and  business  circle.  Labor  and 
capital  arc  in  ;ioubt  about  the  future. 
This  has  l:)een  our  condition  for  two 
months  and  no  change  for  the  better  ib 
at  this  moincnt  .'ipparent. 

"It  m.ay  be  saicl  that  the  new  adminis- 
tration is  not  responsible  for  the  condi- 
tion which  is  upon  us.  It  is  so  ;i?serted 
and  will  be  again  that  this  condition 
ought  not  to  be  chargeable  to  it.  1  con- 
cede vou  th.at  if  nothing  can  be  done  by 
the  administr.ition  or  congress  to  relieve 
the  situation,  then  the  administration 
should  rot  be  held  accountable.  But  is 
this  true?  If  today  the  president  should 
forin.ally  announce  that  there  would  be 
no  change  in  thii  adniinisteiial  legisla- 
t  on  of  [he  country,  and  that  the  financial 
situation  would  be  met  and  solved  upon 
that  standard  of  financial  honor  and  na- 
tional good  faith  which  has  guided  the 
Republican  party  since  its  installation  to 
power  in  1861,  confidence  would  at  once 
comeback.  Would  it  not?  Docs  any- 
body doubt  it?  Security  would  displace 
alarm.  Faith  ir.  the  future,  so  indispen- 
sable to  easy  noney  ami  good  times, 
would  be  restored.  Gold  would  stay  at 
home  and  money  would  go  from  its  hid- 
ing place  into  the  great  avenues  of  busi- 
ness where  it  belongs. 

"If  it  is  true,  the  administration  pro 
claims  that  our  financial  distress  is  occa- 
sioned by  the  silver  purchase  law  which 
reciuirCf  the  government  to  buy  [4cx),goo 
nunc.,&  \A  silver  every  month  and  issuo 
treasury  notes  therefor,  why  then  does 
not  the  administration  convene  congress 
and  repeal  that  law?  Mr.  Cleveland 
vainly  sought  its  repeal  before  his  in 
auguration.  but  we  have  heard  little  from 
him  in  that  direction  since.  With  the 
congress  Democratic  m  both  branches, 
elected  by  the  same  constituency  which 
elected  Mr.  CleNehand,  with  undisputec! 
authority  in  him  uaderthe  constitution  to 
convene  congress,  he  issues  no  call  and 
takes  no  steps  to  repeal  the  law  which  Ik; 
believes  is  tfie  <:ause  of  our  disturbed 
business  condition.  Believing  he  knows 
the  cause  of  the  trouble,  he  makes  no 
effort  to  remove  it;  and  in  this  is  his  re- 
sj)onsibility  and  from  it  he  cannot 
escape. 

"Three  months  have  gone  by-  the 
country  waiting,  suffering  and  congress 
is  unconvened  and  its  assembling  in  ex- 
traordinary session  is  now  as  doubtful  a;; 
it  was  three  months  ago.  What  he  is 
doing  we  do  not  know.  He  has  no  time: 
for  r)ffice  seekers— that  is.  certain.  Ht: 
ha.5  closcfl  the  doors  of  his  official  house- 
hold in  their  fa<:es;  that  is  suscei>tible  ox 
proof.  He  will  not  §ee  them.  If  he  i-.. 
giving  attention  to  the  business  condi- 
tion of  the  country — which  we  sincerely 
hope  he  is — he  is  to  be  commended. 
F.ut  he  should  n  )t  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  he  cannot  unaided  supply  the 
remedy  for  our  vexed  condition.  Con- 
gress must  be  consulted,  inconvenient  as 
that  may  be  to  tim." 

Gov.  McKinlty  then  launched  into  the 
tariff:  "A  general  revisior^  ujjon  a 
British  free  trade  basis  must  take  place, 
it  the  Democrats  do  what  they  promisee' 
in  1892  and  upon  which  promises  they 
claim  their  victory  was  won — every  ves- 
tige of  protection  from  the  laboring  man 
and  industries  o(  the  United  States  mus 
ba  withdrawn  and  a  free  trade  era  must 
be  inaugurated.  Do  we  want  this? 
Under  free  trade  one  of  Ohio's  great 
agricultural  products  —  wool  -  will  be 
stricken  down.  Tin  j)Iate  must  also  be 
made  free  and  t  le  new  and  magnificent 
enterprises  for  making  black  sheets  and 
tinning  them  nrust  be  crippled;  finan- 
cially the  millions  *)f  capital  imperiled 
;md  the  thousanrls  of  workingmen  driven 
from  employment  or  be  forced  to  work 
at  reduced  wages.  Sugar  will  have  to 
go  from  the  list  of  free  articles  to  the  list 
of  tariffed  articles  and  cheap  sugar  be- 
come dearer  to  the  m;isses. 

"I  submit  to  the  people,  I  ask  my 
countrymen,  are  they  encouraged  or 
satisfied  or  contented  with  what  has  bcei: 
already  done?  Has  the  new  adminis 
tration  brought  Uopc  or  courage?  Has 
it  quickened  biisiness  activity?  Has  it 
opened  new  avenues  of  industry?  Ha? 
it  increased  the  demand  for  labor?  Have 
the  rewards  of  labor  been  increased 
under  the  new  administration?  How 
many  Democrats  are  disappointed  and 
would  gladly  rei:all  if  they  could  their 
vcjtes,  after  the  short  experience  they 
have  had?  If  the  promised  refoniis  ol 
the  administration  have  alarmed  tin; 
country  what  wgll  their  fulfillment  do.-" 
If  expectation  has  destroyed  confidence, 
what  will  full  rc;ili7ation  do? 

"In  full  possession  and  enjoyment,  if 
the  best  of  the  victory  (which  is  the 
president,  for  it  is  a  common  thing  tos;iy 
he  is  better  than  his  party)  if  the  ooet  of 
of  the  victory  is  followed,  as  his  inaugu- 
ration has  been  with  disturbances  iind 
distress,  what  may  wc  expect  with  con- 
gress when  it  shall  assemble?  If  the 
promise  of  the  delivery  of  Democratic 
measures  has  unsettled  business,  what 
will  actual  delivery  do?     All  that  is  left

for  the  country  is  to  vote  down  its  form- 
er instructions  in  every  state  where  op- 
portunity is  presented  preceding  the  as 
seinbling  of  congress,  15oth  president 
and  congress  will  heed  its  latest  voice. 
They  will  obey  its  latest  vote.  The  stay- 
.-Tt-hoiiie  Republicans  who,  confident  in 
the  abounding  good  times  of  i8(;2,  believ- 
ing it  was  iiiijiossible  to  reverse  the 
Republican  policy,  will  they  not  realize 
the  necessity  of  giving  one  day  to  the 
important  interests  of  the  country? 

"The  Democratic  party  present  an 
anomalous  situation  today.  Divided  on 
spoils  and  torn  up  over  the  distribution 
of  ofhce,  and  disturbed  with  the  tariff 
and  widely  separated  on  the  money 
question,  they  are  cimfronteii  with  the 
grave  and  most  serious  c|uestions  affect- 
ing the  welfare  of  the  country,  its  credit 
and  honor  and  the  prosperity  of  the  peo- 
ple. We  need  ordinarily  care  notliiiig 
for  their  internal  disputes,  but  when  they 
interfere  with  the  enactment  of  needed 
legislation  il  brings  to  all  ol  us  the  deep- 
est concern;  for  these  happen  to  bec|ucs- 
tions  which  should  be  considered  free 
from  personal  and  factional    differences. 

"With  a  gold  president  and  a  silver 
congress  what  can  be  done?  And  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  same 
votes  made  both.  What  can  we  exi>cct? 
Having  created  both,  the  voter  h.as  an 
option;  he  can  take  his  choice.  They 
have  made  a  condition  of  antagonism 
which  will  result  in  a  do-nothing  ])olicy, 
and  in  that  regard  at  least  the  party  will 
preserve  its  record  for  thirty  years.  It 
will  be  consistent  with  its  past.  But  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  a  party  charged 
with  such  a  grave  and  delicate  trust 
should  be  so  divided.  The  president 
can£be  assured  that  in  every  patriotic 
undertaking  to  sust.Tin  the  American 
honor  abroad,  peace  and  good  order  at 
home,  he  will  have  the  [hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Republicans  of  Ohio  and  the 
country.  In  every  effort  to  maintain  the 
high  financial  credit  of  the  country,  se- 
cure sound  and  stable  currency  and 
maintain  the  nation's  faith  inviolate,  he 
will  hr.ve  the  warm  support  of  the  Re- 
publicans everywhere. 

"Notice  has  gane  forth  that  not  only  is 
(he  tariff  to  be  rcyised  but  that  the  pen- 
sion list  is  to  be  revised.  War  is  to  be 
waged  \x\w\\  the  pensioners  of  the  coun- 
try. No  honest  man  will  object  to  a 
|)urging  of  this  roll  of  all  who  are  un- 
worthily there.  Kvery  case  must  rest 
upon  its  own  f.acts.  I  do  not  object  to 
unworthy  men  being  stricken  from  the 
roll— if  there  are  such -but  I  do  object 
to  the  impression  which  iVi  some  quar- 
ters is  being  made  that  this  whole  pen- 
sion business  is  a  fraud.  It  is  publishcil 
in  the  papers  that  an  army  of  pension 
examiners  are  to  be  let  loose  to  hunt 
down  the  pensioners,  and  discover,  if 
possible,  if  there  be  men  here  and  there 
who  draw  one  or  two  dollars  in  excess 
of  what  they  are  entitled  to  under  the 
law. 

"The  published  ruling  of  the  secretary 
of  the  interior  announced  in  the  press 
will  strike  from  the  pension  roll  of  the 
country  hundreds  anci  thousands  of  wor- 
thy and  dependent  soldiers  who,  if  not 
altogether  incapacitated,  are  practically 
incapacitated  from  earning  a  living  for 
themselves  and  families.  It  is  to  this 
universal  indictment  against  pensioners 
that  I  protest.  No  outlay  of  the  govern- 
ment is  more  worthily  bestov/ed  or  more 
widely  distributed  than  the  mviney  which 
goes  to  the  soldiers  of  the  country  in  the 
form  of  pensions.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered, too,  that  i)ensions  are  better  than 
standing  armies  and  are  less  expensive 
and  more  American. 

"The  Rei)ublican  party  believes  wh.ai 
it  teaches  and  practices  what  it 
preaches.  These  princiiiles  are  a  free 
and  impartial  ballot,  a  protective  tariff, 
reciprocity  and  a  sound  currency.  The 
pledge  of  the  Republican  party  is  that 
gold  and  silver  shall  be  maintained  W.  a 
jjaiity;  the  one  with  the  other,  must  be 
sacredly  kept.  The  government  must 
not  suffer  any  taint  to  be  put  upon  ils 
credit  or  financial  honor.  It  cariiprevent 
it.  Republican  legisLation  vests  it  with 
full  power.  The  administration  should 
use  it  promptly  ^  required.  Uncer- 
tainty of  the  financial  policy  of  the  gov- 
ernment breeds  distrust  in  the  minds  of 
the  people.  The  word  of  confidence  anci 
courage  horn  of  purpose  is  the  need  of 
the  hour  and  should  no  longer  remain 
unspoken.  This  is  the  time  for  all  good 
citizens  to  help  inspire  faith  in  the  future 
and  disperse  fear  and  apprehension  now 
so  prevalent  in  business  and  financial 
circles." 

The  following  platform  was  adopted 
un.aninjcusly: 

The  Republicans  of  Ohio,  by  their  del- 
egates in  state  convention  assembled, de- 
clare as  follows: 

1.  We  endorse  and  reaffirm  the  plat- 
form of  princes  adopted  by  the  na- 
tional Republican  convention  in  June. 
1892. 

2.  We  endorse  and  commend  the  ad- 
ministration of  Benjamin  Harrison  while 
president  of  the  United  States  as  emin- 
ently iiatriotic,  wise,  pure  and  just. 

3.  The  people  of  Ohio  have  a  just 
pri<le  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  this  state  by  Governor  William  Mc- 
Kinley, Jr.  He  brought  to  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  governor  ripe  experi- 
ence, great  learning,  .ability,  statesman- 
ship and  an  honest  and  patriotic  pur- 
pose, and  he  has  always  shown  himself 
capable,  faithful  and  wise.  We  heartily 
endorse  his  .administration  and  .assure 
him  of  our  great  esteem  and  confidence. 

4.  Wc  endorse  the  action  of  the  last 
general  assembly  in  providing  by  law  for 
the  protection  of  railroad  employes,  by 
Compelling  theuscof  automatic  couplers; 
for  the  arbitration  of  labor  controversies; 
for  the  taxation  of  franchises  and  collat- 
eral inheritances,  and  other  measures, 
the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  reduce  the 
burdens  of  taxation  on  farms  and  other 
property. 

5.  W«  favor  biennial  sessions  of  the 
general  assembly  in  obedience  to  the 
original  purpose  of  the  present  constitu- 
tion. 

6.  Wc  favor  the  pcdicy  of  full  and 
adequate  protection  to  American  labor 
and  industries.  The  best  exemplifica- 
tion of  the  jirinciplc  of  protection  and 
reciprocity  that  has  found  expression  in 
the  statutes  is  the  McKinley  act.  We 
cordially  declare  our  adhesion  to  the 
dcKtrines  of  that  great  measure  and  favor 
such  amendments  thereto  for  protection 
as  time  arid  experience  show  to  be  ad- 
visable. 

7.  We  condemn  the  bill  passed  by  the 
Democratic  mrijority  in  the  house  of 
representatives  of  the  last  congress  and 
the  present  avowed  policy  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic party  to  place  wool  on  the  free 
list  as  an  unjust  and  ruinous  attack  on 
all  the  agricultural  industries  of  the 
country.    We    insist   on    such    full  and 


adecjuatc  protection  for  the  wool  indus- 
try as  will  enable  American  farmers  to 
supply  the  weiol  required  for  consump- 
tion in  the  United  States. 

8.  We  endorse  the  policy  of  the  na- 
tional grange  "that  all  tariff  laws  shall 
protect  the  products  of  the  farm  as  well 
as  the  products  of  the  factory." 

9.  We  believe  in  a  free  ballot  and  a 
fair  count,  and  we  favor  such  legislation 
as  will  insure  these  results  for  every  voter 
in  the  United  States. 

10.  We  demand  the  enactment  of 
laws  that  will  protect  our  people  against 
the  influx  of  the  vicious  and  criminal 
classes  and  the  importation  of  laborers 
under  tont  -act  to  comjiete  with  our  citi- 
zens, and  V  »  demand  the  rigid  enforce 
ineiit  of  ejvisting  immigration  laws  by 
the  national  administration. 

11.  We  :idhere  to  the  Rejiublican 
policy  of  granting  pensi<ms  to  the 
wounded  ami  disai)led  Union  soldiers 
and  sailors  of  the  late  war,  :ind  the 
widows  and  orphans  ol  such  as  are  de- 
ceased, and  we  condemn  the  unlritndly 
and  unjust  policy  already  made  inanifesi 
by  the  present  Democratic  administra- 
tion. 

12.  We  favor  honest  money,  composed 
of  gold,  silver  and  paper,  maintained  at 
equal  value  and  under  national  and  not 
state  regulation.  The  financial  honor  of 
the  country  must  be  maintained  and  its 
credit  preserved  unimpaired.  The  weak 
and  vacillating  course  of  the  present  na- 
tional administration  in  dealing  with  the 
financial  situation  meets  our  condemna- 
tion. 

13.  Wc  denounce  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  the  Democratic  party  to  repeal 
"the  prohibitory  10  per  cent  tax  on  state 
bank  issues."  Its  purpose  is  to  abandon 
the  present  currency  system  est.abiishcd 
by  the  Republican  party,  the  safest  and 
best  ever  i)iovided  m  any  nation. 

The  following  were  renominated  by 
.icclamation:  Lieuten.ant  governor.  A. 
L.  Harris;  treasurer,  W.  T.  Cope; 
attorney  general,  John  K.  Richards; 
judge  supreme  court,  Joseidi  V.  Brad- 
bury; member  of  board  of  public  works, 
Frank  J.  McCulloch.  The  expected 
contest  developed  over  the  selection  of  a 
candidate  for  food  and  d.airy  commis- 
sioner. B.  F.  McNcal  was  named  for 
renomination,  while  Lucas  county  nomi- 
nated Walter  Brown,  ot  Toledo.  Heated 
speeches  were  made  by  the  adherents  of 
both  candidates.  McNeal  w.as  nomi- 
nated. An  eagle  .w;is  adopted  as  the 
party  emblem,  and  at  12:30  the  conven- 
tion adjourned  sine  die.

Chicago,  June  8. — In  the  injunction 
suit  brought  by  the  United  States  to  re- 
strain the  local  directory  from  opening 
the  World's  fair  gales  on  Sunday,  Judge 
Woods  announced  this  morning  that  he 
and  his  associates  failed  to  agree  on  cer- 
tain points  and  that  each  would  iormu- 
hite  his  ideas  in  an  individual  opinion. 
Judge  Woods'  individual  opinion  is  that 
the  injunction  must  issue  and  the  gates 
be  closed. 

Judge  Jenkins  .agrees  with  Judge  Wood 
on  the  main  point  in  the  World's  fair  in- 
junction proceedings,  and  he  also  de- 
cihes  that  the  injunction  must  issue  and 
the  fair  be  closed  on  Sunday. 

Attorney  Walker  for  the  directory,  at 
the  close  of  the  judge's  decisions,  gave 
notice  that  an  appeal  would  be  taken 
and  a  sujjcrsedeas  asked  for.  The  mo- 
tion will  be  heard  tomorrow. 

If  the  supersedeas  be  granted,  the  fair 
will  remain  open  on  Sundays  until  the 
court  of  appeals  finally  passes  on  the 
case.

IL  OK  RECIPROCITY 


The  Railway  President  Discusses  t  Subject 

on  Which  He  is  Confipetent  to  Speak 

Convincingly. 


Removal  of  Custom  Houses  From  the   Boun- 
dary Would  Make  a  New  Geography 
for  America. 


The    Improvement   of    the   Waterways   is 
Urged  and  the  St.   Lawrence  De- 
clared the  Natural  Route. 


The  feature  of  Tuesday  afterooou's 
session  of  the  intern.-xtional  recipr(.>city 
convention  at  St.  Paul  was  J.  J.  Hill's  ad- 
dress. No  one  in  .ill  this  great  North- 
western country  has  more  reason  to  be 
interested  in  the  objects  of  this  conven- 
tii>n  than  Mr.  Hill,  and  no  one  has  given 
the  subject  greater  thinijjht  or  is  more 
competent  to  speak  convincingly  in  the 
matter.  Mr.  Hill  spoke  in  that  well- 
kno\%'n,  quiet,  unostentatious  way  of  his, 
and  while  readily  showing  his  perfect 
grasp  of  the  subject  and  knowleage  of 
the  situation  in  .all  its  phases,  delivered 
himself  of  his  sentiments  so  nrjodesfly 
and  withal  with  such  perfect  frankness, 
and  candor,  as  to  make  every  man  on 
the  floor  his  friend. 

Mr.  Hill,  as  he  stepped  to  the  front  of 
the  platform,  was  hailed  with  maoifesta- 
tions  of  enthusiasm  and  with  hearty 
cheers.    He  said: 

".Mr.  Ch.airman,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
The  object  of  this  meeting  is  certainly 
one  that  every  person  interested  in  the 
growth  of  the  Northwest  must  feel  a 
very  deep  interest  in.  It  is  the  bringing 
together  of  a  people  of  a  common  ances- 
try, speaking  the  same  language,  living 
under  the  same  laws  as  interpreted  by 
the  courts,  worshipping  at  the  same 
shrines  throughout  the  country  on  both 
sides  of  the  national  boundary.  The  ob- 
ject of  this  meeting,  as  I  understand  it, 
is  to  interchange  between  the  people  on 
both  sides  of  the  boundary  the  commodi- 
ties raised  from  the  tiold  ajid  the  forest 
and  the  mines,  and  I  might  say  from 
the  w.aters  of  the  ocean;  a  free  inter- 
change of  commercial  relations,  and  fol- 
lowing that,  a  free  interchange  ot  trans- 
portation facilities  between  the  two  p;o- 
f)les.  No  doubt  you  have  all  more  or 
ess  fixed  in  your  own  minds  what  that 
would  cover,  and  the  coiiiijans  affected 
by  it. 

"If  the  custom  houses  on  the  4,000 
miles  of  international  frontier  between 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States  were  abolished  it  would  make  a 
new  geograohy.  commercially  speaking, 
ror  the  continent.  It  is  well— it  is  vital 
to  the  success  of  the  work  you  hare  in 
hand  to  consider  most  thoroughly  what 
you  ask  for.  There  arc  on  the  north 
5,000,000  of  people  engaged  mostly  in 
the  same  enterprises  that  our  65,000,000 
of  people  are  engaged  in  on  the  south 
side  ot  the  boundary,  and  you  want  to 
be  careful  to  direct  your  attention  to 
securing  what  is  possible,  and  not  to  ask 
for  something  that  is  not  possible,  or 
that  will  not  in  the  natural  order  ot 
things  be  brought  about.  The  ^removal 
of  our  custom  houses  on  j^he  Northwest 
frontier  would  of  nscesiitv  change  the 
commercial  geography  of  tue  continent. 
I  sse  no  reason  why  the  commerce  that 
now  saeks  an  outlet  at  Baltimore,  Phila- 
delphia, New  York  and  i3oston  should 
not  be  divided,  certainly  equally  divided, 
between  these  cities  and  a  city  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  river.  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  city  of  Montreal  should  not  be  the 
commercial  rival  of  the  city  of  New 
York  to  an  extent  that  is  far  beyond 
anything  that  most  of  us  would  think 
possible. 

Improvement  of  Watarways. 

"The  improvement  of  the  great  conti- 
nental waterways  would  certainly,  if  car- 
ried to  an  extent  that  would  permit  ocean 
ships  to  interchange  their  cargoes  at 
Montreal  with  the  largest  ships  now  on 
the  lakes,  makd  Montreal  the  largest 
shipping  port  on  the  continent.  The 
Dominion  of  Canada  has  a  larje  agri- 
cultural area  undeveloped,  some  of  it  re- 
mote from  market,  and  in  that  it  is  re- 
mote from  market  it  is  necessary  that  the 
transportation  to  the  seaboard  shall  be 
furnished  at  rates  that  will  enable  the 
farmer  to  live  and  prosper.  There  is  no

transportation  as  the  United  States. 
When  1  say  that  the  United  States  has 
gone  farther  than  any  other  country  I 
mean  that  individual  enterprise  in  the 
United  States  has  succeeded  in  famish- 
ing transportation  at  lower  rates  than  it 
is  furnifhed  anywhere  else  in  the  world 
by  individual  enterprise." 

"Canada  had  gold,  silver,  lead.  iron. 
copper,  nickel 'and  all  the  valuable 
mcials  that  go  to  make  up  the  great  in- 
dustries of  toe  world.  'Fhey  have  .also 
in  the  eastern  provi:iccs  an  excellent 
quality  of  coal,  and  on  the  I'acilic  ocean 
ttieir  coal  is  quite  good  for  the  general 
purposes  of  manufacturing  metal.  When 
you  .ask  fdr  reciprocity  between  Canada 
aud  the  United  Slates  I  think  a  little  re- 
flection will  show  you  that  the  situation 
between  the  respective  countries  is  dif- 
ferent from  that  between  any  other 
portions  of  the  Western  hemisphere.

Ti'.c  French  Canadians  of  lower 
Canada,  I  believe  it  is  acknowledged 
generally,  make  the  best  operatives,  tho 
most  patient,  industrious,  peaceable, 
law-abiding  operatives  in  the  world. 
They  are  coming  over  to  the  United 
States  to  an  extent  we  little  know  of  and 
are 

Filling  the  Factories 
ol  Xew  England.  Now  in  the  United 
States  there  are  65,000,000  of  people  en- 
gaged in  everything  that  makes  material 
wealth  and  commerce,  and  that  employs 
people  in  all  the  various  industries  that 
go  to  make  a  strong  nation.  If  you  are 
to  have  reciprocity  followed  by  thcaban- 
donment  of  the  custom  houses  on  the 
frontier,  and  the  removal  of  duties  on  the 
products  of  the  two  countries,  Canada 
will  undoubtedly  be  well  served.  The 
portions  of  (he  United  States  west  and 
southwest  and  northwest  of  Lake  Michi- 
gan will  gain  in  thematterof  transporta- 
tion. Theywill  h.avcaccess  to  the  sea  pro- 
vided it  is  followed  by  the  improvement 
of  the  continentnl  waterways  to  the  lakes 
and  the  St.  Lawrence,  to  an  extent  that 
will  permit  large  vessels  to  come  up 
from  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  or  to 
exch.tnge  with  sea-going  craft  at  Mon- 
treal. 

"Whether  the  65.000,000  of  people  in 
the  United  States  will  feel  the  deep  and 
active  interest  in  reciprocity  that  our 
people  feel  in  this  quarter  is  a  matter 
that  you  must  think  of  and  answer  for 
yourfelves.  That  many  of  them  can  have 
no  interest  in  it  you  must  be  prepared  to 
expect.  If  a  rollverein  or  arrangement 
that  is  mutual  between  the  countries  can 
be  agreed  upon  there  can  be  no  question 
as  to  the  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  ?. 
portion  of  this  country  and  to  the  whole 
of  Canada,  and,  being  a  Canadian  born, 
my  reciprocity  licgan  thirty-seven  years 
ago,  I  was  born  in  Ontario  in  one  of  the 
best  and  plcasantest  portions  of  that 
most  prosperous  province.  My  relatives 
live  there  today,  and  I  have  always  kept 
in  close  touch  with  the  Dominion.  I 
mav  therefore  be  pardoned  for  speaking 
plainly.  1  think  you  must  consider  well 
what  you  ask  for.  Be  sure  that  you  do 
not  ask  for  so  much  that  the  people  who 
will  be  called  upon  to  pass  upon  it  will 
say.  "Those  north  of  the  international 
boundary  are  getting  the  best  of  the  bar- 
gain." Many  of  our  people  feel  that  in 
fixing  up  our  fisheries  we  were  too  busy 
to  attend  to  our  own  matters  and  got  the 
worst  of  it.  (Laughter.)  But  it  is  a  good 
thing  that  now  when  we  disagree  we 
agree  to  arbitrate.  (Applause.)  Now,  in 
regard  to  arbitration  as  applied  to  the 
tisneries  I  might  tell  you  a  story.  Some 
vears  ago  when  Minneapolii  was  called 
St.  Anthony  and  the  business  of  the  town 
was  almost  confined  to  the  manufacture 
of  lumber,  Dan  Day  got  into  a  discussion 
about  logs,  which  it  was  decided  to  settle 
by  arbitration.  The  matter  was  resolved 
in  that  way,  and  afterward  when  I  saw 
Mr.  Day  I  asked  him  about  it.  He  re- 
plied, "The  next  .time  I  leave  anything 
10  arbitration  I  am  going  to  have  one 
man  on  there  that  believes  in  beli." 
(Laughter  and  applause.)  W'hile  Am- 
erica and  England  settled  their  affairs 
peaceably  bv  arbitration,  I  think  it  would 
have  been  better  if  the  last  tima  we  re- 
sorted to  arbitration  that  we  had  had  one 
man  on  the  board  who  believed  in  hell. 
(Renewed  laughter.) 

The  Entering  Wedge. 
"Our  Canadian  friends  will  remember 
that  I  speak  as  one  of  them.  Thev  feci 
equal  to  holding  their  own  with  anybody, 
and  when  their  material  interests  are 
concerned  they  are  able  to  take  care  of 
.  them,  and  should  be.  For  that  reason 
I  think  it  will  be  wise  for  you  to  con- 
sider well  your  plan  and  to  ask  for 
something  that  you  believe  you  can  make 
the  entering  wedge  for  something  more. 
Remember  that  if  the  commerce  of  the 
great  Northwest  and  West  were  to  be 
taken  down  the  St.  Lawrence  river  the 
great  trunk  lines  in  which  so  many  mil- 
lions of  dollars  are  invested  would  feel 
that  thev  had  something  to  say.  Balti- 
more, Philadelphia  and  New  York  would 
feel  greatly  interested  and  deeply  moved 
I  have  no  doubt.  Canada  has  in  this 
respect  peculiar  advantages  that  are 
her  own.  She  has  a  greater  capacity  for 
commerce  than  her  commerce  is  lively 
to  grow  to  for  years  to  come.  But  liclore 
reciprocity  can  be  secured  the  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  65,000,000  of  Auiericaii 
people  must  be  secured.  I  know  thai  the 
entire  northern  line  would  be  btneiitcd 
by  it.  I  know  that  our  own  state  and 
the  states  north  and  weit  of  us  would 
I  e  greatly  btnefitcd  by  it.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  but  a  few  months  <ign  that  all 
our  people  v/ere  enthusiastic  and  happy 
because  one  of  (Uir  representativei  intro- 
duced a  bill  to  construct  a  ship  cii.al  to 
the  Hudson  river,  but  if  it  were  possible 
to  build  such  a  canal  it  would  never  ap- 
proach in  effectiveness  the  natural  high- 
way by  way  of  the  lakes  and  the  St.  Law- 
rence if  that  highway  were  adequnttly 
improved.  (Applause).  Now  I  will  not 
detain  you  longer.  I  think  that  If  the 
conveuuon  or  the  committee  hnving  this 
wojk  in  charge  will  exercise  all  the  care 
they  can  in  framing  a  statement  on 
simple  lines  of-vvhat  they  want  and  what 
they  are  naturally  entitled  to  that  it  will 
not  be  labor  lost.'because  we  always  fdt 
that  the  people  south  of  us  were  not  in- 
clined to  deprive  us  of  what  natur- 
ally belonged  to  us.  I  hope,  therefore, 
the  convention  will  lay  out  a  program 
clear  and  to  the  point,  which  will  com- 
mend itself  to  those  who  will  be  cullfil 
upon  if  anything  is  brought  about  to  pass 
and  act  upon  it."     (Great  applause). 

After  the  evening  session  I  he  Commer- 
cial club  entertained  the  delegates  at  the 
club  house.  At  the  same  time  the  exec- 
utive committee  of  the  convention  held  a 
meeting  at  which  the  work  of  the  conven- 
tion and  the  prtwpects  of   the  movement 


were  discussed  at  sonic  length.  It  was 
determined  to  hold  the  next  internation- 
al reciprocity  convention  in  Duluth  dur- 
ing the  early  part  of  October  of  this  year, 
the  exact  date  of  which  is  left  to  the  ex- 
licutive  committee  from  Duluth.  Kx- 
viovernor  Burke  presided  at  the  meeting 
of  the  committee,  and  Col.  E.  C.  Gridley, 
of  Duluth,  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Rutherford,  of  Portage  La 
Prairie,  Can.,  stated  that  the  sentiment 
of  Toronto  is  generally  opposed  to  reci- 
jirocity  as  much  as  is  that  of  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  United  States.  He  favored 
.igitating  the  subject  more  widely  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States  and  the 
eastern  part  of  Canada.  With  this  view 
Mr.  Fisher,  M.  P.  P.;  Dr.  G.  T.  Orton.  of 
Winnipeg;  G.  T.  Marks,  of  Port  Arthur, 
and  other  Canadians  and  Americans 
agreed.  It  was  thought  advisable  to  hold 
.1  reciprocity  convention  in  Toronto  in 
August  of  ne.\t  year,  and  the  Canadian 
delegates  promised  to  work  with  a  view 
of  interesting  the  people  of  the  eastern 
part  of  the  Dominion  iu  the  matter. 

Ex-Governor  A.  H.  Hurke,  ol  North 
Dakota,  announced  that  he  has  deter- 
mined to  locate  in  Duluth  and  enter  into 
the  grain  commission  business. 


SrOLEN  PROPERTY  FOUND. 


Valuable  Silverware  and  Jewelry    Captured  In 
New  York. 

New  Yokk,  June  8.— Stolen  silver- 
ware and  jewelry  to  the  value  of  several 
thousand  dollars,  were  found  Tuesday 
afternoon    in    a     furnished    room  near 

Chatham  square,  which  was  a  portion 
of  many  robberies  committed  by  Frank 
Davis,  who  w.as  arrested  about  a  week 
.'igo  on  Fifth  avenue. 

Part  of  the  recovered  property  ctm- 
sisted  of  several  anliqua  watches  and 
gold  and  diamond  jewelry  that  were 
stolen  from  the  house  of  Bradley  Martin 
on  the  night  of  April  20,  last.

Much  of  the  stolen  property  had  been 
broken  up  and  sold  tor  old  gold  and  sil- 
vcr,  according  to  the  prisoner's  story.

The  assets,  excluding  real 
estate,  are  $212,000  with  liabilities  of 
iboutSioo.ooo.  The  failure  has  caused 
no  uneasiness  in  Louisville.

Classed  as  Poisons  and  Not  Admitted  to  tho 
Mails. 

Washington,  June  8. — The  postmas- 
ter-general has  formally  announced  that 
diseased  germs,  no  matter  how  securely 
put  up,  are  of  the  nature  of  poisons  and 
thaPthe/are  therefore  absolutely  un- 
mailable.  Postmasters  are  instructed  to 
see  that  no  such  things  are  allowed  en- 
try into  the  mails.       • 

This  action  has  been  taken  in  conse- 
quence of  the  publication  in  medical 
journals  of  propositions  by  eminent  phy- 
sicians to  make  analysis  of  such  matters, 
if  sent  to  them  tightly  sealed  through 
the  mails.     

Immense  Silver  Statue. 
Chicago,  June  8. — A  magnificent  sil- 
ver statue  of  Columbus  was  unveiled  in 
manufacturers'  hall  yesterday.  There 
was  no  ceremony  and  nobody  was  pres- 
ent of  especial  note.  The  statue  stantJs 
six  feet  six  inches  and  is  by  Bartholdi. 
Thirty  thousand  ounces  of  silver  were 
used  in  in  its  construction,  and  elaborate 
unveiling  ceremonies  were  held  upon  its 
completion  at  Providence  about  ten  days 
ago.  The  statue  is  believed  to  be  the 
largest  silver  piece  in  existence.

Reciprocity  With  Canada. 

The  address  delivered  by  Congress 
man  Springer  at  the  reciprocity  couver- 
tion  at  St.  Paul  is  attracting  considerabl ; 
attention,  beca^jse  it  is  quite  ger.erall  • 
regarded  as  the  position  which  the  Dem- 
ocratic members  of  congress  will  tak  : 
upon  this  question,  although  Mr.Springc 
disclaimed  all  authority  to  speak  for  l-.is 
party  and  declared  that  he  voiced  onlv 
his  own  opinions.  As  chairman  of  th ; 
house  ways  and  means  committee,  bow- 
ever,  Mr.  Springer  will  be  iu  a  positiOii 
to  mould  the  Democratic  policy  on  reo 
procity  with  Canada  to  a  very  largo 
extent. 

Mr.  Springer,  in  his  St.  Paul  address, 
declared  for  absolute  freedom  of  trad  ; 
between  Canada  and  the  Unite  1 
States.  Id  order  to  bring  abcuc 
this  result,  Mr.  Springer  s:iii 
he  would  favor  conferring  on  th  • 
prcoident  of  the  United  Stales  author  tv 
to  appoint  an  international  commission 
on  our  part  to  treat  with  any  like  coir- 
mission  appointed  by  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  t ) 
the  respective  governments  a  treaty  cC 
reciprocity  emlxidying,  as  far  as  possibli , 
the  following  provisions: 

First— A  free  exchange  of  the  pn  - 
ducts  of  the  soil,  the  forests  and  thy- 
mines of  the  two  countries,  and  of  tho 
fisheries  on  the  Atlantic  and  on  the  in- 
land waters. 

Second— The  free  exchange   of  manu- 
factured articles  the  component  parts  c 
which    have    been    produced    in  eitii^i 
country,  are    admitted    free  of    duly    iu 
both  countries. 

One  exception  should  be    noted,  how 
ever,  that  where    articles  are  subject  t> 
internal  taxes,  each  country  should    i.r. 
pose  a  uiriff  equal   to  the    internal    tr.v. 
There  might  be  some  exceptions  to  thts  ; 
general  rules  which  it  is  safe  to  submi, 
to  the  judgment  of  an  international  co;r.  • 
mission.    The    necessities  for    revcnii. 
might   require  important    modificalion.'. 
both  as  to  substance  and  the  time  ea^,  ■ 
provision  should  take  effect.    It    migh. 
be  important  that  a  portion  of  the  redi  t- 
tion  contemplated  should    go  into  eflec: 
at  the  end  of  each    year  for  a  few  yean-. 
until  all  the  restrictions  or  taxes  will  !jt 
removed.    Such  a  treaty  should  continu  : 
until  both  parties  to  it  should  agree  to 
abrogate  it. 

"After  the  provisions  shall  have  becom  j 
in  full  force  and  effect  and  operation, " 
said  Mr.  Springer,  "we  may  reasonabl;- 
assume  that  the  advantages  which  wouI<'- 
accrue  thereby  to  both  countries  woult: 
stimulate  and  promote  comtnerce  be- 
tween the  two  countries;  would  develo;.' 
their  growth  and  resources,;'and  confc 
upfin  each  the  inestimable  advantages 
which  have  resulted  from  perfect  frei 
trade  between  the  slates  of  our  Union. 
With  such  object  lessons  before  us  ther; 
will  be  no  fear  of  reactionary  measures. 
If  any  restrictions  should  have  been  ob- 
served they  would  rapidly  disappear  jr. 
the  light  of  the  advantages  which  woul»! 
accrue  and  the  enlightened  public  ssnti 
mcnt  upon  the  subject.  Every  ne\ 
change  would  broaden  and  widen  th-- 
system  until  there  would  be  nothin; 
left  to  remind  us  of  the  folly  of  the  pas 
except  the  musty  records  of  past  con 
gresaes  and  parliaments.". 

The  arrangeiaer^t  outlined  above  doe  ; 
not  involve  any  interference  on  the  par. 
of  either  country  with  the  tariff  laws  o- 
political  conditions  of  the  other  country. 


The  Pine  Land  Frauds. 

The  Grand  Rapids  Magnet  claims 
that  its  attacks  on  Maj.  lUildwin  because 
he  is  pushing  the  charges  against  the 
pine  land  ring  are  not  due  to  the  fact 
that  it  differs  from  him  politically,  but 
because  he  "has  acct>mplished  nothing 
so  far,  but  to  bring  contumely  upon 
some  of  the  leadirig  men  of  this  district, 
by  attempting  Xo  make  them  robbers  of 
the  worst  description." 

As  no  one  has  yet  been  pronounced  a 
robber,  and  no  suspicion  has  attached  to 
any  men  except  those  who  are  known  to 
be  members  of  the  pine  land  ring,  the 
Magnet's  distress  on  this  score  confirms 
what  The  Herald  asiertcd.  that  itatt.icks 
Maj.  Baldwin  simply  because  he  is 
threatening  to  bring  to  time 
its  friends  who  are  concerned  in 
the  pine  land  thievery.  To  assert 
that  there  have  been  no  pine  land  frauds 
and  are  none  contemplated, «s  does  the 
"Magnet,  is  to  confess  thai  the  author  of 
the  statement  is  either  densely  ignorant 
of  the  facts  or  is  endeavoring  to  shield 
the  timber  thieves.  The  editor  of  the 
Magnet  may  impale  himself  upon  cither 
horn  of  the  dilemma  that  he  pleases.

The  Natural  Route, 

The  Herald  publishes  today  a  full  re- 
port of  the  speech  made  at  the  recipro- 
city convention  by  President  James  J. 
Hill,  who  has  studied  this  question  and 
is  better  equipped  than  almost  any  other 
man  in  the  Northwest  to  discuss  it  in  all 
its  bearings.  Mr.  Hiii's  remarks  on  the 
improvement  of  the  great  waterway  from 
Duluth  to  the  iVllautic  oceai  are  worthy 
of  special  notice. 

As  will  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  the 
speech,  Mr.  Hill  believes  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  St.  Lawrence  route  becaure 
it  is  the  natural,  the  most  direct  and  th2 
least  expensive  highway  from  the  great 
lakes  to  the  sea.  He  takes  but  little  in- 
terest in  the  proposed  ship  canal  to  the 
Hudson  river,  which  eminent  engineers 
in  the  past  years  have  pronounced  im- 
practicable, and  in  advocacy  of  which 
Secretary  Thompson  has  been  louring 
the  comitry  at  the  expense  of  the  people 
of  Duluth. 

Mr.  Hill  dismisses  this  chimerical 
scheme  with  a  wave  of  bis  hand.  He 
deems  it  hardly  worthy  of  consideration, 
because,  he  says,  even  "if  it  were  pos- 
sible t«  build  such  a  canal  it  would  never 
approach  in  effectiveness  the  natural 
highway  by  way  of  the  lakes  and  the  St. 
Lawrence,  if  that  highway  were  ade- 
quately improved.

Land  Cannot  be  Received  by  the 

Department. 


This  Sustains  the  Decision  of  the  Local  Land 
L  Officers-Case  Will  be  Car- 
ried Up. 


At  the  United  States  land  office  this 
moriiinjf  a  decision  was  received  from 
the  land  n.>imnisi>ioiier  at  Washington 
relative  to  the  construction  of  the  law 
tjovernini:  entries  under  the  timber  and 
stone  act  of  lime  3,  i^'-o,  and  amended 
Aug  .\,  i8q2.  The  case  was  one  in  which 
Douglas  Marks  appealed  from  the- 
action  of  the  re^^ister  and  recti  ver  of  the 
Duluth  orrice  in  rejecting   Marks'  appii- 

calion  to  make  an  entry  of  noncontiguous 
tracts  of  land. 

The  commissioner's  conclusion  is  that 
it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  land  de- 
partment at  Washington  since  March, 
iSS6.  to  allow  applications  only  for  con- 
ligiTOUS  tracts  and  that  this  rule  must 
sail  hold,  hence  the  action  of  ihe^  reg- 
ister and  receiver  ot  the  Duluth  office  is 
upheld.

DEATH  OF  T.  J.  MITCHELL 


The    Well    Known    Attorney   Died    of    Heart 
Failure  Yesterday. 

Thomas  J.  Mitchell,  the  attorney,  died 
yesterday  of  heart  failure.  He  had  lived 
in  Duluth  since  i8S8,  coming  here  from 
North  Dakota.  He  was  born  in  Cin- 
cinnati 111  1S3J.  Mr.  Mitchell  has  served 
in  the  army  and  is  a  member  of  the  C. 
.\.  K.  He  is  also  a  Ma^on.  Mr. 
Mitchell  was  married  on  October  ::q, 
1857,  near  Liberty.  III.,  to  Sarah  I'.. 
Murtle,  who  survives  him.  He  also 
leaves  three  sons,  Elmer  F.,  Joseph  K. 
and  Orville  E. 

Judge  Austin  N.  McGindley,  who  has 
been  for  years  a  close  friend  ol  Mr. 
Mitchell's  says  of  his  career: 

'One  of  the  hrst  men  to  respond  to  the 
call  of  the  Country  upon  the  capitulation 
of  Fort  Sumter  was  Major  1'.  J.Milchcll, 
then  of  (>uincy,  Illinois.  He  assisted  in 
organizing  one  of  the  tirst  cavalry  regi- 
ments raised  m  that  stale,  beranie  cap 
tain  of  Companv  K  of  hi>  regiment,  be- 
ing the  Third  Missouri  Cavalry  \'o!un- 
teers.  Upon  the  oiganization  of  the  re- 
giment, he  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  major,  which  he  held  until  the  close 
of  the  war.  During  at  least  three  out  of 
the  four  years  of  his  service,  he  com- 
manded the  regiment.  The  record  of 
his  service  is  a  legacy  oi  which  his 
family  may  well  feel  proud.  In  1865 
Major  Mitchell  was  nomir'atcd  by  the 
Republican  party  of  his  district  for  the 
position  (^f  judge  of  the  court  and  not- 
withstanding the  Democratic  majority  in 
the  couniy  was  nearly  3,CG0,  he  was 
triumphantly  cic-ted.  having  over  1000 
majority  alone  in  the  city  of  ()uincy. 
Major  Mitchell  was  re-elected 
in  i86q  and  served  until  1873 
when  he  was  appointed  by  Presidenc 
tlrant  as  Indian  agent  over  the  Sioux  In- 
dians in  Montana  anil  Dakota,  which  po- 
sition he  filled  uctil  about  iS,6,  when  he 
resigned  and  settled  at  Mandan,  Dak., 
and  was  practically  the  founder  of  thai 
city.  Siiice  liis  removal  to  Duluth  nearly 
live  years  ago  he  has  been  recognized  by 
the  profession  as  possessing  a  high  order 
of  ability  and  has  justly  secured  the  es- 
teem of  all  persons  who  have  become  ac- 
cpiainted  with  him.  Maj.  Mitchell  dis- 
charged with  fidelity  every  olit'icial  trust 
with  which  he  w?s  ever  charged  and  ren- 
dered such  v:xvt  and  indispensable  ser- 
vice to  the  government  during  its  most 
perilous  period  as  to  truly  demand  the 
gratitude  of  all  true  Americans.  This 
true  parent,  upright  official  and  soldier 
patriot  died  on  yesterday  evening  in  our 
city,  dying  in  the  confident  knowledge 
of  the  continuity  of  life." 

The  funeral  takes  place  tomorrow 
from  the  residence,  104  West  First 
street.

The   following    ordinances   took   their   first 
reading  iud  wore  referred  to  tho  committee  ou 
ordinance  and  judiciary. 
By  Alderman  Hugo : 

An  ordir  anco  requiring  operators  of  street  cars 
to  designate  tho  route  and  terminus  of  street 
cars,  by  painted  signs  in  the  day  time  and  by 
colored  lights  at  night. 

The  coramon  couucU  of  the  city  of  Duluth  do 
ordain  : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  owner  or  operator  of  all 
Btreet  cars  used  for  public  travel  in  tho  city  of 
Duluth  .'  hall  from  sunrise  to  sunset  designate 
the  terminus  and  route  to  bo  run  by  each  car 
iujnse,  by  plainly'  printed  signs  attached  to  the 
6U108  ami  forward  end  of  cacu  car  plainly  visi- 
ble .'"rom  without. 

Sec.  2.  That  between  sunset  and  sunrise  the 
terminui)  and  route  of  each  car  in  use  shall  be 
plaiiJy  clesignuted  by  tho  exhibition  of  colored 
lights,  o:  combination  of  colored  lights,  placed 
on  tho  sides  and  forward  end  of  each  car.  so  as 
to  be  jlainly  vi.siblo  from  without:  that  said 
colored  lights  or  combination  of  colored  lights 
shall  be  the  same  on  all  cars  having  a  common 
tern^inuH,  and  the  same  shall  not  bo  exhibited 
on  cars  having  a  different  terminus. 

Sec.  8.  Tho  owner  or  operator  of  all  street 
oars  used  for  public  traveljshall  keep  posted  in 
said  cars  in  a  conspicuous  place  a  plainly 
printed  notice  stating  the  color  of  the  light  or 
combination  of  colored  lights  used  on  all  the 
routes  ojjeratod  by  such  owner  or  operator. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions cf  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  n^jt  less  than  five  dollars  nor  greater  than 
tweaty-t  ve  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  .5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  unci  after  its  peissage  and  publication.

There  ie  hereby  granted  to  the  Du- 
luth Transfer  Railway  company,  its  successors 
or  assigr.s,  the  right  to  enter  upon,  use  and  oc- 
cupy for  railroad  purpo.«?s,  and  to  lay  railroad 
tracks  therein  and  thereon,  and  maintain  and 
operate  one  or  more  railroad  tracks  thereon, 
with  all  of  the  necessary  appurtenances,  all 
those  portions  of  the  several  streets,  avenues 
and  high  ways  in  the  city  of  Duluth,  hereinafter 
described,  to-wit :

ion;  Thh-tcenth,  Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Garfield, 
Seventeenth.  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth,  Twen- 
tieth, Tvrenty-flrst  and  Twenty-second  avenues, 
in  said  division,  in  so  far  as  the  Bamo  are  em- 
braced v'ithin  the  boundary  linos  of  said  Rail- 
road alley,  extended  acros?  said  avenues.

Wdkld's  Fair  Grounds,  Chicago, 
June  8. — The  summer's  sun  was  but  two 
hours'  old  this  morninL:  when  people 
began  to  arrive  at  ths  grounds  to  do 
honor  to  the  Spanish  infaitta.  It  was 
princess  day  at  the  (air  and  it  was  nota- 
ble, in  addition  to  the  entertainment  of- 
fered the  royal  visitor,  for  the  lar>;est 
crowd  that  has  been  inside  the  World's 
fair  enclosure  since  Sunday.  The 
weather  was  bcautifal,  the  warm  rays  of 
the  sun  bcini:  tempered  to  a  comfortable 
degree  bv  the  breezes  that  blew  off  the 
lake  all  day. 

Nebr.askans  shared  the  honors  of  the 
day  with  Eulalie.  The  8th  of  June  was 
set  down  originally  as  "Nebraska  day," 
but  when  it  became  known  that  the  prin- 
cess and  suite  had  arranged  to  visit  the 
fair,  the  title  of  "princess  dav"  was  pro- 
posed and  gracefully  agresa  to  by  the 
men  from  the  big  Western  state.  Ne- 
braska dedicated  her  building,  however, 
as  was  intended,  a  little  after  1 1  o'clock 
this  mi>rning  and  after  the  ceremonies 
the  visitors  marched  up  through  the 
beautiful   grounds  to  the  administration 

Claza  on  their  way  to  the  agricultural 
uilding  where  they  opeiiea  their  sec- 
tion. As  they  crossed  the  court  of  honor 
the  infanta  reviewed  the  procession  from 
the  east  balcony  of  administration  build- 
ing .and  smilingly  waved  her  band  in  rec- 
ognition of  the' hearty  cheers. 

Photographer  Arnold  made  another 
arrest  last  evening  and  he  will  be  em- 
phatically called  down  in  a  day  or  f.TO. 

There  was  no  free  rnusic  at  the  fair 
until  the  princess  had  arrived.  At  noon 
the  exposition  orchestra  gave  a  concert 
in  festival  hall,  A  tremendous  crowd 
filled  the  building  and  applauded  liber- 
ally. Contrary  to  expectation,  there  was 
no  music  f>t  Spanish  composition  on  Mr. 
Thomas'  program.  The  open  air  con- 
cert began  at  12:30,  the  program  j  being 
made  up  largely  of  Spanish  music.  The 
attendance  was  large  and  the  people 
were  enthusiastic. 


IRISH  HOME  RULE  BILL. 


Irish  Members  Crotest  Against  Dilatory 
Amendments. 
London,  June  8. — An  important  dis- 
cussion took  place  yesterday  in  the 
house  of  commons  in  which  the  Irish 
members  of  both  factions  took  groumi 
against  any  further  yielding  to  the  ene- 
mies of  Irish  home  rule.  The  Hon.  St. 
John  Brotlrick,  who  was  financial  secre- 
tary to  the  war  ofiice  of  Lord  Salis'Dury's 
recent  administration,  offered  an  amend 
mcnt  to  the  home  rule  bi!l,  the  object 
of  which  was  to  prevent  the  Irish  legis- 
lature from  dealing  with  the  question  of 
immigration  and  the  rights  of  aliens  and 
from  exercising  the  right  to  expel  aliens 
from  the  country. 

The  debate  eiicitcd  a  curious  diver- 
sity of  opinion  and  the  government 
tinally  accepted  the  amendment, 
Irish  Chief  Secretary  Morley  sug- 
gesting that  it  could  be  met  by  in- 
serting the  word  "aliens"  after  "alienage" 
in  sub-section  6  of  clause  3,  wnich  would 
then  as  amended  provide  that  the  Irish 
legislature  should  not  have  power  to 
make  laws  respecting  "treason,  treason- 
felony,  alienage,  aliens  or  naturaliza- 
tion." 

St.  John  Braderick  assented  to  Mr. 
Morley's  suggestion,  whereupon  Timo- 
thy Healy,  Nationalist  M.  P.  for  North 
Louth,  earnestly  prQiested  against  the 
amendment.  Mr.  Healy  said  that  these 
petty  amrndmenta  wasted  ti.ue,  the  gov- 
ernment to  some  extent  conniving.  The 
proposed  amendment,  if  adopted,  might 
result  in  causing  great  trouble  and  em- 
barrassment to  the  Irish  government. 

Thomas  .Sexton.  Nationalist  M.  P.  for 
North  Kerry,  expressed  his  oppositio.n 
to  the  proDOsed  amendment  being  in- 
serted in  lue  clause  without  notice. 

John  C.  Rigby,  Liberal  M.  P.  for  For- 
farshire, Scotland,  said  that  the  insertion 
of  the  amendment  would  not  afitect  the 
home  rule  bill  to  an  important  extent. 

Sir  Henry  James,  the  Liberal  Unionist, 
and  Right  Hon.  M.  Matth§W5,the  former 
home  secretary,  and  others  contended  to 
the  contrary. 

Prime  Minister  Gladstone  appealed  to 
the  Irish  members  not  to  oppose  the 
amendment  as  it  merely  insured  that 
imperial  obligations  sbou!d  be  confined 
with  imperial  control.  The  .Tiiiendment 
was  carried  by  a  vote  of  328  to  ijg. 

The  Irish  Nationalists  ana  many  Lib 
crals  voted  against  the  government, 
while  all  the  Conservatives  and  Liberal 
Unionists  supported  the  government  in 
its  acceptance  of  the  amendment.  Mr. 
Seaton,  of  North  Kerry,  moved,  as  he 
s.a:d,  for  the  purpose  of  clarifying  the 
amendment,  that  it  should  be  made  to 
read  "aliens  as  such,"  thus  prohibiting 
tho  Irish  legislature  from  enacting  laws 
relating  to  aliens  as  aliens. 

Irish  Chief  Secretary  Morley  accepted 
the  proposed  change,  but  St.  John  lirod- 
crictt,  Joseph  Chamberlain,  Right  Hon. 
H.  Matz,  and  Sir  Henry  Janes  spoke  in 
opposition  to  its  acceptance.  Upon  the 
advice,  however,  of  the  Conicrvative 
leader,  Right  Hon.  A.  J.  lialfoiir,  the 
mo' ion  was  agreed  to  without  a  division 
and  a  subsection  now  provides  that  the 
Irish  legislature  is  debarrel  from  legis- 
lating in  respect  to  "treason,  treason-fel- 
ony, alienage,  aliens  as  such  or  naturali- 
zation.

T  FIRE  IN  F, 


The  Business  Portion  of   the   Town   Com- 
pletely Wiped  Out  b>  a  Fire  Last 
Night. 


Many  Dwellings  Were   Also  Destroyed  and 

the  Loss  Will  Reach  Fully  Three 

Million  Dollars. 


Moorhead  People  Threw    Open  Hotels   and 

Residences  to  Shelter  Those  Who 

Lost  Their  Homes. 


Fakgo,  N.  D.,  June  8.— A  terrible  tire 
r.aged  in  this  city  from  2:45  o'clock  yes- 
tetday  afternoon  until  an  early  hour  this 
morning,  and  Fargo  is  now  a  bl.ickened 
mass  of  ruins.  The  tire  started  in  a 
sales  st.-\ble  in  the  rear  of  a  dry  goods 
store,  corner  Front  ami  Fifth  streets.  A 
strong  south  wind  was  blowing,  and  de- 
spite the  efforts  of  the  Moorhead  and 
Fargo  fire  departments,  soon  crossed  the 
street  to  Magill  l'v:  Co.'s  warehouse. 

From  there   it  spread  to  the  Noithcrn 

Pacific   Flevator  company's  building  on 

Broadway.  The  tlames  spread  rapidly 
and  soon  consumed  the  Red  River  Val- 
ley National  bank,  the  Fargo  Loan 
agency,  the  O^era  hous  •  block  with  five 
stories,  the  Lolumbi.a  rafe,  the  Mer- 
chants State  bank,  the  Kelson  block,  the 
Republican  Newspaper  buildinL',  the 
Keeney  block  and  Great  Northern  depot, 
completely  sweeping  the  east  side  of  the 
street  from  Front  street  to  the  Great 
Northern  tr.ick. 

The  wind  blew  sparks  further  east 
consuming  the  Deering  warehouse  and 
several  other  machine  warehouses  on 
the  north  side,  a  school  house  and  doz- 
ens of  residences.  At  6  o'clock  p.  m.  a 
Moorhead  alarm  was  sounded  and  it 
was  thought  that  the  fire  had  crossed 
the  river  and  the  Moorhead  companies 
went  back,  but  the    flames  did  not  cross. 

The  Grand  Forks  and  Detroit  fire  de- 
partments are  here.  The  Casselton,  \'al- 
ley  City  and  Jamestown  departments 
were  alio  telegraphed  for.  About  6 
o'clock  the  wind  shifted  and  the  wc^t 
side  of  Broadway  caught.  The  following 
buildings  were  burned:  Elliott  house. 
Citizen's  National  bank,  Columfiia  hotel, 
E.  M.Raworth's  Knights  of  Pythias  hall 
and  every  building  on  the  west  side  of 
the  street.  No.  l,  the  through  Northern 
Pecilic  passsenger  train,  is  here  and  can 
not  get  through  on  account  of  obstruc- 
tions. The  loss  is  estimated  at  nearly 
)>3,oao,ooo.  About  3000  people  are  home- 
less. 

The  district  burned  by  the  fire  com- 
prises the  best  part  of  F.argo.  In  a  gen- 
eral way  it  is  bounded  by  the  Western 
L^nion  otifice  and  the  Headquarters  hotel, 
thence  to  the  Great  Northern  depot  and 
along  the  line  ot  the  Great  Northern 
tracks  to  the  river.  The  principal  busi- 
ness street  of  the  city  lies  within  that  dis- 
trict, and  the  finest  bnsiness  blocks  are  in 
ashes.  In  that  part  of  the  city  there  are 
also  many  residences,  and  these  went 
down  betore  the  tlames.  Most  of  the 
buildings  in  that  part  of  the  city  are  frame 
structures,  and  these  offered  small  resist- 
ance before  the  rush  of  flames  sent 
against  them  by  the  pale  that  was  blow- 
ing at  the  rate  of  thirty  miles  an  hour. 
Moorhead  people  threw  open  their 
hotels  and  houses  to  the  people  whose 
houses    were  destroyed. 


A  BAD  STREAK. 


Only  One  Wire  Working. 

St.  Paul,  June  8. —  There  is  only  one 
wire  working  between  St.  Paul  and 
Moorhead,  and  thus  far  no  further  de- 
tails of  the  Fargo  fire  have  been  received. 
This  morning  at  2  o'clock  an  engine 
with  a  caboose  left  Detroit  with  a  party 
who  wished  to  see  the  great  fire  that  was 
burning  up  the  city  of  Fargo.  The  run 
was  made  in  one  hour  and  twenty  min- 
utes, the  distance  being  forty-seven 
miles.  One  of  the  party  was  Deputy 
United  .States  Marshal  J.  B.  Hillyer  and 
this  morning  he  was  seen  and  gave  some 
account  of  what  he  saw. 

He  says:  "The  district  burned  over  is 
all  the  territory  north  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  U?.ck  and  up  to  the  Manitoba 
track.  It  is  thrre  blocks  wide  and  five 
blocks  long.  Within  that  radius  arc  all 
the  principal  'ousiness  houses,  banks  and 
a  number  of  hotels.  All  these  build- 
ings were  burned  with  one  exception  and 
I  do  not  remember  what  one  it  was  that 
was  not  dciitroyed.  The  opera  house  is 
burned,  five  bank  buildings,  the  trust 
building,  Columbian  hotel,  the  big  gro- 
cery house  just  across  from  that  hotel, 
the  Fargo  Loan  and  Trust  company, 
Sherman  house,  the  great  warehouses  ot 
McCormick  and  Deering  with  all  their 
contents,  the  McGill  warehouse  and  all 
the  residences. 

"The  fire  started  in  a  small  restaur.mt 
on  Front  street  and  as  the  wind  was 
blowing  a  gale  the  Hnrnos  went  at  once 
.across  to  the  McGill  warehouse,  and 
that  burned  with  great  fury.  In  \\v.^ 
waiebouse  there  was  a  large  quantity  of 
binding  twine,  said  to  be  as  much  as 
seventy  carloads,  and  this  burned.  The 
blazing  balls  of  twine  were   carried  by 

;  the  wind  through  the  air  and  helped  to 

j  spread  the  fire. 

I      "Much  of  the  hose  th.at  the  fire  depart- 

I  ment  was  u  ving  burned  and  crippled  the 
efforts  of  the  firemen.  The  fire  did  not 
cro::S  the  river  to  Moorhead.  The  dis- 
reputable district  known  as  Hells  Half 
Acre  was  buined.  The  wind  blew  a  gale 
all  day  yesterday  and  the  greater  part  of 
last  nigtit  and  then  a  few  drjpi  of  rain 
fell."

"Only  a  little  while,"  ho  answered, 
touching  tho  floor  gingerly  in  several 
places  with  hia  finger.  "You  noticed 
that  I  nut  in  plenty  of  turj)ontino,  didn't 
you?  Tho  secret  o  f  mixing  paint  so  it 
will  dry  soon,"  ho  contiained,  wiping  tho 
brush  carelessly  on  i .  rag  in  order  to  clean 
it  for  tho  next  oiwiation,  "is  to  put  in 
I>lcnty,of  turpentine.  Bring  me  tho  var- 
nish. Lobelia.     Thanks." 

"I  oan't  help  tliinking,  Billigor,"  said 
Mrs.^McSwat  apprehensively,  "that  tJie 
floor  is  darker  in  somo  places  than  others. 
It  looks  streaked." 

**What  you  don't  Icuow  .about  p.iintlng 
a  floor,  madam,"  Lo  retorted,  "would 
build  a  viaduct  from  hero  to  the  moon. 
Those  sticiiis  are  merely  an  optical 
illusion  due  to  tlio  rofioction  of  tlie  rays 
of  that  lamp  over  there.  Is  that  plain 
enough  for  your  coraproiicnslon?" 

"I  thought  you  sjild  awhile  ago  they 
wexe  caused  by  tho  unoqunl  dryin^f." 

"So  far  as  tho  drying  is  concerned," 
said  Mr.  McSwat,  touching  tho  floor 
a^in  ^^'ith  his  finjj(;r,  "that  will  take 
care  of  itself.

THE  BORDEN  MURDER  TRIAL. 


Nothing    New    Dcveleped    in    the    Evidence 
Today. 

Ni;w  Bedford,  Mass.,  June  8.— The 
court  bouse  was  opened  before  the  regu- 
lar time  this  morning  and  at  the  main 
entrance  an  immense  crowd  was  gath- 
ered. Miss  Borden  was  in  her  seat  fif- 
teen minutes  before  the  court  came  in 
and  oagerly  looked  over  the  contents  of 
a  big  official  looking  envelope  which  she 
afterward  passed  to  Governor  Robinson. 
All  her  counsel  were  early  on  hand,  and 
the  jury  were  in  their  seats  before  coun- 
sel for  the  prosecution  showed  up  at  all.

Ford's  Opera  House,   In  Wliich   President 

Lincoln  Was  Assassinated,  Fell  to 

the  Ground  Today. 

Four  Hundred  Government  Clerks  Were  In 

tlie  Building  at  the  Time  When 

It  Collapsed. 


It  Is  Feared  That  at  Least  One  Hundred  are 

Killed  and  Nearly  Every  One 

Injured. 


Work  of  Rescuing  the  Wounded  From  the 

Ruins  Proceeding  and  the  Hospitals 

Beinc:  Filled. 


Washington,  June  9.— Ford's  old 
opera  liouse  on  Tenth  street  ia  whicti 
President  Lincoln  was  assassinated,  has 
fallen  in.  About  300  government  clerks 
were  in  the  building  at  the  time  and  a 
j,'rcat  loss  of  life  is  feared.  The  first 
tloor  collapsed  through  weakness  caused 
by  excavating  a  cellar,  and  in  its  fall 
carried  down  the  other  floors  and  with 
them  hundreds  of  clerks.  The  dead  and 
wounded  arc  being  taken  out  as  rapidly 
as  possible  by  the  firemen  and  police. 
All  the  ambulances  in  the  city  have  been 
summoned  and  the  rescued  arc  being 
conveyed  to  the  hospitals, 

It  is  feared  that  a  hundred  people  have 
been  killed.  The  scenes  are  terrible. 
Some  jumped  from  the  third  floor.  The 
walls  are  stdl  Standing  but  every  floor  is 
down  and  every  window  blown  out.  The 
building  has  been  cj)ndemned  as  unsafe 
and  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  occupied  for  some  time,  but  senti- 
ment has  kept  it  unchanged.  The  floors 
were  heavily  loaded  with  the  records  of 
the  records  and  pensions  division  of  the 
w.ir  department.  The  clerks  and  em- 
ployes were  all  men. 

There  were  over  400  clerks  in  the 
building.  Scarcely  one  escaped  injury. 
Twenty-eight  persons  had  been  taken 
out  of  the  ruins  up  to  10:15.  The  Emer- 
gency hospital  is  crowded  with  the  dead 
and  injured.  The  injuries  from  the 
very  nature  of  the  accident  are  of  the 
severest  character,  crushed  and  broken 
limbs  and  internal  injuries  prevailing. 
The  excitement  of  the  relatives  and 
friends  is  naturally  intense,  thousands 
surrounding  the  scene  and  the  excite- 
ment has  spread  all  over  the  city. 

One  of  the  workmen,  a  colored  man, 
who  was  employed  in  excavating  the 
cellar  and  who  escaped  with  only  slight 
cuts,  says:  "I  told  them  yesterday  that 
the  archway  would  fall,  for  every  time 
anyone  walked  over  the  floor  it  would 
bend.  I  tell  you  I  was  scared  and  got 
out  just  as  quick  as  I  could.  There 
were  twenty  men  at  work  with  me. 
'Deed  I  don't  know  what  became  of 
them." 

Every  hospital  in  the  city  has  now 
been  called  into  requisition  to  care  tor 
the  wounded.  As  soon  as  possible  a 
complete  roster  of  the  clerks  in  the 
building  will  be  sent,  with  names  of 
dead  and  injured  as  far  as  ascertained. 

io;45  ^'  "^- — Eight  dead  bodies  have 
just  been  taken  out  of  the  ruins.  They 
have  not  yet  been  identified.  Gen. 
Schofield  has  ordered  two  troops  of 
cavalry  from  Fort  Myer,  just  across  the 
river,  and  two  companies  of  infantry 
from  the  arsenal  to  the  scene  of  the  dis- 
aster. 

The  secretary  of  the  navy  has  ordered 
out  all  the  national  medical  officers  here 
and  has  also  opened  the  naval  hospital 
to  receive  the  injured.  The  command- 
ant at  the  navy  yard  has  been  or- 
dered to  render  all  assistance  in  his 
power. 

It  is  feared  there  are  still  eighty  bodies 
under  the  ruins.  Another  man  has  just 
been  taken  out  dead:  Howard  Smiller, 
of  Ohio,  a  clerk  in  the  bureau,  and  an 
unknown  man,  horribly  mangled,  have 
just  been  t)rought  to  the  Emergency  hos- 
pital dead.  A  partial  list  of  the  injured 
at  the  P^mergency  hospital  is  as  follows:

II  a.  m.  The  remains  of  a  young  man 
not  yet  identified  have  just  been  pla<:ed 
in  the  morgue  at  the  Emergency  hospi- 
tal. This  makes  the  number  of  ascer- 
tained dead  up  to  the  present  time 
eleven,  but  every  minute's  delay  in  re- 
moving those  buried  under  the  ruins  in- 
creases the  probabilities  of  fatal  results. 
There  are  believed  to  be  fully  sixty 
clerks  still  in  the  ruins.  The  most  heroic 
efforts  are  being  made  by  the  firemen 
and  police  to  reach  them.  The  cavalry 
have  just  gone  to  the  scene  to  clear   the 

streets. 
Connected  accounts  as  to  the  cause  of 

the  accident  are  now  partially  obtainable. 
The  excavations  which  were  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  the  collapse  were  being 
made  at  the  instance  of  the  war  depart- 
ment tor  the  purpose  of  putting  in  .in 
electric  light  plant.  As  already  stated, 
the  insecurity   of  the  building    has  been 


repeatedly  reported.  For  a  long  time 
past,  whenever  1  heavy  loaded  wagon 
has  gone  by,  the  building  seemed  to  sway 
backward  and  forward,  as  the  clerks  de- 
scribe the  sensation. 

When  the  first  rumbling  warning  of 
the  approaching  collapse  came,  the 
clerks  on  the  third  floor  to  the  number 
of  eighty  or  a  tmndred,  rushed  to  the 
windows  and  jumped  for  the  roof  of  a 
small  building  adjoining  on  the  north- 
west side.  Many  of  them  escaped  in 
this  way. 

George  M.  Atnold,  a  colored  clerk, 
appointed  from  Virginia,  was  seen  at  a 
third  story  window.  He  was  warned  not 
to  jump,  but  despite  the  protest  from  a 
number  of  people  he  climbed  out  and 
lowering  himself  from  the  sill  let  go. 
He  fell  upon  a  covering  .it  a  lower  door 
and  slid  off  into  the  cobbled  stoned  alley, 
striking  on  his  head,  instantly  killing 
him.  His  head  was  mashed  to  a  jelly, 
and  the  cobbles  for  a  distance  of  several 
yards  were  bespattered  with  blood. 

One  of  the  bravest  and  most  daring 
incidents  connected  with  the  calamity 
was  performed  by  a  colored  boy  19  or  20 
years  of  age  named  Basil  Lockwood.  As 
soon  as  the  floors  collapsed  and  the  dust 
cleared  away  he:  realized  the  danger  of 
those  at  the  rear  windows,  who  were 
wildly  climbing  out'.and  calling  for  aid. 
1  le  climbed  up  a  large  telegraph  pole  as 
high  as  the  third  story  and  lashed  a  lad- 
der to  the  pole,  putting  the  other  end  in 
the  window.  By  this  means  ten  or  fifteen 
were  assisted  down  the  ladder   in  safety. 

There  were  475  clerks  in  the 
bureau.  A  portion  of  them  were  em- 
ployed in  the  annex  and  in  the  printing 
oftke.    Theseescaped. 

The  question  of  the  responsibility  of 
the  accident  is  of  course  already  earn- 
estly discussed.  Assistant  Secretary 
Grant  was  one  of  the  first  officials  to 
visit  the  scene  ot  the  disaster  and  im- 
mediately gave  .orders  by  telephone  and 
mounted  messengers  to  the  officers  of 
the  department  to  render  all  possible 
aid. 

General  Grant  said  to  a  reporter, 
speaking  under  pressure  of  great  emo- 
tion: "I  am  appalled  at  the  magnitude 
of  the  disaster  It  is  impossible  for  me 
to  say  anything  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
accident,  for  1  know  nothing  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  building." 

THE  DETAILED  STORY. 


A  Terrible  Loss  ol  Life  and  Injury  Has  Been 
Caused. 

Washington,  June  9.— Ford's  old 
theater,  the  building  in  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  assassinated  and  used  by 
the  government  for  many  years  as  part 
of  the  office  of  the  surgeon  general  of  the 
army,  collapsed  this  morning  shortly 
after  9:30  with  .1  terrible  result  in  loss  of 
life  and  injury.  The  building  stood  on 
Tenth  street  northwest, between  E  and  F 
streets  and  not  far  from  Pennsylvania 
avenue.  It  had  been  condemned  years 
ago— some  claim  as  many  as  fifteen  or 
twenty — and  had  been  repaired,  propped 
up  and  renovated  from  year  to  year. 

There  were  475  persons,  mostly  gov- 
ernment clerks,  employed  in  the  build- 
ing and  nearly  all  of  these  were  at  work 
when  the  building  fell.  An  excavation 
fcr  an  electric  light  plant  was  being 
made  in  the  cellar  of  the  structure— a 
three-story  affair— and  according  to  the 
best  information  obtainable,  the  workmen 
this  morning  had  dug  beneath  the  foun- 
dation supports  in  the  front  of  the  build- 
ing, weakening  them  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  walls  gave  way  before  they 
could  be  jacked. 

This  explanation  of  the  cause  for  the 
accident  is  the  only  one  advanced,  but  it 
seems  somewhat  strange,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  top  floor  gave  way  first. 
Men  who  were  in  the  building  say  the 
crash  came  wittiout  warning.  Those  on 
tlie  top  floor  were  suddenly  precipitated 
to  the  floor  beli)W  and  the  weight  of 
falling  timbers  and  furniture  carried  the 
second  and  first  floors  with  it.  Fortu- 
nately only  the  forward  half  of  the  floors 
gave  way.  The:  outer  edges  of  the  floors 
and  the  rear  part  of  the  structure  re- 
mained intact.    The  walls  did  not  fall. 

The  news  that  the  building  had  fallen 
spread  with  lightning-like  rapidity  and 
soon  Tenth  street  and  adjacent  thorough- 
fares were  crowded  with  people.  With- 
in an  hour  the  riews  was  known  all  over 
Washington  and  hundreds  of  anxious  rel- 
atives and  friends  swarmed  to  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  old  structure.  Women 
appealed  anxiously  to  every  bystander 
for  information  about  some  particular 
person,  while  men  came  with  tears  in 
their  eyes  and  imploringly  besought  the 
policemen  to  let  them  through  the  lines 
that  they  might  obtain  some  news  of 
their  friends  and  relatives.  A  general 
fire  alarm  was  turned  in  in  a  few  minutes 
and  all  the  ambulances  in  the  city  were 
summoned.  Aii  quickly  as  possible  the 
police  and  firemen  formed  a  rescue 
brigade  and  rendy  hands  assisted  tlicm 
to  take  out  the  killed  and  wounded. 

In  less  than  an  hour  about  twenty-five 
people  had  bee  1  taken  out,  anrl  every 
few  minutes  thereafter  some  still  form 
would  be  borne  on  a  stretcher  from  the 
building.  Polif  e  and  army  ambulances, 
carriages  and  vehicles  of  every  descrip- 
tion were  press<;d  into  service  for  taking 
away  the  maimed  and  dead.  All  the 
hospitals  in  the  city  were  utilized  and 
scores  of  physicians  volunteered  their 
service  for  this  work.      Col.  Corbin,    as-

HOeBED  BY  BAIDITS 


Train  Held  Up  By  Six  Masked  Men  and  the 

Express  Car  Rifled  ef  Its 

Contants. 


NEW  IDEA  IN  AMMUNITION. 


A  Large  Anfiount  of  Money   Is  Supposed  to 

Be  Gone,  But  tlie  Exact  Amount 

Not  Stated. 


The  Conductor  and  Trainmen  Fired  on  the 

Desperadoes  But  They  Ma«le  Their 

Escape  Uninjured. 


Ct"»i.UMBi.v,  111 ,  June  (>.— Six  m.isked 
men  held  up  the  New  Orleans  express 
ort  the  Mobile  &  Ohio  railroad  at  Forest 
Lawn,  eight  miles  ni>rth  of  here,  at  9 
o'clock  last  nii^fht  and  robbed  the  express 
car  of  $10,000  in  cash  and  valuables 
worth  a  larjje  amount.  The  robberA-  did 
not  occupy  over  twenty  minutes  time.  A 
large  posse  is  now  in  pursuit  of  the  ban- 
dits. The  express  makes  a  short  stop  at 
Forest  Lawn,  and  when  it  came  to  a 
standstill  last  night  two  men  jumped  up- 
on the  engine  and  pointing  revolvers  at 
the  heads  oi  the  enijineer  and  tireman 
told  them  net  to  attempt  to  start  the  train 
again. 

While  this  was  taking  place,  four  men 
appeared  at  the  side  of  tne  express  car. 
One  of  them  placed  a  short  ladder 
against  the  car  and  then  chopped  a  hole 
in  the  door.  It  took  but  a  moment  to  do 
this,  and  before  the  astonished  express 
messenger  realized  what  was  happening 
the  door  burst  open  and  the  four  men 
w^ere  in  the  car.  Messenger  Branford 
attempted  resistance,  but  was  silenced 
by  a  blow  with  the  h.itchet  in  the  hands 
ot  the  robber  who  had  chopped  the  ho'e 
in  the  door. 

The  bandits  lost  no  time  in  ransacking 
the  car.  Branford  was  only  partially 
stunned  by  the  blow  he  received,  and 
the  robbers  forced  him  to  open  the  safe. 
The  cash  they  placed  in  a  sack,  together 
with  what  other  valuables  they  secured. 
Branford  was  then  bound,  gagged  and 
cast  into  a  corner  of  the  car.  When  the 
bandits  had  completed  their  task  in  the 
express  car,  they  jumped  to  the  ground. 
The  conductor  and  several  of  the  train 
men  opened  tire  on  them  and  they  re- 
turned it  with  interest,  though  none  of 
the  bullets,  so  far  as  known,  took   effect. 

The  bandits,  who  were  armed  with 
Winchesters  and  revolver?,  drove  their 
assailants  into  the  ctj  and  among  the 
passengers,  who  were  rendered  panic 
stricken  by  the  fusillade.  A  volley  of 
shots  was  heard,  apparently  tired  for  the 
purpose  of  intimidation,  aud  then  the 
robbers  took  to  their  h^els.  There  was 
every  chance  for  them  to  escape,  as  the 
place  is  a  lonely  one,  with  swamp  and 
underbrush  on  each  side  of  the  track  for 
a  distatice  of  two  or  three  miles. 

There  is  no  telegraph  station  at  Forest 
Lawn,  rendering  the  summoning  of  aid 
in  that  way  an  impossibility.  Members 
of  the  crew  are  positive  the  bandits  num- 
bered six.  Messenger  Branford  states 
that  everything  ot  any  value  was  taken 
from  bis  car.  The  exact  amount  of 
money  he  declined  to  name. 


Quicker  Feed  to  the  Gun  and  a  Saving  In 
Labor. 
Washington,  June  o.- There  is  a 
probability  that  the  bore  of  the  navy 
Catling  guns  will  be  changed.  To  be  of 
the  greatest  service,  the  Catling  guns 
used  in  naval  warfare  must  be  fitted  to 
use  the  ammunition  manufactured  for 
the  small  arms  issued  to  the  sailors. 

The  adoption  of  the  small  cahbre  for 
the  new  army  rirle  is  to  be  folU>wed  up 
by  the  navy,  and  that  io  turn  will  neces- 
sitate the  reduction  of  the  bore  of  the 
Catling  guns  from  .',5  calibre  to  32  cali- 
bre. Already  the  ordiumce  bureau  is 
preparing  for  the  change,  and  today 
Commodore  Sampson  received  from  the 
factory  a  sample  lot  of  the  new  ammuui- 
tion. 

In  its  preparatiou  ao  entirely  new  idea 
has  been  adapted  which  is  expected   to 
ensure  a  quicker  fead  to  the  gun   and  to 
dispense  with  the  labor  involved    in  the 
present  process  of    reloading    the    cart- 
ridge reservoirs  by  hand.     In    the    new 
arrangement,  the  cartridges  arc    lightly 
but  securely  clamped  in    compact    rows 
!  on  sheets  of  tin    about    18    inches    long. 
I  These  sheets  are  inserted    by  hand    in  a 
j  slot  in  the  breach  of  the  gun  which  auto- 
I  matically  picks  each  cartridge    from  its 
fastening  as  the    sheet    passes    rapidly 
through  the  gun.    The  new  device  costs 
about  5  cents  per  sheet. 


ARRIVED  FROM  HONOLULU. 


Rov.'!Thomas  Spurgcon  On  His  Way  to  Suc- 
ceed His  Father. 
S.\N  Francisco,  June    g.— Among  the 
passengers  on  the    Alemada   which   ar- 
rived yesterday  trom  Honolulu  was  Rev. 
Thomas  Spurgeon.  who,  after  a  stay  of 
two  days  in  this  citv,  will  go  to  Chicago, 
I  where  he  will  hold  a  two  weeks'   revival 
I  with  Mr.  Moody.       Mr.    Spurgeon   then 
'  leaves  for   London,    whore  he  will  as- 
i  sume  charge  of  the  tabernacle  formerly 
occupied  by  his  father. 

Captain  Fisher,  of  the  German  gun- 
boat Sherber,  came  up  from  Samoa.  He 
says  that  affairs  there  are  in  a  very  un- 
settled state  and  that  another  outbreak  is 
liable  to  occur  at  any  time.

Warfare  Without  Being    Also 

Drawn  Into  It. 


New  York,  June  9.— The  Herald 
says:  There  was  a  big  reduction  of 
freight  rates  yesterday  out  of  New  York 
to  all  Mississippi  river  points.  The  re- 
ductions made  were  by  the  Kanawha 
Dispatch  and  Savannah  Steamship  line. 
They  made  a  clean  cut  of  50  per  cent  on 
dry  goods  and  certain  other  first-class 
products  from  this  city  to  the  Missis- 
sippi river  which  is  the  junction  point 
between  the  Eastern  and  Western  asso- 
ciations. 

The  .Savannah  line's  rate  is  36  cents 
per  100  pounds,  the  old  rale  being  72 
cants.  The  Kanawba  Dispatch  which 
runs  over  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  rail- 
way went  one  better  and  put  in  a  rate  of 
35  cent?.  The  National  Dispatch,  which 
is  a  Grand  Trunk  line,  anticipated  the 
low  rates  of  the  above  mentioned  com- 
panies by  announcing  on  Wednesday  a 
rate  of  50  cents.    It  former  rate  was    82. 

'ITie  object  is  to  reach  points  west  of 
the  Mississippi  river  so  that  the  standard 
rates  of  the  Western  roads  have  to  be 
added  to  these  reduced  rates.  The  same 
rate  cutters  have  also  reduced  the  t,ariff 
on  all  cotton  goods  from  the  mills.  The 
National  Dispatch  has  put  into  effect  a 
33  cent  rate  between  New  York  and  the 
Mississippi  river  and  its<:ompetitors  are 
shipping  goods  for  28  cents. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  trunk 
lines  cannot  long  resist  this  warfare  in 
their  own  territory  without  being  affected 
by  it  and  being  ultimately  drawn  into  it. 
The  National  Dispatch  menaces  the 
Northern  and  the  Kanawha  Dispatch  the 
intermediate  territory.

Allhoujjb  the  general  depression  in 
money  matters  is  affecting  West  Duluth 
to  some  extent,  general  business  is  fairly 
good  and  no  particular  complaints  are 
heard  from  the  merchants  or  other  de- 
jiartments  of  trade.  It  is  learned  from 
the  banks,  which  are  pretty  good  author- 
ity on  the  subject,  that  the  merchants 
here  are  in  better  condition  at  the  pres- 
ent time  than  jever  before  in  the  history 
of  \ixc  town. 

This  fact  does  not  cause  surprise  when 
it  is  known  how  much  money  is  paid  out 
by  the  manufacturing  industries.  Tlie 
car  works  alone  has  a  monthlv  pay  roll 
of  $^6,ooo,  and  up  to  the  present  time 
every  employe  has  received  hti  wages 
promptly  at  the  end  of  eve^'  two  weeks. 

The  lumber  mills  also  pKiy 
semi         monthly         the  combined 

sum  amounting  t'j  about 

i^iS.ooo  per  month.  The  Great  Western 
Manufacturing  company  regularly  dis- 
tributes for  the  same  period  S8ooo  among 
its  employes.  A  conservative  estimate 
places  the  total  amount  paid  out  for 
wages  in  the  diflercnt  workshops  ot  West 
Duluth  at  $6o,ooo  per  month.  The  con- 
clusion is  reached  that  this  neck  ot  the 
woods  is  in  pretty  fair  shape  to  tide  over 
the  present  tinancial  stringency.

SAULT  CANAL  TRAFFIC. 


The  Business  Transacted  During  tho  Month  of 
oi  May. 

The  Sault  canal  oj)ened  the  present 
s  ason  rt  9:30  a.  m..  May  i,  and  during 
the  month  1043  steamers,  392  sailing  ves- 
sels and  76  rafts  and  iniregisterid  craft, 
making  a  total  of  i^ii  vessels  in  all 
passed  through  th'e  lock.  The  lock  wns 
vn  opi-ration  176  hoars  and  40  minut»  s, 
and  the  aggregate  time  C(msumed  by 
vessels  in  passing  was  8()4  hours  and  .J5 
minutes.  The  total  amountof  rcgistercil 
toimage  was  1,180,763,  freight  1,174,000, 
passengers  reported  758, and  the  number 
of  locks  684. 

As  compared  with  i8q2  the  report 
sqows  a  decrease  of  287  passengers,  366,- 
040  registered  tonnage,  360,168  freight 
tonnage,  and  726  passengers.  This  ap- 
parently is  a  Krirge  falling  off,  but  this 
decrease  is  accountwl  for  by  the 
f.ct  that  the  opening  of  the  canal 
was  twelve  days  later  than  hst  sea- 
son, and  the  further  fact  that  owing 
to  the  ice  blockade  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  there  was  no  easthound 
Jrtight  uj)  to  the  loth  of  the  month,  and 
only  1802  tons  up  to  the  12th.  The 
tratlic  for  the  last  ten  days  of  the  month 
averaged  more  than  last  year.  No  rafts 
parsed  the  rapids  during  the  month. 

Two  Collisions  With  Small  Loss. 

The  steimcr  Albert  V.  Gowen,  loaded 
with  liiTie  for  Clevekind,  and  the  schoon- 
er Kitchen  collided  off  Avon  Point,  Lake 
Krie,  in  adense  fog.  The  schooner  had 
her  jibbooni  and  bowsprit  cariied  away 
and  is  leaking  slightly.  The  Gowen^  re- 
ceived damages  about  the  cabij.  The 
co?,t  of  repairs  will  be  about  ;f400  to 
each. 

The  schooner  American  Union  and 
the  steamer  Tillie  Smith  collided  oppo- 
site Fort  Huron,  knocking  the  smoke- 
stack and  cabiii  off  the  steamer  and  in- 
jured the  schooner  al£o.  Damage  over

of  dam.ige.  judge  Sage  originally  de- 
cided the  libel  in  favor  of  the  ?dichigan, 
but  Judge  Jackson  subsequenty  reversed 
the  decision.

The  Hill  Celebration. 

Judging  from  all  accounts,  the  people 
of  St.  Paul  covered  themselves  with 
glory  in  their  conduct  of  the  celebration 
in  honor  of  James  J.  Hill,  the  president 
of  the  Great  Northern  railway.  It  was  a 
grand  demonstration,  a  splendid  pubLc 
tribute  to  the  worth  of  a  man  who  h.is 
created  a  great  railway  system  witho  it 
the  aid  of  a  government  land  gratit  or 
the  guarantee  of  a  government,  but  has 
constructed  purely  as  a  business  enter- 
prise that  has  always  returned  gof  d 
dividends  upon  the  money  invested.  In 
the  building  up  of  the  Great  Northern 
line,  there  have  beeit  no  construction 
companies  to  fatten  at  the  expense  of 
the  stockholders  and  bondholdeis. 
Every  individual  stockholder  has  been 
on  an  equal  footing  with  Mr.  Hill  in  the 
construction  of  this  line  and  whenever 
he  has  profited  they  have  profited    also. 

In  honoring  Mr.  Hill,  the  people  of  St. 
Paul  and  the  whole  Northwest  have  ho.> 
ored  themselves.  Retiring  in  disposi- 
tion and  adverse  to  notoriety,  Mr.  Hill 
would  undoubtedl)  have  prevented  any 
demonstration  of  this  character,  had  it 
been  within  his  power,  and  yet  he  could 
not  fail  to  feel  gratified  at  the  popular 
expression  of  regard  which  made  itstU 
manifest  in  this  splendid  pageant.  Start- 
ing at  the  lowest  rung  of  the  ladder  oi 
life,  Mr.  Hill  has  reached  the  higher 
rungs  of  success  by  force  of  a  native 
ability  that  closely  approaches  genius 
and  a  strict  attention  to  the  business  in 
which  he  engaged,  including  a  close  re- 
gard for  details. 

Mr.  Hill  worked  night  and  day  for 
many  years.  He  performed  an  amount 
of  work  under  which  many  other  men 
would  have  staggered  and  fell.  All  the 
intricate  details  of  the  railway's  business 
were  thoroughly  understood  by  him. 
Now  he  has  his  reward  in  the  shape  of 
a  giant  railway  system  extending  from 
Duluth  to  the  Pacific  ocean  with  many 
feeders  penetrating  fertile  wheat  fields 
and  rich  mineral  regions,  and  with  a 
traffic  that  has  made  the  line  a  steady 
dividend  payer  from  start  to  finish.  Al- 
most any  man  can  build  a  great  ra  1- 
road  system  if  he  has  plenty  of  money 
at  his  command,  but  few  there  are  that 
have  been  able  to  build  roads  that  have 
annually  paid  dividends  upon  the 
amount  exjiended  in  their  construction 
and  equipment.  This  feat  has  been  ac- 
complished by  Mr.  Hill  and  it  demon- 
strates the  remarkable  ability  with  which 
be  is  gifted. 


A  Prospective  Candidate. 
The  renomination  at  Columbus  yester- 
day of  William  McKinley,  Jr.,  for  the 
governorship  of  Ohio,  meant  more  than 
the  mere  naming  of  this  distinguished 
Republican  for  the  office  which  he  now 
occupies.  It  was  the  placing  in  the 
field  of  the  first  candidate  for  the  Repub- 
lican nomination  for  the  presidency  in 
i3g6.  From  this  time  forward.  Governor 
McKinley  may  be  regarded  as  a  formid- 
able candidate  for  the  highest  honor  in 
the  gift  of  the  nation.  I5ut  while  yester- 
day he  was  named  unanimously  for   a 


second  term  as  governor,  the  other  honor 
will  not  come,  if  at  all,  without  a  gigan- 
tic struggle.  There  will  be  other  "fa- 
vorite sons"  in  the  field  when  the  proper 
time  arrives,  and  it  will  be  a  bitter  fight 
that  will  be  waged  for  a  nomination  that 
is  no  longer  equivalent  to  an  election. 

Governor  McKinley's  speech  of  ac- 
ceptance yesterday  was  vigorous  and 
aggressive.  It  denoted  the  style  of  the 
campaign  that  would  be  made  by  the 
Republican  party,  should  he  be  its 
standard-bearer  in  the  next  national 
campaign.  There  is  this  contingency, 
however.  The  financial  stringency  which 
now  prevails  in  many  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, and  for  which  he  holds  the  present 
administration  responsible,  willprobatfly 
have  been  succeeded  by  another  era  of 
prosperity,  and  then  the  most  aggressive 
feature  of  this  speech  will  have  been 
robbed  of  its  potency  and  effect. 

If  the  Republican  party  shall  decide 
to  wage  another  battle  upon  the  tariff  is- 
sues as  enunci.ited  in  the  platforms  of 
the  two  great  parties  last  yeA,  certainly 
no  better  standard-bearer  than  Governor 
McKinley  co.ild  be  found  among  its 
prominent  leaders.  He  represents  em- 
phatically the  extreme  protective  idea. 
He  is  the  main  author  of  the  tariff  law 
that  bears  his  name  and  upon 
which  the  Democrats  made  their  fiercest 
assaults  in  the  last  campaign*  Four 
years  hence  there  will  be  another  tariff 
law  in  operation.  Sufficient  time  will 
have  elapsed  to  judgeof  the  comparative 
merits  of  the  McKinley  law  and  the 
other  tariff  that  will  have  been  enacted 
by  the  Democratic  majority  in  congress. 
If  prosperity  shall  then  prevail  and  the 
new  law  shall  be  giving  satisfaction,  Mr. 
McKinley  will  not  be  such  a  strong  can- 
didate as  he  will  be  if  the  present  de- 
pression shall  be  continued  until  the  end 
of  President  Cleveland's  administra- 
tion. 

Governor  McKinley's  prospects  of 
reaching  the  presidency  depend  largely 
upon  the  continuance  of  a  period  of 
"hard  times."  Under  the  opposite  con- 
ditions the  Republicans,  if  they  would 
achieve  success,  must  nominate  a  man 
who  entertains  more  liberal  tariff  views. 


New  Settlers  For  Minnesota. 

The  Northwestern  Agriculturist  re- 
ports that  the  number  of  the  people  com- 
ing into  southern  and  central  Minnesota 
this  year,  largely  from  Illinois,  Iowa  and 
Wisconsin,  is  surprising.  In  some  town- 
ships every  available  acre  of  wild  land 
has  been  taken  up,  and  most  of  the  land 
belonging  to  non-residents,  and  tb.it 
which  has  sold  under  foreclosure,  has 
passed  into  the  hands  of  actual  settlers, 
who  have  already  begun  improvements. 

Loaning  companies  who  have  become 
"land  poor"  from  farms  taken  under  for> 
closure  during  the  past  ten  years,  have 
realized  on  their  holdings  and  sold  at 
prices  which  have  paid  interest  and 
principal  and  a  profit,  and  are  now 
ready  and  anxious  to  loan  more  on 
land.  Nearly  all  the  emigrants  have 
means  to  carry  on  farming  to  advantage, 
and  the  development  in  same  localities 
is  already  marvelous.  The  colonies  of 
Hollanders,  which  were  planted  here 
eight  or  ten  years  ago,  are  now  growing 
rapidly,  and  gradually  spreading  out 
over  adjacent  lands,  and  no  thriftier  peo- 
ple or  better  farmers  can  be  found.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  Russian  colonies, 
which  the  famine  in  Russia  has  increased 
and  made  more  enthusiastic  over  their 
new  homes  in  America. 
C  Prices  of  land  have  increased  some- 
what in  the  older  portions  of  the  state, 
but  in  the  newer  central  counties,  the  in- 
crease has  been  most  marked,  in  many 
cases  over  loo  per  cent  in  two  years,  but 
with  the  increase,  good  lands  in  Minne- 
sota are  still  the  cheapest  to  be  found  m 
the  United  States,  when  quality  of  soil, 
climate,  products  and  accessible  mar- 
'Kets  .are  taken  mto  account.  There  is 
no  disposition  among  Minnesota  farmers 
to  go  elsewhere  to  find  better  homes,  and 
those  who  are  coming  in  from  other 
states  are  happily  disappointed  in  what 
they  find  here. 

The  northern  portion  of  Minnesota  is 
sharing  in  this  influx  of  settlers,  and  dur- 
ing the  last  few  months  there  has  been  a 
considerable  rush  to  the  lands  northwest 
of  Tower.  In  the  Rainy  river  country, 
which  will  ere  long  be  made  available  to 
settlers  by  railway  communication,  is  a 
large  stretch  of  the  finest  agricultural 
land  in  the  Northwest,  surpassing,  it  is 
claimed,  the  richest  land  in  the  Dakotas 
and  Iowa.  The  southern  portion  of 
Itasca  county  also  presents  an  inviting 
field  for  settlement,  which  cannot  be 
long  delayed.  The  next  few  years  will 
witness  the  settlement  of  many  farmers 
in  this  rich  territory  tributary  to  Duhitb.

REAR-ADMIRAL  JOHN  JAY  ALMY. 


The  Aged  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Loyal 
Legion. 

The  quadrennial  congress  and  second 
re-union  of  the  Loyal  Legion  was  held 
in  St.  Paul  this  week  and  it  was  an  as- 
semblage of  more  than  ordinary  distinc- 
tion. The  origmal  intention  was  to  hold 
the  congress  on  the  14th  of  April,  but  on 
account  of  the  large  number  of  dele- 
gates and  visitors  expected,  whose  con- 
venience would  be  better  suited  by  a 
later  date,  the  congress  was    postponed. 

The  delegates  numbered  sixty,  three 
from  each  state  represented.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  delegates  there  was  an  attend- 
ance of  Soo  orgoo  visitois.  Massachusetts 
alone  sent  over  100  members  and  their 
wives.  The  Pennsylvania  and  Illinois 
commanderies  attended  and  an  equal 
number  came  from  the  Prairie  State. 

Ex-President  Hayes,  who  was  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  Loyal  Legion  be- 
fore his  death,  had  announced  that  he 
would  attend.  The  commander-in-chief 
has  devolved  on  the  senior  vice  com- 
mander-in-chief, Rear-Admiral  John  Jay 
Almy,  who  has  been  on  the  naval  list, 
active  and  retired,  over  sixty-four  years. 
His  age  is  79.  He  entered  the  service  as 
midshipman  at  the  age  of  15,  and  *has 
cruised  the  wide  world  over.  General 
Walker  and,  the  Nicaragua  filibusters 
surrendered  on  board  of  his  ship  in  1857. 
He  was  at  the  siege  of  Vera  Cruz  and 
the  capture  of  Tuxpan  in  Mexico.  Dur- 
ing the  civil  war  he  commanded  the 
gunboat  Connecticut,  and  distinguished 
himself  by  running  down  and  capturing 
four  notorious  blockade  runners  and  de- 
stroying four  others.

The  question  of  the  amalgamation  of 
the  Central  Trades  and  Labor  assembly 
and  the  Building  Trades  assembly,  will 
be  detinitely  settled  at  the  next  regular 
business  meeting  of  the  former.  In  ac- 
cordance with  invitations  issued  several 
of  the  unions  represented  in  the  Build- 
ing Trades  assembly  were  present  at 
the  open  meeting,'  of  the  Central  Trades 
and  Labor  assembly  at  the  hall  in  the 
O'Brien  &|KnowIton  block  last  evening. 
Both  >ides  seem  determined  to  amalga- 
mate under  one  central  heidand  organi- 
zation. The'only  question  now  is  how 
that  can  best'  bejjdone. 

The  attendance  last  evening  was  not 
what  was  hoped  for,  but  a'  number  of 
representative  and  leading  champions 
of  organii-ed  labor  were  present.  Num- 
erous speeches  were  made  and  the 
ground  thoroughly  gone  over  in  discus- 
sion. Tlie  delegates trom the  Builders  as- 
sembly let  it  be  uniierstov>d  that  there 
would  need  to  bo  some  radical  changes 
and  the  members  of  the  Central  Trades 
and  Labor  assembly  let  it  be  just  as 
plaiidy  understood  that  they  are  ready 
to  make  almost  any  change  or  conces- 
sion, just  so  long  as  they  are  not  com- 
pelled to  surrender  the  charter  given 
them  bv  the  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.  They  intend  to 
retain  that,  come  what  may. 

Remarks  of  various  kinds  were  made 
by  Jas.  .Harmon,  J.  Hallahan,  Morris 
Grii^n.  J,  H.  Baker,  T.  A.  Gleason,  E. 
Applehagen,  President  McDowell  and 
others. 

Action  was  fmally  taken  to  the  extent 
that  a  committee,  composed  of  one  mem- 
ber, was  appointed  from  each  union 
present,  with  orders  to  visit  each  union  in 
the  city  and  let  them  know  that  at  the 
next  regular  business  session  of  the  Cen- 
tral Trades  and  Tabor  Assembly,  they 
would  all  meet  and  organizejunder  one 
grand  and  central  head. 

The  advantages  of  such  action  need 
no  explanation,  as  they  are  self-evident 
to  every  friend  and  foe  of  organized 
labor,  said  a  member  last  evening.  While 
labor  is  unusually  well  organized  in 
Di'luth,  there  is  ample  room  for  advanc- 
mcnt,  and  ail  believers  in  organization 
have  determined  to  heal  any  differences 
tha:  are  supposed  to  exist.  Inite  all 
forces  and  get  Iab(/r  matters  in  such  a 
condition  in  Duluth  that  they  will  be  the 
wonder,  admiration  and  friendly  envy  of 
every  other  city  in  the  country.  In  doing 
this,  all  inclination  to  copy' after  other 
cities,  because  of  size  or  excellence  of 
systems  or  organization,  must  be  care- 
fully guarded,  or  the  local  needs  and 
conditions  may  be  in  a  measure  over- 
looked and  a  working  plan  arranged 
that  will  not  be  so  effective  as  one  ar- 
ranged with  reference  to  the  particular 
Conditions  in  Uuluth. 


Energy  and  Enthusiasm  Pervade  Everything 
on  Duluth  Heights.

Convention  Next  Fall. 

The  jobbers*  union  held  its  rcjjular 
monthly  meeting  yesterday  afternoon 
and  disposed  of  considerable  routine  bus- 
iness. The  matter  of  havintr  a  big  dem- 
onstration in  Duluth  when  the  reciproc- 
ity convention  meets  in  October  was  dis- 
cussed quite  at  length.  It  is  the  idea  to 
jnduce  a  large  number  of  people,  espec- 
ially frnm  Eastern  Canada,  to  attend  the 
convention  and  to  make  their  visit  a 
memorable  one.  The  matter  was  turnecl 
over  to  the  reception  committee  after  its 
importance  had  been  fully  emphasized 
by  the  discussion.  A  Fourth  of  July 
celebration  was  broached  but  was  passed 
without  action. 

Better  hre  protection  for  the  jobbing 
interests  was  another  theme  for  discus- 
sion. Additional  apparatus  and  a  more 
assured  water  service  are  improvements 
aimed  at.  Referred  to  the  usual  com- 
mittee with  instructions  to  report  at  next 
meeting. 

The  Great  Western  Manufacturing 
company  was  admitted  to  membership. 
Applications  were  received  from  the 
Standard  Oil  company  and  Wright,  Bar- 
rett &  Stillwell. 


Forbes  Takes  Charge  of 
Companies. 

The  Minneapolis  Journal  of  last  even- 
ing said :  The  Northern  Pacific  Elevator 
company  and  the  Red  River  Valley 
Elevator  company  asked  for  a  receiver 
yesterday  afternoon  before  Judge  San- 
born, of  the  United  Stales  court.  The  re- 
sult of  the  motion  was  the  appointment 
by  the  court  of  M.  J,  Forbes,  of  Duluth, 
as  receiver  for  both  companies,  which 
are  practically  under  one  management. 
As  stated  yesterday,  there  an  about  200 
elevatoiis  involved,  no  in  Minnesota, 
50  in  the  West,  and  50  in  Red  River  val- 
ley. Receiver  Forbes  was  in  charge  of 
the  companies'  affairs  today,  and  he  will 
proceed  as  fast  as  practicable  with  a  set- 
tlen-icnt  with  the  creditors.  The  com- 
panies will  retire,  of  course,  for  the  pres- 
ent from  the  purchasing  of  grain,  other- 
wise the  business  will  be  proceeded  with 
in  the  regular  way  under  the  receiver's 
direction. 

It  is  not  yet  known  what,  if  any,  com- 
plications may  arise  .-is  a  result  of  the  at- 
tachments in  North  Dakota.  If  the  at- 
tachments hold,  then  other  creditors  will 
be  barred  from  participating  in  the 
benefit  arising  from  the  sale  of  the 
wheat  attached.  A  statement  of  the 
affairs  of  the  companies  will  he  filed  as 
soon  as  the  receiver  can  prepare  it. 
There  was  very  little  interest  aroused 
among  the  grain  men  by  the  embarrass- 
ment ol  the  companies,  because  the 
cause  is  so  clearly  defined  that  it  relieves 
the  situation  of  its  serious  bearing.

HANGING  IN  KENTUCKY. 


Judge  Woods  Allows  an    Appeal   From  the 

Decision    Granting   an   Injunction 

Against  Sunday  Opening. 


Application  for  a  Supersedeas,  Which  Would 

Suspend  the  Injunction  Pending  the 

Hearing,  iWas  Refused. 

The  Injunction  HaskBeen   Entered  and  Now 

Comes  the  Conflict  With  the 

State  Courts. 


Chicago,  Tune  q— The  United  States 
coun  decided  this  morning  to  allow  the 
World's  Columbian  exposition  an  appeal 
irocn  the  decision  yesterday  grar.ting  an 
injunction  against  Sunday  opening  of 
the  fair.  The  time  and  place  of  hearing 
the  appeal  will  be  fixed  by  Chief  Justice 
Fuller.  .Ap'plication  for  a  supersedeas, 
which  would  suspend  the  effect  of  the 
injunction,  pendiivfT  -i  heating  on  the  ap- 
peal, was  refused  leaving  yesterday's  de- 
cision in  force. 

AttcrncY  Walker,  reprcsentmg  the  ex- 
position directors,  moved  for  a  suspen- 
sion of  the  order  when  it  should  be  en- 
tered and  began  a  long  argument  m  sup- 
port of  the  motion.  After  heating  Mr. 
Walker's  ar'^nments,  Judge  Woods  an- 
nounced that  the  order  for  injunction 
was  entered  in  accordance  with  the  de- 
cision of  yesterday. 

THE  PICTURE  COMBINATION. 

Everybody  Is  Hot  Over  Picture  Maker  Arnold's 
Cheek. 
World's  Faitv  Grounds,  Chicago, 
June  o.— There  is  going  to  be  trouble  at 
the  fair  if  the  official  picture  maker, 
Arnold,  and  his  partner,  the  son  of  Pres- 
ident Higinbotham,  do  not  promptly  re- 
spect the  permits  issued  by  the  director 
generrd  to  the  representatives  of  the 
press.  Col.  Davis,  national  commis- 
sioners, foreign  officials  ai'.fl  others  are 
more  exercii'ed  over  the  high  handed 
conduct  of  Arnold  than  over  awards  or 
music  or  similar  distracting  questions. 

Before  the  week  ends  the  council  of 
administration  is  expected  to  call  a  halt 
on  the  picture-making  combmztion  which 
will  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  arrests 
and  attempted  confiscation  of  other  pho- 
tographers" properly.  Even  if  the  coun- 
cil does  not  serve  rotico  on  Arnold.'the 
board  of  control,  aided  by  the  special 
photograph  committee  of  the  commis- 
sion, intends  to  proceed  by  petition  to 
the  federal  court.  A  safficitnt  force  of 
Uaited  Sta'.Ca  maishals  wi'l  be  ^sked  for 
to  sec  tbet  a'l  persons  carrying  permirs 
signed  by  the  director  general  are  rot 
interfered  with. 

Commissioner  Hundley,  of  Alabama, 
who  was  one  of  the  Sunday  closing  ma- 
jority on  the  ]  idiciary  committee,  says 
the  decision  of  Judges  Woods  and  Jen- 
kins on  the  ba-i?  of  national  authority 
over  Jackson  Park  is  sufficient  ground 
for  making  all  persons  interfering  with 
the  permit  holder  liable  to  a  tine  and 
impriscnment.'  after  the  ccmn-ission's 
jsdgment  that  oihers  besides  Arnold 
coald  take  pic-.ures  and  that  the  director 
fjeneral  had  full  authority  to  sign  per- 
mits. 

The  commissioners  here  point  out 
that  Arnold  and  young  Higiabotham  are 
not  even  concessionaire*.  They  are  only 
employes  of  the  exposition,  receiving  a 
fixed  sakiry  and  a  ten  per  cent  perquis- 
ite, vet 'they  clothe  themselves  with 
authority  to  arrest  every  person  on  whom 
they  cannot  levy  tribute.

HEAVY  CONTRACTS  FEW. 


A  Negro  Who  is  Credited  With  Shooting  Six 
Men  Hanged  Today. 
Mavville,  Ky.,  June  g.— A  negro 
named  Brown,  convicted  of  the  murder 
of  Albert  Collcy  and  who  is  credited 
with  five  other  murders,  was  hanged  here 

today. 

The  crime  for  which  Brown  suffered 
the  death  penally  was  the  murder  of 
Albert  Colley,  a  well-to-do  farmer  of  this 
county.  During  his  career  Brown  had 
shot  two  white  and  three  colored  men. 
He  was  27  year 5  old  and  has  played  the 
role  of  a  desperado  every  since  he  lo- 
cated in  this  place  two  years  ago.  He 
confessed  being  the  person  who  stoned 
Toiiccman  Kzell's  residence  about  six 
months  ago  and  declared  his  intention 
was  to  kill  the  officer  when  he  made  bis 
appearance  at  the  door,  but  fortunately 
Eiell  was  absent  from  home  at  the  time. 
The  shooting  of  Farmer  Colley  oc- 
ci-rred  on  the  night  of  Dec.  10,  1892,  at 
the  house  ol  Poliy  Hamby,  a  notorious 
white  woman,  where  they  met.  I  he 
woman  was  Hrown's  paramour  and  •  he 
objected  to  Colley 's  presence.  A  fight 
ensued  m  which  Brown,  together  with 
Dave  Sherrili,  another  negro  tough,  and 
the  Hambv  woman  forced  Colley  out  ol 
the  hwuse  into  the  back  yard  where 
Brown  brutally  shot  him  down. 

The  two  negroes  were  arrested  and 
jailed,  but  the  woman  made  her  escape. 
She  w.as  subsequently  arrested  and 
brought  back  by  detectives.  The  men 
were  tried  in  the  April  term  of  court  and 
Brown  condemned  to  hang,  while  Sher- 
rili was  given  a  life  sentence.  The 
woman  will  be  tried  at  the  next  term  of 
Court.

RATES  TO  BE  LOWERED. 


Dullness  Marks  the  Iron  Trade  Throughout  the 
Country. 

Cleveland,  O.,  June  g.— The  Iron 
Trade  Review  this  week  says:  "The 
financial  situation  still  overshadows 
everything,  and  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  July  I  is  now  the  pivotal  point  in  all 
iron  trade  calculations  there  would  be 
little  -n  which  to  base  market  talk.  The 
failure  of  the  Grant  locomotive  works 
with  some  large  material  accounts  among 
their  debts,  and  the  assignment  of  two 
Southern  pig  iron  producers  make  the 
past  week  the  most  disasuous  the  iron 
trade  has  seen  in  some  time. 

"Pig  iron  prcduction  is  likely  to  be 
curtailed  still  more  within  the  month  by 
the  blowing  out  of  furnaces  that  find  no 
proQiJin  the  present^  market.  In  struc- 
tural lines  there  is  a  moderate  demand, 
and  steel  mills  have  all  thty  can  handle 
temporarily  with  the  putting  in  of  small 
orders  for  June  delivery;  but  heavy  con- 
tracts are  few  and  there  will  be  no  great 
loss  if  July  should    be  a  continuous  holi- 

dav."

DAN.  L.  CASE  UNDER  ARREST. 


A  Single  Fare  For  the    Round  Trip    to    Chi- 
cago. 

Chicago,  June  9.— The  Central  Traf- 
fic association  has  taken  the  initiative 
in  the  matter  of  lowering  the  rates  to 
Chicago  to  a  single  fair  for  the  round  trip 
based  on  the  highest  late  for  limited 
tickets  on  the  route  traveled. 

It  is  expected  in  official  circles  that 
this  is  the  entering  wedge  which  will  lead 
to  uniform  and  general  action  on  the  part 
of  all  the  trunk  lines.  Arrangements 
will  now  be  made  to  receive  all  excur- 
sion trains  at  the  terminal  depot,  as  it  is 
believed  the  people  living  at  distant 
points  have  only  been  waiting  until  half 
fare  rates  were  fixed.

HUDSON  SAVINGS  BANK. 

Owing  to  the  Stringency  ol  the  Money  Market 
It  Suspended. 

Minneapolis,  June  9.— A  Hudson, 
Wis,  special  says:  There  was  great 
commotion  among  business  men  and  de- 
positors generally  this  morning  when  the 
the  Hudson  Savings  bank  failed  to  open 
its  doors.  The  following  notice  was 
posted: 

"Owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  money 
market  we  have  deemed  it  best,  in  justice 
to  our  depositors,  to  suspend  for  the 
present.  1  he  bank  has  assets  enough  to 
cover  all  deposits."  . 

No  run  or  warning  of  any  kmd  was 
given.  The  city  funds  were  deposited 
there  and  there  are  grave  doubts  whether 
the  bank  will  be  able  to  resume. 


Detroit    Capitalists    Bring  Suit  lor   $2,500 
Against  a  Real  Estate  Agent. 

MiLWAVKEE,  June  9.  Dan.  L.  Case,  a 
well  known  real  estate  dealer,  was  taken 
to  the  county  jail  yesterday  on  a  civil 
order  of  arrest  issued  from  the  circuit 
court. 

The  suit  is  brought  by  Alex.  McPner- 
sen,  William  C.  Colburn  and  others  of 
Detroit  to  recover  S2,i;oo.  The  plaintiffs, 
who  include  several  Detroit  bankers.and 
capitaliits,  allege  that  they  gave  Case 
§2,500  for  the  purpose  of  Vjuying  leases 
on  some  Minnesota  iron  property. 

It  is  alleged  that  Case  was  to  get  the 
leases  in  the  names  of  the  Detroit  men 
who  furnished  the  money.  These  men 
claim  that  they  have  been  unable  to  get 
any  accounting  from  Case,  Bail  for  Case 
was  fixed  in  the  sum  of  $3,000,  which  had 
not  been  furnished  up  to  3  o'clock. 

Case  is  a  son  of  the  lat^  Julian  M.Casc, 
a  mining  man  who  lived  at  Marcpiette, 
Mich.,  for  manv  years  and  who  was  well- 
known  all  over  the  Northern  mining 
region.  Shortlv  after  the  death  of  hii 
father,  Dan.

road on  Condemnation  proceedings  from 
James  Sheridan  and  others.  The  com.- 
missioners  awarded  S700,  Mr.  Shtiidan 
claims  the  land  is  well  worth  $7200  if 
there  were  no  iron,  but  with  the  mine 
which  ho  alleges  exists  it  is  cheap  at 
S25.000.  Mr.  Sheridan  was  on  the  stand 
all  morning  under  cross  examination. 

The  tedium  of  the  prececdings  was 
broken  by  one  little  incident.  The  rail- 
road had  placed  in  evidence  a  plat  of 
the  town  ot  Ely  and  it  was  marked  for 
identitkation.

To  get  it  into  a  more  regular 
shape,  Mr.  Davis,  counsel  for  the  road, 
tore  oft  a  strip  on  the  northerly  end. 
Mr.  d'Autremont  was  on  his  feet  in  an 
instant:  "It  is  shameful,  your  honor, 
that  the  plat  should  be  so  mutilated  after 
it  is  in  evidence.  He  has  entirely  oblit- 
erated over  forty  acres,  and  the  Chandler, 
Zenith  and  Pioneer  mines.  Originally 
the  map  showed  the  relation  of  our  pro- 
perty to  the  towns  and  mines  and  the 
probable  course  of  the  Iron  vein 
through  it." 

Judge  Ensign  directed  that  Mr. 
d'Autremont's  objection  be  entered  for 
disposition  Liter.  It  is  not  likely  that  the 
case  will  get  to  the  jury  before  tonight. 
When  it  is  hnished  Iud>:e  Ensign  "will 
take  U[)  James  Sheriifan  et  al  against 
the  Chandler  Iron  company,  involving 
the  same  facts. 

The  case  of  Miah  T.  Hulett  vs.  Han- 
nah Hamilton,  on  motion  argued  several 
days  ago  before  Judge  Ensign,  was  con- 
timied  until  September  term  to  allow 
plaintiff  to  get  an  important  deposition. 
All  last  night  and  this  morning  a  jury 
struggled  valiantly  with  the  case  of  John 
Malensheck  against  Charles  McNamara. 
Toward  noon  the  jury  came  into  court 
nnd  threw  up  the  sponge.  Judge  Lewis 
counted  them  out  and  gave  them  until  3 
p.  m.  to  recoup  for  the  next  case.  Mal- 
ensheck against  McNamara  will  come 
on  for  trial  again  at  the  September 
term. 

C.  Aultman  &  Co,  against  VV.  S.  War- 
ren and  J.  A.  Taylor,  was  tried  before 
Judge  Ensign  tliis  morninsf.  The  jury 
was  instructed  by  the  court  to  return  a 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  the  exact 
amount  to  be  computed  from  certain 
ntites  placed  before  them.  The  action 
was  to  recover  for  harvesting  machinery 
sold  to  defendants.  Plaintiff  claimed 
some  ^6coo.  In  Aultman  &  Co.  against 
J.  A.  and  William  Taylor  judgment  for 
plaintiff  was  entered  by  consent  of  plain- 
tififs  for  $73  and  costs  and  interest. 

In  Allen  J.  Miller  against  State  Bank 
of  Deluth  a  jury  was  waived  by  stipula- 
tion. H.  W.  Wheeler  agai«3<  Charles  H. 
Atwater  was  amnOunced  settled.  Dulwth 
&  Iron  Kaage  railroad  company  against 
David  T.  Adams,  S.  R.  Ainslie,  OJiio 
Mtning  company  and  others  was  contin- 
ued by  consent. 

The  funeral  of  Thomas  J.  Mitchell  oc- 
curring at  2  o'clock.  Judge  Lewis  or- 
dered a  recess  until  3  p.  m.,  at  which 
time  the  trial  of  John  Si!nps«>n,  et  al, 
against  C.  A.  Krause,  et  al,  will  be  be- 
gun. 

On  motion  of  the  county  attorney,  no 
indictments  being  found  against  them 
by  the  grand  jury,  the  following  were 
discharged  by  Judge  Lewis  this  morning: 
A,  H.  Berger,  charged  with  burglary; 
Pat  Flannigan,  burglary,'  third  aegree; 
liarney  Madden,  larceny,  second  de- 
gree; Rosa  Payette,  adultery;  Dan  Mc- 
Narra,  selling  liquor  without  a  license. 
Last  evening  the  grand  jury  returned 
the  following  indictments  and  then  ad- 
journed until  2  p.m.  today:  Tony  Di 
Mare,  assault  in  first  degree;  Frank  Par- 
rish,  two  indictments  for  grand  larceny 
in  the  second  degree;  Charles  Lawrence, 
grand  larceny  in  first  degree;  August 
Garrett,  grand  larceny  in  the  first  de- 
gree; William  Smith,  grand  larceny  in 
the  second  degree. 

This  afternoon  a  number  of  prisoners 
were  arraigned.  John  Hildebrand 
pleaded  guilty  to  larceny.  The  follow- 
ing pleaded  not  guilty  to  the  charges 
against  them:  John  Kelly  acd  James 
(iieason,  grand  larceny  in  the  second 
degrea;  James  Harrington,  sellinjf  liquor 
without  a  license;  August  Garrett,  grand 
larcency  in  the  first  degree;  Tom  Di 
Mare,  assault  in  the  first  degree;  Charles 
Lawrence,  grand  larceny  in  the  first  de- 
gree. 

WILL  THERE  BE  TROUBLE? 

Squatters   Northwest  of  Tower  Organize  for 
Mutual  Protection. 

As  the  time  draws  near  for  the  opening 
of  eight  of  the  richest  timbered  towns 
northwest  of  Tower,  says  the  Vermilion 
Iron  Journal,  it  becomes  quite  evident 
that  there  is  going  to  be  more  or  less 
c< intention  and  trouble  between  the  set- 
tlers or  squatters  on  one  hand  and  pur- 
chasers under  the  timber  act  on  the 
other.  The  best  claims  in  these  town- 
ships have  been  gradually  taken  up  by 
homesteaders  during  the  past  three 
years,  many  of  them  establishing  their 
residence  on  llie  lard  before  the  repeal 
of  ihe  pre-emption  law,  the  advantages 
of  which,  therefore,  many  are  entitled  to 
and  propose  to  avail  themselves  of. 

But  during  the  past  few  weeks  numer- 
ous parties  composed  lA  people  from 
neirly  every  part  of  the  state  have  been 
taken  to  the  new  cldorado  by  explorers 
and  locators,  and  the  suspicion  is  strongly 
entertained  by  the  Hiuatlcrs  that  it  is  thft 
intention  of  these  new  arrivals  to  file  on 
some  of  their  l.mds  umler  thetimber  a':t, 
when  they  are  thrown  of<cn  next  week 
and  the  week  following.  With  no  ccr- 
t.iin  knowledge  of  the  outcome  of  tlnj 
matter,  the  squatters  have  grown  fearful 
of  the  result  and  it  is  at  present  the  sub 


ject  of  all  talk  among  the   homesteading 
fraternity. 

In  conversation  with  a  homesteader  of 
c/)-ig,  a  Journal  representative  learned 
this  week  that  the  squatters  in  that  town 
have  already  a  strong  organization  lor 
their  mutual  protection.  There  is  an 
utiderstandiiig  that  e.ich  claimant  is  his 
neighbor's  watchman  during  the  hitter's 
abst'nce.  The  Journal's  inlormant  had 
occasiim  to  visit  another  poition  of  the 
town,  recently,  and  while  blazing  his  way 
across  a  section  was  sudtlenly  acciusted 
by  tiiree  squatters  armed  ;with  Wiciihes- 
ters,  whodcnian<led  to  know  what  his  bus- 
iness wai  there;kbcmts.  He  gave  his  name 
and  as  the  trip  knew  him  by  repiilatiun 
to  be  a  Ixuiafide  haiiif9te:uler  in  anorher 
part  iif  the  town  he  was  permitted  to 
pursue  his  journey— they  even  ivssisting 
him  as  soon  as  they  were  asiured  of  his 
persenaiity. 

Said  another  squatter  to  the  Journal: 
"There  will  be  trouble,  I  fear,  in  these 
to^vns;  it  seems  inevitable.  Tfce  Duluth 
hand  office  will  have  before  id  an  increase 
of  contests,  but  there  are  some  contests 
that  will  be  settled  right  on  the  claims  in 
question,  if  these  new  arrivals  attempt  to 
get  the  best  of  us  squatters,  who  fiave 
been  patiently  waiting  for  the  past  two 
and  three  years  to  file  on  these  lands." 

One  method  of  the  sauatters  to  protect 
themselves  is  the  destruction  of  the  sec- 
tion corners  and  quarter  posts.  In  som^' 
cases  quarter  posts  have  been  displaced 
by  corner  posts  and  vice  versa.  Occa- 
sionally the  bearing  trees  have  been  de- 
faced so  as  to  obliterate  all  markings, 
and  it  is  now  a  dirtiailt  mat- 
ter to  accurately  locate  lands  in 
some  parts  of  some  of  these  towns.  Lines 
have  been  blazed  at  slight  angles  from 
those  made  by  the  governuient  survey- 
ors, and  it  is  impossible  to  tell  which  are 
the  correct  ones. 

'Hie  homesteaders  have  private  mark- 
ings enabling  them  to  distinguish  their 
own  claims,  and  their  purpose — that  of 
misleading  a  jumper — is  fully  served. 

There  appears  to  be  but  little  doubt 
but  that  '•sciuatters'  rights"  will  fully 
protect  the  early  settlers  on  these  lands, 
but  the  scpiatters  themselves  do  not  aip- 
pear  willing  to  take  any  chances  in  the 
matter,  and  have  thrown  up  a  line  of 
eirthworks  at  the  first  sipht  of  smoke. 
The  general  interpretation  of  the  home- 
stead and  pre-emption  laws  is  that 
under  them  they  have  thirty  days  in 
which  to  file.  But  should  a  timber  ap- 
plication precede  their  filing  a  contest 
of  several  months  duration  would  in- 
evitably follow,  and  it  is  this  undesirable 
state  of  affairs  the  squatter  is  solicitous 
over  and  anxious  to  prevent  by  most  any 
means. 

Many  homesteaders  are  datcrmincd  to 
be  on  band  the  morning  thoir  town  is 
opened  to  entry  and  secure  first  filing. 
And  a  repetition  of  the  scenes  enacted 
at  Ashland  laiul  office  at  the  time  the 
Omaha  indemnity  lands  were  thrown 
open  to  entry,  only  on  a  smaller  scale,  is 
not  improbable  at  Duluth  next  week.

"On  Monday  last  I  bad  an  interview 
with  a  gentleman  who  is  very  near  the 
president  and  Secretary  Carlisle.  I  ex- 
plained to  him  the  financial  condition  in 
the  West  as  it  had  been  reported  to  me 
by  correspondence,  and  expressed  the 
belief  that  the  financial  condition  over 
all  the  country  was  largely  due  to  a  lack 
of  confidence  and  the  doubt  as  to  what 
the  financial  policy  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration would  be  and  that  inasmuch 
as  the  natural  conditions  were  so  favor- 
able to  Drosperity,  the  present  condition 
was  due  to  the  failure  of  gambling  and 
speculative  concerns  followed  naturally 
by  a  lack  of  confidence  on  the  part  of 
the  people.  This  gentleman  stated  to 
me  that  in  a  very  recent  interview  with 
the  president  on  the  financial  situation  of 
the  country,  the  president  had  explained 
his  views  and  his  plans  in  a  manner  that 
inspired  him  with  the  utmost  confidence 
for  the  near  future. 

"Tliose  plans  and  views  were  briefly 
stated  by  the  president  in  his  recent  pub- 
lished interview  sent  out  by  the  United 
Press.  This  gentleman  expressed  the 
opinion,  and  I  take  it  he  was  but  echoing 
the  sentiment  of  the  president  that  by 
the  first  of  September  congress  will  be 
in  condition  to  repeal  the  Sherman  law. 
Of  ray  own  knowledge  I  know  of  three 
congressmen  and  two  United  States  sen- 
ators, heretofore  ardent  silverites,  who 
are  now  ready  to  vote  to  repeal  the 
Sherman  act.  '  Should  the  conditions  be 
such  as  to  satisfy  the  president  that  the 
repeal  of  the  Sherman  act  can  be  effected 
before  Sept.  i,  congress  would  be  con- 
vened at  once.  It  was  much  talked 
amongst  the  congressmen  in  Washing- 
ton that  the  Sheiman  act  might  be  re- 
pealed at  any  time  by  a  compromise 
with  the  silventes,  increasing  the  circu- 
lation of  the  national  banks  and  the  re- 
peal of  the  10  per  cent  tax  on  state  bank 
issues. 

"Of  this  you  may  be  assured,  the 
United  States  treasury  can  no  longer  be 
relied  upon  for  the  relief  of  Wall  street 
gamblers  and  speculators.  Members  of 
congress  and  financiers  with  whom  I 
have  latelv  conversed  in  Washington  on 
the  situation  believe  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  country  isimprovirigand 
that  congress,  when  it  convenes,  will  af- 
ford the  perfect  relief  that  is  expected. 

"I  iimplv  make  these  statements  from 
the  intcrmation  I  have  and  not  as  a 
financier  for  of  practical  finance  I  know 
but  little  more  than  the  leaders  of  the 
advocates  of  the  unlimited  coinage  of 
silver.^  A  peculiar  condition  and  hereto- 
fore unknown  is  tliat  of  the  number  of 
advocates  of  free  coinage  of  silver,  there 
is  not  one  who  has  even  a  local,  much 
less  a  national,  reputation  as  a  financier. 
The  financiers,  without  exception,  are 
the  opponents  of  tree  coicage." 

Maj.  r^aldwin  was  invited  by  the  re- 
porter to  say  something  regarding  local 
offices  but  preferred  silence  for  the  pres- 
ent.
